Advance of thb IInd amo VIIth Armt Conpfl prom thb Liiffi 
NoT£Es — Cbatillon-suB'Seini to tub Uppse Saone Vallet. 

The Commander-in-C3hief of the South Armyf had reached 
VerRailles on the night of the 9th — lOth January, whore 
Colonel Count v. WartenBleben, who was accompanying him, 
Ifeas appointed Chief of the Staff.} The inatiuctions given 
verbally to General v. Manteuffel at the Royal Headquarters 
could only be of the most general nature.§ It was evident 
that for the present he could give no immediate support to 
Oeneral v. Werder, who was already in contact with the 
enemy.! But as the XlVth Corjis was still holding its position 
in front of Belfort, it could not fail to bo of great importance, 
should General v. Manteuffel succeed in operating upon the 
toemy's communications. All measures to accomplish this object 
were left, however, to that officer's unfettered discretion. 

When General v. Manteuffel reached Ch&tillon-sur-Seine on 
the evening of the 12th Januarv, the troops placed at his Ifth and 18th 
disposal were as yet far from being assembled, but were '•""•'J- 
scattered over a tract of country iipwards of forty miles in 
breadth at the following points : the llnd Army Corps from the 
Arman^on to the Serain,! at Nuits and Noyers ; the Vllth from 
the Aube to the Seine, at Montigny, Chatillon, and Mussy.**

On the 7th— 8th 
January it proceeded to carry them into effect. The corps marched in seTcral 
columns in the seneral direction, by Soigny and Tonnerre, to Nuits*sur- Arman9on and 
Horers, where It anired on the 12th January without meeting the enemy. 

** The Yllth Army Corps had received news at Auxerre from Qeneml t. Werder 
on the evenius of the oth January, which caused it to prepare for its departure from 
that place. A cypher telegram received from Vorsaiilos on the 7th was mutilated 
and unintelligible. Early on 8th January orders arrived to move to ChAtillon-sur- 
Betne (eee Part II, Vol. II, p. 807). The cor]>s guarded iti*elf towards the south by 
despat chins a flank detachment by way of Ltchires-pr^s-Aigremont, and nuurched 
through Chablis, Tonnerre, Loignos to the neighbourhood of Ch&tillon, which it 
reachra on the 11th. Of the 14th Division, the first detachments already com- 
menced to arrive by railway at ChAtillon-sur-Seine on the 7th January. Th0 
arrangements for the siese of Peronne and the want of rolling-stock delayed the 
further transport. On the 11th January the Divisional Staff arrived ; not until 
the 18th were the bulk of tho troops assembled at Cli&tillon. 
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Part of the latter Corps was still in process of transport by 
rail.* 

The great extent over which the forces were for the moment 
scattered formed no impediment to their fui*ther advance. It 
was a point for some consideration whether the mai*ch should 
be directed upon Dijon, to which town led several good roads 
over the intervening mountains. The capture of tlie old 
capital of Burgundy would have made the more impression, as 
the French press had been recently attaching undue import- 
ance to its re-occupation by their own troops. 

But the j)re88ing danger centred at iJelfort. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief knew from the telegraphic reports of General 
V. Werder that that general was occupying the position Lure-— 
H^ricourt — MontlxSliard — Delle, that the enemy was quiet on the 
12th, but it was believed that he was on the point of com- 
pleting his deployment between the Doubs and the Ognon.f 
Evidently the Ilnd and Vllth Corps were not in a position to 
act in that direction for the present But should the decisive 
action be delayed by onlv a few days, their advance would 
make itself felt It was therefore of the first importance not 
to lose time, and the march upon Dijon would have been a 
detour. 

In these circumstances General v. Manteuffel resolvedi not- 
withstanding the many difficulties, to march ntraight against 
the enemy's main forces. Should the latter meanwmle succeed 
in driving back General v. Werder into Upper Alsace, General 
Manteuffel determined to throw himself witn all possible speed 
upon the enemy's rearmost troopa On the other hand, should 
the XlVth Corps succeed in repulsing the enemy, and the latter 
move in retreat, the Commander-in-Chief intended, by a 
change of front to the right, to move against him and his 
communications. 

The difficulties which remained to be overcome by the 
Ilnd and Vllth Corps in their advance were of no slight order. 
The march on Vesoul led across the southern part of the 
bleak plateau of Langres bv country roads deep m snow and 
in all probability impracticable. 

Numerous streamlets, which take their rise in the plateau, 
flow towards the Seine and Sadne. They intersected the line of 
march, and their deeply-sunken valleys had to be crossed 
by steep paths, of which the icy smoothness seriously aug- 
mented the difficulties. 

The better roads across the plateau lie in the valleys, and

and the trains. The Ist Bcflcire Hussars was assigned to the Inspector-General ot 
£tap))eu of the Ilnd Army, by order of His Majesty the King. Only one squadron 
remained temporarily in rear, in order to be employed later as messengers between 
Chfttillon-sur-Seino and the advancing headquarters of the South Army.

consequence tliey did not lend themselves to the march. At 
the same time the connection between the columns could not 
be easily maintained in this mountainous forest-clad country. 
Each column had to take its independent measures of security 
in every direction. The country oflFerod Httle acconmiodation. 
Not until the e€tstei*n slopes are reached do we meet with signs 
of prosperity and high cultivation. 

The march led midway between Dijon and Laugres, both 
of whieh points were known to be occupied in force. Serious 
resistance was therefore expected in the difficult country. 

Although the troops after their continuous marching wore 
sorely in need of rest,* none could be allowed thorn. The 
same night of the 12th — 13th both Corn.s were ordered to push 
forward their advanced guards to tlie line Montbard — St. 
Marc-sm-Seino— Leuglay — AubepieiTC, and to attach pioneci-s 
to them. The movement, commencing from the line Montbard 
— Cli&tillon, would bring the army into the open Saoue country 
at Selongey and Longeau. For this march, the Ilnd Army 
Corps had assigned to it the road through Chanceaux and 
Is-sur-Tille, tlie Vllth was to take any roads fuuiul suitable to 
the north of it. 

Colonel V. Dannenberg's brigadef a«=iembled in the couree 
of the 13th January in the neighbourhood north-west of 
Baigneux-les-Juifs. It had up to that time been in observa- 
tion towards Dijon, protecting the railway through Nuits-sur- 
Arman^ou, and also the arrival of the first troops at Chatillon 
and Nuits. In doing so, it had frequently come into collision 
with parts of the Vosges Army, which, after assembling 
round Autun in December, had pushed forward franctireurs 
into the district between Dijon and ChAtillon-sur-Seine, whilst 
Ricciotti Garibaldi, Avith the 4th Brigade, had been watchhig 
the movements of the Vllth Corps, at fii-st from Courson, after- 
wards from Avallon, and later from Precy-sous-Thil. On the 
5th January Ricciotti had advanced to Semur. Colonel v. Dan- 
nenberg occupied at this time Montbard, Nuits-sur-Annan^on, 
and Clmtillon-sur-Seuie,J but contemplated shortly uniting the 
whole of his force more to the front, between Alise Ste. Reino

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and Baigneux-les-Jnifiu* The Montbard garrigon having been 
reinforced at the comraencenient of the movement, Captain v. 
Hertell advanced on 7th January with a mixed detachmentf 
from this town along the S^mnr road, but as soon as he 
reached Champ d'Oiseau fell in with the enemv. Next morning 
Major Pause, with a battalion, squadron, and four guns,t left 
Montbard for S^mur. Ricciotti Garibaldi, at the same time, 
advanced upon Montbard, § marched unobserved by the west 
of the Prussian detachment, and attacked the town. He was, 
however, repulsed, and Major Pause returned in all haste 
towards evening; Ricciotti, however, succeeded in eluding 
capture, and by way of the Brenne valley reached Flavigny, 
where he received support from other detachments of the 
Vos^es Army. 

m view of the detrainment taking place at ChitiUon, Colonel 
V. Dannenberg on the 9th assembled his troops on the line 
Montbard — St. MarcH9ur*Seine, but afterwards concentrated 
them towards the rij^ht flank, in order to protect Nuits pending 
the arrival of the Ilnd Corps. A company! engaged on the 
ilth January in fora^ng at Bai^eux-les-Juira was driven 
back thence by Ricciotti Garibaldi. But on the advance 
of superior forces^ the franctireur leader retired on the 12th 
to Aignay-le-Duc, and on the 13th' took post at Avot-le- 
Gran£ 

For the moment Dannenberg^s brigade was attached to the 
Ilnd Corps, as it was already weu forward on the line of advance 
6f the latter. To renlace it, the 8th Infantry Brigade, under 
Major-General v. Ketuer, reinforced by two squadrons and two 
patteries,** was to remain behind, in order to secure the 
Ch&tillou — Nuits — Tonnerre railway, which was of so much 
importance for the troops on the Loire and Sarthe, and upon 
which the Ilnd and Vllth Corps must depend as a line of com- 
munication during their advance,tt The general received 
instructions to make such minor offensive movements as mig^ht 
serve to clear up the situation, and, if hard pressed, to retire 
along the railway to Blesme. In such case, he was to open

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communications with the troops of the Government-General of 
Lorraine* and the etappen troopR, and thus reinforced he was 
to resume the offensive with as little delay as possible.f In 
spite of the inadequacy of the means, it was hoped tliat the 
troops and their leader would fulfil this compreheuRive task, a 
conndence which was amply justified by subsequent events. 

As during the next fcAv days it would apparently be imprac- 
ticable to iSBUo orders with ropjiilarity, Ocnicral v. Maiiteuffel 
announced his intentions beforehand.; The most important 
matter for both Corps Avas to reach and seciu'e the issues from 
the mountains with the least possible delay. Each column was 
then to deploy right and left, in order to mciUtate the debouch 
of its neipjhbomr. It was recommended that the men should 
have an abundant ration on the march, and all responsibility 
for any extraordinarv measures for that object was assumed 
by the Commander-in-Chief. All detjuls were settled on the 
loth at Chitillon-sur-Seine in a verbal conference with the 
generals commanding Corps. 

The forward movement commenced on the 14th Jauuarv in I4fch January 
a dense fog, severe frost, and with roads like a looking-glass. 
The mcn*s strength bc(*amc speedily taxed; tlu^ marehiiig 
columns lengthened out greatly, and the progi-css was much 
retarded. Not until late in the day did the troops reach their 

auarters: the Ilnd Corps, the neighbourhood of Lucenay-le- 
>uc and Montbard ; Dannenberg's brigade, Billy-les Chanceaux ; 
the Vllth Corps, Recey-sur-Ource and Arc-en-Barrois. To the 
east of the last-named place, near Bugni^res, the advanced guard 
of the 14th Division § met an infantry detachment which had 
been throAvn forward from Langres, and rcjpulsed it after a short 
skirmish. Night had already set in when tlic 2nd Battalion 77th 
Regiment, heading the column, seized with little loss|| the 
occupied village of Marac, captured a colour, and drove the 
defenders back on the fortress. The remaining columns had 
not been molested by the enemy. 

The Army Headquai-ters were established at Boulaine. 
On the morning of the 15th January the Ihermometer fell I5th January 
to 14 degrees ; the difficulties of the march were even greater 
than on the previous day. Still the troops reached their 
appointed destmations : the Ilnd Aimy Corps, the neighbour-

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hood of Chanccaux; Daimcnberg's brigade, Lamargelle; the 
Ylltli, the neighbourhood of Auberive and Chameroi; Army 
Headquarters, Germainc. General v. Kcttler had marched from 
Noyei*sin a southerly direction to risle-sur-Serain and Montreal. 

A flank detaclmicnt of the Vllth Corps,* imder Colonel v. 
Delitz, occupied Grancey-le-Chiltoau, in order to approach the 
columns of the right wing. The previous advancea guard of 
the 14th Division bent southwards from Maroc by way of 
Mardor and undertook at Courcelles-en-Montagne the duties 
of observation towards Langres. This detachment continued 
i6ili JaniiAiy. also on the following day to watch the south front of the 
fortress. It drove some weak hostile patrols before it, but in 
doing so came under the artillery fire of one of the forts ; f it 
rendered possible, however, in the evening, the destruction of 
the railway and telegraphs in the neighbourhood of the junction 
at Chalindrey, as had been ordered by Army Headquarters. 

In the night of the 15th — 10th a change took place in the 
weather, and the frost was succeeded oy a violent storm. 
Thawed snow and i-ain stood in pools on the smooth ice of the 
roads. With no little diflSculty the bulk of the army reached 
the line Moloy — Prauthoy — Longeau; the advanced guards, 
Dienay, Selongey, Dardenay, Chassigny-le-Bas, and Cohons. 

The Ilnd Army Corps had not as yet come into serious 
contact Avith the enemy, but on the right flank, chiefly in the 
Oze valley, discovered some French detachments, and in its front 
found traces of the retreat of Ricciotti Garibaldi*8 brigade to 
Dijon. The right flank detachment of the Vllth Army Corps 
also learnt at Selongey that 2,000 Garibaldians had reached tliis 
place on the 14th, and had left for Dijon on the 15th. The 
patrols found Is-sur-Tille clear of the enemy; on the other 
hand there were weak French detachments at Epagny. 

On this same day General v. Kettler moved upon Avallon, 
the inhabitanta of which place had fired on his patrols. 

The town was bombarded with shell andf the barricaded 
entrance captured after a brief musketry action. The garrison, 
consisting of two battalions of Garde Nationale Mobile fled in 
disorder to the woods on the south, leaving behind some 60 
killed and wounded, as also 2 officers and 58 unwounded 
prisoners. After placing the town under heavy contribution as 
a punishment. General v. Kettler resumed his march at noon 
and reached Montbard next day. His detachment had lost only 
1 officer and 2 men. 

General v. Manteuffel, who transferred his headquarters to 
Prauthoy,+ received the news early that morning of the first day's 
fighting on the Li8aine.§ It was, nevertheless, necessary, at once

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to briug forward tho Ilnd Corps from the Iffiion Valley, and 
give it tiiue to come up abreast of the Vllth Corps, which 
meanwhile concentrated more closely and pushed forward its 
advanced guards farther to the east. 

On the 17th January, General v. Fransocky caused the 
mixed brigade leading the Und Ai'my Corps to bend away to 
the right and take up to tho south of Is-sur-Tille a position of 
observation towards X)ijon. Under its protection tho 3rd Divi- 
sicm spread out in the more open country and occupied close 
cantonments in and around Is-sur-Tille. Ihe corps artilleiy and 
the 4th Division moved up in rear as far as the issues from the 
mountainous region. 

On the riglit flank, a detachment,* under Colonel v. 
Ferentheil, had advanced partly along the Oze valley, partly in 
a parallel direction to the eastward, and, not without los8.t had 
dislodged some franc tireur bands from Verrey-sous-Salmaise 
and from the heights east of Bligny-le-Sec. It subsequently 
marched that same night by way of St. Seine, along difBcult 
roads to Vemot, for the purpose of rejoining its Division. 

Of the Vllth Army Corps, the advanced guard of the 13th 
Divisiout marched to Chamjilittc, where infonnation was received 
that there had been recent movements of troops between Dijon 
and Langre«.§ It there destroyed the railway and Une of 
telegraph from Gray to Langres, while at Piemont a company 
of French infantry marching towards Lan^'es was after a few 
shots compelled to turn quickly back and disperse. 

In other respects tlio country towards the Sjmhio was found 
unoccupied. 

The advanced guard of the 14th Divisionll reached Chau- 
denay, and also scouted in the direction of Langres. A 
detachment from the main bodylT reconnoitred from Longeau 
by way of Bourg towards the fortress. It dislodged one of tho 
enemy's posts from Croix d'Arles** by artillery fire, but fell 
under the fire of Fort de la Bonnelle, and at noon commenced 
its return march unmolested. 

On the 18th January, in accordance with orders from Army 
Headquarters the whole of the Ilnd Coi-ps was assembled 
at Is-sur-Tille, Thil Chatel, and Selongey.

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A newlv-formed advanced guard* reached Bouhans, on the 
Fontaine Fran^aise — Gray road, and, in spite of its long march, 
sent away that same evemng a detachmentf towards Gray. The 
detachment pressed onward as far as the bridges! of the town, 
which lies on the further bank of the Saone. The inhabitants 
were in consternation. After the railway and telegraph had 
been destroyed in the manner ordered, the detachment passed 
the night in Nantilly, a village situated to the west of Gray. 

Of the Vllth Corns, tno 13th Division moved up to 
Champlitte and Neuvelie-les-Champlitte. The advanced guard 
was despatched by General v. Bothmer as far as Pierrecourt, 
whence the Saone oridge at Savoy eux was reconnoitred. 

General v. Sonden moved with the 14th Division as far 
as Trettes, the advanced guard to Poinson-les-Fayl ; the corps 
arti]Iery§ marched to Leffond. A weak detachment charged 
with observing Langi'es|| repulsed at Brennes and Bourg, to the 
north of Longeau, a feeble attack directed from the fortress. 

Although on the 18th January the Ilnd Corps was still one 
march to the rear in the movement eastward, yet the main diffi- 
culties were now overcome, and it was even probable that the 
passage of the Saone would not be contested. In epite of the 
unfavourable season of the year and the bad state of the roads, 
the passage of the mountains had been accomplished in a 
comparatively short time, without incident and with only slight 
loss. The enemy had made no serious attempt to interrupt the 
. march, either from Dijon or from Langres. The rearward com- 
munications were alone the subject of anxiety. 

Of the troops still absent at the commencement of the 
movement, the majority had during the last few da38 been 
detrained at VeuxauUes, north-east of Ch&tillon-sur-Seine, in 
order to follow the army by road.T But before they ovei-took 
the rest, a column of general transport had been captured on 
the 17th at Perix)gnev, south-west of Langres. In a further 
advance of the army this condition of things could only become

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aggravated. General v. ManteniTel resolved in consequence not 
to allow future detachraonts to be sent by the roads across the 
Langres plateau, but to move them by way of Epinal.* In tliis 
way the permanent transfer of the fines of communication to 
Epmal, wliich was in contemplation, would at the same time be 
initiated. The Govemment-UeueraJ of Lorraine was requested 
to co-operate in this matter.t 

During the last few days a brisk exchange of con-cspondenc^ 
had taken place between Generals v. Werder and v. ManteuffeLt 
The messenger-posts established between Ch&tillon-sur-Seine 
and the headquarters of the South Army enabled the news 
from the Lisaine to reach the Commander-in-Chief on the 
foUoAving day. 

Thus General v. Mantouffcl had in his hands on the morning 
of the 18th tlie report of tlie third day's fighting, from which he 
could infer that tne retreat of the French army was probable. 
This assumption was confirmed that same evening by a further 
telegram.§ 

The victory of General v. Werder had brought about a 
marked change in the military situation. The danger to the 
communications of the German annios witli homo territory was 
for the present averted. 

The distance was still far too great to deal a blow at once 
from the side of the SaSne upon the vanquished enemy, yet the 
junction of all three corps might be effected in the direction of 
Kioz and Montbozon. From the point of view of their own 
security, this course appeared the most advisable; but in so 
acting no really decisive result would have been achieved. It 
is true that considerable losses might probably be inflicted oh 
the enemy in a series of rear guard actions ; but he would only 
be weakened, not annihilated, as he would be thrown back on 
his natural line of retreat. With the restless energy which 
was characteristic of the French preparations, the same army, 
newly reinforced, would before many days have to be again 
encountered. 

A very different condition of things would result were 
General v. Manteuffel to act up to his original intention and 
throw himself with the Ilnd and VII th Coi-ps upon the lines of 
communication of the East Army. The latter could then only 
effect its retreat through the narrow zone between the Saoneand 
the Swiss frontier, the practicabilitv of which is much hampered 
by the parallel ridges of the Jura Mountains. General Bourbaki 
was obliged to follow with the mass of his army the roads along 
the DouDS. Besan9on offered him the first point of support,

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and this dircctiou brought him at once into collision ivith 
General v. Manteuffel. Should the Qermans succeed in bailing 
the valley of the Saoue below Besan^on and repulse a last 
attack, waged probably wth the energy of despair, the only 
mode of egress left to the enemy would be the aifficult defiles 
of the Jura. 

In regai'd to the distances, it was possible to bar the adver- 
sary's march, but the enterprise was replete with danger. 

Although the French corps would probably be found in 
a shatterea state, in point of numbers they were far superior 
to the two Prussian corps. The communications of these latter 
with the rest of the army and with home territory were even 
now insecure, and they must bo entirely severed when the 
8adne, the Ognon, and the Doubs were crossed. Besan9on would 
be in front, the fortress of Langres, the strongly occupied and 
intrenched Dijon, and the small fortress of Auxonne in flank 
and rear, and they must be prepared to accept decisive battle 
with their front facing their base of operations. 

The march of the Coi-ps would lie through a comparatively 
thinly-populated and inhospitable district, in which the daily 
quartering of the troops, a necessity at this inclement season, 
and their rationing, in the absence of supplies from the rear, 
would be difficult, while the practicability of the defiles was 
doubtful ; so that they could not but look forward with absolute 
cei*tainty to the greatest privations and hardshipa Neverthe- 
less, General v. Manteuffel resolved upon the bolder course, 
as promising the greater results.* 

How far the adversary had progressed in his retreat, and 
whether he had taken the right or left bank of the Doubs, was 
not known; it therefore appeared necessary to secure the 
passages of the river below Besan9on, so as to be able to 
encounter him in good time on both banks. 



Change op Front to the Right op the IInd and VIIth

The orders issued, before the arrival of the latest intelligence, 
by General v. Manteuff^el for the 19th January, had still kept m 
view the continuation of the movement eastward, while at the 
same time initiating the change of front to the right which had 
become probable. 
I9ib January. On the 19th January f the advanced guard of the IInd Corps 
found that Gray, which had been occupied up to the previous 
day, was now clear of the enemy. The troops crossed the two

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remaiuing intact bridfres over the 8adne, and occui)ied quarters 
iu the town. The 3rd Uivision reached Autrey and its environs; 
Dannenberg^s mixed brigade, Fontaine Fran^aise; the corps 
artillery, St Seine TEghse; wliilst half of the 4th Division 
remained at Thil Cli&tel, in order to oliserve the enemy at Dijon, 
whose outposts were some nine miles distant.* 

The advanced guard of the 18th Division reached Savoyeux, 
where the railway bridge had been found quite passable ;t 
an additional means of passage had been connnenced at 
Seveux with the aid of the light field bridge train4 For this 
puipose, the 2nd Field Pioneer Company was transferred from 
the 14th to the 13th Division. Major Treumann superintended 
the work. About 8 o'clock that evening a military bridge, 
(52 yards long, was in readiness immediately above the place.§ 

The main body followed as far as DampieiTe-sur-Salon ; the 
right flank detachment proceeded to Vereux, with the object 
of forming a link with the Ilnd Corps. The 14th Division, 
on the loft of the 13th, marched with the advanced guard to 
Lavoncourt, with the main body to Vaite, and sent forward a 
flying column P towards St. Loup-les-Luxcuil in order to en- 
do4vvour to estjiblish c()nne<tic)n Avith the troops on the now 
etappen line through Epinal and with Colonel v. Willisen. The 
corps artillery Vllth Corps moved to the neighbourhood of 
ChampUtte. General v. Manteuffel transferred his headquai-ters 
from rrauthoy to Fontaine Fran^aise ; he here receivea a tele- 
graphic report from General v, Werder that he intended following 
the retreating foe on the 19th with the advanced guards, and on 
the 20th with the main body, and that he would advance in the 
direction of Lure, by way of lieveme, as also upon Saulnot 
and upon Arcey. A later despatch supplemented this news to 
the effect that the line Noroy-le-Bourg — Villersexcl — Onans 
would be reached on the 20th.1[ 

On the 20th January** the decisive change in the previous 20* January .

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By order from the anny headquartei-s,* which this day 
moved to Gray, the Ilud Corps, forming the pivot of the change 
of front to the right, was to assemble in the course of the day 
with its main forces at Gray, chiefly on the left bank of the 
Saone, while the advanced guard was to be pushed forward to 
Pesmes. The Vllth Coi-ps was hkewise ordered to cross the 
river, and then move up abreast of the Ilnd at Sauvigney-lcs- 
Angirey and Citey. Ihe advanced guard was to move upon 
Besan^on, and to reconnoitre and watch in the direction of 
Rioz. General v. Kettler was cntinisted with the operations 
against Dijon, while a detachment of the 7th Infantry Brigade 
was ordered to maintain connection with him for the time 
being. 

In carrying out these movements the advanced guard of the 
Ilnd (Jorps came into collision with the enemyf at Pesmes. 
Some 200 mobile guards had established themselves on the 
south bank of the Ognon, and endeavoured to prevent the 
Prussian pioneei-s from constructing the bridge which they had 
taken in nand on reaching the river. 

The adversar}' was, however, quickly driven off by artillery 
fire, and the bridge completed. The main body of the 3rd 
Division and the corps artillery passed to the left bank of the 
Saone, Dannenberg's brigade followed to Gray, whilst half the 
4th Division marched on Essertenne and AIii*ebeau-sur-B&zo, 
leaving a detachment in Thil-Cliftteht 

The 13th Division, after crossing the Saone at Savoyeux, 
marched with its advanced guard to Choye and Gy ; the main 
body assembled in rear. The 14th Division used the two 
bridges at Savoyeux and Seveux,§ despatched its newly-foi-med 
advanced guard || to Mont-les-Etrelles and Frasne-le-Chateau, 
and followed with the main body to the neighbourhood of St. 
Gand. The corps artillery reached the same point. The 
detachment^ which had been temporarily left at Bourg for the 
pui-pose of observing Langres Avas brought up to Vaite with part 
of tne remaining trains and the 3rd Field Pioneer Company.** 
The weak French forces retired before the Corps upon Besan^on.

The orders issued by General v. Manteuffel for the 21st tlitJanuwy, 
Januaryt directed in general terms the advance of the Ilnd 
Corps upon D61e, that of the Vlltli Corps upon Uanipicrre, on 
the Doubs. In this movement cveiy eftort was to be made to 
fipiard themselves in tlio directious of Auxonno, Ikisancjon, and 
Kiozy and tc) endeavour to open communications with General 
V. Kettler on the one side, and ^nth the XI Vth Corps on the other, 
while the railway and telegi-aph were to bo destroyed at Dole. 

The advanced guard of the llnd Corps, under General v. Action at 
Koblinski, reached Dole at 2.30 p.m., found the town occupied ^^'•' 
by the enemy's infantry,^ and at once proceeded to attack it§ 
T^he 2nd Grenadiers deployed, supported by the two batteries, 
and rapidly pushed forward into the outskirts of the town. 
The enemy was evidently taken by surprise. In the streets, 
however, a struggle continued, the inhabitants also taking 
part, until ultimately the resistance was overcome, and the 
adversary dispersed in all directions. The Doubs bridge was 
fortunately found untouched, and was at once used for pushing 
the outposts to the left bank. Forty-five prisoners were 
brought in.|| The strength of the enemy was estimated at 
some 1,000 men. A welcome bootpr fell into the German hands.

On the 2lBt January General v. MantoulTol had transferred 
his headquarters to Pesmes. Since 3.30 p.m. heavy firing had 
been audible there from the direction oi Dijon, upon which 
place General v. Kettler had meanwhile advanced. 

Precise information was still wanting as to the strength of 
the hostile forces assembled near that town, and their prox- 
imity might shortly become of great importance. Some earlier 
inteUigence had mentioned 12,000 men ; on the other hand, a 
reconnaissance undertaken on the 18th January furnished a 
very different estimate. According to the statements of the 
inhabitants the adversary might number 30,(K)0 meu.f In 
apparent contradiction, however, to this report was the circum- 
stance that these troops were totally inactive, that they had not 
only pcniiittcd the udvjincc across the Langn^s plateau with- 
out molestation, but the Saone bridges were also abandoned to 
the advancing columns Avithout any real resistance. 

As a matter of fact the French Government were on the 

Eoint of concentratinfj very considerable forces at the old 
urgundian capital, with the intention of making it a strong 
pivot of support for further enterprises in Easteiii France. 

After the departure of Cramer's Division the forces left in 
Dijon consisted of some 20,000 men, under General Pelissier, 
and the Vosges Army, under General Garibaldi, of about the 
same strength.^ Of the latter force, Ricciotti's brigade of 
some 2,000 to 3,000 men was still posted on the 13th January at 
Avot-lo-Grand. It had, however, on the approach of the 
Geonan Army Corps retired through Is-sur-Tille on Dijon, 
without having attempted any resistance. Colonel Lobbia, who 
was posted on the 13th January with parts of the 2nd 
Brigade of the Vosges Army on the line of march of the Ilnd 
Corps at Billy-les-Chanceaux, retired through Selongey to 
Fontaine Fran9aiBe, in order, as we have already seen,§ to

eecort an ammunition train to the fortress of Langres by a 
detour to the eastward. 

In place of Ricciottrs brigade, parts of the 3rd Brieade, 
under the command of Menotti Garibaldi, as also other trano- 
tireursy were pushed forward from Dijon to St. Seine, in order 
to observe the march of the Germans. These were the same 
who, on the 17th January, had offered a slight resistance to the 
right flank detachment of the Ilnd Corps, imder Colonel v* 
FerentheiL'i' From this period General Garibaldi, who was in 
chief command, limited nunself solely to holding Dijon and its 
immediate neighbourhood. As a matter of fact, part of his 
troops were in8u£Sciently armed and eouipped. It was not until- 
the isth that 12 position guns reached Dijon. In the subseouent 
days, however, the forces were considerablv augmented, ana the 
French War Ministry computed Garibaldi s strength at the end 
of the month at 50,000 men and 90 guns. 

. Although this number may probably have been over- 
estimated, yet, in any case, the (ieneral had such considerable 
means at his disposal lliat he might perfectly well have 
attempted to check General v. Manteuffers march and deploy- 
ment from the mountain deffiles. Such was also the intention 
ojf the Government of the National Defenccf ' General Pelissier 
was to secure Dijon, while Garibaldi was to emnloy his troops 
for enterprises in the open field and in the neighbouring moun-' 
tains. 

. Colonel Bombonnel occupied Gray with a weak detachments 
Informed as earlv as the .15th January, by advices from 
Langres, of the advance of the Germans, he had made constant 
appeals to Dijon for reinforcements, but had alwavs been 
reuised, under the pretext that the town itself was believed 
to be threatened. In consequence, and a^|a^ist his better 

i'udgment, he was forced to abandon the en turely unprotected 
ine of the SaSne. In order to do his best under the circumstances 
he assembled on his retirement from Gray all the detachments 
he could lay his hands upon for the defence of D61e, where he 
opposed General v. Kobunski on the 21st January. 

In fact, it was not until the 19th January that General 
Garibaldi started with the Yosges Army, at the time when 
^6 Prussian Corps had already crossed the Saone. He led his 
troops in three columns to a distance of four or five miles to the 
north of Dijon. Had this movement been continued even as . 
far as Is-sur-Tille^ it must have led to engagements with parts 
of the 4th Infantry Division, and might have probably caused 
the Germans some delay. But the entire business remained an

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ineffective demonstration. The General contented himself with 
observing from a height near Messigny some movements of the 
4th Division,* and then returned to Dijon with liis troops 
playing the Marseillaise. 

Although, in tliis wise, not only tlic nioiuitaiu defiles, but 
also the passages of the Saono, had been left open to tlie 
OormauR, y<jt the dofeiiRibility of Dijon had TiHsuiwliile be<;n 
very nialcrially in<TeJiHe(l by working dih'grntly at I.Ihj (UfrnireH. 

The town, as is well-known,t liea at a short distance from 
the foot of the Cote d*Or, at the confluence of tlie Ouche and 
the Suzon. Between these two streams, above the town and 
about two miles distant from its centre, stand out two rugged 
conical hills, on which are built the villages of Talant and 
Fontaine-les-Dijon. They had been arranged for a stubborn 
defence, and provided with heavy field artilleiy, so that they 
formed, as it were, two forts protecting the town on this side, 
and presented a very strong position, commanding the high 
road from St. Seine. The northenunost village dominated at the 
same time the coimtry towards the east, and the road leading 
from Langres. On this side, also, St. Martin wa« arranged for 
defence, and a largo earthwork thrown up, which had been 
connected by shelter-trenches with La Fillotte on the west, and 
with the fortified border of the town, at La Maladiere and La 
Boudronn^Se, on the east. The road leading from Gray to Dijon 
was baiTed by the position at St. Apollinaire. This position had 
been strengthened with earthworks, and was connected by way 
of Mirande with the works on the south side, whii^h had been 
commenced by the Germans and completed by the French. In 
rear of this front line of defence, numerous largo buildings 
oflered another lino of defence, so that the deCeiuleiH could 
have held the town even against a far greater number of troops 
than those at General v. Kettler's disposal. 

The preparations made for strengthening Dijon were very 
incompletely known by the Germans. The difficulties they 
woidd present were destined to become apparent during the 
attack itself. 

In pursuance of instructionSjJ General v. Kettler intended 
reaching Semur on the 19th January. For this purpose, after 
leaving behind small detachments for the protection of the 
railway§ and the trains following the Ilnd Corps,|| he had 
already quitted Montbard, when other orders arrived from

Major v. Conta, who was escorting the train of the Ilnd 
Corps, had received instructions to hand them over at IsHsnur- 
Tille to the 4th Division,! and after doing so to advance also 
on Dijon. 

Thus, in the course of the 21st January, the 5^ battalions, 
2 squadrons, and 2 batteries, which were for the moment at 
General v. Kettler^s disposal, were now approaching the town 
in three columns from the west and north.^

21st January.§ 

Immediately on debouching from St. Seine, the detachment 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Wevrach found itself in presence of 
9ome franctireurs and gardes mobiles, who, however, dis- 
appeared after a few shots. The same thing happened at the 
deeply sunken valley of the Snzon, where some 400 French* 
men were discovered, and who also retired after a sUgfat 
skirmish. At 1.30 p.m., the heads of the German columns on 
reaching the farmstead of Changev were received from Talant 
and Fontaine-les-Dijon with artillery fire. The Ist Battalion 
61st Regiment occupied the heights on either side of the road, 
tiie 6th neavy Battery unlimbered to the south of it, and the

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two companies of the 2 let captured Daix after a brief stru^^e. 
Strong hostile bodies of infantry were visible on the position 
Talant — ^Fontaine. In consequence^ Geneml v. Kettler, who 
was accompanying the central cohimn, ordered up Colonel v. 
Lobcnthal, caused the 5th Light IJattery to come into action 
next the 6th Heavy Battery, but instructed the infantry to 
await the result of the artillery fire. Towards 4 p.m., the enemy 
took the <)irensive towards Daix, but Avas repulwed and pursued 
by the 2l8t almost up to his entrenchments. An attempt to 
take in flank our left wing was speedily foiled by the musketiy 
fire from Daix, whither the 10th Company had also been 
despatched. 

Major Kroseck had meanwliile, ivith little difflciUty, defeated 
the numerous attempts of the franctireure to oppose his march, 
and made prisoners of 7 officers and 177 men, wnu, while moAnng 
in the Ouche valley along the Sombenion — Dijon road, were 
surprised by the 2nd l^attalion 61st Regiment.* In the 
4iftcnioon between 4 and 5 o'clock, ho carried by storm the 
village of Plombieres, in spite of the vigorous defence of the 
enemy. 

General v. Kettler now caused the fire of liis two batteries 
to be exclusively directed upon Talant, in order to prepare an 
attack on this strong point. The two fusilier companies of the 
21st Regiment, hitnerto held in reserve, as also two com- 
panies of the 61st belonging to Major Kroseck,t were brought up, 
and at 6'SO p.m. the whole line dashed with loud cheers upon 
the enemy. The latter was completely driven fi-om the outlying 
^ound, and thrown back upon his entrenchments, the pursu- 
ing detachments, at the same time, seizing the houses at 
the foot of the conical hill. Any further advance was prevented 
by the darkness; moreover, a cIos€T acquaintance had mani- 
fested the immense strength of the enemv's position. The 
expenditure of ammunition, which could not be at once replaced, 
had been considerable. At 6 o'clock the fire ceased on both 
sides. 

General v. Kettler, however, resolved to leave the troops 
for the night in the positions which they occupied close in 
front of the superior forces of the enemy. The 1st BattaUon 
21st Regiment was alone despatched to Hauteville to cover the 
left flank. It found the place still occuined, and the com- 
panies had therefore to capture it before they could go into 
quarters. 

During these proceedings on the Avest side of Dijon, the

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column under Major v. Conta had also carried on a no less 
vigoroufi action. Advancing from Is-sur-Tille along the Dijon 
road, it found the villages of Messigny, Norges-la- Villey and the 
country south of these places strongly occupied by the enemy. 
In order to establish connection as soon as possible with 
General v. Kettler, in pursuance of his instructions, the major 
attacked the vineyards and farmstead of Messigny with the 
9th and 1 1th Companies, whilst the 12th Company occupied the 
Bois do Norges, repulsing an attack made by the enemy from the 
Asni&res heights. The 10th Company posted itself at Sevigny-le- 
Sec, in order to meet an outflanking movement which threatened 
from the direction of Norges-la- ville. Whilst the engagement 
at Dijon could be distinctly heard in the south, every inch of 
ground of the strongly-held Massigny had to be gained at the 

t)oint of the bayonet.* When the defenders at 4.30 p.m. 
lad lost the last farmstead, they retired over the Suzon to 
Vantoux, breaking down the bridge behind them. But as the 
enemy was still holding Norges-la-Ville, and was thence 
threatening the weak detachment in rear, Major v. Conta, 
carrying off his wounded with him, proceeded for the night to 
Savigny-le-Sect 

Tlie losses of Kettlor's brigade in the actions of the 2l8t 
January amounted to 19 o£Scers and 822 men.^ The day's 
fighting had entailed upon the enemy a loss in prisoners alone 
of 7 officers and 430 men. The strain had been very consider- 
able upon the troops, who on the days immediately preceding 
had accomplished marches of considerable length, in unfavour- 
able weather and by difficult roada Neither before nor during 
the engagements had they been able to cook their food. 



General v. Kettler resolved to go into quarters on the 22nd 
for the purpose of reciiiiting the men's strengUi. The enemy, 
on perceivmg movements made with this intention, opened a 
useless artillery fire, and attempted to assume the offensive 
from his strong position ; but was at once repulsed. In contra- 
vention of the Geneva Convention, he broke up a field hospital 
established at Changey Farm. Otherwise the aay passed with- 
out incident. The brigade resting in quarters was able to 
replenish its ammunition from an ammunition column which 
had an-ived.

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Engagement at Pouilly on 23rd January.* 

On the 23rd January, General v. Kettler came to the 
determination to transfer his troops by a movement to the left 
from the hills to the plain, where the more prosperous villagcij 
offered greater resources in respect of tood. Tho enemy 
remained perfectly quiet, and tho flank march was executed 
close in front of him. 

The 1st Battalion 21st Regiment belonging to the advanced 
guard had suiprised a detachment of garde mobile on the road 
from Hauteville to Ahuy, dispersed it, and captured a number 
of prisonere. The brigadef aftei-wards reached, without moles- 
tation, at 11 a.m., Valmy Farm, to the north of which it fii-st 
took up a position, and pushed forward detachments of cavalry 
towards lluffey. The country people and prisoners aflBnned 
that on tlie previous day consiaeraole forces had moved from 
Dijon in a south-easterly direction to Auxonno, and that 
this movement was still proceeding. The conspicuous inactivity 
of so large a hostile force tended to confirm these statements, 
no less th.iii the circumstance that the villagers of Bellcfond and 
lluffey, which were strongly occupied on the previous day, were 
now evacuated by the enemy. 

In consequence of the importance of holding fast the ti'oops 
opposed to him, General v. Kottler determined to clear up tlic 
feituation by resuming tlie offensive. 

At 1.30 p.m. the fusilier battalion 21st Regiment received 
orders to dislodge tho franctircurs from the heights north of 
PouiUy. After a brief engagement^ they were driv(^n down 
into the \illage which was strongly occupied by the enemy, and 
which was now briskly cannonaded from the heights by the two 
batteries. On the report that the enemy was deploying against 
Ruffey in considerable force from St. ApoUinaire ana Varois, 
six companies and a squadronj advanced upon Epuey Farm. 
But the enemy made no serious attack, and returned after a 
shoi-t time to St. ApoUinaire, so that a battalion§ could be 
recalled to Pouilly, against which village the fusiliers had 
meanwhile deployed. The 2l8tj| now dashed towards the outer 
wall of the village, but had to carry each separate house by 
storm. The enemy defended the chateau with especial tenacity. 
It was not until the place was set on fire that the numerous 
garriscm, which had taken refuge in the upper st<»rey, sur- 
rendered. The French artillery now opened fire from Fontaine

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upon Pouilly. To tlie north ako of the town, on the high road, 
two hostile field-guns came into action, but were speedily 
compelled to retire. 

Between Pouilly and St. Martin, on the west side of the 
high road, lies a substantially built factory entered from an 
open courtyard. This, as also La Fillotte at the foot of the 
Talant heights, and the connecting shelter-trenches across the 
intenncdiate groun<l, appeared to be strongly occupied by the 
enemy. Notwithstanding this circumstance, the fusiliers and 

farts of the 1st Battmion 21st Regiment advanced from 
•ouilly and, supported by the fire of me batteries which had 
followed o« far as this village, approached within 500 paces of 
the hostile lines. Here, however, after the adversary had also 
succeeded in deploying some artillery to the east of the 
Langres road, they were forced to halt by the converging fire 
to which they were exposed. 

General v. Kettler now brought forward two more battalions 
of the eist Regiment from Valmy Farm. The Ist Battalion 
deployed between the Suzon Valley and the high road ; the 
2nd* moved along the valley,t drove the enemy from his 
positions between the factory and La Fillotte and threw him 
back towards the suburbs. To cover the right flank from the 
French skirmishers which were advancing to the east of 
Fontaine, a division of the 6th Company ensconced itself at the 
Suzon brook. With the 7th Company 1st Lieutenant Luchs, 
in spite of considerable loss, pressed forward at once along the 
newly laid line of rails, which terminated in an excavation to the 
north-west of the factory, and scarcely 200 paces from it. The 
5th Company and two divisions of the 6th followed in the 
same direction. The flanking fire from the factory impeded, 
however, the subsequent advance, and several attempts to 
effect an entrance failed. 

A heavy fire from three sides was now directed upon the 
61st. The commander of the 2nd Battalion, Captain kumme, 
as also the commander of the 6th Company, Lieutenant 
Straube, were speedily placed hors ds combat from wounds. 1st 
Lieutenant Luchsf assumed the command of the battalion. 
The 7th Company was reduced to some seventy bayonets, and 
only the 5th Company, brought up from the reserve, was still 
to a certain extent intact ; the evening was closing in, fog and 
powder smoke concealed the view; tne enemy, as the firing 
showed, was receiving reinforcements. In spite of that. Lieu- 
tenant Luchs decided to renew the attack. Whilst maintaining 
his front towards St. Martin with the 6th and 7th Companies 
in order to guard against a hostile attack from that direction, 
he ordered Ist Lieutenant VVeise with the 5th Company to 
advance once more against the factoiy.

X 1st Lieutenant Luchs was also wounded, and his hor^e killed. 
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This officer, after explaining to his company the task they 
had before them» at once led the way into the shower of bullets. 
Bjr his side, cfiurrving the colour of the battalion, was Sergeant 
Pionke, who fell dead before he had proceeded many yards. 
Lieutenant Weise, also wounded, had to be carried to tlie rear. 
As the edge of the excavation was steeply scarped in the 
direction of the attack, and at the time wjih vciy slippery, only 
some forty men were able to follow at first. 2n<l Lieutenant 
Schulze, raising the colour aloft, led them forward, but likewise 
sank to the earth pierced by two bullets. Seveml musketeera,* 
who in succession bore the colour, met a glorious death, as also 
did the adjutant of the battalion, Lieutenant v. Puttkamer, who, 
pressing forward, fell immediately in front of the factoiy. 

The fact that there was no entrance to the building on the 
west side could not be perceived from the excavation.t The 
men who, in spite of the murderous fire, charged close up to it, 
could in consequence do nothing, and most of them succumbed 
to the enemy's fire. The sergeant-major of the company led 
back the few survivors to the excavation. Here, for the first 
time, the colour was found to be missing, but in spite of the 
darkness and the continuous heavy fire, many volunteei'S went 
in search of it. But only onej of them returned, and he was 
wounded ; the others lost their lives in the vain attempt. As 
the men fighting near Lieutenant v. Puttkamer had all been 
killed, there was still doubt as to whether the last bearer of 
the colour had not fallen in with another body of ti-oops. 

As a matter of fact, the only colour which the Germans lost 
in this war was discovered by some men of Ricciotti Garibaldi's 
brigade,! under a heap of dead bodies not far from the factory, . 
riddled with bullets and steeped in blood. 

When it was quite dark General v. Kcttler, who was 
convinced from the strength of tlie resistance that the enemy 
was in full force in and near Dijon, gave orders for the fighting to 
be discontinued. Under a continuous but fruitless nre from 
the adversary, he assembled his troops to the south of Pouilly, 
whither the 2nd Battalion 61st Regiment had already been 
obliged to cut their way through. Up to 8 p.m. the troops 
remained at the rendezvous, and then, leaving two companies||

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behind to protect those in search of the wounded, moved into 
quarters behind the line Vantonx — Asniires.* 

The struggle on the 23rd January had, howeTer, entailed a 
loss of 16 officers and 362 men on Ketder^s brigade.! Eight 
officers and some 150 prisoners were captured from the 
enemy. 

General v. Kettler with 4,000 infantry, 260 cavalry, and 
12 guns had been unable to wi-est the fortified town ot Dijon 
from the enemy, who was very much superior in force. But his 
energetic attacks on the 2l8t and 23rd, and the boldness with 
whicm the small detachment maintained itself afterwards close 
in front of the enemy,t led General Garibaldi to beUeve that a 
considerable part of the German Army of the South was 
opposed to him, and that iio must confine himself to a careful 
defence of his position. The attacks were so far successful 
that a French Corps was chained to the spot, thereby ensuring 
to General v. Manteufiel full liberty of action, without fear of 
molestation from that quarter. 

Deployment of the IInd and VIIth Army Corps on the 

DOUBS. 

Whilst these events were taking place in front of Dijon, 
General v. Manteufiel had continued nis march -without inter- 
ruption. 

On the day of the fight at Pouilly he w«a8 already on the 
dh-ect line from Besan^on to Lyons, thus barring to the enemy 
the shortest lino of retreat to the south of France. 
22nd January. The leading troops of the IInd Coips having reached the 
Doubs on the 2l8t, the Commander-in-Chief gave ordei*s 
for the VIIth Corps to advance as far as the river on the 
22nd, and gain possession of the bridges in the neighbourhood 
of Dampien'e. 

In consequence of this, the advanced guard of the 13th 
Divi8ion§ marched fiom the neighbourhood of Lantenne, 
Vertifere and Audeux, to the right as far as St. Vit, which 
village it reached at noon without meeting the enemy. It 
destroyed the railway and telegraph at that place, captured a

The 
nearest bridges over the Doubs* had been found intact by the 
scouts, a circumstance which was tlie more important as the 
pontoon column of the Vllth Corps had not yet anived ; it was 
only expected by way of Epinal. In any case, the material ol 
a light field bndge train would not have RiifRccd to bridge 
the Doubs, which was some 80 to 120 metres in bniadth at this 

Suntt The four bridges were quickly occupied; nowhere 
d the advanced guard meet Avith resistance, and apparently 
the enemy after his defeat on the previous day had entirely 
withdrawn to BesaiKjon.J 

Meanwhile, in order to observe Besanron, the 14th Division 
had pushed its advanced guard§ across the river by the restored 
bridge over the Ognon near Eniagny. 

Whilst the main body of the Ilnd Corps halted for the most 
part on this day, the advanced guard, which was assembled at 
D61e, reconnoitred south of the Doul)S as far as Lo Deschaux. 
The bridges over the Clauge, the Lone, and the Grain were 
found intact It is true that in the numerous passes there 
were barricades of every description, which, properly occupied, 
might have presented a serious obstac^le. I>iit the enemy did 
not attempt to defend them, and had either not provided them 

Senerally with guards or had withdrawn these in consonuenee of 
le sudden appearance of the Prussian columns at Dole. The 
neighbourhood of Auxonne, where a regiment de viarche was said 
to be posted, was clear of the enemy. Only towards the left, on 
the south bank of the Loue, was Villei-s Failay apparently 
occupied. 

Ihe detachment!) despatched on the 20th to open communi- 
cation witli General v. Worder anived at Pin on the 22nd. It 
had found Colonel v. Willisen's troops at Noroy-le-Bourg, and, 
without coming across the enemy, had returned by way of 
Vesoul and Eioz. 

General v. Manteuifel received intelligence of the present 

{position of the XI Vth Anny Corpsif and (»f the movements of ihe 
i'rench army, which, bearing away southwards in its retreat, 
might be pai-tly expected between the Doubs and Ognon in 
the direction of Besnixfon, while part might have retired 
behind the Doul)s. The already rc-ported presence of con- 
siderable hostile forces at Montbozon** appeared to indicate the 
defence of the passage against the tAvo advancing corps.

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It was to be presumed that the whole of the French array 
would endeavour to reach Lons-le-Saunier, and thus secure the 
communications with the south. 

General v. Werder was now recommended to delay the 
enemy's retreat by a vigorous offensive, and in any case to 
prevent the Corps supposed to be at Montbozon from advancing 
to Gray, so that the Ilnd and Vllth Corps united could bar 
the roads leading to the south. 

To these last-named Corps had been assigned as their first 
destination the road and railwav from Besancon to Lons-le- 
Saunier, while the attention of the Vllth Corps had been 
specially directed to the importance of the railway bridge at 
Abbans Dessous and the Loue bridge at Quingey. Both points 
were to be reached in force by the 23rd at the latest.* 
X}rd Jonuftry. The orders issued for this day regulated the advance of the 
main forces up to and across the Doubs. The Vllth Corps, with 
one Division m the neighbourhood of Dampierre, and the other 
at Quingey, had to show front towards Besan9on, and, by means 
of scoutnig parties despatched towards Amancey and Omans, 
watch for any movements between Besan9on and the Swiss 
frontier. Only a small detachmentf was to be left on the 
O^on, for the purpose of guarding the passage at Pin, maia- 
taming communications with the XlVth Corps, and recon- 
noitiing along the Besancon road, as also towards Rioz. The 
Ilnd Coi-ps was ordered to push forward its advanced guard as 
far as Mont-sous- Vaudrey for the purpose of reconnoitiin^ the 
three roads leading from thence to Salins« Arbois, and Poligny, 
as also of destroying the railway and telegraph between Besancon 
and Lons-le-Saunier. With a view to employment on eitner 
bank of the Doubs, the main body of the Corps was to remain 
provisionally at Dole, to which place Army Headquartera were 
transferred this day ; one of its brigades was to take post in 
roar as far as Pesmes, and keep up communication with Gray. 
This point was to remain occupied until the arrival of the 
etappen troops expected from the Government-General of 
Lorraine, 
^(•tionat The advanced ^uard of the 13th Division first dislodged 

Oiiingoy. some hostile detadiments from Byans and then occupied 
Quingey after a slight skirmish. The enemy, who was in no 
small force, retired in disorder behind the Loue as well as 
towards Besancon, leaving not less than 800 prisoners in the 
hands of the rapidly aavancing Prussian vanguard. The 
railway bridge at Abbans Dessous was destroyed and a train of 
400 convalescents was captured on the line. 

The main body of tne 13th Division followed as far as 
Byans. The corps artillery in rear of it crossed the Doubs by

f prepared at all points for defence, appeared at first to be entirely 
ree of any enemy; but at Villars tarlay the scouting detach- 
ments met with opposition and were unable to reach Mouchard. 
The patrols also wnich were despatched from Mont-souK-Vaudrey 
towards Arbois and Poligny came under fire from the woods, 
and failed to make headway. The main body of the 3rd Divi- 
sion reached Dole. Knesebeck's brigade occupied quarters

Hithei*to only franctireurs, gardes mobiles, and garrison 
troops from Besan^on had been met with, but to-day we had to 
deal with detachments of the field army, thereby throwing a 
clearer light on the military situation.

ON THE LiSAINE. 

General v. Werder, as already stated,J had set apart the 
IPth January for reorganising the regimenrjs aiul corps belong- 
ing to his command and for commencing a pursuit with 
advanced guards. 

Before Colonel v. Willisen received the orders on this 19th Jaousrj 
subject, he had already taken the offensive, § had met with weak 
French infantry detachments at Roj'e and Lure, and, after a 
few rounds of shell, had forced them to retire. He then went 
into quarters at Lure and caused reconnaissances to be made 
in the direction of Vesoid and Villei*sexel. Strong French 
columns were seen retreating to the south of the Scey brook, 
while Villei'sexel was found to be occupied in force. At La

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Vergeiinc and Athesaiis colliBions occun-ed with liOBtile detiich- 
ments, which were speedily overthro^v^l• The attempt to com- 
municate by way of Saulx and Port-8ur-Sa8ne with the troops 
advancing under General v. Manteuffel had not at present met 
with success. 

The Baden Division liad sent foi-ward its advanced {juard* 
from Cheuebier across the Rognon to Frotey4e»-Lure, while the 
rest of its troops extended their quarters in front of Frahier as 
far as Etobon. 

General v. d. Goltz occupied Champcy; the 4th Reserve 
Division moved with the advanced guard as far as Aibre, 
throwing forward outposts to and across the Rupt brook. The 
main body remained at Hericourt. 

At all points prisonei*s were captured, and numerous sick 

and wounded men, besides stragglers, were met with.t 

Actional Ste. Colonel V. ZimmeiTiiaim, who was charged with the duty of 

'"*' reconnoitring from Montbeliard along the riglit bank of the 

Doubs, advanced with 3 J battalions, 1 squailron, and 2 batteries 

in two columns,^ by way of Allondans and Dung. After sur- 

{ arising and making prisoners of 100 Frenchmen at Mont Chevis 
rarm,§ both colunnis appeared about the same time before Ste. 
Marie, brought their batteries into action, and drove the enemyj 
from the village, as also from the copse in rear. Upwards of 
400 prisoners fell into the hands of the landwehr. Tne lancers 
pursued the fugitives. Bavans and Voujaucourt, on the Doubs, 
were found to be still occupied. 

As the whole of Colonel v. Zimnionnann's detachment^ had 
been transfened to the siege corps before Belfort, and part of 
it was at once to be employed before the fortress, it returned 
in the evening to Bussurel and Montbeliard. 

Although the main body of the XlVth Army Corps was 
still on the Lisaino on the evening of the 19th January,** this

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day would have removed all doubts as to tlie retreat of the 
enemy. His feeble reHistance, the large number of prisonera, 
who for the most part voluntarily surrendered themselves, and 
the abandoned arms and stores of every kind distinetly showed 
the adversary's condition. 

In the course of tlio day General v. AVcrdcr Iiad receive<l 
instructions from the Royal tieadquartcrs to resume with vigour 
the siege of Belfort, and personally to take the offensive vigor- 
ously against the retreating hostile army. To the last operation 
he was also urged by General v. ManteufTel, who added that ho 
would be with his main forces at Gray and in front of the town 
on the 20th January, ready either to advance against the 
enemy's flank or bar liis retreat to the southward.* 

General v. Werder accordingly gave ordei-s that only four 
battalions of Colonel v. Zimmermann's troops were to be em- 

I>loyed for the siege,t while the rest were to form part of the 
ell column under General v. Schmeling. 

From the reports of the advanced troops, but more espe- 
cially from the circumstance that the enemy was still on the 
Dcmbs close in front of Montlu'liard jukI hadoflered some resist- 
ance at Ste. Mario, General v. Werder inferred that the Fnmch 
army contemplated retreating to and across the Doubs above 
liesaiKfon. lie, therefore, decided to wheel his corps to the left 
towards the river during the two following days. For this 
purpose Colonel v. AVillisen was to advance as far as possible 
with his cavalry along the Vesoul road and sprend out on the 
21st as far as Frotey and Vallerois-le-Bois, while the Baden 
Division was to move to the line Lure— Villersexel (m the Upper 
Ognon, and to concentrate on the 21st at Villensexel and Esprels. 
General v. d, Goltz wais first to gain Secenans and St. Ferjeux 
on the 20tli, while General v. Schmeling was as 8o<m as possible 
to reach Onans with the advanced guard and Arcey with the 
main body, and to reconnoitre towards Tlsle-sur le-Dtmbs. 
During this time, Colonel v. Zimmermaiin's 4 battalions, 2 
squadrons, and 2 batteries, J once more withdrawn from the 
siege corps, would cover the lefl wing. General v. Werder 
made no lurther aiTangement with regard to the troops of his 
lefl wing, as they would soonest come into contact ivith the 
enemy.

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found the entire country to the north clear of the enemy, and 
on the VeBoul road only fell in with ntragglers. 

Vilienaexel was also evacuated by the enemy and a few 
shells sufficed to cause him to abandon Marat and Esprels. The 
reconnoitring troops were not checked until they reached the 
Ognon below Villcrecxel, where the enemy held Pont-sur-rOgaon 
and Bonnal in force, on the opposite bank. A column of French 
troops which advanced from Villargent towards Villersexel, 
finding itself fired upon from the height east of the latter 
place,* brought into action twelve guns and several battaUons 
near Villers-la-Ville, wliilst the remauiing troops bent away 
towards the south. The enemy likewise disappeared from 
Villers-la-Ville in a southerly direction, just as the advanced 
guard of the Baden Division from Aloiums appeared on the 
* Scey brook. The advanced guard crossed the brook and took 
post on the Villuraexel heights. Le Petit Magny was not 
abandoned by the enemy until evening. The outposts of the 
Baden DiviBion remained ut Villcrsexel and lieveuge, whilst the 
rest of the advanced guard Avent into quartera nort^ of the Scey 
brook. The quarters of the main body of the Division extended 
rearwards as far as Lure. Generals v. d. Goltz and v. Schmeling, 
as also Colonel v. Zimmermann, after a slight encounter witli 
hostile detachments, reached their appointed destinations; their 
advanced troops gained the line St. Ferjeux — Faimbe — Beutal. 
The French evacuated all the villages as far as the Doubs, 
where, however, they held I'lsle in strong force. 

The headquarters were transferred on the 20th to Saulnot. 

The instructions from Army Headauarters, which reached 
headquarters at Br^vilHers by telegraph during the last night.,t 
necessitated operations which would probably lead to serious col- 
lisions with the enemy. General v. Werder was to hold him in 
check, in order to gain time for the movements of the llnd and 
Vllth Corps. The general resolved, in consequence, to concen- 
trate the mass of his forces on the Hue Villersexel — Mclecey — 
x\$i January. Courchaton. The movements to this end were executed on 
the 21st without any opposition, and outposts placed on the 
line Cubrial — Geney — Oiians. Colonel v. Willisen proceeded 
to Noroy-le-Bourg.t The patrols sent on in advance found

Ist Reserve Lancers rejoined the 4t1i Reserve Division. After the 23rd, therefore, 
Colonel Baron t. Willisen had only at his disposal the 2nd Reserve Dragoons, the 
Baden (1st) Body Guard Dragoons and the Baden Horse Artillery Batter?. As 
niretuly mentioned, the first oflicer's patrol of thoVIItli Army Corps reached Colouel 
Y. Willisen on the 21st. {See ante p. 15, note *.) 
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Montbozon, Rougemont, aud the whole country as far as 
the Doubs unoccupied ; the enemy had even abanaoned L'lsle- 
sur-le-Doubs that morning, blowing up the bridge behind him. 

However desirable it might now be that the enemy should 
be pursued without delay, General v. Werder considered it 
essential for the mass of his troops to rest on the 22nd of 
January. 

Although the distances accomplished in the last few days 22ndjainiftn 
by the XlVth Corps had not been great, yet they had entailed 
considerable effort, owing to the badness of the roads, severe 
cold, insufficiency of food, and the close quarters, which were 
but little removed from bivouacs in respect to the accommoda- 
tion they offered. The searching of villages and woods delayed 
the march, and the maintenance of a constant state of readiness 
for fighting was very trying. It was also necessary to await 
the arrival of the ammunition and commissariat tmin. 

The detachments sent forward to reconnoitre found Clerval 
and Baume-lcs-Dames on tlie Doubs still strongly occupied by 
the enemy. 

For the next day, the 4th Reserve Division was ordered to 
move upon Soye, west of L'lsle,* in order to cover this point 
of passage, wliilst General v. d. Goltz was to advance to 
Mesandans and cause Baume to be watched by his advanced 
guard. The Baden Division was instioicted to march with 
two brigades left and riglit of the Ognon to Avillcy and Mont- 
bozon, and with the tiiirdf to Rougemout, while Lure and 
Villersexelf were to be hold by weak detachments. 

After these orders had been issued, more detailed writteu 
communications, dated 21st January, arrived from the Annv 
Head(}uarters at Gray. General v. Manteuffel expressed his 
intention of making a movement to the right and placing him- 
self on the enemy's communications, anc^ at the same time, 
hoped that General v. Werder would remain within striking 
distance of the adveisary and follow his main forces whither- 
soever they might retire. 

In order to compensate for the deficiency of cavalry with the 
Ilnd and Vllth Corps, it was further ordered that Colonel v. 
VVillisen should move by forced marches to Pesmes vnth the 
two regiments and horse artillery battery still left to him, 
passing for a time from the command of the XlVth Corp8.§ 

This officer, accordingly, moved next day bv way of Vesoul, 23rd Januar^ 
where he met with some French stragglers aud franctireurs, who, 
after a few rounds from the horse artillery battery, were easily

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dialodged by some dragons dismounted for the purpose. In 
the evening, after a march of 25 miles, he reached Frasne-le«^ 
Chfttean. 

Of the Baden Division, the head of the 1st Brigade was 
entering Cogni^res towards noon, when the sqoacvon trot* 
ting in advance reported that it had been fired upon from 
Montbozon, and that the nearest villages and woods were also 
occupied by the enemy. The latter, alter receiving a few shells 
whilst the column was deploying, retired, but it was then too 
late to carry out the intention of pushing forward the advanced 
guard to Loulans. 

The remaining troops of the Division, without meeting \nth 
the enemy, moved into the prescribed cantonments and placed 
their outposts. Two squadrons proceeded to Vellefaux, in 
order to maintain communication from that place with the 
Vllth Corps, in lieu of Colonel v. Willisen's cavalry.* 

On reaching Mesandans, General v. d. Goltz received verbal 
orders from General v. Werder to seize this day, if possible, the 
town of Baume-les-Dames. In consequence. Colonel Wahlert 
with two battalions, a squadron, and two batteries,! moved off 
for that place at 3.30 p.m. He found the enemy in a strong 
Cnffagement position on tlie steep heights south of Autechaux. Keceived with 
^.TAutechaux. artillery fire from the hill south-west of La Br^ville, he deployed 
the 3ra Battalion of the 34th in the direction of the heights, 
on and to the west of the high road, and, so far as the advan- 
tageous poRitiou of the enemy would allow, caused the gims to 
play upon it from various points ; he then sent the 8tn Com- 
pany by way of La Br^ville to support the right, and the other 
three companies of the 2nd Battalion by way of Autechaux to 
support the left wing. The French guns speedily disappeared, 
and after a short but somewhat brisk fight the companies of the 
right wing{ captured the Montague de la Boussenotte ; those 
of the left§ gained possession of an extensive barricade of stones, 
wliich had been made on the road abreast of the enemy's fight- 
ing line.|| The adversaiy retired in disorder to the Aigle Ueignts. 

It was now dark, and the barricade prevented the guns 
from being brought forward ; the further advance was there- 
fore postponed until next day. The troops occupied scanty 
quai*ters in Autechaux. Some prisoners stated that there

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were still two DivisioiiB of the 15th Frencli Coips at Baume- 
les-Damea* 

A detachment of the 4tli Reserve Division, f while advancing 
to reconnoitre towards Clerval, also came into collision with 
the enemy. French infantry were liolding the shelter-trenches 
north-west of the town, but abandoned them after a brief 
skirmish, and blew up the Doubs bridge in their rear. The 
advanced guard of the 4th Reserve Division meanwhile pro- 
ceeded beyond Soye as far as Fontaine. 

C«»lonel V. Zimmeniuiirs column entered Tlsle-sur les-Donbs 
without resistance. It then, partly by a ford and partly by 
pontoons, passed to the left bank an advanced guard, which 
estabUshed its outposts on the line Rang — Blussans. But when 
the patrols were proceedhig onward, they found themselves in 
presence of hostile forces drawn up to receive them. The two 
pioneer companies} at once repaired the destroyed bridge. 

From the various reports which reached him. General v. 
AVerder was led to believe that the enemy must have left a 
strong rearguard at Baume-les-Dames in order to cheek the 
pursuit, and to give the beaten army time for fui-ther move- 
ments. He therefore made arrangements for a serious attack 
on this point. 

In the event of the XlVth Army Corps crossing the Doubs Ensngemento 
above Besjin9on, it would become necessaiy to take measures »t Bochea and 
of precaution as well against that part of the French Army ^^^' 
whicli was left at Blamont. Lieutenant-Geneml v. Tresckow 
llnd had therefore been requested to attiick the town with 
those troops which were not mdispensable for canying on the 
siege. On the evening of the 23rd, General v. Debschitz left, in 
pursuance of this plan, with 3 battalions, 1|- squadron, and 
2f batteries, formed in three columns.§

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Two of these advanced through Bondeval and Herimonoonrt 
UDon Roches, which place was occunied after a few rounds. 
The enemy was already in retreat. There were signs of nume- 
rous abandoned bivouacs, and upwards of 300 prisoners were 
captured. 

The third column which was advancing farther on the left 
upon Glay through the deeply sunken Mesli^res Valley was 
less fortunate. Tne column was attacked in flank and rear 
in the complete darknesa Its leaders having been wounded* it 
was obUged to retire to Oroix. 

General v. Debschitz learned at Roches that strong bodies 
of the 24th French Corps were still in his fronts and at the same 
time received information of the check sustained by the detach- 
ment dispatched towards Olay. He therefore abandoned the 
attack on Blamont contemplated for that night, and returned 
to his previous positions. His. losses amounted to 3 oflScers 
and 53 men.t 



PROOEEDINQS OF THE FRENCH ArMY AFTER THE BATTLE ON 

THE LiSAlNE. 

^ . On the 18th January General Bourbaki had transferred his 

SdioS- ' headquarters to Arcey. The army| had remained at first in 
jMiaaiy* its positions in front of the Lisaine, where it endeavoured as far 
possible to find Quarters. The left wing, which was most 
threatened, was atone withdrawn and placed nearer to the 
20th Corps. Cramer's Division, which was subsequently to cover 
the retreat, was posted in the evening between Etobon and 
Athesans. Even at this stage the Commander-in-Chief directed 
his attention chiefly to a movement of the Germans against his 
communications. He had asked the War Ministry whether their 
mardi was directed upon Vesoul, Gray, or Dijon. General Hol- 
land, Commandant of Besanfon, received orders on the approach 
of the Germans to destroy the bridges across the Sa6ne and 
Ognon, to occupy the line of the latter river from Voray to 
Mamay, and to bring up to Be8an9on the 3rd Rhone Legion of 
the 24th Corps, which was supposed to be at Baume-les-Dames* 
On the other hand, the bridges of the Une of the Doubs from 
Clerval to the fortress, were to be maintained in good order. 
Lastly, he was ordered to strengthen his post at Blamont on the 
Upper Doubs ; in consoqueuce, all the garde mobile battalions§y 
wmch could be dispensed with at Besan9on, with nine mountain 
guns, proceeded to this place.

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General Pelissier, at Dijon, had been ordered by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to reinforce the garrison of Auxonno with two 
battidions, and tlie coinmandant of this fortroHH received in- 
Btructions to deHtroy the bridge at Pefimee, 

After making these preparations, which, as we have seen, 
were carried out very imperfectly. General Bonrbaki organised 
his retreat.* 

It was to be covered on the left bank of the Doubs by the 
whole of the 24th Corps, which had to occupy the defiles of the 
Montagnes du Lomont, a rugged ridge, which, R<»uth of the 
Clerval— Pont de Roide road, forms a complete cliord to the bend 
made by the river towards Montbeliard. The corps finished its 
deployment on the line in question on the iyth,t and on the 
following nifi^ht. On the right bank, the 15th Corps this day J 
gained on tne further side of LTslo-sur-le-Doubs a position 
behind the Soye brook, north of Clerval ; the 20th reacned the 
ueighbourhooa south of Rougemont; the Army Reserve arrived 
at Avilley, whence it observed the Ognon down-stream. The 
18th Coips, with Ci'imer 8 Division attaclied, occupied the road 
through Rougemont, as far as Servigney. In its retreat, this 
latter Division, as already described, came frequently into con- 
tact, at Villers-la-Ville, and south of Villersexel, with the 
detachments which Colonel v. Willisen had despatched to that 
neighbourhood. § 

On the 21st the retreat of the army was continued. The Sl^t January 
15th Corps reached Baume-les-Dames, tne 20th the neighbour- 
hood west of this town. Further on the left the 18th Corps, 
with Ci-^mer's Division, halted at Chaude Fontaine and March- 
aux, whilst the Army Reserve posted itself at Ch&tillon-l^Duc, 
facing the Ognon. The headquartei'S were established at 
Baume-les-Dames. 

General Bourbaki had received the approval of the War 
Ministry for the measures which he had hitherto adopted, but 
they expressed the hope that the army, after its reorganisation 
under the walls of Besan<;oii, would once more resume the 
offensive. They indicated the possibility of concerted action 
with Garibaldi, and suggested an offensive movement upon 
Troyes and Chaumont of the 25th Corps left in the Loire dis- 
trict, the precise moment for which was left to his discretion. 
With nearly the whole of his forces closely concentrated between 
the Doubs and the Ognon, and with the fortress of Besiin^on close 
in rear. General Bourbaki also wished to remain stationary for 
the present and await further instructions from Bordeaux. Ue

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issued orders to Anny Intendant Friant to collect eight days* 
provisions, at Clorval for the 24th Corps, and at Baanie-leeh 
Dames for the rest of the army. But as there was a deficiency 
of tlie necessary supplies at Besaii9on, this measure could 
not have been earned mta eifect, even had the Commander-in- 
Chief been able to persevere in his resolution. That same day, 
however, his plan had been frustrated by the news that the line 
(»f the Ognon was lost, and that the adversary had even crossed 
the Doubs. 

In such circumstances, General Bourbaki resolved to resume 
his advance without delay to Besaiwjon ; he informed the War 
Ministry thereof, shoi-tly before midnight, adding that he would 
lose no favourable opportunity of attacking the enemy. Should 
no such opportunity, however, offer, he would cross to the 
left bank of the Doubs, in order not to expose himself to the 
dilemma of being obliged to fight with a river at his back. 
That same evening, the let Division of the 15th Corps received 
orders to move off to Quingoy, in order to secure this important 
point ; the infantry was to be forwarded by rail, the remainder 
to march. That night, also, the trains of the anny left for 

X2nd January. Besaucjon ; the troops followed during the 22nd January. The' 
Anny Resei've posted itself in the evening at Pouilley-les-Vignes 
on the Besanifon — Gray road; the 18th Corps and Cramer's 
Division occupied the gi'ound between Marchaux, Auxon Dessus, 
and Besanijon ; the 20th followed the movement to Corcelle and 
Marchaux ; the main body of the 15th Corps* marched to Koulans- 
le-Grand and Luzans, whilst the 3rd Division of this corps re* 
mained at Baume-les-Dames, and the 24th Corj^s on the Lomont; 
The trains of the 15th and 20th Coips were parked at Besan<;on 
on the left bank of the Doubs, those of the 18th and of the 
Army Reserve on the right, but on the glacis of the fortress. 
The headquartei'S proceeded to Roche.f 

X3rd January. On the 23rd January certain movements were made, 
which concentrated the corps roimd the fortress. But it had 
already become necessjiry to show front in two directions. 

Whilst to the north side of the fortress the 20th Corps was 
deployed on the right bank of the Doubs on the line ChaKsze — 
Miserey, the position of the 18th C(nps to the west side bent 
back southward from Miserey to Francis, towards the Dole 
road. On this latter, at St. Fcrjeux, was podted the Army 
Reserve. 

The infantry of the 2nd Division, 15th Corps, crossed the 
Donl>s at Chaleze and, passing round the east of the fortress, 
reached the neighbourhood of Larnod. Cavalry, artillery, and 
train traversed the town and moved as far as Beure ; the 
cavalry pushed forward detachments to Thoraise in order to 
watch the bridges there. The 24th Corps was also ordered up 
to Besan<;on. Only certain detachments of it were to remain

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behind at the passages of tlie Doiibs and at the Lcinioiit, in 
support of the mobile guard battalions, which had been sent 
away from the fortress to IJIainont, and to which the defence 
of the mountain passes had now been confided. At the same 
time General do BresollcH received orders to relieve the 3rd 
Division loth Corps with the least possible delay, at Banme- 
les-Dames, so that it might join the main body of the army. 

But the whole of the movement coidd not be canied into 
effect. The detachment of tiie 24th Corps at Blamont was, as 
already mentioned,* attacked on the evening of the 2Ih-d by 

!>art of (renend v. Debschitz's force. The news that the 
jrermaiis had crossed the Doubs increased the confusion.t 
Comagny's Division, part of which had been severely handled in 
the actions at Roches and (Jlay, moved to St. lIii)polyte and 
continued its march next morning to Le Russey, following in 
consequence the Poiitarlier road. The other two Divisions of 
the 24th Corps likewise abandoned the Lomont ridge and the 
Doubs. and retired to Sancey-le-(.irand and Servin. The gardes 
mobiles,t which had also arrived at various points to relieve 
the 24th Corps, joined the general retreat, on finchng that the 
defiles of the Doubs and Lomont were already abandoned. 

The Division at Baume-les-Dames continued to hold the 
Autechaux heights on the right bank of the river on the 2;^rd 
January with nine companies and two guns. 'Jliese were the 
troops which Colonel Wahlert repulsed in the afternoon ui)on 
TAigle; as the result of this engagement the Division moved off 
towards 15esan9on. Two Imttidions, which remained for the night 
at Baume, followed in the morning, after destroying the bridges. 
The 3rd Rhone Legion, arriving at Baume on the 24th January 
to relieve the trooj)8 tliere, and permanently occupy the place, 
found the town m the occupation of Pitissian troops, and 
returned with its mission unaccomplished. 

Whilst the line of the Doubs above Besancjon was lost on 
the 23rd January and the following nighty Q^^ii»Pf^y> which was 
of still gi'eater importiince, also fell into the adversaiy's hands. 

We have already seen that on the evening of the 2lBt the 
French Comrafinder-in-Chief, upon receipt of the first bad 
news from the Ognon and from Dole, ordered the 1st Division 
1 5th Corps to occupy Quingey. When on the morning of the 23rd 
Januarj^ other orders followed to secure Arc-et-Senans, and to 
prevent the destruction of the railway bridge over the Lone, the 
Division was already in retreat. For want of rolling stock 
Minot*s Brigade could alone be forwarded by rail ; it reached 
the railway station at Byans, near Quingey, partly on the 22nd 
January and partly on the night of the 22nd — 23rd. But the 
troops were in such bad order that it was not possible even to. 
place outposts. A train which followed early on the 23rd was

Genuan columns advanced upon Quingej, and this place which 
was to be defended to the last, was abandoned without any real 
resistance. 

The flight-like retreat upon Busy blocked the way for the 
guns, and produced so bad an impression upon the reinforce- 
ments which were arriving, that General Dastugue abandoned 
all attempts to re-occupy Qiiingey. 

On the right bank of the Doubs, General Bourbaki had in 
the afternoon sent forward Bonnet's Division, from the position 
of the 18th Corps, a short distance towards Dole, and reinforced 
it with Cremer s Division. This enterprise, which brought on 
the artillery engagement at Dannemarie, also failed, and General 
Ci-^mer was recalled to St. Ferjeux just as he was preparing a 
night attack. 

Between the 15th and 17th January nine more battalions of 
Garde Nationale Mobile with a detachment of lancers had 
reached Besan^on, in order to replace the troops given up by 
the gan-ison to the 15th Corps. But the mobiles were armed 
wth Enfield rifles, for which there was no ammunition in the 
fortress, so that the men merely augmented the number of 
mouths to be fed. General Rolland^ therefore, sent them away 
to the south without further delay,* 



Concentration of tiie IInd and VIIth Army Corps South- 
west OF BESANgON. 

The countiy, into which the first operations of the llnd and 
Vllth Corps were about to lead, is intersected by spura from 
the Jura Mouutniiis. Along the lino from Bourgt by way of 
liOns-le-Saunier to Besancjon, these spurs fall in steep slopes 
towards the plains of the Lower Doubs and Saone. East of 
this line, the country bears the character of a plateau, over which 
stretch the numerous mountain chains runnmg from north-east 
to south-west, that are only fuiTowed at certain spots by 
deeply sunken cross valleys. In these latter are founa defiles 
extending often for miles, and enclosed by precipitous walls 
of rock. 1)1 spite of the numerous longitudinal valleys, enclosed 
by parallel chains, the number of roads leading to tlie south, 
following the general direction of the nifmntaius, is limitecL 
For the French Army in its present circumstances those leading 
from Besanifon by Arbois, and from Oi-nans by Salins, to Lons-

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le-Saunier wore of chief importance; next, that fi-ora St. 
Hippolyte by way of Pontarlier and Chainpagnole ; and lastly 
the eastern roadls through Aloutlie and Foncine-le-Bns upon 
St. Lanrent. The transvei-se coramunications unite radially at 
Pontarlier; they traverse Ihe well-known "Chisos/* which present 
to an army moving from west to east, or vice vorsd^ the gi'eater 
diflSciilties, afl the enclosing wooded heights are but sparsely 
populated and are difficult of access. At this time they were, 
moreover, covered with a foot deep of snow. 

The most direct road from Besan<;on to the south was 
already baiTed by the Pnissiaus at Quingcy, while that from 
Ornaiis through Sahns and Pont d'licry was seriously threat- 
ened. The only prospect of escape for the French Army was 
for it to make a detour by Pontarlier. It was the duty of the 
South Army to intercept all these roads, while at the same 
time not losing sight of the possibility that the adversary might 
attempt to cut his way from Besan^on towards the west 

The dispositions of General v. Manteuffel for the 24th 2lth 
January were therefore drawn up with the object of meeting «^«^"*^^y- 
with the Vllth Corps, in the first instance, any soi-ties of the 
enemy from Besan^on on either bank of the Doubs. On the 
other hand, the Ilnd Corps was to advance at once along the 
D61e-SaUn8 road south of the Loue, pusliing the leading troops 
to &Iouchard« 

The 14th Division despatched a reinforced brigadef to 
the south bank of the Doubs ; this brigade took up its quarters 
in the angle of the river between Dampierre and Villars 
St. Georges; the rest of the Divisionf alone remained in front 
of Dampierre, under cover of the outposts at St. Vit. A de- 
tachment despatched by the 13th Division to reconnoitre on the 
left bank of the Doubs, advanced in tlie direction of Besancjon 
as far as Busy, and, from the numbers of watchfires, drew the 
inference tliat a considerable body of troops was assembled in 
that vicinity. To the right of Quingey the line of tlie Upper 
Loue was found in the enemy's occupation. 

After expelling a French detaciimcnt from Port Lesney, Occumtinn o^ 
connection was established at Mouchard with the Ilnd Corps. ^^"*™^- 
The head of this Coi-ps, in accordance with orders, had already 
reached Mouchard at noon, and brought up its rearmost troops 
to Nevy-les-DAle.§ 

Colonel v. Willisen reached Mottey, whence, next morning, he

It waJB a favom-able circumstance at this time for the South 
Army that the old line of communications of General v. Werder 
was occupied by troops belonging to the Government-General 
of Lorraine, and ilie line of messenger posts through Ch&tiilon 
could therefore be dispensed witli. 

Army Headquarters had moved on the 24th January to La 
Barre not far from Dampierre, in order to be nearer to the 
events which were occurnng at Besan9on. 

The situation of the French Army had now become such 
that rapid and vigorous action could alone save it. 

General Bourbaki might possibly still have attempted to cut 
through in the direction of Auxonne towards Dijon. But, in 
such event, he would in the first place have had to encounter 
the resistance of the 27th Infantiy Brigade, and afterwards of 
that of the strong detachment under Colonel v. Willisen. 
Meanwhile, the remainder of the two Corps could also re-cross 
to the right bank of the Doubs, The armv, which, hurriedly 
put together, had not a sufficient train for the transport of its 
food, would thereby have increased its distance from the line of 
railway that had hitherto been the chief means of its subsis- 
tence. It was scarcely possible to contemplate concerted 
action with General Garibaldi's force, which, held in check by 
a few Prussian battalions at Dijon, had up to the present time 
remained wholly inactive. 

Of still less promise would be a movement in a more 
northerly direction, as commissariat difficulties would have 
been further increased. 

On the other hand it was impossible to remain long at 
Besan^on. The fortress was neither suited to receive a large 
army, nor were its supplies adequate to feed one. 

The most probable line of action for the French was to make 
the attempt to force their way southward, and regain the 
railway communication which was so vital a matter to 
them. 

On the German side it was of great importance not to allow 
themselves to be deceived by any weak forces thrown out in 
advance, but to discover in time the real intentions of the 
adversary- The Commander-in-Chief therefore empowered his 
Generals, in the event of time not admitting of orders being 
awaited, to act independently on their own judgment, but 
communicated to them beforehand his wishes in regard to 
those cases which might most probably happen. Should the 
enemy attempt to escape by the roads leading southward 
between Villers Farlay and Pontarlier, the Ilnd and Vllth 
Corps were at once to throw themselves on his flank or cut 
him off; should he attempt to break through by way of 
Dampierre and Quingey, the Vllth Corps was to oppose him 
on both banks of the Donl)8, the llnd was to tiikc part by im 
attack in rear, whilst the XiVtli was in all cases to press 
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vigorously the Kruiic-h n ar-guanlR. Sliould the eiirniy en- 
deavour to break through in the direction of (tniy, the I4th 
and the Bnden Divisions were to operate agaiiiRt his fhinks, 
in order to hold him fast,* while the troops further in roar 
were to anticipate him on the right and o?) the left Shoidd he 
once more show front to the XlVth Corps, it only remained 
for the llnd and Vllth Coq)R again to advance from the south. 
Should he move towards the Swiss frontier, all these Corj^s 
were to follow at once, in order to force him to accept battle 
or to cross the frontier. In the event of the enemy remaining 
under the walls of HeRanv<»n, there was no necessity to attack 
him, as hunger would speedily compel him to make desperate 
attempts to get frecf 

Fui-ther, the 28tli Brigade, in view of more complete 25th J..nuiry. 
security against hostile enterprises between the Ognon and 
Doubs, was again withdrawn on the 25th January to Dam- 
pien-e and Orchamps on the right bank of the Doul>s ; it was 
thus at the immediate disposed of the Commander-in-Chief. 
At the same time the 27tli closed towards its outposts at 
St. Vit. 

This day reconnaissances in force were made by order of 
General v. Manteuffel. . . 

Detachments of the llnd Con)s advanced towards Salins and 
Arbois, as well as towards Poligny. Whilst no enemy was 
met with at the last-named \411age, at Arbois the Germans came 
across some 400 infantry soldiers, who, after being driven back 
on Salins, were there supported by strong remforcementa. 
Although the two forts of St. Andre and Belin, situated on high 
ground near the town, have, it is true, their main fronts towards 
the Swiss frontier, they at the same time command the ground 
towards the west and south, and cannot be attacked without 
some strength in artillery. They were anned* The town 
itself was said to be occupied by a gamson of some 2,000 
men. 

The three infantry brigades of the Corp^, which had already 
crossed the Doubs, drew closer together between Mouchard and 
Villers Farlay. 

Of the Vllth Corps, the 13th Division sent detachments 
forward on the right towards the Lone, and also to the front in 
the direction of Besan9on. They encountered the enemy at all 
points, and two companiesf in particular became vigorously 
engaged at Verges. The enemy brought field artillery into Action at 
action, and took the offensive with tliree or four battalions, so "^o^gw* 
that these two companies had to be supported by bringing up

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strong detachmeuts.* No icoonsiderable losses were sus- 
tainea.t 

On the right bank of the Doubfl, an officer^s patrol of the 
14th Division advanced to within 3^ miles of Besanfon without 
meeting the enemy in any force. Some prisoners were, 
however, made, who stated that the 15th, 18th, and 24th 
French Corps were still near the fortress, whilst the 20th had 
already moved away to the southward. From Pin, Major v. 
Brederlow reported that the enemy had entirely disappeared 
from the Ognon, and that on the preceding night nothmg had 
been seen of the numerous watcnfires which had previously 
been visible there, 

During the night, and in the forenoon of the 25th, fresh 
intelligence from the XlVth Corps had reached Army Head- 
quarters.

»4th Jsnuaiy, We have followed the movements of the XIVth Corps np to 
the 23rd, on which day General v. Werder had made arrange- 
ments for taking the offensive in force towards Baume. 

For this purpose, General v. d. Goltz's detachment was 
ordered to be at Verne by 10a.m. on the 24th, and the 4th Reserve 
Division at Voillans. The latter, however, was to leave its 
rearguard at Lisle and Soye. 

Further, the Baden Division was to hold part of its troopsj in 
readiness at M^sandans ; besides this, it was to reconnoitre on 
either side of the Ognon towards Rioz and Corcelle. No fight 
occurred, for the enemy had already evacuated Baume at 
4 a.m., and had blown up the bridge over the Doubs to the 
southward. 

General v. d. Goltz occupied the town at noon, but, shortly 
after, received orders fi-om General v. Werder to move away to 
the westward, whilst in his place General v. Schmeling was to 
proceed to Baume, and with the aid of the Baden rontoon 
Column to throw a bridge across the Doubs. 

But before this latter operation could bo carried into effect 
a company of the Thorn Landwehr Battalion had crossed the 
destroyed bridge at Cour by meann of ladders, and found the 
defile of Pont-les-Moiilins on the further bank abandoned by the 
enemy. It was ascei-tained that the 15th and 20th Corps had 
been in the neighbourhood of Baume on the 22nd, that strong

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forces were still thure on the 2rrd, but that all had then with- 
di*awii to Besancon. Thirty stragp^lcn? belonging to all the 
French (yorps, wliich had taken part in the recent Ktruggles, 
were captured. 

An advance of the bulk of the XlVth Corps aci-oss the 
Doubs appeared no longer desirable after the rapid retirement 
of the enemy. There were also prospective difBculties .in 
respect of marching and of food. Geneml v. Werder resolved 
to make his further action dependent on the orders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.* About noon two letters dated the 22nd 
an*ived from headquartei'S at Pcsmes^f particularly enjoining 
General v. Werder to prevent the advance of hostile forces 
upon Gray.t He resolved, in consequence, to move off at once 
to the right with the Baden Division and Goltz* Brigade, but in 
doing so to quit the very wooded and mountainous gi-ound be- 
tween the Ognon and the Doubs, for the defence of which it 
was known mat the enemy had made considerable prepara- 
tions. § 

On the evening of the 24th General v. d. Goltz marched t6 
Loulans. The Baden Division likewise extended its Quarters 
as far as this place and to Avilley. The 1st Baden Brigade 
moved up close to Rioz. Some cavalry reached this townj 
The 4th Reserve Di%'i8ion remained at Baume-les-Dames, and 
occupied Soye and L'Isle-sur-le-Doubs.f 

On the 25th January General v. Werder marched with the 26ih January, 
Baden Division and Goltz' Brigade to the district north of 
Voray and Etuz. The quarters extended to the rear as far as 
Rioz. Two squadrons** advanced as far as Gy ; their patrols 
found the country about the Ognon free of the enemy, and most 
of the bridges destroyed. ^ On the right, the 1st Baden Brigade 
established connection with Major v. Brederlow's Detachment 
at Pin,tt whilst the 2nd remained in contact with the 4thResei've 
Division. The detachmentsJJ left behind at Villersexel and 
Lure could be called in, as the communications of the corps 
could now be transferred to Epinal by way of Vesoul. 

At L'Isle-sur-le-Doubs and Baume-les-Dames the military 
bridges were established. At the latter place the main body of

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the 4tli ReKerve Division, driviug, after a Blight skiniiish, tlie 
enemy's rear guard beyond St. Juan d'Adam, passed to the 
south bank of Sie Donbs.* 

General v. Werder had expressed his belief to the com^ 
mander of the siege coips before Belfort that the enemy's 
evacuation of Baurae would be succeeded by that of Blamont. 
In order to throw light on this matter General v. Debschitss 
again advanced on the 25th January, occupied the town after a 
feeble resistance, but afterwards returned to his previous position 
at Exincourt-Croix.t 

General v, Manteuffel was informed of these movements. 
Although executed on the basis of the Commander-in-Chiers 
arrangements of the 22ndt they were no longer in conformity 
with flie general instnictions, which had meanwhile been given 
to the Generals commanding Corps on the 24th.§ The Com- 
mander-in-Chief had in issuing these instructions presumed that 
the XlVth Corps would have followed closely after the enemy 
on the Doubs, and in this way he hoped to receive the 
earliest information of the French army commencing its move- 
ment to Pon tarlier. The weak forces of the 4th Reserve Division, 
which were still left between the Doubs and the Swiss frontier, 
did not appear sufficient for the puipose. On the other hand, the 
approach of the XlVth Coi-ps offered the advantage of a closer 
co-operation of all the fractions of the armv, so that, for in- 
stance, not merely the Ilnd Corps, but the Vllth Corps as well 
could launch forward in the Jura to the south and south-east 
of Besan^on, and bar the way to the enemy. 

General v. Manteuffel hastened, therefore, on the afternoon 
of the 25th to request General v. Werder to direct his subsequent 
march on the 2()th by way of Maniay, in order to effect a 
junction with the Vllth Corps. Until this was accomplished 
the latter must continue to remain in the position which it was 
holding close in front of Besan^ou. The llnd Corps had, how- 
ever, already received ordera to advance to SaUns, and to recon- 
noitre towards Pojitarlier. 
26ih January. ^^ executing these movements the advanced guard of the 
Action at Ilnd Corps || on the 2(5th Januarj',^ fell in with the enemy to the

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south-east of Pagnoz, where a direct mountain path to Salina 
leaves the main road. Both batteries came into action at the 
cross roads, and opened fire ui)on Fort St. Andr^ ; in conse- 
quence, however, of the elevated position of this work and of its 
aimament of heavy guns, the fire produced but sliglit effect. 
The struggle, therefore, s^^eedily devolved upon the infantry 
alone.* 

Whilst the 10th Company Fusilier Battalion 2nd Grenadiers 
followed the mountain road, the other three advanced along the 
main road. The latter lies in a deep rocky valley, and was 
raked by a brisk fire from the forts an J by the enemy's 
fekirmishei-s. It was only possible for small bodies to advance 
J^y rushes, and the losses were by no means inconsidemble. 
Gradually, however, the steep mountain slopes on either side of 
the road were scaled. 

It was not until the entire Grenadier Regiment was deployed 
for the attack, that at 2.15 p.m. a successful entry was made 
From the north and along the railway into the station, and also 
along the road into the subuvb of St. Pierre.f 

To facilitate this attack General v. Koblinski had, meanwhile, 
advanced with the 42nd Regiment and a squadrouj by way ot 
St. Thiebaud. He left a battalion§ at Saisenay to observe 
Onians, and reached Salins a short time after me grenadiers 
liad entered the town. 

A white flag was hoisted over the town, and the resistance 
hhortly came to an end. In consequence of a roquest fi'om tho 
mayor, the commandant of the forts agreed not to bombard the 
town. The advanced guard|| took up its quarter therein, 
and placed outposts on the roads to Pontarher and Cham- 
pagnole. 

The engagement at Salins had entailed a loss of 3 officers 
and 109 men. 

The main body of the 3rd Divisicm had advanced to 
Paffiioz, but as the advanced guard no longer required support, 
iand as Fort St. Andr6 recommmenced shelling the outskirts of 
the town, it withdrew bej^ond range of the fortress artillei7,1f 
towards Mouchard and Villers Farlay. 

Further to the south, tho 4th Divisicm had marched to

iT Qcneral t. Ilartmann, eommandmg the Division, had pi'oroo<led \o Snlins^ 
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Arboi& Its patrols made incursions as fiur as f'oligiiy and 
Champagnoliei without finding eny trace of the enemy. A 
i9trong oolumn** which was aespatched to Pont d'H^ry, fell 
in wim a French requisitioning party at Ivory, and drove it 
back upon Salins. The snow which covert the plateau a foot 
in deptb prevented, however, any pursuit in this direction. The 
troops went into quarters between Ivory and Pont d'H^ry.f 

The reconnaissances which had been ordered on the part of 

the Vllth Corps also led to an action and to several encounters 

with the adversary. From the 13th Division, Lieutenant-Colonel 

T. Langen again advanced on the iioue, and found the river 

opposite Chamay and Rouhe, as also the Ch&teau of Ch&tillon* 

sur-Lison, in the enemy's occupation. 

AotionM • Four battalions,^ under General v. d. Osten-Sacken, had 

BiMyftiid advanced against the place by the two roads leading from 

•^^ Quingey to Besan9on. They found the enemjr firmljr nested at 

Busy and Verges, and the long musketry action whidi ensued 

cost them an officer and 32 men. On the other hand, they 

captured 50 men belonging to the 15th French Corps. 

On the north bank of the Doubs the 14th Division was 
carrying its reconnaissances towards Besanfon. A number of 
prisoners were made at Francis. 

At the XlVth Corps, Colonel v. Zimmermann received orders 
from General v. Schmeling to move from L^Islensur-les-Doubs 
to Baume-les-Dames, but too late to carry out this march on 
the 26th. His patrols found Pont-de-Boide evacuated by the 
enemy. 

General v. Schmeling had advanced with the main body 
to the south of Baume, as far as St Juan d'Adanu He had 
occupied Aissey and Passavant with advanced guards. The 
detachments, which were at once sent on ahead to reconnoitre^ 
pressed forward in the direction of Be8an9on, as far as Bouclans 
and Etalans. It was not imtil they reached these points that 
they fell in with the enemy. § At Orsans and On vans some 
slight skirmishes also occurred. In all 200 prisoners were 
captured. A mixed detachment established the connection with 
the rest of the XlVth Corps.| 

When the struggle was already at an end, an inhabitant, daahing forward from one 
of the homes, endeaToured to shoot the General at oloee qoarters $ but, before 
his carbine oouH go off, he was knocked down by the aide-de-camp and lolled by 
tome soldiers who came to the rescue.

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General v. d. Goltz, wlio had been pushed forward to Voray 
and Etn55» in order to secure the further movoinent to tlie right 
of the XlVth Corps, made reconnaissances from these places 
towards Besan^on, ChiUillon-le-Duc was found strongly 
ocoupiedy and it was also discovered that the villages nearer 
the fortress, especially St. Claude, were crowded with troops. 

The Baden Division extended itself past Rioz, leaving a 
weak detachment there, as far as the neighoourhood of Mamav ; 
at the same time it pushed forward smaller detachments to the 
Ognon, and also charged them with observing the fortress. The 
troops under Major v. Brederlow, which were thereby set free, 
moved by way of Audeux to Corcelle Fen-iere, on the left whig 
of the 14th Division; during the march strong bodies of the 
enemy were obsei'ved in rear of Pouillev-les-Vignes. 

In the course of the day the detailed reports of the 
engagements at Dijon reached Aiony Headauartei-s. The entire 
Vllth Corps having now become available for the advance 
south of tne Doubs, General v. ManteufTel felt himself strong 
enough for an enterprise which he had hitherto only contem- 
plated undertaking after the decisive battle with the enemy's 
main forces should have taken place. He ordered General Hanu 
V. Weyhern to renew the attack upon Dijon, for which purpose 
the troops under General v. Kettler, Colonel v. Willisen, Degeu"' 
feld*s Baden Brigade, and the small detachment of Major v. 
Schon were placed at his disposal. 



Movements op the French Army between the 24th and 
27th January. 

The results of the numerous reconnaissances made from 
different quarters tended to show -with certainty that bv far the 
largest part of the French Army was crowded together in a 
comparatively small area, on both banks of the Doubs, round 
Besan9on. 

After the unexpected loss of Quingcy, and the failure of the 
attempt to take the offensive towards l)annemarie, the French 
Commander-in-Chief could no longer be bluid to the danger of 
his position. 

besides the embarrassments from without, there came reports 
from all sides showins^ the internal disorder of the troops. 
General Bourbaki could not have failed to become peraonally 
convinced of the fact on reaching Besan^on on the 23rd 
January, when the picture of the prevailing disorder imfolded 
itself before his eyes. Army Intendant Friant brought the 
news that the supplies of food were not as they ought to be.

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They would only last for five days, or, with the help of the 
fortress magazines, for fifteen to eighteen days. 
[ In order to come to some decision in these difficult circum- 
stances, General Bourbaki had called together a council of war 
on the 24th January at CIiAteau Farine on the Ddle road. The 
chief commanders were present, with the exception of General 
Martineau Descheness, commanding the 15th Corps, and General 
de BresBolles, commanding the 24th Corps. General Borel, 
Chief of the Staff, had gone to General Martineau Deschenez 
for a verbal conference. 

General Bourbaki explained to those present the critical 
state of the army, whicn was not only cut oflF from its line 
of retreat on the south, but must also be considered seriously 
threatened on the north. 

General Martineau reported that of his 30,000 men scarcely 
15,000 were effective, and even these would in the event of a 
doUision with the enemy run away instead of fight.* 

The opinions of the other corps commanders were to the like 
effect. General Billot declared that of his 25,000 men, only 
some 16,000 were really effective; General Clinchant 10,000 
out of 22,000. How matters stood with General de Bressolles 
could be fathered from the events on the Upper Doubs. 
General Pallu de la Barriire, on the other hand, behoved that he 
couldanswer for the Army Reserve in the event of a fight. 

In these circumstances the Commander-in-Chief considered 
that the only possible choice lay between an attempt to break 
through in the direction of Auxonne or a. retreat to Pontarlier. 
He himself proposed this latter course, affirming that no good 
result could be expected from an offensive movement in the 
Exhausted condiiion of the troops and the growing state of 
indiscipline. The only spokesman in favour of the bolder 
9ourBe was General Billot, who thought it possible to break 
through to Auxonne. Geneml Bourbaki pledged himself to 
follow with the army, should the 18th Corps succeed in re- 
pccupying tlie lower course of the Doubs. General Billot 
having remarked that the whole army must be launched in the 
enterprise, General Bourbaki declai*ea himself ready to give up 
the chief command to him, but that he himself would not resolve 
upon the attempt. General Billot, on his part, declined the 
offer made to him, saying that only a commander like Bourbaki 
could carry through so difficult a task. 

Ultimately the retreat upon Pontarlier was decided. 

After a telegram to this effect had been sent to the War 
Ministry,! which had just been advising prompt decision and.

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impracticable sorties, the Commander-in-Chief first took the 
necessary steps to protect the flanks of the army, which would 
be seriously menaced during the march to Pontarlicr. In 
the forenoon of the 24th January General dc l^ressoUes had 
received orders to re-occupy the Lomont passes and the passages 
of the Doubs, The 18th Coi-ps, with Cremer's Division, and 
the 20th Coi*ps were brought up close to the gates of ]^eRan(;on ; 
the Ai-my Reserve crossed the J)(ml)S within the walls of the 
fortress, and advanced to Beure in order to serve as support 
to the 15th Corns. 

The 1st and 2nd Divisions 15th Corps weie to stand fast at 
Busy, and thence up-stream behind tlie Lone, and entrench 
themselves; the 3ra Division was to move by the 2Gth to 
Epeugney and Scey-en-Varais, while the cavalry of the Corps 
was to press forward in the district between the I^oue and tho 
Lison, to the south and south-east of Ornans. The 18th and 
2(>th Corps were instiiicted to remain fast on the 25th January 
in their positions on the right bank of the Doubs, but to hold 
themselves ready to move on the evening of that day or the 
following night. 

Lastly, the difficult task of protecting the retreat of the 
army on the most endangered wing towards the south,* 
devolved upon General Cremer, who had for this purpose 
the 3rd Division 20th Corps, the Army Reserve, and his own 
Di\nsion.t 

All these detachments, after crossing the Doubs above and 
below Besan(;on, reached Cliron, Ornans, and Etalans on the 
25th. On the 26th the Army Reserve posted itself in readiness 
at Ornans, and sent forward its cavahy to the Etalans plateau. 

The other two Divisions moved off in a south-westerly 
directiim, in order to reach the mountains at Salins, and thus 
secure the roads to Champagnole and Pontarlier. 

Colonel Poullet had commenced his march to Salins at 
7 a.m., but on reaching Nans-sous-Sainte Anne received the 
news that Salins was occupied.t His scouts were fired upon 
at Saisenav,§ and the inhabitants stated that General Man- 
teuffel, with 20,000 Prussian troops, had anived at Arbois, and 
with 15,000 at SaUns. He, therefore, lefl only some franctireurs 
at Nans, and retreated south to Villeneuve d'Amont, on the 
Salins— Pontarlier road.|| The 3rd Division 20th Corps had 
followed Colonel Poullet's movement as far as Descrvillers.^

The Cavalry Diviaion of the IStli Coi^ps formed a veil from 
Levier as far Nozeroy,* for the pui-pose of watchuig in the 
direction of Saliiis and Lons-le-Saunier. The gardes mobiles, 
who had been sent away from BeBau9on, passed along its 
front.f 

The intention of General Bourbaki to gain more freedom of 
movement came to nought in the uoiih, as in the south. 

General de Bressolles, in accordance with the orders 
recently received to re-occui)y the passages of the Doubs and 
the Lomont passes, proceeded on the 24th January in the 
direction of Baume-les-Dames, and instructed d' Aries' Division 
of his Corps to advance on Pont-les-Moulins, But only the 
van of the Division made a weak attempt to dislodge the 
Prussian outposts, and then abstained from any iiuther 
enterprisi'S. The Division with the rcjsei've artillery of the 
(Jorjm retired upon Vercel. The bulk of the 3rd Division 24th 
t^aps, under General Carre de Busserollo, had meanwhile once 
more advanced into the passes of the Lomont, had found them 
free, and occupied them. In consequence, however, of the ill- 
success at Pont-les-Moulhis, he withdrew early on the 2()th 
January to Landresse and Pierre Fontaine, whilst the rest of 
the Division had already moved away on the 24th by way of 
Fuans in the direction of llorteau. 

General Bourbaki was extremely disturbed at the retreat of 
the 24th Coi'ps ; he (U'dered it to renew its attack on the 26th 
upon the Prussian force visible to the south of Bainne, and 
resolved to suppoi-t it by bringing up the 18th Corps from 
Besan^on. This Corps, however, in consequence of the ice- 
bound roads, occuiiied the whole day appointed for the attack 
in merely passing from the north to the south bank of the 
Doubs.f It was not until nightfall that it reached Bouclans ; 
it found General v. Schmeling's patrols in its front and, in con- 
sequence of the lateness of the hour, abstained from any fui-ther 
enterprise. Meanwhile, General de Bressolles, who, by General 
Bourbaki's orders, had on this day again led forward against 
Passavant the troops standing at Vercel, had in vain awaited the 
amval of the Corps. His officei-s were unanimous in deprecating 
any attempt at taking the offensive, which must inevitably lead 
to the break-up of his force ; he that same evening retreated 
by way of Vercel to the Pontarlier road. That part also of 
Busserolle's Division which had only returned from the Lomont 
on the 2Gtli, had made another forward movement towards 
the Doubs, but, luaring no action in that direction, abstained 
from any fuither advance. The entire Division now likewise 
took the direction of Pontarlier, whither also Comagny's Division 
had meanwhile continued its march, utterly indifferent to

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what was happening oleowhore. It was evident that all the 
commanders of the army hoHitated to bring tJicir troops in any 
form in contact witli the advcu-KJiry. 

Meanwhile tlie War Ministry Jiad definitely refused its consent 
to the general retreat of the army to Pontnrlier, and in lieu 
thereof merely reiterated impracticable proposals for tlie transfer 
of the army to another theatre of war,* thereby oidy aggra- 
vating the want of confidence of the Commander-in-Chief. The 
appearance of the 18th Corps as it toiled painfully across the 
Duube under his eyes, robbed him of his last hope. General 
Uourbaki despaired of accomplishing his task. 

A telegram, superseding him m the chief connnand by 
General Clinchant, a measure he had conditionally requested, 
was already on its way. The same telegram brought also the 
supersession of General de Bressoles in the command of the 
24th Corps by Geneml Comagny. 

The new Commander-in-Chief took over the direction of 
the aiTuy in circumstances which scarcely permitted the hope 
of even a fairly successful issue. He had, it is true, at his dis- 
posal between Besancjon and the Swiss frontier some 100,000 
combatants, but, owing to the condition of the troops, scarcely 
half could be considered eflective, whilst the others were more 
a hindrance than a gam. After a consideration of all the 
possible courses still open to him, Geneml Clinchant saw that 
a concentration of the whole army under the walls of Besan^on 
must lead to its dissolutitni within a brief period from mere 
want of food. But such concentration must precede any 
attempt to break thi*ough, whether by way of Auxonne in order 
to gain Dijon, or by way of Quingey in order to reach Lons-le- 
Saimier, while such concentration could not be hidden from the 
Geimans. Moreover, the small offensive power of the troops 
must also be taken into consideration. So that the only course 
open to the new Commander-in-Chief Wiws to continue what his 
predecessor had commenced, and carry out the march to Pont- 
arlier. 

In spite of the gloomy prospect, he considered that he ought 
not to refuse the chief command. On the morning of the 27th 
he entered upon the duties, but held generally to the arrange- 
ments aheacly made.

South op France by the South Armt, and Retreat of 
THE French East Ajimt towards the Swiss Frontieb 
between the 27th and 29th January. 

On the 25th the Germans were in a position to assume that 
there were at least two French Corps on the right bank of 
the Doubs. On the 26th the assembly of large masses between 
the Loue and the Doubs became evident, and at the same time 
there could be no mistake that the batteries, which had been 
hitherto seen at Busy, had disappeared. 

In general the Army Headquarters believed that even now 
the retreat of the adversary on Pontarlier was, if not certain, 
at any rate verv probable. The prisoners were under the 
impression tliat their army was already completely surrounded 
and lost beyond hope of recovery. They exhibited every 
appearance of deep discouragement. 

The orders issued for the 27th January contemplated the 
holding in readiness of sufficient means to obtain, if necessary 
by forcp, the desired information. The XlVth Corps was to 
advance to the Doubs in relief of the 14th Division, m order to 
render the whole of the Vllth Corps available for employment 
against the line of the Loue which was occupied by the enemy ; 
while the Ilnd Corps was to hold itself in readiness atMouchard 
and Saliiis, either, if required, to move up to Quingey, or to 
advance in the directions of Ornaiis and PontarUer. The orders 
wtre, in part, anticipated by events. A squadron* belonging to 
the advanced guard of the llnd Coips, which had proceeded on 
the evening of the 2Gth January, after the action at Salins, by 
wav of Oruans, fell in vnih strong bodies of the enemyf near 
Villeneuve d'Amont, and ascertained that they belonged to two 
different Corps. 

When this news reached General v. Fransecky in the course 
of the night, he had no doubt that the adversary contemplated 
reaching the roads leading from Pontarlier to Southern France. 
In the sense of the instructions issued by General v. ^lanteuffel 
on the 24th January, he resolved to act at once independently 
and to reach without delay the cross roads in the mountains 
before the enemy, or, failing this, to attack the flank of the 
columns while on the march. 

As the deeply sunken passes leading through Salins, not- 
Avithstunding tlie captm*e of the town, were barred by the fire 
of the two forts on the heights, he resolved to take in preference 
the roads leading through Arbois. Consequently, Major-General 
du TroBsel received orders to assemble the 7th infantry Brigade

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on the 27tli January at Pont cVHery, and to bring up thither 
as well the battalions which had been pushed forward by 
General Koblinski along the roads to Pontarlier and Clmni- 
paguole, as also the cavalry from Salins. With the troops still 
remaining to him, the last-named gcneml was to take up a 
position to the north-west of Salins, at the point of bifurcation 
of the roads to (iningoy and Moucluird, in onlcr to protect th<» 
nioveinents of the C(»rps against any attack from Salnis. 

Such an attack was in rea-lity consid* red by tlic geneml 
commanding as far less likelv than that the enemy discovered 
at Villcneuve d'Amout would endeavour to reach Cliampagnole 
by way of Pont d'llcry. All the rest of the Coips were ordered 
to Arbois. 

The concentrntion at Pont d'H^iyt took place without ^7th ^ 
molestation from the enemy, and the troops in the evening •^*"***^y- 
occupied (juarters in this locality and the neighbourhood. The 
dragoons ni advance reported that strong hostile detachments 
were said to have passed near Censeau, on the Pontarlier— 
Lons-le-Saunier road, and this was confinned by the tracks in 
the deep snow.t French cavalry were reported at Cliam- 
pagnole. 

The main body of the llnd Corps had assembled near Arbois, 
and General v. Koblinski had again concentrated his troops§ in 
the morning from SaUns in the direction of Pagnoz ; during 
the march they suffered little loss. The Commander-in-Chief, || 
entirely approving the measures taken by General v. Fransecky, 
ordered the immediate relief of General v. Koblinski bv troops 
of the IHth DivisioihlT The latter amved in Mouchard on the 
night of the 27th — 28th. The remaining detachments of the 
13th Division had extended themselves to the eastward 
towards the Loue, which had been abandoned by the enemv ; 
the bridges over the river were found to be destroyed.** The

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14th Diviflion, on relief by the XIV th Corps, crosBed the Doube 
and the Lower Loue, and established itself on the Qningey — 
La Ohapelle road; the troops previously 6n outpost duty 
followed as far as Courtefontame and Four^. The corps 
artillery ^ined the right bank of the Loue at Liesle. 

The XlVth Corps reached with the Baden Division the 

Eositions hitherto occupied by the 14th Division at St. Vit, and 
lauteune Vertiire, facing towards Besan^on. General v, d. Goltz, 
who, in position on the Ognon, had covered the flank movement, 
marchea to Mamay, whither also the corps headquarters 
were transferred ; the detachments on the Ognon* maintained 
the connection with General v. Schmeling. 

This officer had remained at St. Juan d'Adam, as news had 
reached him of a renewed advance of the French upon 
Belfort. 

General v. Werder, who did not consider such an enters 
prise at all probable, left him unfettered to act in conjunction 
with Lieutebant-General v. Tresckow Ilnd, and if necessary 
to withdraw again to Montb^liard. Colonel v« Zimmermann 
received orders to reconnoitre towards Maiche and St Hippo- 
lyte.f General v. Debschitz, induced to renew his advance, 
occupied in the evening Blamont and Pont-de-Roide ; t whilst 
General v. Schmeling, in consequence of further disquiet- 
ing rumours of the march of strong French forces upon 
St Hippolyte,§ had resolved on the folTowing day to move to 
the left to Sancey-le-Grand. 

On the evening of the 27th Januanr, the XI Vth Corps was 
thus guarding the entire right bank of the Doubs, and at the 
same time watching the ground between the Upper Doubs and 
the Swiss frontier ; the Vllth Corps was posted at that part of 
the Loue which the enemy had abandoned, with the object of

§ The oonntnnt reports of a fresh ofTt^nsivo luovrnicnt on the part of the enciiij 
to the Upper Doubs were no doubt occasioned bjr the n ovcnients of the 18th and 
i84th French Corps. 
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subsequently advancing across it or of moving upon Onians ; 
while the Ilnd Coips was holding itself in readificss at Arbois 
and Pont d'Hery to prevent the enemy moving through 
Pontarlier and Champagnole on Lons-lc-Saunier. 

Although the despatch of General Hann v. Weyhem towards 
Dijon had removed all danger which from that direction might 
have compromised the advance, the Anny Houdqunrters Jiad 
received reports which showed that the advci-sniy, indefatigable 
in organising new forces, was bringing up rcinfDrcements from 
Lyons. The Ilnd Corps, which in spite of the return of 
General v. Koblinski's force, only numbered three brigades, 
was consequently charged with the duty of covering on the 
south the march of the army. The cavalry, making a wide 
sweep, was to recoimoitre in the direction of Lons-le-Saunier, 
and compel any troops that might possibly an-ive by mil to 
detrain as far off as possible; 

General v. Fransccky had become convinced by the events 2Stli Jammrr. 
of the 27th January that the enemy was ah'eady m retreat on 
Lons-le-Saunier. He therefore ordered General du Trossel 
with all his troops* to reach Champagnole at 10 a.m. on the 
28th, and in the event of his finding the enemy there to attack 
him vigorously. 

For his support, the main body of the corps under Genoi-al v. 
Hartmann was to advance from Arbois to the Montrond defile, 
the Corps Artillery to Arbois, while General v. Koblinski with 
his detachment was to reach Poligny by 11 a.m. A squadron 
was specially detailed to advance in the direction of Lons-le- 
Saunier until it met with resistance. 

These movements were completed without coming into 
serious collision with the adversary. 

General du Trossel occupied Champagnole without a 
struggle, and sent forward his cavalry at (mce in the direction 
of Pontarlier. In spite of the fire directed upon it by the 
enemy occupying the hills, a squadron,t under Ijieutcnant- 
Colonol V. Guretzky, reached Nozeroy. They found the place 
strongly occupied by the French, but captured near Ongliferes 
56 commissariat wagons with a treasure cliest, talking the escort, 
1 officer and 70 men, prisoners. At Le Magasin they fell in 
wth hostile cavalry in retreat, belonging, according to the 
prisoners, to the 15th Corps. 

By order of the gencml commanding. General du Trossel 
remained at Champagnole; General v. Hartmann on the other 
hand, after letting his men cook their dinners at Montrond, 
continued his march in a southerly direction to Pont-du-Navoy. 
General v. Koblinski's column and the corps artillery advanced 
to Poligny. The cavalrj' which had been scut towards Lons-- 
le-Saunier advanced to within a distance of 4 or 5 miles of this

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town, and found the neighboui*hood in the enemy's occupa- 
tion. 

The decisive action, which General v. Fransecky expected 
this day, did not take place, but the Ilnd Corps was only a 
day's march dist-ant from the adversary's last lines of retreat 

Of the Vllth Corps, General v. Zastrow caused the 14th 
Division to advance south of the Loue. Any columns of the 
enemy which might be found on the march, were to be attacked 
and compelled to deploy; a struggle with superior forces 
was, however, to be avoided. Tlie Division only fell in 
with stragglers ; it reached Deservillers without a struggle, and 
placed outposts at Bolandoz. The 13th Division meanwhile 
remained at the Quingey position. Towards Be8an9on, Vorges 
was found to be evacuated by the French, while Busy was only 
weakly occupied. 

As all the bridges over the Loue were destroyed, a detach- 
ment of 3 battalions, 2 squadrons, and 1 battery* joined the 
14th Di^nsion south of the river. Some patrols which had 
succeeded in crossing by means of the meagre material 
found on the spot, leanit that about 6,000 men of the 15th 
Coi-ps had only the day before marched away from the vicinity 
of Rurey for Ornans. 

When the news of General v. Fransecky's advance reached 
Army Headquarters in the early morning, General v. Manteuffel 
ordered the XlVth Corps to relieve the 13th Division at 
Quingey, and the Vllth to move in a southerly direction nearer 
to the Ilnd Corps. This order reached General v. Zastrow in 
the afternoon, and, the relief having been carried out, the 13th 
Division c'oncentrated that same evening at La Chapelle and 
Saisenay.f The 14th Divisicm at Deservillers received orders to 
push forward its advanced troops to Levier and Silley ; while 
engaged in so doing, they captured some 100 stragglers of the 
15th, 18th, and 20tli French Coi-ps, who stated that their 
corps had marched from Besan^Mjn for Pontarlier. The last 
Echelons of the French anny were said to have only quitted 
early in the morning the district reached by the 14th Division. 
In point of fact the burning embers found in several of the 
bivouacs confirmed this statement. 

The corps artillery had followed the movement of the 
other troops along the Arbois road as far as Sainson ; it had 
to push forward the horse artillery batteries as far as Myon and 
Alaise, in view to a subsequent junction with the 14th Division. 
The general commanding took up his headquai-tei-s at Montfort, 
and, as he coutcniplated uniting his Corps at Villeneuve d'Amout

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and Levier, he caused the roads leading to these places to be 
reconnoitred. 

On the morning of this day (ieneml v, Werder had reached 
in person the Army Headquartera at La Barre. On being 
informed of the state of aflfaii-s, he decided to replace at St. Vit 
the 1st Baden Brigade, wliich had left for Qningey, by the 3rd, 
which should contiuue to occupy at the same time Corcondray 
and Recologne. General v. d. Goltz marched to Orchamp. 
General v. SchmeUng reached Sancey-le-Grand by a movement 
to the left and effected a junction with Colonel v. Zimmer- 
mann, while General v. Debschitz occupied St. Hippolvte with 
his advanced troops.* Patrols found the enemy at Maicne. The 
headquarters of the XlVth Corps remained at La Barre, those 
of General v. Manteuffel proceeded to Ch&teau-de-Roche near 
Arc-et-Senans. 

The intelligence which reached the Commander-in-Cliief 
during the day had indicated with tolerable certainty that up 
to the present time only inconsidemble hostile forces could have 
passed beyond Champagnole, and also that the bulk of the 
French army was now in full retreat to Pontarlier. Further, 
the reports from the advanced parties of the XlVth Corps, 
which had discovered French troops at St. Ferjeux, showed 
that the 20th Corps, or at any rate part« of it, had still remained 
at Besan^on. Lastly, it could be gathered from the information 
received from General v. SchmeHng that a considerable body 
of troops of the 24th Corps had likewise taken the direction 
of Pontariier. 

In consequence, General v. Manteuffel ordered for the 29th 
a general advance upon Pontarlier. 

The 14th Division, which had already pressed forward in 
this direction, without awaiting the concentration of the entire 
Vllth Corps, was to resume its march at early dawn in order to 
reach the enemy as soon as possible. The rest of the corps 
was to follow.t The Ilnd Corps waa instructed to occupy Les 
Planches-en-Montiigno with a detachment, while the bulk of 
its forces was like>vi8e to advance upon Pontarlier. Of the 
XlVth Corps the troops und(^r G<?neral v. d. Golty.J were to 
march to Arc-et-Senans, in ord*'r to serve as anny reserve in 
the movement eastward. With the Baden DivisionJ General v. 
Werder had to watch Besan^on, towards which j)lace strong 
reinforcements were to be ])U8hed, on both banks of the Doube.

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General v. Schmeling was sammoned to join from tiie mnrth 
the general advance on Pontarlier, and to partioq[MKto*in ibe 
engagement which might take place. 

On the evening of the 28th General v. Fransecky had become 
convinced that the enemy had given up the idea of eaoapinff 
by way of Champagnole, and that instead of doing 80 woula 
retreat through Noseroy and Les Planches-en-Montagne to St. 
Laurent Accordingly, he had already taken steps to advance 
next morning, not merely with a detachment, but with his main 
forces against Les Planches. The oflScer despatched with the 
necessary orders from the headquarters at PoUg^ was, how* 
ever, wounded on the way by franctireurs. The Corps orders 
never reached the hands of the troops, and those from Army 
Headquarters could be carried out the more completely. 
2Sth Against Les Planches advanced only Colonel v. Wedell 

from Pont-du-Navoy with four battalions, half a squadron, and 
a battery ,t taking the road by Loulle and La Billaude. 

After having dispersed some dismounted Freiich cavalry on 
the Champagnole — St Laurent road, he reached Les Planches 
without molestation, and found here also only dismoimted 
cavalry. After a slight skirmish, the riflemen captured the 
village, and detachments were at once pushed lorward on 
the Champagnole and Noseroy roads and also towuxls Mouthe 
and St Laurent Those movements led to frequent collisions 
with French detachments. The prisoners stated that cavalry 
belonging to the 15th Corps, and some 8,000 newly organised 
infantry had passed on the previous day through this district to 
St. Laurent, and on the 2Uth bad continued their march to 
liOns-le-Suunier.t 

Genei-Jil v. Koblinski had started in the night from Poligny, 
and reached Champagnole at so early an hour that the 
battalions belonging to the 5th Brigade, which since the 
action at Salins had been attached to the 7th, could rejoin their 
own command. At 7 o'clock General du TroBsel commenced 
his advance for Pontarlier, and reached Censeau without meet- 
ing the enemy. General v. Uartmann also arrived at Cham- 
pagnole with those troops left to him after detaching Colonel v. 
Wedell; with the forces assembled here,§ which now con- 
stituted the main body of the corps, he advanced to Nozeroy

artillery also followed to tlie same place. 

Of the Vllth Corps, the 14th Division did not receive its 
orders to advance upon Pontarlier until late. It started from 
Deeervillers at noon ; t its march was much delayed in con- 
Bequence of the deep snow on the roads. The last troops of 
the Division did not reach Levier until 3 p.m., jnst as the 
leading troops of the 13th Division, coming from Villeneuve 
d'Amont, entered the place J after experiencing great diffi- 
culties. 

Meanwhile the advanced guard of the 14th Infantiy Division 
under Colonel v. Cosel § had resumed itfl march from Levier 
towards Pontarlier, and at first oidy fell in with stragglera. 
General v. Zastrow gave orders to General Schuler v. Senden 
to win the Ime of the Dnigeon at Houtaud. 

rJear Le Souillot, however, the advanced guard met with 
some 4,000 to 5,000 French infantry, which contumed their 
retreat on Pontarlier after a few rouncls of shell. 

In its further advance it again fell ia with the enemy at the 
wood south of Sombacourt, and detached a battalion, a division 
of hussars, and two guns|| mider Major v. Brederlow towards 
the village which lay on the flank* 

As tne darkness and mist rendered the employment of Engagement 
artillery impossible, and the adversary was dislodged from the ^9^^^ 
wood. Major v. Brederlow sent back the two guns to the main JSurt 
body, and advanced with the rest of his troops. The march of 
the small column was repeatedly molested trom the ridge on 
the south-east of the road, but the enemy was alwavs repulsed 
and lost some 40 prisoners. The 2nd Company 47th IJepTuent 
had already been sent forward from Levier, by wav of Sept 
Fontaines, and after driving in some stragglei-s, and pursuing 
a weak rear-guard of cavalry and infimtry, now arrived 
before Sombacourt. Without a moment's hesitation Captain v. 
Vietinghoff, with his men, dashed with a cheer into the strongly- 
occupied village, but^ although the enemy was at first com- 
pletely surprised, soon found himself smTounded by superior 
forces. Major v. Brederlow, with the three other companies, 
however, speedily arrived, and without delay forced his way into 
the village. Fifty officers, including 2 generals, nnd 2,700 men,

besides 10 giins, 7 mitraillenses, 4-8 wagons, 319 horses, and 
3,500 stand of arms, here fell into the nands of the Hano- 
verians, who suffered but slight loss.* The battalion remained 
for the night at Sombacourt guarding its numerous piisonerp. 

At night-fall the rest of the advanced guard of the 14th 
Division di-ew near to Chaffois, but found the village strongly 
occupied by the enemy. The 1st Heavy and shortly after- 
wards the 2nd Horae Artillery Battery, which was brought 
forward from the main body of the Division, came into action 
on either side of the road against the village, and opened a 
vigorous fire. Notwithstanding that the mist and twilight 
prevented the effect of the shot from being estimated, the two 
battalions still left to the advanced guard aeployed at once for 
the attack. Colonel v. Cosel ordered the 3rd Company of the 
53rd to straight wav storm Chaffois; after surprising the picquet 
in front of the village, it succeeded in capturing the neai*est 
houses. The three other companies of the Ist Battalion 
followed with the object of turning the village on both flanks 
and taking part in the action as might be required. The 
further advance of the musketeers was now liowever so 
vigorously opj)osed, that the 10th Company of the fusilier 
battalion, held in reserve, had to be sent forward in support on 
the ri^ht, and the 9th Company on the left flank. The 2nd 
Battahon 77th Regiment was further brought forward as 
reserve from the main body of the Division. After a brisk 
action which lasted for an hour and a half, the enemy suddenly 
ceased firing, and voluntarily laid down their arms. Many 
oflScers, 1,800 men, and 2 guns, fell into the Prussian hands. 

The enemy claimed an armistice as already concluded, and 
shortly after an officer of the French Staff arrived, bearing a 
letter from General Clinchant to General Thornton. Accordmg 
to its contents, the French Commander-in-Chief had received 
official notice of a iwcnty-one days' a miistice,! signed on the 
27th January, and had tiierefore or<lered the firing to cease, 
and suitable commmunications to be made to the Germans. 

On the German side, nothing had been heard of an armistice, 
and, in consequence, only a provisional suspension of hostilities 
was gi-anted on the basis of the present situation. Chaffois, 
with the exception of three fanns on the eastern outskirt, in 
each of which was posted a weak French company, remained 
to the victors. The prisoners, without their arms, 'were given 
up on the authority or the general commanding. 

The Germans sustained a loss in this action of 6 officers and 
46 men, all belonging to the 53rd Regiment. 

That evening the main body of the 14 th Division endea- 
voured to find quartei*s in and near Cliaffois, so far as the

Tlie corps aiiillerv,* in consequence of tlie diilieulties of the 
ground, only reached Deservillers.t 

The Army Reserve, under General v. d. (loltz, had con- 
tinued its inarch in the morning past Arc-et-Senans ; its 
leading troops, after considerable eftbrt, reached Arbois, whither 
General v. ManteufFel transferred his headquarters this day. 
General v. Werder watched Besiin<^'on with the IJaden Division, 
and caused some slight enterprises to bo made from St. Vit and 
Marnay, with the object of reconnoitring towards the Ibrtrebs. 
The detachments sent forward with this object J came 
speedily, however, across the adversary's foi"tified and strongly 
occupied positions, the defence of which c(mld, moreover, be 
aided by the gims of the outworks. The detachments left on 
the Ognon also limited themselves to the duty of observation. 
The troops which were at Pin also occupied Marnay.§ 

General v. Schmeling hud rcnuiinod in the neighbourhood 
of Sancey-le-Qrand, as General v. Uebschitz was obliged to 
decline cooperation in an attack on l\Iaiche. Lieut.-General v. 
Treeckow Ilnd had recalled him to Belfort.|| 

In the couiTse of the 29th, Maiche was, however, occupied 
by Colonel v. Zimraermann,f after dislodging sf)me hostile 
stragglers ; part of the maui body of the 4tli Reserve Division 
followed his movement as far as Belleherbe. Reconnaissances 
were pushed towards Be8an9on, without meeting with the 
enemy. 

In order to obtain speedy and precise intelligence of the 
proceedings of the widely separated columns, General v. 
ManteufTel had during the course of the day sent away staff 
officers to the different pai'ts of the anny ; the colunms. on the

Werder to attach once more to General v. Schmeling the four battalions of Zim- 
niennann*s Brigade which had reninined before Belft»rt on tho 20th January. 
Lieut.-General t. Trcsekow Ilnd desirod to bring up Debsehit/Zs detachment to the 
fortre-^s, in onler to relieve those four batt4dion!<.

left to act on their own independent jud^ent. 

At 5 p.m., General v. ManteufFel received at bis new head- 
quarters at Arbois, a telegram from the Royal Headquarters 
that an armistice had indeed been concluded, but that the whole 
district comprised in the Cote d'Or, Doiibs, and Jura Depart- 
ments, was expressly excepted; therefore, the South Army 
would have to press its operations to a decisive conclusion. 
An army order communicated this information to the troops, 
and that same evening the Army Headquaitei-s ordered, fer 
the 30th, the continuation of the advance on Pontarlier by the 
Ilnd and Vllth Corps. Both were to maintain connection 
with each other. 

General v. d. Goltz received ordena to march with the Army 
Reserve by way of Pont d'H6ry to Villeneuve d'Araont. 
General v. Werner was instructed to continue the offensive 
towards Besan^on with the Baden Division, and to cause Genei*al 
V. Schmeling to drive with his troops towards the two Corps 
in the south any French detachments which might still be left 
on the Upper Doubs. 

Reports had not yet reached Arbois of the success gained 
at Sombacourt and Chaffois.* 



In order to secure Besancjon, General Clinchant had, on 
his withdrawal, left at that place the Ist Division of the 20th 
Coips, which was the most familiar with the district, and also 
the 2nd of the 15th Corps. 
27tb January. On the evening of the 27th, the 18th Coi-ps gained Nods 
and Fallerans; the 2nd Division of the 20th, Omans, the 15th, 
Sept Fontaines, Evillers, and Bolundoz ; while the leading 
trooi)S of the 24th Coi'ps, coming from the north, had already 
reached Pontarlier, but in a most pitable condition. General 
Cremer had arrived at Sombacourt with the 3rd Division of 
the 20th Corps, and vnth PouUet's Division at Levier ; the Army 
Reserve was still to the rear at Chantrans.t 

The Comraander-in-Cliief had hastened, in person, to Pon- 
tarlier, having sent on in advance some engineer troops and 
staff officem for the purpose of summoning the inhabitants to 
clear the roudn of the snow. He ventured to hope that the 
tactically strong position of Pontarlier would give rest to his 
troops, at any rate for a time. If the defiles at Vaux, Les 
Planches, and Morillon could be held, a communication, even if 
extremely difficult, would always remain open to the south, 
through St. Laurent and through La Chapelle-des-Bois. Up

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to the present time no large bodies of the adversary had 
been met with on the march, the ammunition (Johimns had 
been safely brought through, and the Army Intendant had 
guaranteed at Pontarlier sufficient supplies of food, which could 
be further augmented by convoys from Switzerland. 

Kut on arrival it was foiuid that the existing supplies would 
only suffice for a few days, and General CHnchant therefore 
resolved to continue his march along the frontier so soon as 
his Corps were concentrated. 

That same night, 27th-28th, Geneml Cr6mer received 
orders to advance forthwith upon Les Planches, St. Laurent, 
and Morez,* with three cavalry regiments of the 15th and 24th 
Corps, Avhich were posted on the Mouthe road ; these points 
were to be reached before the Gennans. The general executed 
this difficult task, and after a toilsome march along snow- 
blocked mountain roads, reached, with the cavalry, the pre- 
scribed destinations on the afternoon of the 28th. 

The 24th Corps and Millet's Brigade of PouUet's Division tsth and t9th 
wero to follow at once. The rest of the army, with the excep- Januar/. 
tion of the two Divisions left at 13e8an<;on, was concentrated 
round Pontarlier by General CHnchant on the 28th and 29th 
January. 

On the evening of this last date, the 18th Corps was in 
and to the north of Houtaud ; the 2nd Division of the 20th at 
Chaflfois and Bulle ; tlie btd of the same Coips was at Dompierre 
and Frasue, vrith the rest of PouUet's Division, of which two 
more battalions were pushed forward to Bonnevaux for the 
protection of the impoi'tant Vaux defile. In and near Pon- 
tarlier was the 3rd, at Sombacourt the 1st Division of tlie 15th 
Corps.t The latt<*r, as we have seen, was completely disperoed 
there by the attack of Brederlow's battalion and for tlie most 
part taken prisoners, before the Army Reserve, which was 
close by at Goux and Bians, could give it any assistitncct 
Similarly, as we know, Chafl'ois wiis lost that same evening. 
During the 29th, the main forces of the 24th Corps and Millot*s 
brigade continued their advance to and beyond Mtmthc, in order 
not to lose connection with General Ci'cmer. But at Foncine- 
le-Bas they fell hi with detachments of WedelFs column 
which, as already mentioned, had driven off the cavalry 
posted there by General Crcmer. Thus the last road open to 
the army for large bodies of troops was already intercepted, 
and General Comagny determined to attack Les Planclies on 
the 30th January, in order to force a passage. Meanwhile the 
news of the armistice also reached liim ; he therefore gave 
up the attack and merely issued orders for the infantiy of the 
1st Division to continue its march along the mountain road

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through La Chapelle-des-Bois on Morez, bo as to enable the 
24th Corps to maintain oonnection with General Cr&mer m 
St. Laurent, when the line of demarcation should be fixed* 
The source of the armistice news had been in this case also 
the telegram addressed by Jules Favre to the Government 
Delegation and which had reached the hands of the civil 
authorities at Pontarlier, by way of Bordeaux; it made no 
mention of the clause excepting the Departmentis of Cdte d*Or, 
Doubs, and Jura. There was the same deficiency in the 
official communication^ which had been dispatched at 3*30 p.m. 
on the 29th, from the French War Ministry to the Generals 
Commanding Army Corps.* 

General CHnchant had, consequently, in perfect good faith, 
demanded the cessation ot hostilities, and the commencement 
of negociations for the deteimination of a line of demarcation.

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CONTINQATION OP THE MaROH OP THE SO0TH ARMY ON 

pontahlier. passage op the french into swiss 
Territory 30th January — 2nd February. 

Better informed from Vei-saillefl than tlie French Com- sotb January. 
mander-in-Chief from Bordeaux, General v, Manteuffel had 
ordered the immediate resumption of hostiUtiea. But the 
instructions on this head could not reach the Corps early 
enough to prevent altogether the false news from causing aii 
interruption in their movements. 

General v. Zastrow supposed that the enemy, in his own 
country, would have earlier news than that reaclung the South 
Armv by circuitous routes ; he, therefore, modified the ordera 
for the advance to Pontarlier on the 30th, by instnicting the 
yilth Corps to remain in general stationary for the present. 
The batteries of the corps artillery were to concentrate at 
Levier, while the trains were to close up to D^servillers and 
Eternoz. A wider distribution of the troops in quarters, which 
was urgently necessary, was also kept in view. 

These instructions were in process of execution when, at 
10.30 a.m., the orders arrived from Army Headqnai-tei-s. At 
the time of their issue, the rcpoiis of the Vllth Corps of the 
previous evening could not have been received. It was known 
that French staff oflBcers were on the road to Army Head- 

Suarters with a view to negociations, and General v. Zastrow 
eemed it desirable to await supplementary or explanatory 
orders from the same quarter. Moreover, the Vllth Corps 
stood close in front of Pontarlier, and it appeared a proper 
course to cause the Ilnd also to come up Avith it. 

Before very long, fresh instructions, issued at 9 a.m., arrived 
from the Commander-in-Chief of the Army. They repeated 
that the news of an armistice concluded for tlie South Army 
was untrue. The advance on Pontarlier was therefore to 
be continued, every attempt on the part of the enemy to retreat 
to the south or north was to be prevented, and any pai*tial 
attack avoided ; in other respects, negociations with the enemy 
were only to be entertained on the basis of an unconditional 
sun'ender. 

General v. Zastrow now caused the French troops in his 
front to be informed of the resumption of hostihties, and 
demanded the complete evacuation of Chaffois, which was 
complied with. The 14th Division in consequence entered hito 
possession of the remauiing farmsteads during the night. 

Dming the latter part of the afternoon the noise of a weak Action at 
cannonade had been heard in the direction of Frasne. General F»»n«. 
v. Fransecky had ordered the advanced guard of tlie llnd 
(.'Oips, while guarding its riglit flank towards Bonnevaux, to 

F 
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?re88 forward on the 30th through Frasne in the direction of 
^ontarUer.in order to ascertain beyond doubt whether the main 
forces of the French East Army were still there. General du 
Trossel had, therefore, quitted Censeau at 8 a.m.; he was 
delayed some time by the appearance of a French parlementaire,^ 
but after receiving from General v. Fransecky a verbal expla- 
nation of the situation, had attacked the wood occupied by the 
French south-west of Frasne. 

The 6th Light Battery Ilnd Corps, having fired a few 
roimds, the 1st Battalion 49th Regiment, leading the advance, 
deployed on both sides of the road facing the edge of the 
wood. The enemy retired on Frasne; but it was nightfall 
ere the place was reached and a position taken up before 
it. An assault was most successfully made amid the mist 
and darkness. Lieutenant-Colonel v. Guretzky moved off with 
a combined squadron and a company! towards Frasne. The 
latter captured the heights close to the west side of the place 
without difficulty ; the dragoons followed the retreating foe, 
caught up the rear-guard, consisting of several companies, 
which they surrounded, and then forced their way into Frasne, 
where many more prisoneiti were captured. Some hostile 
detachments, appearing on the scene, now pressed hard upon 
Lieutenant-Colonel v. Gureteky, with his handfol of horse, out 
the company arrived at the double, and the enemy abandoned all 
further opposition. 12 officers, 1,500 men, and 2 colours fell mto 
the hands of this small column, whose loss was inconsiderable. 

General du Trossel ordered quarters to be occupied, partly 
at Censeau, partly at Frasne. Parts of the 5th Infantry Brigade, 
which had been ordered up in expectation of a heavy engage* 
ment, also arrived in this neighbourhood. The rest of we 
troops of the Ilnd Corps remained in their positions of the 
previous day. 

During the course of the day, French parlementaires also 
appeared at Les Planches with news of the armistice. Colonel 
V. Wedell rejected the proposals made to him, with the observa- 
tion that he was without instructions from his superiors. On 
tliis occasion he learnt that General Ci'imer was at St. Laurent, 
and that considerable French forces, estimated to number 
10,000 men, were still at Foncine-le-Haut.

General v. Schmeling. who had received on the morning ol 
the 30th an order from General v. Werder to advance upon 
Ornans,t commenced tins day the Routhward movement, and 
reached the neighlx)urhood of Vercel and Pierre Fontaine.J 

General v. DeUschitz, who, early on the HOth had Hkewifle 
received ordei*fl to resume the march southward, gained the 
neighbourhood of Maiclie with 5 battalions, 2 Rquadrojis, 
2 batteriefl, and half a pioneer company.§ Me war reinforced 
for the prosecution of Iu'r maicli by the Loetzen and Marienburg 
Battalions, which advanced to Blamont and lloches in the

The Commander-in-Chief proceeded this day bv way ol 
Pont d'HeiT and Lemuy to Villeneuve d'Amont; on the ix)ad he 
received a letter from General Clinchant, claimuig the armistice 
also for the army operating in South-East France. General v, 
Manteuffel at once rejected this proposal, but, in order to avoid 
further bloodshed, declared himself ready for negotiations on 
the basis of the existing situation. From hiformation at his 
di8i)ORaI, he was convinc(^d that a mass fonned of all corps of 
the hostile army had been driven together round l^ontarlier, 
and that up to the present only weak detachments had eflected 
their retreat thnm^h Mouthe upon 8t.

81ft Janoary. On the 31st January,* the heads of the advanced guard of 
the Ilud Coips proceeded as fitr as St. Colombe and Bi^lle ; 
they captured nearly 500 prisoners, and found the Frasne 
high road strewed with arms and stores of every kind. 
The 3rd Company Kolberg Grenadiers, under 1st Lieutenant 
Protzen, moving from La Uiviire surprised that same evening 
the village of La Flange, and made 22 officers and 500 men 
prisoners. A right flank detachment, under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Liebe, consisting of two battalions, a division of dragoons, and 
Action at A batter}r,t feU in with the enemv at Vaux, after it had cropsed 
Vaux. without incident the first high chain of the Jura by the narrow 

Bonnevaux ravine. The leading battaUon at once deployed 
against the village, surrounding it from the north ana west, 
forced their way in, capturing 2 officers and 886 men,^ and 
drove out the defenders on Les Granges Ste. Marie. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Liebe followed them up, heedless of the protest of a 
parlementaire* The enemy abandoned this defile as well, and 
retired upon St. Antoine. The main body of the Corps reached 
the neighbourhood of Dompierre.§ 

The resumption of hostilities having been again made known 
to the adversary, the 14th Division of the Vllth Corps occupied 
without a struggle the villages of Domraartin ana Vuillecin, 
on the Drugeon, as also Goux and the defile of La Vrincjl 
During this movement some more officers and 130 men fell 
into its hands. At nightfall, a weak hostile column, which was 
marching from Ar^on to Pontarlier, fell back in consequence of 
artillery fire. The 13th Division moved to Sept Fontaines, its 
advanced guard to Amathay and Reugney, the corps artillery

to Levier.* A mixed <letacliiiieiit,t wliicli had to Rweop the 
country as far as the Loiio of hostile troops, advanced to 
Chantrans, but only met with Konio Htrng^leiK. Onians Avas 
said to be still weakly occupied. 

Another detachment of all arms, which was deR])atched to 
Onhans, opened communication in the evening at St. (lorj^on 
with the troops of (General v. Schmi^ling, so that now the 4th 
Reserve Division was also in inunediate connection with the 
main body of the South Armv. 

General v. d. Goltz reached Villeneuve d'Amont and the 
neighbourhood; the 4th Rijscrve Divisicni, from Vercel and 
Pierre Fontaine, moved forward to Nods; its advanced guard to 
St. Gorgon. It was only at Nods that slight coUisions occurred 
with small hostile detachments. General v. Debschitz pro- 
ceeded along the Morteau road as far as Le Kussey, his ad- 
vanced guard to La ChenalottcJ 

The Haden Division in posititHi before l^esan^on, where the 
French remained entirely inactive, had been instnicted to secure 
the important etappen station at Dole, which was only weakly 
occupied by Knesebeck's Brigade, and was threatened from the 
side of Auxonne. For this pmi>ose two Uattalions, reinforced 
by artilleiy and cavalry, were sent thither on the 3l8t.§ The 
mere threat of hostilities, however, sufficed to cause the com- 
mandant of the small fortress to withdraw the detichmonts 
which he had pushed forward. 

At an early hour that morning a French parlemcntairo had 
presented himself before General v. Mantcuflel, for the pui*poso 
of requesting a Rusi>cnsion of hostilities on the basis of a 
despatch Irom the War Minister, but was turned back with a 
refusjd. About 9 a.m. the French Colonel Varaigne an-ived with 
the proposition that there should be a thiity-six houi-s' armistice 
for the purpose of clearing up the doubts with regard to the 
differences of opinion which prevailed, (yolonel v, Wartensleben, 
w^lio ccmducted the negotiations, declined also this suggestion, 
as on the part of the Gemians there was no doubt as to the 
correct state of the case, Jle consented, however, to send a 
report to Versailles, but at the same time declared that there 
would be no cessation in the movements of the South Army,

pending the amval of the answer from the Royal Headquarters. 
In the cypher telegram on this subject, which the French 
Colouel agreed to forward by the more certain route through 
Bordeaux, General v. Manteuffel, at the same time, reported 
that he would attack Pontarlier next day. 

At 4 p.m., he issued the necessary orders to this effect. In 
pursuance of these, the Vllth Corps was to close up in the 
space already assigned to it between the roads leadm^ from 
St. Gorgon and Levier to Pontarlier, the Ilnd on both sides of 
the Frasne — Pontarlier road. Each was to form its independent 
reserve, and at noon to pass to the attack. A suitable co- 
operation of Lieutenant-Colonel Liebe's detachment was to 
be ensured by the Ilnd Corps. General v. d. Goltz's troops 
were to form up at the same time to the east of Levier 
as a general reserve. General v. Schmeling also received 
orders to march on PontarUer. For the expected battle General 
v. Manteuffel drew particular attention to the necessity ot 
mutual support and to an effective employment of the 
artillery. 



General Clinchant, acting on the belief that the annistice 
also applied to the Army of the Jura, had stopped the move- 
ments of his troops on the 3()th. He limited himself to 
posting cavalry detachments along the Ornans — Pontarlier 
road, in order to maintain the connection with the fortress of 
Besan9on in view of the expected ti-acing of a line of demarca- 
tion. After the loss of Sombatjourt, Chaffois, Donipierre, and 
Frasne, the army concentrated entirely on the right bank of the 
Drugeon ; Vaux and Bonnevaux were occupied for the security 
of the mountain road, along which Ci'^mer s Division was con- 
tinuing its march to Mouthe. 

The Commander-in-Chief had meanwhile commenced to 
have doubts whether the armistice applied to his troops ; the 
defiles of Vaux and Les Granges Ste. Marie were lost, and the 
prospect was veiy small of getting even the infantry through 
to the soutli. He therefore assembled the army in position at 
Pontarlier on the 31st Januaiy for the purpose of making a last 
and serious stand, and caused the baggage, the ammunition 
columns, with the sick and the exhausted men, to be sent back 
to the protection offered by the Cliateau de Joux. In the last 
resource, he contemplated the passjige into Swiss territory. 

News having amved in the afternoon from Bordeaux that the 
East Army was in reality excluded from the armistice, General 
Clinchant summoned a council of war. The assembled Generals 
declared that they could no longer answer for their troops. 
Negotiations had already been commenced with the Swss 
authorities for their passage, which was to take place on the 
following day by the three roads through Les Verriires de Joux, 
Les Fourgs, and Hdpitaux. In the evening General Clinchant 
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prooeeded iii person to Les Vemeres in order to sip^n the con- 
vention. The Army Reserve was to hold Pontarlier initil all the 
trains should have passed along the road throngh I^a Cluse, 
while General Billot, with the 18th Cor^Js, was to take post 
between Foil Neuv and Chateau de Joux, in order to cover the 
retreat of the army. Works for strengthening this position were 
at once taken in hand. Full power was given to the 24th Corps 
and to General Cremer to escape with the most advanced 
detachments to Morez ; with the rearmost, if necessary, to pass 
into Swiss temt(»ry. As a matter of fact, the bulk of the 
Cavalry Division of the lf)th Corps had already j)roceede<l bh far 
that it was beyond reach of the advancing Piiissian columns. 



Engagement at Poxtaulieu— La Cluse. 

At 11 a.m. on the 1st February, when the advanced guard i8*> February, 
of the Ilnd Ai-my Corps* was leaving Ste. Colombe, the 
scouts reported that Les Granges Narboz werc^ no longer 
occupied by the enemy. At tlio Pontirlier railway station 
General du Trossel met with but slight resistance, which the 
advance of the Ist Batt^dion *Jth Uegimcnt sufficed speedily to 
overcome.! The town was occupied without further opposition, 
and a large number of men ot the French Army were made 
prisoners. 

General v. Fransecky, who was with the advanced guard, 
gave ordera to follow up the French at once in their turther 
retreat towards the Swiss frontier. The road leading to La 
Cluse was found to be blocked by French vehicles of every 
description, and the neighbouring ground being deep in snow, 
it was only with gieat dilKculty that the 1st Battalion 9th 
Grenadiers managed to force a passjige, driving at the same 
time some hostile detachments in front of it. The pioneers, 
assisted by infantry, set about removing the obstacles, but it

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was some considerable time before the fusilier battalion with 
the artillery could follow the Ist Battalion.* Meanwhile the 
latter had reached the point where the road, passing between 
steep walls of rock, turns east towards the entrance of La Cluse. 
At this point the Doubs Valley widens into a basin, which is com- 
pletely commanded by the strong Chftteau de Joux situated on an 
isolated peak. When the leading grenadier companies emerged 
from the defile, they were received by a brisk musketry fire ; 
four guns of the 5th Heavy Battery which were brought 
forward with the greatest difficulty had speedily to give way 
before the heavy guns of the fort. French infantry of the 
line now advanced with great resolution, and pressed back the 
grenadiers to the bend of the road. Meanwhile, however, three 
fusilier compauiesf had scaled the heights on the east, and 
opposed tlie flanking attack of the enemy. 

The main body of the advanced guard had meanwhile 
reached the Pontarlier railway station, and was now brought 
up by General du Trossel in order to outflank the enemy's 
right on the Larmont heights. The 1st Battalion 4§th 
Regiment,^ followed by the 2nd Kolberg,§ deployed on the 
fissured plateau to the left of the fusilici*s ; they repulsed the 
enemy with the bayonet, and gained possession of the farms on 
the plateau. 

At the wayside inn, in reserve, stood the 2nd Battalion 49th 
Regiment,|| and later on the 2nd Grenadiers also an*iyed there.^ 
But the configuration of the ground, so eminently favourable to 
the enemy, prevented the deployment of large masses for the 
attack. 

At the right wing, on the other hand, the 2nd Company 
49th Regiment, and somewhat later the 12th of the 9th 
Grenadiers, had, with a great effort, scaled the steep mountain 
side west of the railway. The fire from this commanding 
height drove back two hostile battalions in disorder ujmiu La 
Cluse, and defeated all further sorties from that direction, 
whilst in the centre of the fighting line the 1st and Fusilier 
Battalions of the 9th Grenadiers held their own against the 
enemy's efforts. 

On the left win<i. Colonel Laurin had driven the adversary 
from the wood. Ultimately the 49th overcame with the 
bayonet the vigorous resistance of some French skinnishers 
ensconced behind a wall on the high ground above the defile,

and followed the retreating foe with a brisk fire. Several 
skirmishing divisions scrambled down the steep slopes towards 
La Cluse,* and the 9th Grenadiers advanced close up to Fort 
Neuv. Nothing more could be done, and the troops remained 
during the night on the ground which they had won. Their 
loss, which chiefly fell on the 9th Grenadiers, amounted to 19 
officers and 365 men. The enemy sustained a loss of 23 officers 
and 1,600 men taken prisoners,! besides some 400 wagons 
mostly laden wth food. 

Geueml v. Fransecky, who was nrosent at tlu; action in 
front of La Cluse, ordered the main Ixxly of the Corj>s, which 
could find no employment here, to advance from Lcs Granges 
Narboz to Dye and Les Granges Ste. Marie. 

In consequence of the almost insuperable difficulties pre- 
sented by the intervening mountains covered foot-deep in snow, 
General v. Hartmann contented himself with sending in the 
first instance only two companies by the direct road to Dye, as 
he hoped to reach his goal with the rest of the troops along the 
better road through Pontarlier. But as the action in front of 
La Cluse had grown to an extent quite unexpected, he was 
detained at Pontarlier,} in order to support General du Trossei 
in case of need. The corps artillery also followed to Pontar- 
lier. 

Towards the end of the day. Captain v. Kcyserlingk, on the Action at 
other hand, had with the 10th and 11th Companies 2nd (irena- Oje. 
diei-s ascended with great difficulty the steep slopes of the Jura, 
but in his further advance upon Oye met with the enemy in the 
wood. Several French columns§ returning along the road from 
Pontarlier to Les Granges Ste. Marie deployed such large 
forces that the small band had to retire upon Granges-de- 
dessus ; here it was supported by the 39th llegimentjl which 
General v. Manteuffel, who was at Pontarlier, had ordered in 
that direction. 

The Vllth Corps assembled this day, in accordance with 
orders, on the Drugeon: the 14th Division and coqis artillery 
at Hout'iud, the 13th at l^ont Rouge.1 The latter had been 
already anticipated at Doubs** by the 4th Reserve Division, 
General v. Deoschitz reached Morteau, and General v. d. Goltz 
had poste<l his troops in reserve about two miles in front of 
Levier. But as a general engagement was no longer probable,

Schmeline had roceired orders to march on Pontarlier early in the 
morning { he bad assembled his troops, and reached Doubs at noon, whence he 
moTcd on to Pontarlier without finding use for his services. A detachment of the 
4th Reserve Division had also been at Omans, and found it uuoccupiod. 
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General v. Manteuffel ordered the latter to place his troop« 
in quarters. It was dear that the affair at La Clnse was 
merely an action with the rearguard of the retiring adversary. 
The remaining troops were also placed for the night, so &r as 
possible, under some sort of cover in and near PontarUer. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Liebe had found on all the roads 
evident signs of great disorder in the adversai^s ranks, and 
had captured several hundred prisoners; findmff, however, 
St. Antoine and Rochejean strongly occupied, he halted at Les 
Granges Ste. Marie. 

The enemy, who had been opposed to Colonel v. Wedell at 
Fonciue-le-Bas, had disappeareo, and there were no more 
traces of him on this side of La Chaux Neuve and St. 
Laurent.* 

No intelligence of these events having as yet reached Army 
Headauarters, they were in doubt there as to the size of the 
Frencn force which might still be posted on the southern 
mountain road; and in consequence Genei*al v. Manteu£fel 
ordered the Ilnd Corps to advance next dav in sufficient 
strength by way of Les Granges Ste. Marie and Moutbe, and to 
use tne rest of the troops as a flanking force idong the road 
through Fraflne. The 4th Reserve Division was to relievef 
General du Trossel as early as possible, and to continue in 
observation towards Les Verriires. 

At the Biune time the Commander-in-Chief had in view a 
decisivG action with General Garibaldi, whom he supposed to 
be still at Dijon. "^I'o this end he proposed to assemble the 
Vllth Corps at Arbois, tlie Ilud at Lons-le-Saunier, and 
General v. d. Goltzs troops at Poligny. The duty of com- 
pleting the success achievea at Pontarlier, and thu removal of 
the mass of captured war material and prisoners, was to be 
entrusted to tne 4th Reserve Division and General v. 
Debschitz's detachment. 

That same night of the 1st — 2nd Febniary, General v. 
Manteuffel received news at Pontarlier, by way of Berlin, that 
a convention concerning the passage of the East Army into 
Switzerland had been concluded between General Herzog of 
the Confederation and General Clinchant-t The whole of the 
1st February had been employed bv the French columns in 
passing the frontier. General Pallu de la Barriire, who 
mtended defending the foremost chain of the Jui-a at Pontarlier, 
saw hifl troops Ciiniofl away almost at the outset by the 
disorderly stream of drivers of the long columns of train. Not 
until they reached La Cluse did he succeed in halting them. 

At that place the 18th Coi-ps had also deployed, and the 
resistance ot both these bodies of troops had Drought on the

The East Army had disappeared from the theatre of war, 
the issue of the siege of Belfort could no longer be doubtful, 
and no danger henceforth threatened the communications of 
tbe German army. 

On the 2nd February when General v. Koblinski was 2nd 
advancing with the 42nd Begiment and the 3rd Squadron 3rd February. 
Dragoons b^* way of Les Granges Ste. JIarie, he foiuid the 
district entirely deserted bv the enemy. The detachments, 
some thousands strong, which Colonel v. AVedell had had in 
front of him at Les Planches, had, on the night of the Slst 
January — Ist February, retired into neutral territory at 
Morbier, with a protest against the non-recognition of the 
armistice.} 

The Ilnd Corps took up quarters to the east of the 
Pontarlier — Champagnole road as far as Les Granges Ste. 
Marie. The Vllth Corps remained at Pontarlier, and General 
V. Debschitz at Morteau, while General v. d. Goltz marched 
to Andelot-en-Monta gne. Ornans wjis occupied by the 4th 
Reserve Division, in order to maintain the connection with the 
Baden Division. Army Headquarters remained at Pontivrlier.§ 
Here the news had an-ived that General llami v. Weyhem had 
occupied Dijon. A further enterprise in this direction would 
have therefore been useless, and the only matter still remaining 
to be done by General v. Manteuffel was to occupy the whole 
of the departments excluded from the- armistice.

Although the French War Ministry had never ceased in their 
endeavours to reinforce General Garibaldi's troops, and had put 
an end to the differences between him and General PelUssier 
commanding at Dijon, by recalling the latter on the 25th and 
giving the former the command of all forces in the Cdte d*Or, 
Garibaldi considered that he ought to limit his efforts to holding 
Dijon. On the arrival of the news announcing that General v, 
Manteuffel was moving with considerable forces against the 
commimications of the East Army, General Garibaldi was 
urged to undertake an energetic expedition a^inst Ddle and 
Mouchard. He, however, satisfied nimself with despatching 
700 firanctireurs against Ddle, but they made little attempt to 
make their presence felt. 

To co-operate in Garibaldi's enterprises, the War Ministry 
had on the 26th January appointed 15,000 gardes mobiles, 
whom General Crouzat was ordered to push forward with the 
available field artillery firom Lyons to Lons-le-Saunier. With 
the same object, a brigade of the 26th Corps, then in process of 
formation, was to be sent by rail from Chltellerault to Beaune. 
On 27th January, Garibaldi received a second intimation to hold 
Dijon with only some 8,000 to 10,000 men, and to lead forward 
the mass of his army at once beyond D61e. Instead of this, 
he despatched a part of the 3rd Brigade to St Jean de J^osne ; 
another pai*t of it, as also the 1st Brigade, he assembled at 
Bourg* fey the 29th January, utilizing the railway for the pur- 
pose, and occupied the main points on the slopes of the Uote 
d'Or. The Cliief of the Staff Bordone conductea the defence of 
Dijon, where, on the 29th January, twelve position guns arrived. 

Garibaldi's inactivity had permitted General v. Kettler to 
remain with his brigade in position to the south of Marsannay ;t 
the patrols despatched towards Dijon always found the enemy 
quiot there. On the 25th January a mixed detachmentj had 
been sent to Prauthoy, where a raiding party belonging to the 
Langres ganison had captured the messenger-post. 

On the 28th, General v. Kettier, hearing that Chatillon-sur- 
Seine and Nuits-sur-Armantjon were tlu'eatened from Langres 
and Avallon, marched away without impediment towards 
Is-sur-Tille and Thil Ch&teL§ This information proved to be 
exaggerated.

At the latter place had been hitherto 
posted Major v. Schon with th(*> fusiUers of the 4l)th Regiment, 
in order to cover the concentration.^ lie was nt>w pushed 
forward as far as the Tille.§ Some troops were left behind for 
the protection of the etappen line between Gray and D61e.|| 

General v. Manteuflel had recoramendt d an advance against 
the south and south-east side of Dijon, as, by so doing, the 
adveraary's communications would be threatened, and it woidd 
be also possible to destroy the railways to Auxonne and 
Chftlons-sur-Saone. The previous attacks of General v. Kettler 
had also shown that Dijon was very strongly fortified on the 
west and north sides.ir General Hann v. Weyheni therefore

Dijon was not absolutely necessary ; on the contrary, if it should entail great sacri- 
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resolved, by a movement down the Tille, to proceed to the 
dlBtrict between Anxonne and Dijon, either for the purpose 
of attacking this place, or from the Burgundy Canal to sever its 
communications with the south. 

On the evening of the 29th parlementaires appeared at the 
outposts. Early on the 30th, General *Bordone arrived in 
person, requesting that a Hne of demarcation might be fixed on 
the basis of the armistice. General Hann v. Weyhem rejected 
the proposal. The concenti-ation of Kettler's Brigade on the 
left win^ and an advance of the bulk of the remaining forces 
to the Tille were ordered ; it was not until behind the Iforges 
that the enemy's outposts were met with. 

On the 31st January,* Kettler's Brigade estabh'shed itself 
at St, Julien, the remaining troops at Arc-suivTille. Major 
V. Schon received orders to sever the communications between 
Dijon and Auxonne. Early in the morning the Chief of the 
Staff of the Vos^es Army came to Mirobeau, but his propo- 
sals were again rejected, the more so as that same night positive 
orders to conthiue the movements arrived from Army Head- 
quarters. 

At 10 a.m. Kettler*'s Brigade advanced upon Varois, whilst 
Ool. V. d. Knesebeck's Brigade marched by way of Coutemon 
upon Quetiffuy. The enemy, after receiving a few rounds of 
shell, retired upon his strongly entrenched main position on the 
line St. Apolhnaire — Mirande, which, on account of the late 
hour of the dav, could not be attacked. Degenfeld's and 
Willisen's Brigades were left as reserve at Arc, on the left bank 
of the Tille. Major v. Schon, who had pressed on towards the 
Ouche, seized the Fauverney Bridge, the enemy retiring partly 
to Dijon and partly to Auxonne. He further assisted a detach- 
mentf under Lieutenant-Colonel Kraus, despatched to observe 
Auxonne, in driving the adversary from Genlis. 

General Bordone, finding all his attempts useless to bring 
about a cessation of hostilities, deteiminea to evacuate Dijon 
on the following n\ii;ht and retire to the district actually included 
in the armistice. Under cover of Iticciotti Garibaldi's Brigade, 
he caused his troops, so far as they could not use the railway, 
to march by the roads to Autim, Beaune, and Seurre. 

Accordingly, early on the let February, General Hann v. 
Weyhem found the position St Apollinaire— Mirande abandoned. 
Kettler's Brip^ade entered Dijon without opposition; it was 
followed by the Baden troops, whilst some dismounted men of 
the Ist Squadron 11th Dragoons, after a few shots, gained 
possession of the railway station just as the last railway train 
was moving away.

By his enterprising activity General v. Manteuffel had suc- 
ceeded in a three weeks' campaign in crushing, with unim- 
portant exceptions, the hostile forces which had been forced to 
retreat by the obstinate resistance of the XlVth Corps. 

The resolute fiction of his generals and the unsurpassed 
endurance of the trooi)sJ had, despite the most unfavourable 
conditions of gi'ound and weather, overcome all difficulties. 
Once again in this war France found herself deprived of a 
numerous army.

X T!:e Had Corps had accomplished tho long distance from Paris to the* Swiss 
frontier in almost ono continuous mnnth : tho 5th Brigade, for instoincc, had 
onlj had two halting days in thirty-four, and had marched 400 miles, cxclosiTO of 
the marches to and from the places of assembly. In the expedition to AraUon 
the Sth Brigade marched on the ICth January nearly 25 miles. Major t. Normann't 
detachment, which on the 18th January pressed forward to the bridges at Gray, 
had marched that day 81 miles. The Vllth Corps, especioUy during the movements 
for the assembly of the South Army from Auxerre to Cli&tillon-sur-Seine, also 
made rery serere marches.

The corps of 15,000 men,* which at the end of January had 
been despatched by order of the French War Ministry from 
Lyons to Lons-le-Saunier, had ttiere joined, under the command 
of General Pelissier, the mobilized national guards sent away 
frona BeBan9on by General Rolland.t 

These forces, though considerable in point of numbers, had, 
however, mode so little progress in their miUtary organization 
that they were manifestly unsuited for employment in the open 
field,! while as regards the insignificant remnant saved from 
the East Army,§ it could not be looked upon as a reinforcement 
of any value. General PeUssier could m these circumstances 
have attempted nothing more in support of the East Army, but 
confined hhnself to endeavouring to obtain a line of demarcation 
which would leave him in possession of his positions. General 
V. Manteuffel rejected this proposal, as also those meanwhile 
tendered by the Commanaant of Salins, and suggestdd to 
General Pelissier a voluntary abandonment of the Jura Depart- 
ment with a view to avoiding further bloodshed. Meanwhile, 
the South Army had already commenced its prescribed march 
in the direction of Arbois — Lons-le-8aunier, whilst at the 
same time parts of it were moving southwards in the Jura, and 
parts had been left behind in the direction of the Swiaa 
frontier. 
8rd February. On the 3rd February, General v. Koblinski, supported from 
the side of Les Planches by Colonel v. Wedell,| nad moved 
with the advanced guard Ilnd Army GorpsT without opposition, 
from Les Granges Ste. Marie as far as Mouthe; 6 guns and 
20 Umbers, which had been abandoned by the French, were 
found during the march. 

General v. Hartmann** had followed as far as the neighbour- 
hood of Fraroz, at the foot of the Haut Joux Forest, General du

The Vllth CorpR had moved the 14Ui Division to the noigh* 
boiu*hood of Pout dllery, the 13th to Levicr and the villages 
to the soutli-west, the corps artillery to Thcsy, Lemuy, and 
Villeneuve d'Amont. Small parties remained in observation 
in front of SaHiis.f 

General v. d. Goltz had arrived at Poligny, and remained 
stationary for the time, watching in the direction of Lons-le- 
Saunier ; the 4th Reserve Division had by ordera from Army 
Headquarters been again reinfc»rced by the four battalions which 
had been assigned to (Jeneral v. Debschitz.J General v. 
Schmeling had detached Major-General v. Tresckow with 
8 battalions, 3 squadions, and 3 l»atterie8,§ to watch the Swiss 
frontier between Les AUemands and the Les Granges St. Marie 
— Ballaigue road ; while Colonel v. Knappe with 5 battalions, 
4 squadrons, and 3 batteriosJI was to observe the east side of 
Besan9on. Headquarters remained at PontarHer. At Les 
AUemands, Captain Jouanne, of the 3rd Reserve Lancers, fomid 
three guns which had been abandoned by the enemy in liis 
flight The total number of field gmis taken from the East 
Army now amounted to twenty-eight. 

On the 3rd February the Anny Headquartei-s were at 
Frasne. 

The 4th February was employed by the Ilnd Corps in 4thFebru»ry. 
re-organizhig the units which had become much disjomted 
during the recent openvtions; the 0th Infantry Brigade, with 
two batti*ries and half a 8quadron,1f wtis despatched to St. 
Laurent, the rest of the 3rd Infantry Division to Le Francis, 
Moulin-du-Haut, and Les Planches en Montiigne. General du 
Trossel moved with the troops of the 4th Division under 
his orders to Pont-du-Navoy and Charapagnole. The corps 
artillery reached its quarters at Champagnole on the left bank

The patrols of the 3rd Division found no further trace oi the 
enemy. On the other hand, a squadron* despatched by 
General du Troswel met with French cavalry m front of 
Mirebel, repulsed them, and found the village occupied by 
infantiy. 

Of the Vllth Coi-ps the I4th Division reached Arbois, the 13th 
Andeloi-en- Montague, whilst the corps artillery took up its 
quartei-s on the Pout d'H^ry — Arbois road. The trains which 
had been despatched in good time by way of Epinal, also 
arrived under escort of the 1st Battalion 74th Regimentf 

The Aimy Headquarters proceeded to Champagnole. 

General v. Manteuffel did not contemplate seeking a tactical 
decision with the hostile forces still present in the Jura 
Department, which in any case had lost their importance 
since the defeat of the East Array ; he proposed to give his 
troops every possible rest after the excessive eflforts of the last 
few days, and not to expose them to further losses. He 
therefore ordered the Ilnd Army Corps to reconnoitre next day 
in the direction of Lons-le-Saunier, but to avoid a serious 
action. The day was to be employed in arranging the supplies, 
and, so far as possible, placing the clothing and equipment in 
good order. 
6tli February. The orders from His Majesty the Emperor and King, which 
an-ived by telegraph at Army Headquarters on the 5th February, 
likewise Ic^ft it optional to grant the troops the rest to which they 
were entitled after such great successes ; at the same time the 
siege of lielfort was to be vigorously prosecuted. The trans- 

I)ort of the prisoners and the removal of the captured stores 
laving been completed at PontarUer, six battaUons of the East 
Prussian Landwehr Brigade with two batteries,} all belonging

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A Binall detachment,* which General dii Trossol sent to 
Alircbel, found the villap^e free of tlio oncuiy, and saw oidy 
some wagons with a cavahy cHcort moving from Cranc^ot to 
LouB-le-Sauuier. 

Meanwhile, General Pelissier, seeing the approach of the 6th February, 
heads of the German columns, determined to retire to the district 
included in the armistice; ho abandoned Lons-Ie-Sannier, in 
order, on the following night, to reach Beaurcpaire, and after- 
wanls to move to Bourg. 

In ci)n8equence Genei*al du Trossol found Lons-le-Saunier 
clear of the enemy on ()th February, and occnipied it.f The 
3rd Division followed to the line Chatillon — Clairvaux, the Coi-ps 
Artillery to Pont-du-Navoy. 

The Vllth Army Ooi*ps pushed forward tlie 14tli Division 
to the neighbourhood of Vaudrey, brought up the 13tii to 
Arbois, and cantoned the Coips Artillery at Mathenay and 
Molamboz. 

Geneial Hann v. Weyheni had meanwhile caustid his troops 
to occupy Pr6cy-8ou8-Thil, Saidieu and Pouilly-^n-Auxois on 
the west, Beaune and SeuiTe on the south ; and made anrango- 
meuts for the investment of Auxonne.} The commandant of 
this fortress had meanwhile pushed forward detachments of the 
garrison to Frasne and- reintre. By order of General v. 
ManteuflFel, Colonel v. Knesebeck in consequence left Seurre 
for the fortress with some troops§ on the 6th, but found that 
the enemy had returned to the positions which he had held 
prior to the 28th January ; no encounter therefore took place 
even at this point. 

On the 6th February both Amay-le-Duo and Seinur were 
occupied, and from thence comiection was established vnth the 
Etiippen troops which had to guard the railway passing through 
Nuit8-sur-Arman9on. 

The Army Headquarters remained on the 6th Febmary at 
Poligny. 

The Departments of the Doubs, Jura, and Cote d'Or, which 7th Fcbmnry. 
had been excluded from the armistice, being on the 7th 
Febniary entirely in the hands of the South Army, General v. 
Manteuifel could spread his troops over a wider area with a 
view to better accommodation, while preservhig their readiness 
for action ; at the same time the necessary measin*es of security 
were taken in the direction of the region occupied by the enemy. 
To the Ilnd Corjjs was assigned the Jura, to the Vllth the Cote

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4'Or, and to the XlVih the lio\x\m Department An army 
reserve was constituted under General v. d. Goftz, consisting 
of bis former commandt the Ist Baden In&ntnr Briea4e, and 
Willisen's Cayahr Brigade, and was assembled in the neigh* 
bourhood of Ddle. Its function was to maintain the con- 
nection between the Vllth and XlVth Corps, and watch 
Auxonne and Salins. It was the duty of the AlVth Corps to 
keep watching Besanfon, to push tne siege of Belfort with 
vigour, and provisionally to continue in occupation of Pon- 
tarlier. 

The Army Headquarters proceeded on 7th February to 
Mont-Bous-Vaudrey. 
sell— 14th These orders Imd in general been put into execution by the 

February. 10th February.* Meanwhilef General v. Manteuffel had been 
also entrusted with the supreme direction of the investment, 
and, if necessaiT, of the siege of the fortress of Langres, the 
Commandant of which had at first refused to reco^ise the 
armistice, although the fortress was not situated within the 
area of the three Departments excluded from its provisions^ 
Colonel v. Krenski's troops, now on the march from Longwy, con- 
sisting of 6 battalions, 2 squadrons, and 2 batteries, as also the 
sie^e park to be brought from that place, and 10 landwehr bat- 
talions of the Government-General of Lorraine were also to co- 
operate. General v. Manteufiel moved off Knesebeck*s Brigade 
to the vicinity of Gray, for the Isame purpose. On tlie 8th, 
however, news anived from the Government-General that the 
Commandant had recognised the armistice, and His Majesty 
the Emperor and King had thereupon ordered that the present 
distribution of the forces should not be disturbed, unless a 

f;eneral recommencement of hostilities rendered it necessaiy. 
n order to be able in this event to act at once %vith vigour 
against the forti*ess, Goltz's Brigade had moved off through 
Gray to the ueighbomrhood of Champlitte, Prauthoy, and 
Fontaine Frau9ai8e. It was still in those positions when, ou 
the 14th, news amved of the armistice concluded on the 
previous day for South-east France.^ 

From this time forth complete tranquillity prevailed also in 
this region ; after the winter campaign, so full ot hardships, 
repose was very acceptable to the troops. General v. MaU'^ 
teuffel had on the 10th February transferred his headquarters 
by way of Dole and St. Jean de Losne to Dijon, where since 
tiie 9th had also been those of the Vllth Corps ; on this later 
date the headquarters of the llnd Corps had proceeded to 
Poligny, those of the XlVth to D61e.

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Continuation of the Siege of Belfort after the Battle 
ON the Lisaine. Surrender of the Fortress on 18tii 
February, 1871.* 

After the termination of the engagements on the Lisaine, 
Lieutenant-General v. Tresckow Una had resumed the attack 
upon Belfort with renewed vigour. By the addition of the 
Loetzen, Goldap, Marieuburg, and Gumbinnen Battalions,t the 
strength of the siege corps was raised to 27 battalions, 
4) squadrons, and 6 field batteries,} besides 24 fortress artillery 
and 6 fortress pioneer companies.§ On 21st January, the com- 
batant strength of these troops numbered 17,602 infantry, 
707 horses, and 34 field guns. The ration list of the fortress 
pioneers amoimted to 1,1 6t> men, Hiat of the fortress artillery 
to 4,699 men. 

To the north of the fortress. Colonel Gericke, with 2 bat- 
talions, \ BQuadron, and 2 gunsJ now occupied the line Fordt 
d'Arsot — Valdoye— Cravanche, whilst on the west side between 
the Haut-du-Montand the Savoureuse the fortress was invested 
by Colonel v. Ostrowski witii 4 battalions and } sauadrouf

Bois shoidd have produced suffitjient effect, General v. Tresckow 
intendc^d to open the fii-st parallel against the Hautes Perches 
and liasses Perches forts. But before anything coidd be done, 
it was necessary to captiu*e Le Haut Taillis and the village of 
Perouse, which were still in the hands of the French. 



Capture op Le Haut Taillis, and Storming of Perouse, in 
THE Night of the 20th— 21st January. 

After tlio batteries at the Grnnd Bois had bet^n comph'ted 
and anned by the evening of the 20th Janimr}% and a vigorous 
preparatoiT fire had been maintained dining the coTn^se of the 
day from Batteries Nos. 13, 14, and 20,|| General v. Tresckow 
ordered the positions in question to be st^mned. At midnight 
Colonel V. Zglinickilf caused the 2nd BattaHon 67th Begiment** 
to advance from Chfivremont against the east and south-east 
side of Le Haut TaiUis, and the 1st to follow in suppoi-t, whilst 
two landwehr battali(»ns from Bessoncoui-t were to attack Les 
Fourches and the Morveaux wood an hour later. 

Colonel Denfert, rightly conjecturing from the brisk fire 
directed upon the Perouse position that a night attack was 
impending, occupied strongly the village and the neighbouring 
woods with the best troops from the foi'tres8,tt aud had arranged

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these localities for a stubboni defence. The quarries north of 
P^rouse in particular had been transformed into a very strong 
position for infantiy and guns. 

In spite of the adversary's extensive preparations, Major 
Schramm succeeded with the 2nd Battalion 67th Regiment 
in capturing, without firing a shot, the border of Le Haut 
TaiUis-* In the interior of tne wood, a brisk fight ensued, but 
the advei*8ary was speedily repulsed upon P^rouse. The 1st 
Battalion had meanwhile followed, ana with three companiesf 
occupied the wood, which was at once arranged for defence by 
the pioneers; one companyj remained as reserve at Chgvre- 
mont. From the Forte Hautes Perches, de la Justice, and de la 
Miotte, now opened a brisk artillery fire, and from P4rouse a 
vigorous musketry fire, upon the advanced posts which had 
been lost. 

The landwchr battahons, under Lieutenant-Colonel v. 
Schutz,§ had been received from the copses north of P^rouse 
with a heavy fire. Notwithstanding this circumstance, they 
succeeded in forcing their way in, but in the interior the oppo- 
sition aided by obstacles, consisting of ditches, al)attis, and 
wire entanglements, could only be gradually overcome, and 
not without considerable losses. Ihe 5th Company Burg 
BattaHon, followed by the 6th, advanced with great difficulty 
along the road leading from Roppe to P6rouse, eventually 
reaching the south border of the wood. The 8th Company, 
and behind it the 7tli, had as then- object the Morvcaux wood. 
These two companies, suppoited by the 1st Company of the 
Halberatadt Battalion which had likewise reached the wood, 
threw back the stubborn enemy upon the quarry entrenchment. 
A brisk stationary musketry action now ensued against this en- 
trenchment. An advance from Les Fourches. whither two more 
companies of the Halberstadt Battalionl had followed, failed 
against the gallant resistance; another attack, made by the 
landwchr, who had gained a firm footing in Morveaux wood, 
was held fast under a heavy fire from the enemy. 

Meanwhile Major Schrannn, perceiving the fight at the 
Quarry intrenchment, had renewed his advance, and, in spite of 
tne brisk fire from the earthworks at the south-east angle of 
P6rou8e, penetrated into the village.1^ The French continued

Mertens had issued specdal instructions for ih^ 
surprise, which serred as a basis for the movements of the assailants. 
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their defence in the interior, house by liouse, but they bejs^an to 
field more quickly when the 8th Company <>7th Repment, 
which had cleared the Bois des Perches of the enemy, pene- 
trated into Perouse from the south. By 2.30 a.m , the eastern 
half of the large village had fallen into the hands of the (wth, 
a circumstance which was so threatening to the flank and rear 
of the defenders of the cjuariy intrenchment, that this hitherto 
fitubboi-nly defended point was abandoned by the French. 
Towards B a.m., Colonel Denfert caused the western paii; of 
Perouse to be evacuated. The 2nd Battalion (>7tli Regiment 
completely occupied the place, and threw forward pickets 
towards Belfort.* The copses north of Pcrouse were, it is true, 
evacuated at this time by the recall of the landwehr to Besson- 
court, but were again occupied on the 24th Januaiy, 

On the French side 5 officers, 93 men became prisoners of 
war. The German loss amounted to 8 ofHcerst and 178 mon.J 



On the 21st January and the succeeding nipht, the new 
batteries at the Grand Boi8,§ in conjunction with the other 
siege batteries, maintained a regular fire upon the ChSteau, the 
town fronts, and the forts de la Justice and de la Miotte.

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General v. TreBckow, inferring from the defender's in- 
activity that he was beginnig to flag, believed that ho 
could comply with General v. Werder's request by not only 
employing General v. Uebschitz with 3 battalions, 1 scjuadron, 
Ana 16 guns,* for an advance upon Pont du Roide and 
Blamont,t but could hasten the progress of the siege hy 
assaulting the Perches Forts. It was reported that their 
profile was weak, that the works were considerably damaged 
already by the fire of the siege batteries, and that the troops 
occupying them were not only insufficient, but were untrust- 
wortny. The reconnaissances of the ditches and gorges made 
on the nights of the 23rd — 24th, and 24th — 25th January 
-could not be repeated, as the garrison had become vigilant, and 
the success of the attack depended mainly on surprising the 
adversary. 



Attempt to Storm the Perches Forts o^ the Night of 
26th — ^27th January. 

The forts of Hautes and Basses Perches were constmcted 
as domi-redonbts, with a front of 185 vardsj; their ditches, 
13' to It)' G*' in breadth, were excavated perpendicularly to a 
depth of 9' 9" in the rocky soil; their parapets were 
11' 4" in height, and IG' 3" in thickness.§ At the gorge of 
each work were two bomb-proof block-houses, 44 yards 
long. At the Hautes Perches, these block-houses were con- 
nected by a paUsade, whilst the gorge of Basses Perches w«8 
closed by a ditch. Hollow traverses gave a certain amount of 
protection to the interior. The armament of each work con- 
sisted of seven 12-cm guns. Basses Perches lay a little 
withdrawn from the crest of the hill. The south slope, with 
the exception of the railway cutting, was swept by a cross- 
fire from both forts. The wood, extending towards the 
Hautes Perches, had been cleared away for a distance of 
651/ yards along the ridge, and on its south slope for a distance 
of 325 yards. The pointed stumps of trees, 1 or 2 feet 
high, had been connected by wire entanglements, forming an

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excellent obstacle iji tlie Mestcrn purt of the wooded plateau.* 
Both forts wore supported by trenches. Colonel Denfert trans- 
fen-ed to Le Foiiniean a battalion which had become avail- 
able after the fall of Perouse. This battjilion reinforced tho 
garrison of Basses Perches with two companies. Two guna 
of the sortie battery placed at Le Foumeau prevented any 
movement for turning the Perches ridge along the Savoureuse, 
At night two compaines occupied the ground between the two 
works, which was protected by numerous entrenchments. In 
rear of the works, reserves were also held in readiness. 

On the evening of the 20th January, the coustmction of the 
fii-st parallel was so far advanced that it could receive large 
bodies of troops. Without further delay. General v. Tresckow 
commenced tne attack. Each of the stonning columns con- 
sisted of a battalion with a pioneer company, and a division of 
artillery.t 

After tho batteries ff attack had ceased their fire on the 
Perches Forts,} Captain v. Maustein caused, at 7 o'clock, the 
5th and 7th Cojnpanies of the Schneidemiihl Battalion, each 
accompanied by a detachment of pioneei*8,§ to advance from 
the parallel against the flanks and gorge of Basses Perches. 

Five minutes later, the 8 th Company, appointed to attack in 
front, moved forward with the rest of the pioneers and artillery- 
men, whilst the 6th followed in reserve. 

The enemy received with a brisk musketry fire the approach- 
ing landwehr, who had to traverse a distance of more than 
550 yards up the open slope ; the 8th Company was forced to 
lie down when wthin 65 to 110 yards from the Basses Perches, 
and to carry on a stationary action. Only its skirmishing divi- 
sion, under Lieutenant Schick, and part of the pioneers, under Ist 
Lieutenant v. Richthofen, reached the ditch, and jumped into 
it without a moment's hesitation. The \\t\\ Company, following 
the 8th, had halted about 50 paces behind the latter. Mean- 
while, the companies destined to turn the position had, under a 
brisk flanking fire from the defenders, arrived abreast of the 

Porge of the fort, and had canned the trenches at the first rush, 
arts of the skirmisher divisions of both companies reached 
the rear of the work, and jumped into the ditcli at the gorge.

•elves in readiness to connect the works bj a trench after thej were captured. ' *

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But the remaiinng workH of the fortress now opened a heavy- 
artillery fire upon the south slope of the Perches, and pre- 
vented the advance of fresh troops.* A renewal of the attack 
in front, attempted by the two companies, was at once 
checked. 

Meanwhile, the French detachments driven from the trenches 
had re-assembled, and, in conjunction with a battalion held in 
readiness in rear, had advanced against the west side of the 
work. They there surprised the 7th Company of the Schneide- 
miihl Battalion, surrounded it, and took most of the men 
prisoners, after a brave resistance. Of those who had jumped 
into the ditches, the greater part, led by 1st Lieutenant 
Michaelis, succeeded in escapinp:. The 6th and 8th Companies 
now also retired to the parallel before the pressure of the 
detachments moving round the west side of the fort. 

Major V. Laue had deployed his fusiliers for an enveloping 
attackf upon Hautes Perches, whilst the 6th Company of the 
Marienbur^ Battalion^ advanced against the nuned house 
between the two works. 

The 9th Company 67th, which moved through the Bois 
des Perches, was unable to pass the obstacles under the 
musketry and artillery fire; it posted itself under cover in 
the wood, whilst its skirmisher aivision remained under fire 
opposite tlie left fiank of the fort. 

The 12 til Company, which had taken the direction ot the 
west side, and afterwards, driving the adversary from several 
trenches, had moved against the gorge, found itself also 
detained by entanglements and by tlie murderous fire of the 

farrison. After losing its officer8,§ and being also attacked 
y the French resei-ves whicth took pai-t on this side, it 
retired. The landwehr company abandoned the ruined house, 
in order to join in the retirement. In front of the work, the 
skirmishers of the 11th Company and the pioneers who had 
advanced with them, were detained by the obstacles on the 
glacis. Major v. Laue, informed moreover of the failure of the 
attack on Basses Perches, withdrew all the detachments to the 
deep railway cutting.

utenant Pfaunkuch were killed. 
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No fui*ther attempts to storm the works were made. The 
failure to carry the position had entailed a loss of 10 officers 
and 427 men in killea, wounded, and prisoners. 

After the engagements at lloches and Ulay,* and after a 
renewed advance on Blamont,t where no enemy could be 
found, General v. Debschitz had again retmiied to his original 
position at Exiiicourt — Croix. On the news of the advance of 
strong French forces along the Morteau — St. Hippolyte road,t 
however, he was pushed forward on tlie 27th January, for the 
third time, to Pont de Roide and Blamont, for the purpose of 
destroying the Doubs bridges between St. Hippolyte and Pont 
de Hoide, and of rendering impassable the roads leading from 
the south-west. § Thence, he advanced upon Pontarlier|| with 

3 battalions, 2 scjuadrons, and 2 batteries,1f whilst the rest of 
his troops** remamed in front of Belfort. Meanwhile the four 
battalions of the 4th Reserve Division, which had also been 
employed in front of the fortress, liad rejoined their command,tt 
so that the siege corps now numbered only 20 battalions, 

4 squadrons, and 4 field batteries4t 

Although the poUtical importance of the capture of Belfort 
had been pointed out by the Royal Headquarters, General v. 
Tresckow, owing to the considerable dhninution of his forces, 
found himself restricted to the engineer attack. 

Since the night of the 27th — 28th JanuaiT the approaches Adranoeto 
against the Perches forts had been resmnea bv constructing thefeeond 
trenches, without any material hindrance on the part of the P*"^- 
enemy. §§ Consequently, in the course of the next few days^ 
the work was carried on almost exclusively by flying sap, the 
sap-heads making an average progress each night of some 325 
yards. 

In consequence of the difficulty of the ground, these works 
required so large a working party that tne eight battalions 
available for this service did not suffice owing to their weak 
eflective, and the guard of the trenches had to be utilised to 
supplement them. Notwithstanding this circumstance, the con- 
struction of the batteries was also continued. On the 31st

ance from the enemy. 
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January and let Febrnarr two new mortar batterieti^ opened 
flue uDon tiie Perohee Forts from the flankfl <of Hie^ firsi 
parallel ; at TaiUis Wood, a gun batteryf oame into action 
against Hantes Perohea. At we eastern edge of BavilUers 
Wood the construction of a new batteryl to fire upon the town 
fortifications was commenced. Further, Lieutenant-Colonel v* 
Bcheliha had on a previous occasion discoTered on the ridge in 
the Bois-des-Perches a v ery fiatvourable site for the construction 
of three batteries§ to fire upon the Ch&teau, as also upon Forts 
de la Justice and de la Miotte. But as Fort des Hautes Perches 
was only 550 yards distant firom the place of construction, 
and Fort de la Justice was firing vigorously in this direction, 
the works progressed but slowly and with many interruptions. 
To engage the last-named work two new batteriesi were com* 
menced at tiie end of tiie month in the cutting of the road firom 
P6i*ouse to Bessoncourt, south of Morveaux Wood.1^ 

On the night of the 81st January — Ist February the 
second parallel, half way between the first parallel and the 
forts, ot which portions had already been opened, was com* 
pleted. A commencement was even made of the approaches 
beyond.** The construction of two batteries for light 
mortars,tt to fire against the Perches Forts, was also taken in 
hand. 

During the further process of the works, the difficulties 
materially increased. A brilliant moon, which threw its light 
over the snowfields, rendering them visible to a considerable 
distance, made it easy for the defenders to disturb the works 
by their fire. This was more particularly the case on the night 
of the Ist — 2nd February, during which the French were 
expecting a renewal of the assaiut. The works had to be 
pushed on as if using the sap-roUer, the sap-heads protected 
by sand-bags, and the flanks bv gabions ; while the earth to 
fill them had fi*equently to be brought up from far in rear.J| 
After the thaw on the 3rd February, the water flowing down 
the slopes filled the trenches, time and labour being some- 
times fruitlessly expended in attempting to drain away the

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water. Moreover, the rain damaged those works which were 
completed. The parapet of tlie first parallel collapsed com- 
pletely in places, the banquette gi'adnally diHiippcared, and the 
connecting trenches became so impassable that communication 
had to be carried on across the open. To what extent the 
health of the troops suliered in these circxmistauces may be 
easily imagined. 

From Fort des Hautes Perches, the enemy, moreover, 
endeavoured, by bringing single guns into action and as sud- 
denly withdrawing thom, to hinder ui miiny ways the progress 
of the works. In order to keep the gamson in check, it 
was not only necessary to continue the bombardment of the 
Hautes Perches Fort by night, but, before and during the 
commencement of the night works, a vigorous musketiy fire 
had to be maintained against the parapets and embrasures. The 
want of pioneers was much felt.* Notwithstanding that on 
3rd February two fresh companiesf arrived from Strassburg, 
this arm was much overworked. On the 4th Febnmry the guns 
from Fort Bellevue and the railway entrenchments commenced 
to batter the western approaches directed on Basses Perches, so 
that next day epaulements had to be thrown up as protection 
agauist this fire. Later on, different parts of the approaches! 
\^ere cannonaded from those two works and irom Port 
de la Justice, and the works, in spite of the self-sacrificing 
devotion of the senior officers of engineers,§ and the untiring 
zeal of the men, could make each day but little progress. 
Seldom was it possible, as in the case of the right wing^ on the 
night of the 3rd— 4th February, to complete a considerable 
length by means of flying flap.|| 

Since the departure of General v. Debschitz and the troops 
of the 4th Reserve Division, 7 battaUons had maintained the 
investment in the east, north, Y and west ; 13 were engaged in 
the attack on the south front, so that only 9 battaUons were 
disposable for the arduous duty of the trenches.**

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Since the oommencement of thifl period, Bome ^,500 ronnds 
were fired each day at the fortress, wLOst the enemVn artOleiy 
hardly answered any but the batteries at the Grand Bois^ 
but vigorously cannonaded Uie trenches. On 2nd February, 
fire had been opened from Battery No. 80, and on the 8n| 
from Batteries Nos. 29, 31, 32, and 33. At the same time, a 
new emplacement for mortars to act against the enemy's 
position Detween the two Perches Forts* hf^ been commenced 
in the second parallel, and also one for a gun batteryf on the 
highest point oi the first parallel 

On the 4th February this battery was able to open fire, and 
at times to reduce to silence the guns in Fort Hautes Perches, 
which were cannonading the sap-heads. But as fresh guns 
were always appearing at that point, Battery No* 35,t in the 
western approaches between the parallel, was completed by 
next morning, and at once commenced to bombard the rig^t 
flank of Hautes Perches. On Gth February, besides Battery 
No. 19, three guns of Battery No. 25, hitherto in action against 
the Esperance Homwork, dureoted their fire against Fort de 
Bellevue, which had been such an inpediment to the works in 
front of Basses Perches. In the following night, on the extreme 
left wing of the second parallel, another gun from Battery No. 
35§ was mounted against the same work, so that the latter was 
twice reduced to alence on the 7th February. The attention 
of Fort des Barres, which was able to act against the approach- 
ing works of attack on the left "wing, had a^ain to be diverted 
from this point. Battery No. 7 was actively directed against 
this fort after the 8th February. 

Meanwhile, on the Gth, Battery No. 34 had been also 
enlarged for the reception of two heavy mortars, because 
Battery No. 28 was obliged to cease firing at Fort Hautes 
Perches owing to the proximity of the works of attack. At 
the same time the construction of two batterieey for heavy 
mortal's was commenced in the second parallel.^ 

The superiority of the artillery of the attack was now placed 
beyond question. The Perches front was completely suodued 
and remained silent** Only the works to the rear and fianks 
continued in action against the attack.

The supply of the two Perches Forts with ammunition and 
food had become exceedingly difficult for the defenders. Water 
could only be procmed from the Vcniier pond under the 
assailant's fire. 

All circulation, and especially cooking inside the works, 
became almost impossible. In consequence of the proximity 
of the works of attack, the artillery of the town enceinte 
could no longer give any assistance. Fort de la Justice 
was fully occupied with tlie German batteries at Morveaux 
Wood. Moreovei', whilst in the fortress discouraging reports 
were in circulation, on the German side the news of the fall 
of the enemy's capital gave impetus to fresh efiorts.J 

On the 3rd February, Colonel Denlert had given orders to 
commence the removal of the material from the Perches Forts. 
Openings were made in the gorges; on the 4th, the projectiles 
were removed, and on the 6th those guns, the carriages of 
which were suited for the purpose. As garrison to each fort there 
remained one companv, which, in the event of an attack, was 
to withdraw firing. Ihe con6giuration of the heights hid from 
the assailant's view the movements necessary to carry out these 
measm*es; moreover, the Germans believed that the noise 
behind the works indicated the arrival of fresh reinforce- 
ments. 



OccdPATiON OF Forts Hautes and Basses Perches on 8th 

February. 

On the 8th Februaiy, perfect silence reigned in Fort Hautes 
Perches ;§ about 1 o'clock Captain Roese threw some gabions 
into the ditch; in company with five pionoere he descended 
and scaled the rampart by means of steps rapidly cut in the 
escarp wall. Not until the traverses were reached did they 
suddenly light upon some twenty Frenchmen, the majority of 
whom escaped. A detachment of infantry!) also penetrated

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into the work. It was immediately followed by some men of" the 
Kuard of the trenches. Shortly after, two oompanies* occupied 
tne fort, two othersf with the pioneers^ commenced to arrange 
it for defence and to open communications to the rear. Four 
damaged guns, several broken carriages, and other material lay 
in the devastated work, of which only the blockhouses in the 

gorge and the hollow traverses were tolerably intact. From 
atteiy No. 29 were now brought up four 15-cm, S.B. mortars, 
which opened against the ground between Basses Perches and 
the Chateau. It was not until 3 p.m. that the enemy directed 
a brisk fire from the fortress against the fort, disturbed the 
work, and compelled the garrison to seek shelter for the most 
paii; ill the front ditch. 

liie news of the successful occupation of Foi*t Hautes 
Perches led to a like enterprise against Basses Perches. 
From the left bastion of the work the enemy, it is true, offered 
some resistiuice to the entrance of the pioneers and landwehr, 
but when Lieutenant v. Weltzien and Vice-Sergeant-Major 
Liebeskind at the head of 50 or 60 men§ dashed with a cheer 
into the interior, the fort guard retired upon a company left in 
support at the gorge. Both bodies at once withdrew, nring, in 
the direction of Le Foumeau, and abandoned to the assauant 
the half-destroyed work with five guns and some damaged 
material. In tliis case also the face towards Belfort was 
at onco entrenched, and the gorge occupiedH The enemy 
at first compelled by his fire the ces8ati(m of this work. Here 
likewise the men were partly obliged to take shelter in the 
ditches, but by 5 o'clock fire was opened upon Le Foiuneau 
from four IS-cin. S.B. mortars brouglit up to the works from 
Battery No. 30. To batter Fort de Bellevue, and especially as 
protection against sorties, two 9-cra. guns were transported 
with great difficulty from Batteries Nos. 36 and 35 to the 
elevated spur west of Fort des Basses Perches.^ 

The Konitz Battalion advanced to the railway and pushed 
forward along the trenches a company to each lort, whilst the 
Schneidemuhl Battalion held itself in readiness at Danjoutin 
and the 67th Regiment on the right wing of the works o^ 
attack ; the Gnesen Battalion protected the flanks of the second

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parallel. The garrisons of the forts, each consisting of two com- 
panies of the Hurschberg Battalion and an artillery detach- 
ment,* were each reiniorced later by a company of the 
Schneidemiihl Battalion, 

The besieger was now able imder the most favourable 
conditions, to continue the attack direct upon the Chdteau. 



The negotiations for an armistice which Colonel Denfert 
had entered into with General v, Tresckow before the return of 
the officer sent by him to Switzerland, had been abortive of 
result, tlie surrender of the fortress having been refused. In 
the forenoon of the 9th February, Batteries Nos. 37, 38, 39 in 
the Bois des Perches opened fire upon the ChAteau as well 
as upon Forts de la Justice and de la Aliotte. On the day after. 
Battery No. 40t from the second parallel commenced to shell 
the Chateau, and was supported on and after the 12th February 
by Battery No. 41,J whilfit a battery newly erected not far 
from La Tuilerie§ had, on the 11th, taken up the cannonade 
with the ever active Fort de Bellevue.|| 

Meanwhile, the restoration of the two forts was complete, 
and, on the night of the 9th — l()th February, the connecting 
trenches for a distance of G80 yards were converted into a third 
paralleLI^ 

On the Perches ridge only seven new l)atteries with** a total 
armament of 28 guns were originally to have been erected, but 
later on three more heavy batteries were added.ft 

Close on the west side of Fort des Hautes Perches an 
artillery position to meet sorties had also been taken in hand.}|

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On this account Batteries Nos. 14, 17, 18, and 27 ceased 
to be used on the 10th February, bo that 55 guns remained in 
action,* wliich on an average tlirew from 1,300 to 1,400 shell 
eacli day into tlie fortress. Fort de hi Justice and the Chateau 
suffered more pai-ticuhirlyf from the fire of the Bavarian 
Batteries Nos. 37, 38, and 394 

In order to be able to employ, almost entirely against 
tbe Chateau, the group of batteries at the Bois des Perches, the 
construction of a new l)attery§ in the connecting trench south 
of I^erouse to act against Forts de la Justice and de la Miotte 
was commenced. 

The construction and aiming, however, o{ all the new 
batteries were most seriously impeded by the state of the coni- 
mimications, in spite of the effortjs of detachments of pioneera 
to improve the worst places. Field batteries and ammunition 
columns had to give up their teams to bring up ammunition 
for the siege artillery. 

Meanwhile General v. Debsehitz, after the removal of the 

Eiijioners, had again returned to Belfort on 8th February. 
[e was followed on the lOtli and llth by the 6 battalions 
and 2 batteries of the 4th ReHcrve Divi8ion,i| under Colonel v. 
Zimmermann, so that 29 battalions were available against 
the fortress. Of theno, 4 guarded the line of investment 
on the West between the Savoureuso and Le Haut du Mont, 3 
in the north between the Haut du Mont and Vetrigne, and 6 in 
the east and south from Vetrigne to Danjoutin ; whilst 15^ 
battalions were available to prosecute the siege.T Owing tp 
the wet weather, the health of the men was so indifferent that 
the battalions frequently had but 300 men fit for duty.** 

Not until frost set in again on the night of the llth — 12th 
February did matters mend, and by the employment of all 
available strength. Battery No. 34(r, with 2 guns. No. 44 with 
3,tt and Batteries Nos. 43, 45, 47, 48, 49, 50, 51, and 52 with 4 
guns each, were by the morning of the 13th Fc^bruary placed in 
readiness to open fire. Battery No. 53 was to be completed in 
the following night, and only Battery No. 46 remained in an 
unfinished state. 

On the 12th February General v. Tresckow had been 
empowered by telegiam from Versailles to guarantee unim- 
peiled withdrawal from Belfort, should the commandant offer 
to suri'ender the fortress upon these conditions.

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After overcoming all difficulties, there were by the 13th 97 
guiiB * each provided witli 80 rounds, ready to open an anni- 
hilating fire on the following morning, whilst the engineer 
attack was to continue its progiess. But, before doing so. 
Colonel Dfiifert was summoned, after sucli a glorious defence, 
to open the gates under the favourable conditions now ottered 
to him. The French Uovernment itself empowered him shortly 
after to take tliis step, by means of a telegramt sent through 
the Chancellor (.^ount v. Uismarck to General v. Trosckow. 

But Colonel Denfert required a summons from his Govern- 
ment addressed to himself perscmally, and to seek this an 
officer was sent to Basle. A provisional suspension of arms 
was agreed upon. 

On the 15th the Convention was signed at Versailles, which 
extended the armistice of the 2H\\ .January to the three 
departments which had been hitherto excepted therefrom 
and to Belfort. Article 1. stipulated the surreiuler of the fortress. 

Colonel Denfert having now received his instructions in the 
desired form, while meanwhile the engineer attack from the 
Basses Perches had proj^reysud another 110 yard^, tlie final 
negotiations commenced on the evening of the 15th ami 
terminated on the following afti^rnoon.J 

In the course of the 17th and 18th Febmary, the garrison, 
with arms and trains, (juitted the fortress by the roads through 
L'Isle-sur-le-Doubs and through St. Hippolyte, intending to 
reach the temtory occupied by French troops at Bletterans and 
Beaurepaire. The withdrawal was effected in echelons of some 
1,000 men each, which foUowod at 5 kilometres inten'als, and 
cnn-ied with them their suppHi's drawn from the stores of the 
fortress.} Colonel Denfert left with the last echelon tin* fortress 
which he had so stubbornly defended || At lO a.m. on 18th 
February it was taken over or. the jiart of the (lermans by a 
special commission, and tw(» hours later was oci^upied by H 
battalions, 1 stpiadron, and the requisite detachments of 
fortress artillery and pioneers.H At 3 p.m. Lieutenaiit-(ieneral

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V. Treackow Ilnd made a formal entry at the head of detach- 
ments trom all the troops of the siege corps. 841 ^us, of 
which 56 were dismounted by fire, 356 carriages, of which 119 
were likewise broken, 22,000 stand of arms, numerous stores, 
and a comparatively large quantity of ammunition and food 
were founa in the place. The garrison originally had* a 
strength of 372 officers, 17,322 men, but from death, wounds, 
Rickness, and losses from prisoners, other casualties, &c., had 
suflfered a diminution of 32 officers and 4,713 men.f On the 
other hand, the total loss of the siege corps was limited to 88 
officei-s and 2,049 men.J 

The town presented a picture of desolation, especially in the 
south part ana the suburbs of Montb^liard and Le Fourneau ; 
34 houses had been destroyed by fire, and most of the othera 
damaged.§ Of the works of the fortress the (Jhfiteau had more 
especially suffered, the only access to its upper tier of guns 
being by means of laddei*s. The cut-stone fachig of its front 
walls had mostly fallen into the ditches, half of the iron-plated 
embrasmres in the cavalier wei*e broken down, the expense 
powder magazine in the middle enceinte blown up, and a 
number of hollow traveraos pierced. The same appearance 
was presented by Fort de la Justice. There could be no doubt 
that the continuance of the siege would, in a very short time, 
have led to complete success. 

On the 23rd Febraary the Ist Reserve Division, reinforced 
from the siege coips to an effective of 3 line and 12 landwehr 
battalions, 4 squadrons, 4 batteries, and 1 pioneer company, 
moved away through Rioz to D81e, the troops under Colonel 
V. Zimmermaun having previously joined their headquarters. 

The troops of General v. Debschitz remained at Belfort 
They passed later on under the Government-General of 
Alsace, upon which now devolved the occupation of the 
fortress, rreparations were at once made for restoring and 
arming the fortifications, and levelling to the ground the works 
of attack.

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Proceedings in Rear of the German Ar^cy. 

Development of the Lines op Communication from the 
begininng of november, 1870, until the armistice. 

The advance of tlie Ist and Ilnd ArmieH, which commenced 
after the fall of Metz, had occasioned radical changcR in the 
rcarAvard coinmnnicationB of the German Army.* 

For uistance, the appropriation of the railways, to which, 
after the captnre of Soi^sone, was to be added the line 
Rheims — Soissons — Paris, was re-ad justed on 9th November as 
follows by the Koyal 'lleadquarteis : — 

To tne Ist Army was assip^ned the line of rail leading 
from Siiarbriicken by way of Metz, Frouard, Epcniay, and 
Rheims. 

To the Army of the Mense was appointed the same line 
with the use of its continuation, the line Rheims — Soissons — 
Paris. 

The Ilird Army was to use the line Weissenburg — Venden- 
heim — Frouard — fipernay — Chateau Thierry — Paris. The South 
German Corps, after the re-establishment of communication 
between Kehl and Strassburg^f were to use the same line, 
joining in at Vendenheim. 

To the Ilnd Army was assigned the railway Weissenburg — 
Frouard — Blesme — Chaumont-en-Bassigny, and, in conjunction 
with the road from Nan(;y to NeufcliiUcau, the line Neufchftteau 
— Chamnont. 

The circumstance tbat all the railways leading to Germany 
united along the portion from Fnmard to Bhsme, greatljjr 
limited, as before, their carrying capabilities. Consequently it 
required at the outset considerable efforts on the part of the 
field railway divisions^ before the railways could be effectively 
used for the increased work now demanded of them. 

The line Epernay — Khehns — Soissons had been made 
practicable by >Io. I Field Railway Division before the end 
of October, whilst the 1st Section of No. 4 Field Railway 
Division § had earned out the necessaiy repairs on the line 
Vierzy — Crepy-en-Valois — Sevran by the 27th October. The

railway Cieny — Chantilly — Gonesae had also l>eeu placed in 
working order during October with the aid of Fvencn materiel 
And personnel. 

The 2nd Section No. 4 Field Railway Division had, on the 
9th October, commenced to clear the tunnel at Viei-zy which 
had been blown up in two places. To assist them, part of No. 1 
Field Railway Division had also been employed for a short 
time. But in spite of the greatest exertions continued day and 
night, the tunnel could not be re-opened for traffic until the 
18th November. From the 20th the trains of the Meuse Army 
were brouglit up to Mitry and Gonesse.* 

The 1st Anny, in its advance from Metz to the Champagne, 
had arranged as etappen Hues the roads leading through 
Briey — Damvillers — Dun-sur-Meuse— Vouziers to fethel, and 
through Etain — Verdun to Rheims. AVhilst the army was 
advancing, in the latter half of November, to cover the invest- 
ment of Paris, it maintained its rearward communication by 
railway to Soissons, and from thence by the roads leading 
through Noyon and Compiigne. 

The branches leading fi-oia the Cr^py — Chantilly Hne past 
Ci-eil to Compiigne, Clennont, and Beauvais, had been already 
restored during October.f During its march against Amiens and 
Rouen, the 1st Ai-my re-opened for traffic, in the first half of 
December, the slightly damaged railways Clermont — Amiens 
and Amiens — Rouen ; the former by part of No. 1 Field Rail 
way Division, the latter by a detachment of the 1st Field 
Pioneer Company Vlllth Army Coi'pfl. In this way it opened 
for itself a line of railway leading from home temtory to its 
theatre of operations, and at the same time considerably facili- 
tated the important communication between the troops 
operating on the Somme and the Seine. 

In order, as much as possible, to relieve the part of the 
line used in common by the 1st and Meuse Armies as far as 
Chantilly, the restomtion of the railway leading from Rheims 
to Laon had been commenced in the middle of November. 
After the fall of La Fire, it was put in working order as far as 
this fortress, but the communication with Amiens was not 
completed until the 3rd January, as the work of the 3rd Field 
Railway Division, employed in the operation, had been inter- 
rupted, on the 9th December, by the surprise of Ham.): 

The line of railway assigned to the Illrd Aimy likewise 
required extensive works between Nogent rAi*taud§ and the 
army investing Paris. The two broken bridges over the 
Marne below and above Esbly, as also the bridge at Trilport, 
were again made passable by parts of Nos. 2 and 3 Field

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Railway DivisionB, the Bavarian Field Railway Division, the 
3rd Fortress Pioneer Company Vlllth Army Corps, and the 
Bavarian Etiippen Engineer Company. The restoration of the 
blown-np tunnel at Annentieres was completed on the 11th 
November by part of No. 8 Field Railwav Division. Mean- 
while, the 1st Section No. 2 Field Riiilway Division was 
endeavouring to repair the Nanteuil tunnel, which was com- 
pletely destroyed at if« northern entrance. As this tunnel 
subsequently fell in agjiin on the Gth November, it was avoided 
by a new line which had been (jommenced on the 19th October.* 
On the 18th November, this line was available for traffic, and 
on the 23rd the whole hue was opened. 

Lagny became the advanced depot of the Ilird Anny, 
Esbly and Meaux served as detraining st«itions.t In lieu of 
the etappen road hitlierto used, Epernay — Montmirail — Coulom- 
miers — lournan, with its ctmtiuuations towards Corbcil and 
Villeneuve St. Georges, the roads lea<ling from Meaux and 
Lagny to Corbeil and Villeneuve were employed shortly after 
by the troops located on the south side of Paris.J 

The rearward communications of the llnd Anny were less 
favourable than those of the llird Army. In order as soon as 

Sossible to open a line of rail in lieu of the etjippen road from 
fancy by way of Cliaumont-en-Bassigny, the Anny Head- 
quarters had as early as the ()th November caused the Blesme 
— Chaumont railway to be restored at the same time that the 
army was marcliing to the line Troyes — Chaumont. On the 
Hue Joinville — (Chaumont, the bridges above and below Villiers- 
sur-Mame were destroyed, as also to the north of Frondes. The 
repairs were executed by the Ist Section No. 4 Field Railway 
Division, assisted by the Ist Fortress Pioneer Companv Vth Army 
Corps, and were completed by the 7th Deceml>er. For want of 
escort these troops found themselves compelled at fii-st to take in- 
dependent measures of security against the raids of franctireurs. 
The army having meanwhile advanced to Pithiviere, the 
next step ccmtemplated was the continuation of the railway 
communication to the westward by way of Cliatillon-sur-Seine 
and Troyes to Montereau. On the 9th December, this wa« 
carried into effect as far as Troyes by the 1st Section No. 4 
Field Railway Division. But its restoration beyond this town 
had to be abandoned, owing to the extensive damage to the 
bridges over the Seine at Nogent and Montereau.§ In conse-

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queuce, all the available hands fouud employment on the 
railway leading from Chaumont through Chatillon, Nuiti-sur- 
Arman9on, Moret, Montargis, and Juvisy to Orleans. But as at 
this place also there were considerable difficulties to be sur- 
mounted, Joinville at first, and Troyes from the middle of 
December, became the most westerly railway station of the 
Ilnd Army. From the last-named point, the etappen road led 
by way of Sens and Nemours to Pithiviers. In consequence of 
its length and insecurity, the Royal Headquarters allowed tlie 
Ilnd Army, at tlie end of November, to draw its food and 
ammunition from the magazines of the Illrd Army and itp 
railway trains to proceed as far as Lagny. But even from that 

glace the wagons of the army, which was advancing towards 
>rl^ans, had still upwards of 80 miles of road before them. 

The restoration of the branch from Juvisy had been com- 
menced bv part of the Bavarian Field Railway Division* 
immediately after the first occupation of Orleans. But as it 
was not until the 7th November that a locomotive could be 
placed in working order, this portion of the line was only ready for 
slight traffic by horse draught up to. the date of the engagement 
at Coulmiers. Nevertheless, on the occasion of the evacuation 
of Orleans, two long provision trains standing in the station 
there were saved by means of this engine. By the 20th 
November, the traffic from Corbeil through Juvisy to Etampes 
was in working order. 

Meanwhile the l«t Bavarian Corps in its further operations 
had extended its line of coniiuunication to Chartres; since 
the beghming of November, the 2nd Section of the Bavarian 
Field Railway Division had already opened as far as Chai*tres, 
for horse traffic, the lino Rambouillet — Versailles for the troops 
despatched to tlie west of Paris.f 

After the recapture of Orleans, the headquarters of the 
Ilnd Army organised a regular service, partly by horses, partly 
by steam power, along the line Ccn'beil — Juvisy — Orleans. In 
this way, at any rate, better commimication was maintained 
with the Ilird Army, and more particularly with its advanced 
depot at Lagny, although the armngement did not compensate 
for the want of a through railway. Moreover, there was a 
deficiency of rolling stock.J Only two indifferent locomotives 
and 80 wagons were available. 

By the advance of the Ilnd Army upon Le lilans, the rear- 
ward communications became more ana more extended. Con- 
sequently it was no small advantage that on the 13tb Januaiy, 
the railway from Chaumont to Juvisy could be opened. § Its

The in&k of repairing the Armanijon bridge at 
Nuits, which had been made impassable in nearly its whole extent 
by blowing it up in two places, had been committed to the 
2nd Section No. 4 Field Railway Division, after comnlction of 
the tunnel atVierav; the main works, however, could not be 
commenced until the 10th December, in consequence of the 
inHecurity of that neijijIibourhcMKhJ Tliis duty was jxlso 
shared in from the 18th by the 1st Section. § On the 12th 
January, the bridge was completed, and thus an unbroken 
communication established between Orleans and Gennany. 
True, that the distance by this route amounted to double 
that by the direct route Nancy — Orleans, that is to say, some 
450 miles. 

Meanwhile, a second through line of rail had become 
available by the fall of Mezieres. Prior to the siuTcnder of 
Metz, the Royal Headquarters had contemplated the restoration 
of the line Metz — Thionville — Mczieres — Rheims, and in the 
middle of November, while Thionville and Montmedy were 
besieged, had caused the work to be commenced between the 
respective fortresses by No. 1 Field Railway Division. After 
making the line Metz — Longuyon practi(5able, the divisicm 
reached Longuyon on the I7th November, but, in consideration 
of the weakness of the troops pushed foi-ward towards Longwy, 
and the activity of the ganison of that fortress, found itself com- 
pelled to limit its procedure until the 2r)th to securing the 
material and the railway. Whilst part of the division went 
away on the 30th to the 1st Army, the part remaining be- 
hind continued the work until the 20th January, and restored 
the bridge over the Chiers at Colmey, as well {is the tunnel near 
Montmedy. The section Ix>nguyon — (^ons Lagrandville, which

The opeuinK of a new line being probable about the middle' 
of January both in the north and in tne south of the theatre of 
war, a new distribution of the French railways was made by 
the Royal Headquarters on the 11th January. 

To the 1st Armv and the Army of the Meuse was ex- 
clusivelv assigned tne northern line, SaarbrUcken — Metz — 
Thionville — Meziires — Rheims — La Ffere — Amiens — Rouen, with 
the branches lea^ding by way of Soissons and Coippiigne to 
Mitry and Gonesse.t The central line leading from Strassburg 
and Weissenburg by way of Vendenheira, Nancy to Lagny, 
including also the section Blainville-la- Grande — Epinal, was to 
serve generally for the Ilird Army, and, at the same time, as 
far as iilesme for the Ilnd Array, and for the Southern Army 
imder General v. ManteuffeL From Blesme the Ilnd Anny had 
to use for its communications the southern line Blesme — Nuits — 
Juvisy — Orleans, a railway which was at the same time utilised 
by the Ilnd and Vllth Corps. 

The northern line having been opened to traffic on the 21st 
January, the condition of the communications could be re-r 
garded as much more favourable, the more so as the restoration 
of the branches immediately affecting the theatre of operations 
was making considerable progi*ess. 

Ou the railway Compiigue — La Fere, a detachment of 
No. 1 Field Railway Division restored one line of way by the 10th 
January, and the other by the I8th, thus establishing a shorter 
Hue of communication between the troops of the 1st Army on 
the Upper Sonmie and the Army investing PariaJ 

By the end of December the llird Army harl, by means of 
the 2nd Section Bavarian Field Railway Division caused the 
Versailles — Houdan railway to be made available for horse 
draught, in order to serve the purposes of the 5th Cavalry 
Division detached to the west of Paris.§ Br the 21st January 
the Siime section had opened to traffic the bridge over the 
Eure east of Dreux. 

After the occupation of Le Mans by the Ilnd Array, the 
restoration of the line Chartres — Le Mans was actively taken 
in hand. No. 2 Field Railway Division, brought up for the 
purpose, and the 2nd Fortress Pioneer Company Vlth Army 
Corps placed the section Nogent-le-Rotrou — Le Mans in work-

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ing order by the 17th January, and aftenvards its branch to 
Uoolie by the 19th. The Euro bridge at Courville, for which 
the preparatory works had been already commenced at the end 
of November, by the 2nd Section Bavarian Field Railway 
Division, was completed by the 24th January. The entire line 
from Vei-sailles could be handed over to traffic on 29th January 
with the plant captured at Le Mans. 

The regular traffic between iha Nuits — Juvisy and Vorsailles 
— Le Mans railway along the Versailles— Juvisy road had to be 
kept up by general transport. This etappen line was to serve 
as a line of communication for the troops in the neighbour- 
hood of Le Mans, while for the troops on the Loire was left the 
Hue Nuits— Juvisy — Orleans, which was j)lac«d in working 
order as far as Ulois, on the 24th January by the Ist Section 
Bavarian Field Railway Di\n8ioii. 

AVhilst the railway network used by the Oerman Amiy was 
thus gi'adually extended to the west, some fui-ther impoi-t^mt 
interruptions had recently taken place upon two lines in the 
east. On 22nd January the bridge on the central line at 
Fontenoy-sur-Moselle* was blown up by franctireui-s, so that 
all trains of the llnd and lllrd Armv had to be brought by way 
of Metz and Rheims to Kpernay. I'hree days later, the encimy 
destroyed on the southern line the bridge at Hrienon, which 
had only just been repaired, and also that near La Roche.t find 
tore up* the rails there in several i)laces. No. 5 Field Railway 
Division succeeded by the 81st in restoring the Fontenoy 
bridge sufficiently for wagons to be pushed across it. But it 
was not completely fit for traffic until the 4th Febniarj'. The 
bridge at Brienon, of which the woodwork was damaged and 
the permanent way destroyt^d, was repaired on the 5th by the 
2nd Section No. 4 Field Railway Division. Of the bridge at La 
Roche, one arch was entirely blown up. It was restored on the 
9th by the 1st Section Bavarian Field Hjiilway Division, and 
the Ist Fortress Pioneer (company Vth Army Corps. In con- 
sequence, the Ilnd AiTiiy was compelled uj) to the time of the 
armistice to share with the lllrd Army the use of the railway 
to Lagny. 

This' hue already over- worked had now to serve «as well the 
Corps operating in the south. 

In the advance of the XlVth Aimy Corns to Dijon, its com- 
munications had been opened Irom Blainville-la-Grande by way 
of Epinal, Vesoul, and Gray. On the branch railway from 
Blainville, the restomtion of the bridges at Bayou and Langley, 
and of the viaduct north of Epinal by No. 5 Field Railway 
Division^ had progressed so rapidly, that the traffic could be

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opened as far as Epinal on the 14th December. The bridge at 
^levUIers was also completed by the same divisioii at the 
begmning of January, but the railway south of Epinal remained 
for a considerable time closed to traffic in consequence of the 
great destruction at the Xertigny viaduct. 

AVhen in the month of January General v. Werder was com- 
pelled, in consequence of his movement to the left, to change 
his line of communication,* he first used the line from Epinal 
bv way of Plombiires and Lure. Whilst most of the columns 
ot the (3oi*p8 moved by this road, the suppUes were sent 
forward through Lun^ville and Strassburff alonff the commu- 
nications of the corps besieging Belfort. in the latter part of 
October, by order of the Government-General of Alsace, the 
2nd Fortress Pioneer Company Vlllth Army Corps, had 
restored the Strassburg — Colmar railway which had been de- 
stroyed in several places, and this now served as the etappen 
line of the Ist and 4th Reserve Divisions. At the end of 
November the service was extended to Mulhausen, and shortly 
after to Dommerkirch and Sentheim. During his engagements 
on the Lisaine, General v. Werder caused communications to be 
opened with these places ; but on resuming the offensive, he 
resolved on re-opening the old etappen Une through Epinal. 

It was to this side also that General v. Manteuffel intended 
transferring the communications of the Ilnd and Vllth Army 
Corps. On the concentration of those corps west of the 
Langres plateau, they had been assigned by the Royal Head- 
quarters the southern line, which had been appointed for the 
Ilnd Army, and had been used by the Vllth Corps since its ad- 
vance on Ch&tillon-sur-Seine.t The restoration of the section 
from Nuits-sur-Armanfon to Dijon was also commenced.): But 
as all the communications in proximity to the plateau appeared 
to be threatened by Garibaldi's troops and the Langres 
garrison, the headquarters of the South Army abandoned the 
idea for the present of an-anging an etappen Ime starting from 
the Nuits — Cli&tillon railway, and directed the troops still on 
the march, the columns and tlie trains by way of Epinal.§ 

The roads ninning southward from this to\vn having 
been re-opened after the victory on the Lisaine,|| General v. 
Manteuffel caused an etappen line to be established for the Ilnd 
and Vllth Army Corps through St. Loup-les-Luxeuil and 
Vesoul to Gray, whilst the supplies for the XlVth Corps were 
directed at first along the Epinal — Xertigny — Bains — St. Loup 
Lure road, but when the movement to the nght was commenced^

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were also sent through Vesoul. Onlv the 4th Reserve Division 
retained its communication through Dammerkirch. 

Meanwhile, on the 2l8t January, No. 5 Field Railway Division 
had resumed the works on the P^pinal — Vesoul — Gray railway 
which had been suspended in consequence of the advance of 
the East Army, and made such progress that the section south 
of the Xeitigny viaduct was ready for traffic to Vesoul within 
six days.* But as the viaduct itself was still impassablct the 
South Army found itself dimng the whole duration of its opera- 
tions against the French East Aimy limited to the ordinary 
etappen road leading tlirough Epinal. 

It was only a short time before the armistice was extended 
to this part of the theatre of war, that the communications 
became rather more favourable on this side. The works on the 
line Nuits — Dijon, which had to be temporarily suspended^ had 
been actively pushed forward since the 7th Febmary. In the 
night of the 2nd — 3rd February, the bridge near Buflbn, which 
had been repaired at the end of January, was again destroyed 
by the enemy. The 2nd Section No. 4 Field Railway Division 
now restored the communication for the second time, and so 
hastened the work that by the 11th February the railway to 
Dijon was in working order. In this way tlie South Army 
also became ultimately possessed of a line of rails leading to 
the theatre of its operations. 



Administration of the Railways. 

The supreme control of the whole of the railways of the 
German Anny was entrusted to an Executive Commission 
forming part of the Royal Headquarters. From this Commis- 
sion emanated the general measures in reference to the entire 
transport, the restoration of the railways and the aiTangements 
for traffic within the enemy's countiy. For the railways used 
in France, Field Railway Commissions were appointed, which, 
like those in Germany, had to look after the military interests 
on the different lines, and to arrange and control the transport. 
The special arrangement and maintenance of the traffic on the 
restored Unes, the control and employment of the staff and 
material, as also all technical mattei-s on the various sections, 
which in time of peace devolve upon the railway administra- 
tions, were confided to Railway Traffic Commissions. These 
latter were placed under the Prussian llinistry of Commerce. 

In January, 1871, each of the three main lines was adminis- 
tered by a Field Railway Commission at Rheims, Epernay, and

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CliHumont-eii-BaRBigiiy ; later on, during Febniarj-, a fourth 
was created at Verttaillea, for the railways which uuite at that 
place.* Traffic CommiBsions were established at Rheims for 
the northern lino west of Mezi^res ; at Strassbur^, for the rail- 
ways of Upper Alsace and for the central line as lar as Nancy ; 
at Nancy, for the central line from Nancy onward; and at 
Chaumont-cn-BaBsigny for the southern line. On the northern 
line between the frontier and Mezieres the Railway Direction at 
Saarbriicken earned on the work of a Traffic Commission.t 

A Field Railway Director was attached to the staff of the 
Inspectors-General of Etappen of the 1st, llnd, and Ilird Armies. 

The duties required of the railway authorities were very 
important. Supplies, recruits, and equipment, besides enormous 
quantities of siege material, had to oe Drought up to the army, 
while wounded, sick, and prisoners had to be removed to the 
rear. In the course, also, of the campaign, it was frequently 
necessary to convey large bodies of troops from one part of the 
theatre of war to another. For this purpose the capability of 
the lines was always limited, as in some parts only one line of 
rails could be placed in working order. Moreover, it was not 
always practicable to unload the supply trains auickly, and thus 
the wagons accumulated faster than they could be got rid of, 
and frequent derangements in the ti*affic ensued. Further, the 
slow process of entraining the sick and the care bestowed on the 
hospital trains not infrequently encumbered the lines in the 
cramped stations. To this may be added the insecurity of the 
communication, which, nevertheless, was never intemipted, 
even when, in consequence of the destruction of the Fontenoy 
bridge, a complete diversion of the main traffic had to be made 
for a space of eight days. 

Comparatively little French plant had fallen into the hands 
of the Germans. Of scjrviceable locomotives, onljr 60 had come 
to hand to the end of .January. As up to this time no French 
personnel had been employed except upon a few sections, the 
German Railway Administrations had to be lai-gelv drawn upon 
for working the French railways. At the end of January the 
service was canied on by 3,()0() Gorman railway officials and a 
certain number of men lent from the army. Besides the loco- 
motives captured and some 75 purchased, the home administra- 
tion furnished 280 more.J It was not until the conclusion of 
the armistice that any eifective assistance could be rendered in 
fui-therance of the service.

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Protection of the C!om!^iunications. 

The difficulty of protecting the communications augmented 
in direct proportion with the distance separating the theatre 
of operations and home territory, and with the spread of the 
franotireur movement 

On the 31st October a fresh distribution of the Government 
troops and Etappen troops took place.* On the 4 th November, 
an order from ms Majesty the Kmjij extended the jurisdiction of 
tlie Government-General of Lorraine as far as the west border 
of the Meuse Department, the west, south-west, and south 
borders of the Haute Marne Depai'tmcnt, and the west and 
south borders of the Haute Sadue Department; whilst the 
Government-General of Rheims was thenceforth to consist of 
the Departments of the Aisne^ Ardennes, Marne, Aube, Seine and 
Marne, and Seine and Oise.f At the same time, the duty of 
protecting the etappen lines i-unning through their districts 
was again imposed upon the respective Governments-General. 
But as the troops newly assigned to them only became by 
degrees available, etappen troops had in tlie first instance to be 
employed for the purpose, and even parts of the field army. It 
was not tmtil the end of November tnat the new distribution of 
the Government and Etappen troops came into real operation. 

The Inspector-General of Etappen of the Ilnd Army, fol- ^^ot^Jtioa m 
lowing the march of his army to the Loire, was unable until the JJj th<2S» of 
middle of November to withdraw part of his troops firom the wmr. 
etappen line to which they had previously belonged, and 
push them forward in the direction of Troyes and Ch&tillon- 
sur-Seine4 Consequently, at first, detachments composed of 
men with slight ailments had to be employed for the protection

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of the line of communications. The laRt field troops of the 
Ilnd Army had meanwhile already reached St. Florentin. 
General v. Kraatz's Detachment was still watching Langres 
from the north and north-west,* whilst the XlVth Corps was 
posted at Dijon, three days' march from Chiltillon.t 

Surpriiaof On the French side, Garibaldi, with his volunteers, had 

ChAtillon-iur- i>een despatched in the first half of November fi-om the neigh- 
Smne. bourhood of D61e to Autun, for the purpose of protecting the 

roads leading to Nevers.t On the 11th November he reached 
Autim, and some davs afterwards caused his 4th Brigade§ to 
advance on Montbard, with orders to push reconnoitring parties 
well to the front and harass the enemy. Ricciotti Garibaldi 
reached Montbard on 17th November, and resolved to under- 
take a conp'de-main upon Chfttillon-snr-Seine. On the 18th he 
advanced to Coulmiers-le-Sec, and next morning at five o'clock 
ai-rived before Chdtillon. 

This place had been occupied since the 17th November by 
three companies of the Unna Battalion and a squadron of the 
5th Reserve Hussars, under Colonel LettgauJ 

The infantry pickets and cavalry patrols, pushed forward 
during the night, had just returned on the morning of the 
19th, when^ at half-past six o'clock, the volunteers moved 
forward in two columns upon Chdtillon.T On the fu«t shots 
from the guard at the entrance to the town, the alarm was 
at once sounded, but the landwehr were fired upon from 
the houses while in the act of assembling, and many* were 
surprised inside. A brisk street fight ensued, in which the 
Prussian detachment at first held their ground in the Mairie 
and the Prefecture. On the news, however, that the enemy 
was threatening the retreat on Ch&teau Vilain by a turning 
movement. Colonel Lettgau commenced evacuating that part 
of the town which lies on the left bank of the Seine. But as 
the enemy shortly afterwards broke off the contest and re- 
treated, the whole of the town was re-occupied by the Prussians. 
The German loss amounted to 8 officena and 186 men.**

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On learning that the advorRary was preparing to renew the 
attack with etronger forces,* Colonel Lettgan retired next day 
to CMteau Vilain. Here, on the 2 let, amved General v. Kraatz 
on his way to the Loire,t and ordered the detachment to move 
Avith hira to Ch&tillon4 On the 23rd, the detachment was 
further joined by fom* companies of the Soest Landwchr Bat- 
taUon and half a squadron ;§ the fii*st of these had had a brush 
at Plaines with a band of frauctireurs. General v. Kraatz 
continued his advance to Joigny on the 24th. 

After their success at ChAtillon the volimteere became 
emboldened. As the Othe Fore8t,|| situated to the south-west 
of Troyes, appeared more particularly to serve as the starting 
point of their raids, Lieutenant-General v. I'iedemann de- 
spatched on the 24 th a strong detachmentlT from that town to 
clear the wood in question. 

After a slight skirmish with volunteera at Maraye-en-Othe 
on the 25tli, this detachment proceeded on the 2r)th to Auxon, 
where, on the morning of the 2 r)t h, the etappon troops had been 
surprised by a strong band.** The garrison, consisting of some 
100 convalescents of the 18th Division, was forced to abandon 
the place after a stubborn resistance. After being reinforced 
by a company from Troyes it again advanced to the village, 
now deserted bv the enemy, just as the detachment from 
Miiraye appeared. This latter continued \is march by way of 
Brienon to Sens, and arrived there on the 29th. It had only 
met with some weak hostile bands, which took to flight after a 
short skirmish. 

The country north of Ch&tillon-sur-Seine had Ukewise been 
again harassea by volunteers. On the 29th, a band several 
hundred strong succeeded in barring at Autricourt the march 
of the 3rd Company Soest Battalion on its way from Bar-sur- 
Aube to Chfttillon. 

Whilst, for these reasons, the Joinville — Troyes road was 
only kept open with difficulty, the continuous advance of the

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Ilnd Army rendered necessary a furtlier movement of the etappen 
troops to the westward. Moreover, the district further south 
had now to be protected, so that the railway beyond Chfttillon 
might be restored. The Inspector-General of Etappen, there- 
fore, applied to Army Headquarters for a support to Colonel v. 
Ehrenberg's detachment* in front of Langres, and*also requested 
reinforcements from the Governments-General of Lorrame and 
Rheims. In consequence, the Governor-General of Rheims, 
Lieutenant-General v. Rosenberg-Gmszczynski,! caused Troyes 
to be occupied by a mixed detachment from Vitry-le-Fran^ais.J 
The railway felesme — Chaumont — Chfitillon lay for the most 

Eart within the jurisdiction of the Govemor-Geneml of 
lOrraine. As the latter could not dinpose of a part of the troops 
assigned to him on the Slst; October before the end of No- 
veniber, it was not until during this month that the etappen 
garrisons of the Ilnd Army as far as Bologne could be 
relieved. § 

In consequence of the surprises of Chatillon and Auxon, the 
(iovernor-General of Lon-aine, General v. Benin, tor the better 
protection of the threatened lino of rail, despatched a mixed 
detachment under Colonel v. DannenbergH to Chaumont, where 
it arrived on the 29th and 30th November. 

On hearing of the events at Chfttillon, General v. Werder 
had also moved troops in that direction. They, however, 
speedily returned, as their support was no longer necessary.H 

Meanwhile the Royal Headquarters despatched so much of 
the Vllth Army Coi-ps as was present at Metz to Chdtillon-sur- 
Seine, in order to secure the etappen Hue of the Ilnd Army,

A mixed detachment, under G(;neial v. d. OBton-Sacken, 
was sent in advance of the KHIi Division; it reached Donjeux 
on the 30th,t and thence advanced in two columns towards 
Tonnerre and Ravieres. On tlie 5th December it occupied 
Chfttillon. The remainder of General v. Zastrow's troops were 
concentrated on the 9th December in and round Chaumont. 

Meanwhile, Garibaldi's troops had been held in check by 
the XlVth Army Corps. IJut there now commenced a series 
of systematic attacks upon the etappen line by the Langres 
garrison, which at the beginning of November numbered up- 
wards of 12,000 men, one-third being troops of the line. The 
commandant of the fortress, General Arbellot, who conceived 
that his chief duty Avas to harass tliO German communications, 
fonned special companies for this purnose.t 

On the Cth December, a recjuisitioning party§ despatched 
from Chaumont to Nogent-le-Iloi was surprised by these troops 
and was forced to retire with some loss. In consequence, a 
mixed detachmentJI advanced (»n the 7th towards Nogent, but 
limited itself to a short cannonade of the town which was full 
of armed men. 

On the evening of the 8th, the garrison of CliAteau Vilain 
was attacked by superior hostile forces.1^ Captaui Hauses, with 
the 5th and 6th Companies of the Unna Landwehr Battalion, 
offered such a vigorous resistance that the enemy, after some 
houi*s' fighting was forced to retire, leaving 4(5 killed and 
wounded on the field. The advei-sai'y had only damaged the 
railway very slightly. Next morning, he renewed his attack, 
but at once retired when a battalion came up from Chaumont.** 

In order to put an end to these attacks on the line of 
communications, pai*t8 of the Vllth Army (Jorps scoured the 
country south-east of Cliuteau Vilain on th(i 10th December, 
and on the 12th, Colonel v. Dannenberg despatched two 
columnstt by way of Biesles and Lusy towards Nogent^le-Roi. 
They, however, only fell in with weak bands, which after a 
slight resistance retired on Montigny-le-lloi. The enemy, who 
was kept well informed by the peasantry, retired at all points

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as soon as he was met by superior forces, and, wUlst the Yllth 
Army Corps was advancing oejond ChAtQlon,* remained iqniet 
to the west of Langres. 

When this corps had taken over the protection of the 
Chanmont — Nnits — Tonnerre railway,! the inspector-General 
of Etappen caused his troops to move forward in order to 
guard the line of communications by road of the Ilnd Army. 
This measure was urgently necessary in view of the advance 
meanwhile of the army beyond Orleans, and the more so as 
some volunteers had appeared in the neighbourhood of Sens. 

On the night of the 3rd — 4th December, a detachment of 
152 menj intended for the Ilird Armv Corps, who on the march 
from Sens to Nemours had taken by mistake the Courtenay 
road, and were passing the night at EgriseUe-Ie-Booage, were 
attacked by a band some 170 strong. Keeping together in the 
church, the detachment repulsed the enemy with a brisk fire 
although he had set fii*e to the building. At daybreak, the fire 
having attained such proportions as to necessitate the evacuation 
of the church, the adversary was driven off. The detachment 
followed him some distance in the direction of Courtenay, and 
then marched back to Sens.§ 

On the news that there were also hostile detachments at 
Beaune-la-Rolande, Captain v. Monbart Ilnd, 56th Regiment, 
who was a convalescent in the hospital at Beaumont-en- 
Gatenais,|| made an expedition to the neighbourhood of 
Beaune on the 11th, Avith twenty convalescent wounded men 
and a few troopers, but only came across some French field 
hospitals. On tlie 15th, after putting to flight some franctireurs, 
he released a largo number of Geniian prisoners at Montargis, 
equipped them as well as his resources would admit, and brought 
back to the Xth Army Corps a d(;t4ichment of 250 men. 

Meanwhile the Inspector-General of Etappen had arrived at 
Orl^ns on the 14th December, by wav of Nemours and 
Pithiviers. His tmops followed in such wise that by the end of 
the month they were distributed on the roads leading from 
Brienon and Estissac to Sens, Nemours, Pithiviers, and Toury. 

From this position, a battalion with a squadronf was

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despatched on the 24th to Moutargie as reinforcement to the 
p^rrisou,* which had Ixion ^veakcncd by tho departure of 
General v. Rantzau's detachment to Briaro. 

In consideration of tlie long line of communications of the 
Ilnd Army, the Royal Headquarters had on the 7th December 
ordered the reinforcement of its etappen troops by five landwehr 
battalionst belonging to the etappen troops of the Ilird Army, 
whose duties at this period had been simplified by the transfer 
of the advanced depot to Lagny4 At the same time, however, 
the occupation of the diKtrict round Melun, Fontainebleau, and 
Montereau was entrusted to the Ilnd Army. 

At the beginning of November, a mixed detachment, imder 
Major V. Kuylenstiei-na, had been despatched to this di8trict§ by 
the etappen authorities of the Ilird Army, at tho instance of the 
Royal Headauarters, for the purpose of depriving tho enemy of 
the Moret — Montereau railway, and of securing it for use in 
view of the advance of the Ilnd Army to the Loire. After 
some slight brushes with volunteers on the 2nd and 3rd 
November, Major v. Kuylenstierna had occupied the villages of 
Melun, Fontainebleau, Moret, and MontereauJI From these 
points raids on a small scale were undertaken for the purpose of 
clearing the district.^ In tlie middle of Doceml>er, as already 
mentioned, part of the detachment was transferred to the 
Inspector-General of Etappen of the Ilnd Army. 

Meanwhile, General v. Werder in pm*suance of instructions 
from the Royal Headquarters had charged General v. d. Goltz 
with the duty of observing Langres.** But as on the 17th 
December, General v. Zastrow left with his main forces for 
Auxerre,tt a complete investment of that fortress with the 
means available was impracticable. Although, for the present, 
the ganiscm did not attempt any enterprises on a large 
scale, a weak detaclmient succeeded on the night of the 
24th — 25th in tearing up tlic rails at Bricon, derailing a 
train comhig from Chaumont, and attacking it. The 2nd 
Battalion 72nd Regiment,JJ which was in it, however, drove

In order to relieve the field troops still employed on etappen 
duties, the Royal Headquarters had on the 23rd Decemoer 
instructed the uovemment-General of Lorraine to undertake as 
well the protection of the railway in the Cdte d'Or Department, 
In consequence of this, the Government pushed forward their 
troops, so that by the beginning of January, the section 
between Blesme and CMtillon was protected by G^ battalions, 
1 squadron, and 1 battery.* 

Beyond Ch&tillon the immediate control of the railway 
again came under the Inspector-Qeneral of Etappen of the Ilnd 
Army, who distributed three of the newly-assigned battalions 
along the sections Ch&tiUon — Troyes and Chfttillon — ^Nuits — 
Tonnerre. On the west he had to occupv Orl&ms, and about 
the middle of January, in consequence of the advance of the 
Ilnd Army to Le Mans, Beaugency as well. In the same way, 
to the south of Paris, the etappen stations, Etampes, La Fert6 
Aleps, and Juvisy, which had been previously occupied by 
trooDs of the Ilird Army, came under his jurisdiction. 

On the other hand, line troops of the Ilnd Army had been 
brought up to protect the Le Mans — Chartres railway, which 
had been opened for traffic after the engagements at Le Mans ; 
whilst the Chartres^Versailles section was protected by the 
Ilird Army. 

Between the Loire and the Upper Seine, General v. 
Rantzau's detachment at Briare, and Oolonel v. Pannenben^s 
troopsf to the south of Chfttillon, and between these the Imd 
and Vllth Corps,t gave sufficient protection during the first days 
of January against hostile enterprises on a large scale. On the 
departure of these two Corps eastward. General v. Manteuffel 
confided to Eettler's Brigade the protection of his communi- 
cations and particularly of the Chfttulon — ^Nuits railway. When 
on the 19th General v. Kettler advanced upon Dijon, only two 
companies remained behind at Montbard.§ In other respects, 
from this time forth* the protection of the communications 
between the Loing and the Upper Seine devolved solely upon 
the etappen garrisons of the Ilnd Army. In consequence of 
their weakness, only the etappen points themselves and the 
most important railway stations could be permanently occupied ; 
the roads and railways were secured by constant patrolling.

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After the eyacuation of Auxerre by the Vllth Army Corps, 
General de Pointe de Q^vi^y, iu command at Nevers, pushed 
forward troops into that neighbourhood. On 19th January, the 
General, as also General Garibaldi, were requested by the War 
Delegate, M. de Freyciuet, to blow up the bridge over the 
Arman<;on at Nuits.* In consequehce, General de Pointe 
caused several attempts to be made, on the 25th January, 
against the Buffon — Nuits — Sens railway, 

A column despatched for the purpose advanced shortly after 
6 a.m. upon Brienon, surprised the guard at the i*ailway station, 
made the majority prisonei-s, and destroyed the railwav bridge 
east of the place,t as well as the telegraphs. Several attacks 
made upon the ch&teau, which had been arranged as an alarm 

Ejst, were repulsed by the 3rd Company Paderbom Landwehr 
attaliont with such vigour that the enemy once more retired 
to Auxerre. 

At the same time, the railway station at La Roche was 
attacked on three sides by a garde mobile battalion. The 
garrison, consisting of only 1 officer and 30 men of the Pader- 
bom Landwehr Battalion,| soon foimd itself, in consequence of 
the enemy's superior forces, reduced to the defence of the station 
building. After a protracted resistance in the lower story, it 
had to be abandoned. From the upper story, the weak garri- 
son continued the struggle until it was ultimately forced to 
surrender by the enemy setting fire to the building. The 
Yonne bridge at La Roche had meanwhile been bloivn up by 
the French, after dislodging the guard posted thQre.|| 

Some of the enemy*s troops had also moved against Joigny, 
but had halted near Basson on meeting a detachment sent on 
to reconnoitre from Joigny.^^ 

On that same evening, a detachment of gardes mobiles 
moved upon Buffon. The Arman9on bridge, which had just 
been restored at that point,** was occupied by a Prussian guard 
of 32 men, pushed forward from Montbard. This guard was, 
it is true, driven off on the night of the 25th— 26th by the 
gardes mobiles, but the bridge was saved from destruction by 
two companiestt marching as reinforcement from Montbard to 
Nuits, before whom the enemy quickly retired.^ 

In order to defeat any further enterprises, the Royal Head- 
quarters ordered an infantry brigade of the Vlth Corps, 
reinforced by cavalry and artillery, to unite with Rantzau^s

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detachment/ and clear the district north of Auxerre of franc- 
tireurs. 

The brigade was placed under Oeneral v. Fabeck's orders; 
one column, under Colonel ▼• Briesen reached Montargis by 
rail on the 28th January, another under Colonel t. Bock 
arrived at Joigny on the 29th.t 

As consideraole bodies of the enemy were said to be massed 
about Auxerre4 General v. Fabeck contemplated a concentric 
advance upon the place, and for this purpose entered into com- 
munication with General v. Rantzau, who had informed him 
that he would march on the 28th from Gusouer-sur-Loire to 
Ch&tillonHSur-Loing. 

Briesen's detachment was sent forward by way of Chiteau 
Renaird and AUlant-sur-Tholon, Colonel v. Bock to Appoigny, 
and General v. Rantzau was requested to take the diroction of 
Chamy — Toucy. On the 29th the three columns reached 
Ch&teau-Renard, Joigny, and Chamy. On the 30th, General 
V. Fabeck advanced to Sepaux with Briesen's detachment. 

On the march thither, the news arrived of an armistice, in 
consequence of which Colonel v. Bock was left for the 80th at 
Joigny. General v. Rantzau reached Toucy. During the night 
of the 31st January — 1st February, General v. Fabeck received 
the official communication of the conclusion of an armistice, by 
virtue of which the' Department of the Yonne was to be 
occupied by the Germans.) 

When General v. Werder, in consequence of the intelligence 
of the advance of strong hostile bodies to raise the siege of 
Belfort, was concentratine his forces at Vesoul, General v. d. 
Goltz was also summoned from Langres.|| 

Owing to this circumstance, the garrison of the fortress, 
which at that time had reached a strength of some 16,000 
men,1[ was encouraged to fresh enterprises. They continually 
harassed the German ti'oops of observation, without achieving 
any special succeBses. One of the detachments, however, sent 
from Langres succeeded on the night of the 11th — 12th January 
in removing some rails near Courban,** and causing the derail- 
ment of a provision train. 

The advance of General v. ManteuflFel exercised such a 
p€U*alysing influence upon the garrison^tt that when, on the 16th

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and 17th January, German troops* moved fiom Chaiimont and 
Foiilain towards Rolampont, they encountered but shght resist- 
ance. The enemy liad retired vnth his main forces to the 
fortress. On the 27th, Lieutenant- Colonel Hensel caused two 
columns to advance upon Nogent-le-Roi and liolampont,t which 
dispersed several hostile detachments. 

A few days previously an expedition had also been made from 
NeufchAteau upon Langres. The volunteers, who continued 
their raids nortn of the fortress, had gained so much groimd to 
the front that the Goverament-General of Lorraine decided at 
the beginning of January to reinforce the weak garrison of 
Neufchkteau.J When General v. Werder, after the battle on 
the Lisaine, resumed the offensive. General v. Bcmin deputed 
Lieutenant-Colonel v. Dolisehiitz, commanding at Noufchateau, 
to^ advance upon Langres. This officer marched on the 20th 
with his detacnment, consisting of three companies and half a 
Bquadron,§ to Bourmont, and next day to Lamarcho. At the 
wood south-west of Vrecourt, he fell in with a hostile battaliouj 
The riflemen, supported by the Landwehr Company, drove it 
back upon Vrecourt, after a brief skirmish. Ihose who en- 
deavoured to escape to the southward were driven back or 
captured by the hussars. Vr6coiu^ having been also captured 
at the first rush, the enemy fled with serious lossT to the 
mountains on the north. Lieutenant-Colonel v. Dobschtitz 
returned the same day to Neufch&teau, The expeditions made 
from this place shortly afterwards were unattended with success, 
as it was an easy matter for the volunteers to evade pursuit in 
wooded country. 

As the fortress of Langres evidently served as the point of 
support for these bands, tlio Iloynl Headquarters, on the 2r)th 
January, resolved upon a closer investment and, if possible, to 
lay sieffe to the place.

purpose had arrived before the fortress. 



To the east of Langi-es, the line of communications of the 
XlVth Army Corps diuing November was protected as far as 
St. Loup-les-Luxeuil by troops of the Government-General of 
Lorraine ;* further south, it was protected by the XI Vth Corps 
itself. 

At the beginning of December, when General v. Werder 
had assembled his forces at Dijon, Colonel v. Schmieden, who 
had been charged by the Government-General of Lorraine with 
the business of the Etapnen Inspection at Kpinal, caused 
Vesoul to be also occupiea, as it appeared to be threatened 
from Besanfon.f 

At this period the neighbourhood of Lamarche having 
become far trom safe,} a mixed detachment§ proceeded on 
the 6th December from Epinal in that direction. Part of it 
was attacked at Dombrot on the morning of the 9th by a body 
of franctireurs some 150 strong,|| but one companylf repulsed 
the enemy after a brief struggle. On the 11th, the detach- 
ment after a slight action reached Lamarche and returned to 
Epinal on the 14th. Nothing more was attempted by the 
enemy for some time in this neighbourhood.

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The etappen troops under Colonel v. Schmieden received 
by the middle of January numerous reinforcements :* on the 
other hand, the detachment despatched at tlie end of December 
from Vesoul to Port-sur-Saone passed in January under the 
immediate orders of the XlVth Army Corps and, as already 
described, shared in the operations of this Corps.f 

In consequence of the movement to the right of the 
French Ecwt Army, the Royal Headquarters found it neces- 
sary on the 6th January to issue special instructions} to 
the Governments-General of Lorraine and Alsace in the pos- 
sible case of the main lines of communication of the German 
armies being threatened by General Bourbaki. The Govern- 
ment-General of Lorraine should, in such event, concentrate 
the troops now scattered at the various etappen points ; the 
Government-General of Alsace was to prevent any attempt at 
rising in the rear of General v. Werder, The foiiresses were 
to be occupied in good time with sufficient forces, and prepara- 
tions were to be made for destroying the railways upon the 
enemy's line of advance. 

In consequence the Government- General of Alsace caused 
the garrisons in the south to be reinforced, and took stops to 
secure the Vosgee passes.§ 

When the enemy afterwards took the direction of Belfort 
with his main forces, numerous bands of franctireurs advanced 
at the same time from Vesoul and Langres against the line 
Luxeuil — St. Loup.

The GoTemment-General had, at the end of December and beginning of January, 
reoeiTed from home 10 depAt battalions, on the other hand 8 Landwehr battalions, 
2 squadrons, and 2 batteries, under General t. Debscliitz, were handed OTer for the 
siege of Belfort (eee Part II, Vol. II, p. 299). 

By the Boyal Cabinet Order of 80th September, 1870, Lieut.-Gencml ▼. Ollech 
liad been appointed GoTcmor of Strassburg. 
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Loup* was attacked by superior forces and repulsed upon 
Plombi^res; in consequence it was obliged to abandon this 
place and Luxeuil. On the 17th Colonel v. Schmieden called 
up two more companies from Epinal to Xertigny, where he 
assembled 9 companies and 1^ squadrons. Next day he 
again pushed forward two com])anies to Aillevillera, On the 
19th they were, however, forced by a strong hostile detach- 
ment to retire to Xertigny. But when on the 2l8t the 
successes of General v. Werder and the advance of the South 
Anny became felt, they succeeded in peneti*ating on the same 
day as far as St. Loup,t ^n^d on the 22nd as far as Lure, and 
in opening communication with Colonel v. WillisenJ now 
advancing on Vesoul. After Vesoul was reached on the 23rd, 
the etiippcu Hue, which had now to serve not onlv to the 
XlVth Army Corps but to the whole of the South Army, 
could again be occupied as before. The protection of it, south 
of Fresnes St. Mamfes, was entrusted at the beginning of 
February to parts of the South Army. 

At this period only weak detachments of Kettler's Brigade 
were stationed on the railway Nuits-Dijon.§ On the 2nd the 
guard at the BufFon Bridge having been recalled to Montbard, 
a small party of Guribalilians succeeded in blowing up the 
bridge on the morning of the 3rd.|| But as the opening of the 
railway in question was contemplated by Anny Headquarters, 
the latter pushed forward stronger forces for its protection.lf

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had produced no result, made a fresh sortie. A column of 500 
men advanced upon Biichelberg, drove back the pickets, and 
penetrated into the village. The company posted here* con- 
centrated rapidir and forced the enemy to withdraw. 

Bands of volunteei'S, who hung about the neiglibourhood, 
were continually threatening tlie rear of the investing troops, 
whilst the fortress maintained a steady fire upon their front. 
In consequence of this, Major v. Giese caused the fortress to be 
bombarded (m the evening of the 24th November by the three 
divisions of his field battery t from three separate points, Les 
Baraques-des- trois-Maisons, Losquatre- V ents and Vescheim. 
The enemy's artillery rei)Hed to the fire with rapidity and 
vigour, but caused little Iohh. 

Meanwhile, the fortress began to fall short of food, and 
small-pox was extending its ravages. The commandant, 
Major Taillant, who had on the 8()th November commenced to 
iiegotiat<i upon terms which could not be a(;ccpt(Ml, ollbred on 
the 12th December to sun-ender the place unconditionally. On 
the 14th the German troops made their entrv. They found all 
the supplies of ammunition destroyed, and the greater part of 
the aims rendered unserviceable by the garrison. 

Fifty-two officers and 1,838 men became prisoners of war; 
65 spiked guns were captured. The fortress was left to the 
occupation of two Landwehr companies.^ 



During the month of November the protection towards the 
west of the Weissenburg — Paris railway oetween Avricourt and 
Epemay had been undertaken by the Governments-General of 
Lorraine and Rheims.§ 

When the Inspector-General of Etappen of the Ilird Army 
in the middle of December gave up five battaUons|| to that of the 
Ilnd Army, the Goveniment-Geneml of Kheims took over in 
addition the occupation of Dormans and Chateau Thierry, 
while to the etappen troops of the Ilird ArmyH was only left 
the protection^ ot the short line of rail to Paris, that of the 
etappen road running to the south of the capital and that of the 
Versailles — Chartres railway.

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The extenaive forests, stretching between the Mame and 
Seine in the neighbourhood of EpemaTy Montmirafl, and 
Nogent-sur-Seine, rendered the duties of reconnoitring and 
watching so difficult, that strong bands were able to cany on 
their raids in that country, and threaten the roads leading to 
Paris as well as the railway. 

The Inspector-Qeneral of Etappen had in consequence 
fonned a nying column* under Colonel t. Seubert, which 
scoured the whole country from Coulommiers as far as 
Suzanne and Provins. 

The Government-General of Rheims also sent frequent 
expeditions into the foresta On 20th December a detachmentf 
advanced from Epernay and put to flight some franctireurs 
who tried to hold their ground at Mareuil-en-Brie, 

At the end of December the same district had been cleared 
from the side of Dormans by the 1st Company Ilnd Reserve 
Rifle Battaiion. This company, while levying contributions on 
2nd January between Marcilly and Conflans-sur-Seine, came 
into collision witli large forces. After losing their Company- 
Commander, Captain v. Basedow, Lieutenant Schellwitz held 
his groimd for some hours in and near Marcilly. But as 
the adversary received further reinforcements and surrounded 
the company on different sides, the latter cut its way throu|^ 
to St. Quentin-le-Berger,J and marched to Vitry-le-Franpiis, 
where it anived next morning. 

On hearing of this action, the etappen commandant at 
Troyes despatched on the 7th a detacnment§ to Conflans. 
This detachment, however, only came across some small parties, 
which made no attempt at serious resistance. In order to 
make a complete clearance of that district, mixed detachments 
were despatched towards the end of the month from Epernay, 
Coulommiers, and Troyes, by order of the Govemment-(ieneral 
of Rheims. They imited on the 27th at Nogent-sur-Seine, 
Avithout having seen the enemy. 

In the district under the jurisdiction of the Government- 
General of Lorraine, a band of franctireurs,|| several hundred 
strong, starting from Lamarche, attacked on the morning of the 
22nd the garrison of the Fontenoy railway 8tAtion,1f who were 
unable to offer much resistance, and blew up the bridge over

train from Nancy before any accident could happen. The 
soldiers travellingt by the train were rapidly assembled, and 
advanced npon Fontenoy, but only came across" a few stragglers. 
Some troops which had been despatched from Toul and Nancy 
stated that the adversary had withdi-awn rapidly in the 
direction of Langi-es. 



Since the Weissenburg — Nancy railway had been opened Piweedin^ 
for traiBcy the fortress of liitschS was only of importance so far •^ ^»*^1»4 
as it barred the rail\^ay from Hagenau to Saargcmiind, which 
otherwise might have served to connect the central and 
northern lines. On the 4th September the garrison made a 
sortie with 700 to 800 men agiiinst the line Reyerswiller— 
Schorbach.| The sortie was repulsed by the 1st Battalion 8th 
Bavarian Regiment. 

Twb days later, two battalions and half a company of 
fortress engineers arrived from Germereheim to reinfx)rce the 
investing detachment,^ so that its commander, Colonel Kohler- 
maun, had now at his disposal 4 battalions, 2 fortress batteries, 
a company of fortress engineers, and 28 troopers. In order to 
compel the surrender of the fortress by an energetic bombard- 
ment, 20 more hea'\7' guns** had been brought up. On the 
heights surrounding the fortress on the west, six batteries were 
constructed. To protect these batteries, the bulk of the 
infantry took post on this side, whilst a flying column was in 
observation to the north and east of the fortresB.tt

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The construction of the batteries, and the transport of 
ammunition, were rendered very difficult by the oontinuoi:(s rain. 
The bombardment was commenced on the forenoon of 1 1th 
September, and was at first directed against the citadel At the 
outset the adversary answered vi^rously, but ahremly on the 
12th his fire had slackened* From uiis time the town became ibe 
mark for the guns ; it shortly took fire at several noints. The 
field ^uns opened upon a camp visible between tne town and 
dtadd. On the 14th the line of investment was pushed nearer 
the fortress.* 

Although to all appearance the town had sustained 
considerable damage dv the 17th«t comparatively sUght 
effect had been produced on the works; moreover, as the 
siege guns had been seriously scored by heavy use, there was 
little prospect of achieving any success oy continuing the fire. 
In consequence, Colonel Kohlermann gave orders on the 18th for 
the siege batteries to be dismantled, and this was accomplished 
by the 2l8t. 

In view of the circumstance that the surrender of the place, 
of which the bulk of the inhabitants had fled, could not for the 
present be calculated upon on the ground of want of food, the 
Governor-General of Alsace, Lieutenant-General Count v* 
Bismarck Bohlen, caused the fort to be merely observed for the 
present The two battalions of the 8th Re^ment, under 
Colonel Schrott, appointed for the purpose, went into huts near 
Schwangerbach and behind the Piaffenberff.J The north and 
west sides of Bitsch were watched by patrolling companies. 

The garrison, after making some minor sorties on the 29th 
and 30tn, which were easily repulsed, remained perfectly 
quiescent until the last. 

At the end of October the two battalions of the 8th Bavarian 
Regiment, previously mentioned, were relieved by the 2nd and 
3rd Battalions of the 4th Regiment. At the end of November 
and end of January, an exchange between the two regiments 
again took place, so that at the commencement of the armistice, 
Oolonel Kohlermann was again in front of the fortress with his 
two battahons.

After the departure of the 1st Army for the Lower Seine, 
its Inspector-General of Etappen, who reached Amiens on the 
3rd December, occupied, besides the Amiens — Roiien railway, 
some blaces where hospitals had been established ** 

Wnen, shortly after, the adversary, by his advance towards 
Ham and La Fire, threatened the communications of the 
Germans,tt a battalion, a battery,JJ and some troopers were 
sent on 11th December by the Government-General of Rheims to 
La Fere. These troops having become available at that place 
in consequence of the aiTival of sti-ong detachments of the field 
army,§§ and of the departure of the French to Amiens, Colonel v. 
Krohu received orders to use them for a raid upon Vervins 
before returning to Rheimis. While carrying out these instruc- 
tions, he was met by superior forces, and in consequence never 
reached the place.

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The headquarters oi the Ist Army having, at the end of 
December, entrusted to field troops the duty of protecting 
the Rouen — Amiens railway,* there only reroainea for the 
Inspector-General of Etappen, who had proceeded to Chan- 
tillyt on the 2nd January, to occupy the railways leading from 
Creil to Amiens and Beauvais.} 

With the fall of Meziires, and after Rocroy had been taken, 
the traffic on that railway could only be threatened from Givet 
and Longwy. 

Although the small fortress of Givet undoubtedly served as 
a I'allying point for the franctireui-s of that neighbourhood, still 
an active service of patrolb from the gannsons of Mdzi6res and 
Rocroy sufficed to hold them in check. A strong band, which 
showed itself to the north-east of Mdziires, was on the 15th 
Januaiy dispersed by a half company§ after a short skirmish 
near Gesi)unHai*t. 

The secunty of the easternmost part of the line of communi- 
cations of the 1st and Meuse Armies was ensured from the 
beginning of December by troops belonging to the Government 
of Metz. After the de])arture of those parts of the Vllth Corps 
still left at Metz, the Governor, Lieutenant-General v. Lowen- 
feld, had received instructions from the Royal Head(]unrter8 on 
the 27th November to occupy Metz, Thionville, and the Metz — 
Saarbriicken railway with If) battalions, 4 squadrons, and 3 
battenes, and to defeat the entei'i>rises made by the enemy from 
Longwy.|| 

Siege of The fortress of Longwy, although only eight miles distant 

liongwjr.lf from the Thionville — Mezieres railway, required the more 

attention as its garrison was very active. 

The fortress, numbering some 4,()()() inhabitants, consists of 

an open lower town, situated at the confliience <»f the Cote

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Rouge brook with the Chiets, and the fortified upper town. 
This latter is built on the right bank of the river at the north- 
east extremity of a plateau, which falls in steep slopes to the 
valley some 300 or 400 feet below it. The other bank rises 
again quickly to the same height, and overlooks the town 
and fortress. The wooded nature of the country permits 
of an approach fn m several sides under cover. Besiues the 
high roa(ls coming from Luxemburg, Verdun, and Metz, which 
meet at the forti'ess, there are several other good approachcK. 
In the valley itself runs the railway from Longuyon to Arion. 

The works of fortification were constructed towards the 
end of the 17th century by Vauban on his " First System," 
and form a hexagon with ravelins. Before the north-east 
front lies a homwork with a lunette, whilst on the south there 
is but one advanced lunette. The liomb-proof buildings had 
been recently augmented and strengthened.* The garrison 
numbered some 4,()(M) men,t including the Garde Nutionale 
iS^dentaire; among them were a number of line troops and 
fugitives from Sedan. The armament consisted of 131 guns. 
The fortress was adequately provisioned. Its Commandant, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Massaroli, had expelled from tlie town all 
persons incapable of work, und declared his intention to defend 
the fortress to the last. 

Since the end of August, several expeditions had been made 
by the garrison against purt of the troops investing Metz and 
ThionviUe. On the morning of the 2l8t September, a detach- 
ment consisting of one company and a di\ision of dragoons,^ 
which had marched to AiTancy for requisition pui-poses, was 
surprised by a hostile detachment of 460 men coming from 
Longwy. The company having rallied, it succeeded in repulsing 
the enemy .§ 

After the middle of November, Longwy was ol)served by a 
mixed detachment of the 14th Division.)! whicli occupied the 
line Villers-lu-Montagnc — Tellancourt. In the middle of 
December, by orders fi'om the Royal Head(|uarters,1[ this 
detachment was relieved by troops of the Oovernment of 
Metz.** 

After some slight collisions in the earlier days, the gam'son, 
on the morning ot the 27 th December, made a sortici in force

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against the left flank of the Prussian outpost poottion. Favoured 
by the darkness, the adversary penetrated into Tellanconrt, but 
was again driven out by the two companies ther^ present, after 
about an hour*s ^ghting. A hostile detaohment which had 
proceeded towards Fr^ois-la-Montague had been gallantly 
repulsed at the entranqe to the village.* 

A reconnaissance ordered by tbe Royal Headquarters having 
led to the beUef that a bombardment would probably result in 
the early fall of the fortress, orders were issued on the 30th 
for the siege to be at onoe oommenoed. For this purpose, 
some more troops, with a siege park to be brought up from 
Montm^dy and ThionviUe, were assi^ed to the Qovemment of 
Metz. Upon the arrival of these remforoements, the strength 
of the detachment before Longwy amounted to 10^ battalions, 
2 squadrons, 2 batteries, 7 fortress artillery, and 4^ fortress 
pioneer companies.! The siege park numbered 86 guns. 

His Majesty the Eine appointed Colonel v. Erenski, hitherto 
Chief of the General Staff of the XUIth Corps to be com- 
mander of the troops before Longwy; this ofScer arrived at 
Longuyon on 9th January. 

After making a preliminary reconnaiflsanoe, he resolved to 
direct the main attack against Bastions Y and YI, whilst they 
were to be taken in flank and reverse from the heights i^ 
Mexy and the Mont du Chat. The artillery siege park was 
formed at Cons Lagrandville, to which place the railfray from 
longuyon was restored on the I5th.| For the ser?ioe of the 
rijght wing« there was also an auxiliarv park at Yillers-lae- 
Montague. Engineer dep6ts were formed at YilleiB-larChivTe 
and Ymers-la-Montagiie, 

On 13th January the adversary, who had probably heard of 
the German preparations, made a sortie towards Yillers-lar 
Ch^e, but was speedily repulsed by two companies posted 
there, and by a battery brought up from Tellancourt.§ 

After the troops had been gradually pushed up nearer to 
the fortress, during which some sUght collisions occurred with

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the enemy on the 14th at Reliou and Mexy,* the line of invest- 
ment on the north was Ukewise closed on the 17th4 

The batteries were commenced on tlie evening of the 16th 
under very unfavourable conditions of ground and weather. 
On the 17th the field batteries opened fire on the fortress, 
thereby distracting the adversary's attention. The outposts 
were pushed forward to within 1,()(J0 paces of the works. 

By the evening of the 24th twelve batteries and two mitrail- 
leuse emplacements were constructed, of which, however, 
Batteries Nos. 10, 11, and 12 never opened fire.J No. 1 Battery 
commenced firing on the 19th; Batteries Noa 2, 3, 4, 5, and 
6 followed by flie 21st; No. 7 and 8 on the 22nd; No. 9 
Battery eai'ly on the 24tli. 

On the afternoon of the 20th a shelter-trench was con- 
structed in advance of the batteries of the left wing, and on the

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been inaiiitaiucd on tlie 20th, but next day the artillery struggle 
commenced. The enemy directed a heavy and successful fire 
at first against the batteries of the right flank, afterwards also 
against those of the main attack, but especially against Nos. 1 
and 6 Batteries. On the 22nd, also, he directed his guns 
chiefly upon the batteries of the right flank which were doing 
him much damage, but his Are shortly relaxed under the 
increasing cross-fire of the attacking batteries. On the evening 
of the 23r(l an extensive conflagnition broke out in the fortress. 
The next day the enemy answered in a desultory fashion ; 
towards evening he sent in a parlementaire and commenced 
negotiations. 

In con8e(|uenci% the firing (^cuhcmI at 7.30, and that same 
evening a capitulation was concluded. The surrender of the 
fortress took place on the 25th, and next day the besieging 
troops made their entry. 

The town had suffered comparatively little ; much more 
effective had been the cannonade from the heavy artillery upon 
the works of the fortress and the enemy's artillery. Part of the 
garrison having succeeded in escaping across the Belgian 
fi-ontier, which was quite close, only 2,(K)0 prisoners fell into 
the hands of the Gtn'mans. Of material captured, there were 
some 130 guns, mostly s}>iived. 2. (KM) stiind of arms, as also 
large supplies of ammunition and food. 

The losses of the siege detachment amounted to 3 officers 
and 57 men.* 

Colonel V. Krenski left on the 27th January with the bulk 
of his troopst for Commercy, in order to be afterwards employed 
before Langrea.$ The siege train of ()7 ^uns followed to the 
same place, one batt^ilion remained iis garrison at Longwy; two 
battalions passed under the orders of the Government-General 
of Rheim8,§ who wjvs thereby enabled to occupy in greater 
strength the northern line of railway.

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Administration of the Occupied Territory. 

The onward march of the German armies during November 
and at the commencement of December had necessitated the 
creation of a fourth Government-General,* and, in consequence, 
on the 16th of December, Lieutenant-General v. Fabrice, Saxon 
Minister of War, was appointed Governor-Geniiral at Ver- 
Railles. The Departments of Somme, Seine Inferieure, Eure,t 
Oise, Seine and Oise,$ Em'o and Loir, Loir and Cher,§ and Loiret,|| 
were placed imder his orders. 

In accordance with the infetructions^ for carrying out the 
administration, the Governors-General had under their orders 
Civil Commissaries,** who on their part were to make use of 
the administrative authorities of their districts. This led, 
however, to great difficulties, as the majority of the French 
Government officials refused to serve under German direction. 
The municipal officials were much more willing, and, rightly 
appreciating the true interests of the country, carried out their 
duties, even imder the most trying conditions. 

In these circumstances a large number of German officials 
had to be summoned to Fmnce, who were employed partly as 
Prefets and Sous-prifets, and partly as assistants to the different 
heads of departments. The authority of these gentlemen, how- 
ever, was not by any means recognised generally by the popu- 
lation, and, in most oases, their orders were only obeyed when 
there was a military force to back them. But in consequence 
«f the few troops available for these purposes, this was fre- 
quently impossible. In many departments the difficulties were 
increased by the circumstance that the French officials en- 
deavoured to continue their work without reference to German 
control. Hence the German administrative authorities were in 
many instances prevented from can-ying their well-meaning 
intentions into effect with regard to the population. 

The Governments-General made eveiy effort to revive trade 
and industry. Where the troops had not already restored the

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railways, canals, and roads, their repair was taken in hand, 
and their use, so far as mih'tary interests permitted, thrown open 
to the public. A postal service was estaDlished.* 

On the other nand, the occupied country had to be laid 
under contribution for the various necessities of the German 
Army. 

As the want of officials often rendered it impossible to levy 
the indirect taxes, these were replace4» especially at an ^arly 
period, by a capitation tax, the amount of which was fixed on 
the basis of the revenues of 1869. Each department had, more- 
over, to contribute 1,000,000 firancs aa compeqsation for the 
losses sustained by the capture of German merchantmen, and 
the expulsion of German subjects from France. It was fre- 
quently necessary to enforce these contributions by detachments 
of troops, 

Witn a view to reverting to a state of order, a strict admin- 
istration of justice and police was especialiv necessary; the 
more so as ^enerall^ throughout the country the French judges 
had, at the mstigation of the Qovernn^ent of National Defenpe, 
closed their courts. 

In the Government-General of Alsace, permanent military 
tribunals were established to adjudicate in the case of offences 
committed by the inhabitants aguuist one another, and, in order 
that these tribunals might be rcj^ularly constituted, Govemmenl; 
Procureiurs -vyere summoned from Germany. In the other 
Governments-General the judgments for such ofifences were 

flven by the Pr^fets whenever appUcation was made to them, 
or the Government-General of Lorraine a special court of 
justice was established at Nancy, upon whicn 4^volve4 the 
prosecution of the inhabitants for crimes, misdemeanours, an4 
offences committed against the Germans. 

Very active measures had to be adopted for the punishment 
of offences perpetrated against the German military operations, 
or upon individual members of the army. The accused weri^ 
directed to be tried by military tribunals. More often than uo^ 
these persons could not be discovered, and it then became tm- 
avoidable to throw the responsibility upon the communes in 
which the offences had been committed. This was the only 
way of preventing the population from taking an active part 
in the war. 

The conscription ordered by the French Government had to 
be resisted by preparing lists and keeping a sharp watch over 
those persons who were ehgible as soldiers. This was especially 
necessary in the districts of Alsace bordering upon Switzer- 
land. 

Sanitary police measures had to be adopted, particularly 
against small-pox and cattle disease. 



• CkmiBii postroflioes hsd eziited in the GbTemnMnt-Genflral of AliiM dnoe 
the beginning of September. 
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The numerous difficulties which the Governments-General 
encountered in carrying out their duties diminished directly the 
armistice was arranged. The population then returned to their 
ordinary work, an(^ moreover, a large number of troops were 
rendered available for enforcing the necessary obedience. 
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Occurrences in the Littoral Provinces after the Middle 
OF November, 1870.* 

Although upon the approach of winter the coast provinces 
(lid not appear to be 8eriou«ly threatened, General Vogel v. 
Falckenstein, in view of occasional cruises of the Jbreuch 
fleet in the North Sea,t had ordered about the middle of 
November a brigade of all arms to hold itself in readiness for 
the protection of Hamburg,! and another for the protection of 
]kemen.§ These brigades were so placed as to be concentrated 
if necessary in thii-ty-six hom-s.|| Measures for watching and 
protection were likewise resumed.^ 

During December also a liostile fleet cruised in the North 
Sea, and as late as the 23rd of the same month some men-of-war 
showed off the mouth of the Elbe. 

The German ironclad squadron went for the winter into 
Wilhelmshaven, in order to undergo necessary repairs in dock. 

Meanwhile the gamson and depot troops, amid tempestuous 
weather, cold and snow, continued the diiiicult duties of watch- 
ing the coast, and, in conjunction with the newly formed 
ganison battalions and depot squadrons, guarded some 60,00() 

{)iisoner8 of war.** In proportion, as the approach of winter 
essened the danger of a landing, and the want of troops 
increased in the theatre of war, the force on the coasts was 
gradually reduced.ft

The corvette "Augusta,"* which had been commissioned 
during the war, was despatched from Kiel by the Admiralty on 
the 14th December in order to prevent as much as possible 
the shipment of arms from America to France. 

The vessel cruised until the boginninp: of January off Brest^ 
and then proceeded to the mouth of the Gironde, where Captain 
Weickhmann captured two merchantmen and a Government 
steam transport laden with provisions for the French Army.f 
The "Augusta" afterwards, proceeded to Vigo harbour, and 
remained there until the annistice.J 

Of the vessels abroad at the commencement of hostilities,^ 
the corvettes "Hertha" and" Medusa" remained in Eastern 
Asia waters, without coming into collision with the enemy Jj 
The corvette " Arcona " cruised until the beginning of January 
near the Azores, and afterwards proceeded for repairs to Lisbon, 
where she remained until the conclusion of peace. 

The gunboat " Meteor,**f in accordance with orders, lay until 
the close of the war in Havana harbour. 

The armistice brought temporary rest also to the littoral 
provinces and their garrisons.

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General Retrospect op the War from the beginning op 
September, 1870, to the Cessation op Hostilities.* 



The advance to Paris had been inten-uptod by the opera- 
tions against Marshal MacMahou, but only for eight days. 
Immediately after the decisive action had been fought at 
Sedan on tiie Ist September, the march was resumed, and on 
the 19th of the month the French capital was invested on all 
sides. 

One half of the German forces had to bo left before Aletz, 
and only 150,000 men held at fii-st the 50 miles of {jircUe round 
Paris and her immense resources. After the rapid and vic- 
torious course of events of the fii-st months, the two fractions of 
the Gorman army found themselves constrained to a long and 
troublesome detention before these two cities. 

The French nation, with ardent patriotism, had resolved to 
fight to the bitter end. By command of the French G ovcrnment, 
the officials refused to co-operate with the German authorities 
in regulating the supply of the troops. The population, urban 
and rural, fled from tneir homes or took up arms for in-egular 
warfare. Railways and roads were broken up, and very costly 
works destroved, often when there was no necessity to do so. 
On their ariival before Paris, the Germans found the whole of 
the immediate neighbourhood completely ruined and pillaged. 

This undoubtedly rendered the invasion much more difficult, 
but also entailed greater hardships on the country itself. 

The armies of the Empire had disappeared from tho theatre 
of war, but, under the pressure of a powerful and unscrupulous 
Dictator, fresh armies were fonning in all tho unoccupied 
districts of France. To keep them at a distance was the chief 
task of the supreme German authoritiea The only means at fii-st 
available for this purpose must come from the line of investment 
itself. Attempts at relief at one time threatened from the south, 
at another from the north, whilst, to meet sorties, first one part 
of the thin investing line, and then the other, had to be reinforced. 

The tactics of the ti'oops when again taking the field 
assumed a change of character. The rawness of the season 
forced the troops to be placed under shelter, at all events at night. 
Hence, we find both sides occupying wider cantonments and 
attacking on a broad front, while the difficulty of exercising 
unity of command and the more independent action of the 
subordinate commanders tell in favour of the better trained and 
hitherto victorious army. The superioritv of the Gennan 
artillery became daily more manifest On the other hand, the 
action of the cavalry was much circumscribed by the character cf

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the f^oiind and the bad wealher. The shortueas of the days 
required that the engagement be pressed to a speedy dedsion. 
Most of the actions were decided by a turning movement, whilut 
the danger of seeing the weakenea centre pierced was removed, 
owing to the absence of skill of the adveraaiy and the little 
intrinsi(j value of his hastily gjithei-cd forces. It was almost only 
in positions prepared for defence that they were capable of a 
senous and generally lasting resistance. 

By the l»oginnhig of October the llcpublic had succeeded in 
assembling 60,000 men on the Loire. Meanwhile, however, the 
army before Paris hud also been reinforced by two army corps, 
which had hitherto been employed in guarding and transport- 
ing the numerous prisoners aiptured at Sedan. With the 
troops that could be lyeni simred from Paris, General v. d. 
Tann hastened to meet the aavanciiig enemy, defeated him on 
the 10th October at Artenay, threw him back beyond the Loire, 
and occupied Orleans. 

But before the month had exi>ired, he found himself again 
opposed by a French army far superior to his own. Weakened 
by having to debich part of his troops to watch hostile forces 
on the Euro and Lower Seine, (General v. d. Tann was forced at 
Coulmiera on the 9th November to retire unon St. P<5ravy. The 
French, however, refrained from any further attack, and con- 
tented themselves with occupying an extensive position covering 
Orleans. 

On the eastern theatre of war. (Jeneral v. Werder, after the 
fall of Strassburg on 27th September, moved towards the Sadne 
valley, threw back on Besan^on the troops under General Cam- 
briels which opposed his march, and occupied Dijon. In Alsace, 
Schlettstadt and Neu-Breisach were captured, wliile Belfort was 
provisionally invested. 

Meantime the final blow had been stnick at Metz, where 
Marshal Bazaine had awaited the outcome of political events in 
France. The attempt at relief by a whole army from without 
had been as abortive of result as the effoiis from within to pierce 
the girdle of investment. On 29th October Prince Frederic 
Charles planted his colours on the rampai-ts of the fortress, 
which for sevtnitv days had kept inimovable before it a consider- 
able part of the Herman forces. It only now became possible to 
employ the 1st Army to secure tlie invc stment of Paris on the 
noii;h, and the llnd Anuy for the same purpose on the south. 

The duties of guardmg 173,000 pnsonere, and the various 
expeditions against smaller fortresses, occupied so many men, 
that General v. Manteufifol had at first but a small force at his 
disposal. NcvertheloRS, he defeated General FaiTC at Amiens on 
the 27th November, entered Rouen eight days later, and drove 
back General Briand to the sea coast. 

Meanwhilf, Pn'ncM; Frederic; (Charles appeared before Orleans, 
lie was sul)8eqncntly joined also by the detachment of the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg, which had dispersed some hostile bodies 
showing in the west. 
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In order to establish connection with the aimv of the Lou*e, 
General Ducrot had simultaneonslj witli its advance made A 
well-planned bnt timely observed sortie against the east side of 
the Ime of investment. Bnt this attempt failed before the 
resistance of the Germans at Villiers on the 2nd December. 

So many successes of the Gei-man amis occumng witliin the 
space of It few days conia not fail to loRsen conRidcrably the 
adversary's hope of relieving the capital. But, in conBec[uenco 
of the abundant resources, of the country, the undaunted 
Dictator succeeded in a short time in forming a fresh army out 
of each of the IhtctioUs beaten at Orleans. With the western 
anuy General Ohanzy, supported on the Forest of Marchenoir, itt 
ohc0 pftssed to the attack. For foui* days the Grand Duke held 
fiift btvn uilsupported. When the Ilnd Aniiy aftei'waids moved 
up from Otl&ns, the enemy was thro^vn back across tlie Loir, 
dud the Govetnment Delegation fled from Tours to Bordeaux. 
Thfe other ahny, under General Bourbaki, remained for the time 
motionless at Bourges. 

The Germdil supreme authorities now deemed it necessary 
to grant ciome t^epose to the field tfoops extending from the 
Moselle to the Loire arid even to the sou. The commanders were 
instructed to allow any fresh offenRive movements made for the 
belief of Paris to approach their lines and ilien to take the 
offensive against them. 

But General Faidherbe had already led forward the North 
Arrav, which had been meanwhile reinforced. General v. Man- 
teuflfel, hastening foiw^ard ^vith reinforcements from Ronen, 
succeeded, however, on the 23rd December in wresting from 
the adversary on the Halhie the villages occupied in front 
Hue. Next day the French commeneed to retreat. On the 3rd 
January the French General made an attack on Bapaumc, but 
was unable to prevent the fall of the fortress of Peronne, which 
had been meanwhile invested. 

The Paris Army had, during this period, with tlio expenditure

obiiduct of the Inilitarjr operations. He desired to advcmce with ^ 

thfe assembled numbers upon Paris by way of Fontainebleau, 
give the hand to a sortie made at the same time by the garrison 
of the place, and thereby restore the connection between the 
capital and the provinces. The movement commenced on the 
28th November from the right wing, but the Xth Corps, wliich 
was reinforced in good time, repulsed at Boaune-la-Rolande all 
the attacks of the far sujperior forces of the enemy. 

On 2nd December a fresh attempt was made to press forward 
with the French left wing, but this also was defeated by thcj 
troops on the line Loigny — PoupiT. On the 3rd, Prince 
Frederic Charles moved forward with all his forces concentri- 
cally to the attack. After two days' fighting the French army 
v^ras driven from all its positions with a loss of 20,000 men, and 
was separated hito two fractions. Orleans was once more 
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of considerable forces, made a fruitless sortie with the object of 
capturing the German position at Le Bourget, which was causing 
them much annoyance. Ultimately, by pushing forward earth- 
works and arming them with heavy artillery, they endeavoured 
to break gradually the enemy's chain of outposts. Mount 
Avron, more particularly, formed a Avedge driven into the hne 
of investment. 

The Germans, on their part, had the greatest difficulty in 
bringing up from home territory not only the daily supplies 
for hundreas of thousands of men, but the immeuse stores of 
material necessary for the attack of a fortress like Paris. The 
means held in readiness up to that time were, however, sufficient 
to force the advei*saiy after two days' bombardment to evacuate 
the Avron on the 29th. 

A week later, on the 5th January, the bombardment of 
the south front was commenced, and the outlying forta reduced 
to silence. 

Before these events, the concentration of veiy considerable 
forces on the Sarthe had not escaped the German supreme 
authorities. This and the restlessness of the adversary on the 
Upper Loire led to the belief that General Clianzy and General 
Bourbaki contemplated advancing simultiineously upon Paris 
by way of Chartres and Montargis" respectively ; as was in fact 
originally the intention. It was, therefore, resolved to take 
the offensive against the former with the llnd Army, and to 
ward off the latter for the moment with the Ilnd and Vllth 
Corps. 

The time of year and the nature of the ground offered the 
greatest difficulties to the advance upon Le Mans. The neigh- 
bourhood of this place was, however, reached on the 10th 
January after continuous fighting; and, after a three days* 
battle, the enemy's army was driven behind the Mayenne. 

Meanwhile the French authorities, after failing so often in 
their enterprises, had resolved to move against the communica- 
tions of the German Army. 

Ere long the hostile forces gathered together in greater 
numbers in n-ont of General v. Werder, but it was not until the 
5th January, in an action near Vesoul, that prisoners had been 
made fi'om the various corps of the 1st Army or the Loire, showing 
for certain that this latter force had been moved by rail from 
Bourges to the Doubs. The two Corps which had been con- 
ceutrated for observation in the neighbourhood of Montargis 
and Auxerre, under General v. Manteuffel, were ordered at once 
to march in that direction, but General v. Werder had at first 
to rely on his own strength to protect the siege of Belfort 
against upwards of 100,000 men. For three wide days he 
fought in the position on the Lisaine against the greatly superior 
force of the enemy, until the latter, on the 17tli, abandoned all 
hope of victory and retired upon Besan<;on. Not only were the 
German communications secured, but General v. Manteuffel 
bad now arrived and severed those of the enemy. 
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Dmine the whole of this period the population of Paris, 
whose only means of communication with tlie outer world had 
been by balloon, had resolutely borne the evils of an invest- 
ment, in the hope of seeing tliemeelves speedily reUeved by the 
numerous armies of the provinces. To their privations, which 
increased daily, were now to be added the terrors of a bombard- 
ment. 

Against their better judgment the miHtaiy commanders, on 
the 19th January, were forced to undertake a final great sortie, 
but the Vth Army Corps, on the German side, held its position 
against all the masses advancing from Mont Yalerien. On the 
same day, at St. Quentin, a renewed attempt by Geneittl Faid- 
herbe ended in failure. On the 21st January the bombardment 
of the north front of Paris also commenced with extreme 
activity. 

Under the pressure of such circumstances the Government 
in Paris found itself ulthnately compelled, on the 23rd January, 
to enter into negotiations. A provisional armistice was granted 
to it, but the south-east departments were excluded from its 
provisions. 

In this region General v. Manteuffel had already reduced the 
Ist Army of the Loire to the most critical condition. A third 
French army disappeared from the theatre of war on the 1st 
February, by passing over into neutral territorjr ; a fourth had 
laid down its arms only a few days before in Pans, but remained 
interned in the capital until the conclusion of peace. Belfort, 
pjressed by sorest need, opened its gates by order of the 
French Government. 
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Thk AiniibTicE AND THE Pheuminartes of Peace. 

The Execution of the Art^fistioe, and the Resulting 
Dispositions of the Oj^posed Armies.* 

The Convention of the 28th January, 1871,t had been con- 
cluded Avith the members of the Government of the National 
Defence present at Paris ; the Delegation sitting at Bordeaux, 
charged hitherto with conducting the war in tlie provinces, had 
at first been no party to that agi'eement. 

However mucli the bulk of the French people were inclined 
for peace, and were convinced of the uselessness of any further 
resistance, it was ntill questionable whether the war party would 
acknowledge the armistice and whether the national represen- 
tatives, to be subsequently elected, would ratify the conditions 
of peace imposed b}'' the conqueror. 

The military part of the agieement was carried out in a 
comparatively short space of time. The line of demarcation 
fixed therein betweou the opposed forces ran from the mouth 
of the Seine southward to the Sai-the, which river it reached 
between Angers and Le lilans. From this point, turning 
towards the Loire, it erossed this river close above Saumiu*, 
passed round that part of the Indi'c-et-Loir Department 
situated south of the rivca*, and then led, chiefly in an easterly 
direction, by way of Vierzon, as far as the frontier of the C-ote 
d*Or Depui'tmcnt. The two northernmost depnrtinents of 
France, os also the peninsula of Le Havre, had special lines of 
demarcation. The helligerents on lioth sides luia to withdraw 
their troops, inclusive of the outposts, to a distance of ten 
kilometres from the line of demarcation. The fortresses still 
remaining in Frencli hands — Paris, Givet and Langres — were 
also suiTomuled with a neutral zone of corresponding breadth, 
it Pari*. At Paris, the occupation of the territory and forts assigned 

by the convention to the Germans was carried out without any 
special difficulties. 

On 2l)th January the troops advaneed to the neutral zone. 
To the llird Army was assigned the ground on the left banks of 
the Marne and Seine, incluaing the bridges at Charenton and 
Neuilly, as well as the road leading from the hatter place to 
Bezons ; to the Meuse Army were appropriated the right banks 
of the Marne and Sehie, and the nomi part of the (iennevilliers 
peninsula. 

The surrender of the fortresses was arranged as follows: —

The Vth Army Corps ocoupied Moat Valirien; the Xlth, 
Fort d'Isey; the Ilnd Bavarian, Forte de Vanvee and de 
Montrouge; the Vlth, the redoubt Les Hautes Bruyeres and 
Forts de Bicfitre and d'lvrj'; the let Bavarian, Fort do Charen- 
ton; the WUrttemberg Field Divipion, the de Gravello and do 
la Faisanderie redoubts ; the Xllth, th«^ Foi-fs do Nogent, de 
Bosny, de Nois^v, and de Roniainville ; the Guard Corps, tho 
Forts d'Aubervdliers and de TEst; ihc I Vth, the town of 
St. Denis with the Double Coiironnedu Nord,Fort de la Briche, 
and the north part of the (lennevilHers peninsula; lastly, the 
Guard Landwehr Division, tha Neuilly briilge.* The annuig 
of the forts against tho city enceinte was at once coniinenced. 

The outposts advanced as far as the line of demarcation. 
For the purpose of conti-oUing tho traffic, examining detach- 
ments were posted on the roads opened to the public by 
virti^e of tho Convention.f 

In order to prevent a famine in the city and to satisfy the 
most Dressing wants of the population until the arrival of 
French convoys of provisions, tho supplies wliich could be 
spared from the German magazines were placed at the disposal 
of the Paris authorities.| In order to permit of the capital 
beiuff provisioned with the least possible delay, all the Com- 
manaers-in-Chiefy the Governors-General, and the Inspectors- 
Qeneral of fltappen received instructions to put no impediment 
ji^ the way of repairing the railways and other coramunioations, 
and to cause the torpedoes to be removed from the rivers. 

A special Convention concluded on the 30th January 

{lermitted to the French the joint use Avith the (Germans of the 
ines Dieppe — ^Rouen — Amiens — ^Creil — ^l^aris, Viei-zon — Orleans 
— Paris, and Nevers — ^Montargis — Moret — Paiis.§ Telegraphic 
communication was also regulated by an agreement on the 2nd 
February ; lastly, peimiKsion was given to the inhabitanta to 
bring in fuel from the neighbourhood, and to repair the 
aqueducts which had been much damaged during the siege. 

In spite of these measures, it was not imtU the middle of 
February that the distress prevailing in the capital was entirely 
relieved. 

The German prisoners in Paris were handed over to the Ist 
Bavarian Army Corps on the Slst January ; the French arms 
and material of war in Forta dTviy, de BicStre, d'Aubervilliers, 
and de Romainville on and after the ()th Febmary. This latter 
operation was a very slow one, and was not terminated in the 
main \mtil the 18th February.|| The unserviceable iron guns

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were destroyed ; all the rest, except some of the bronze g^s 
mounted in the forts,* were sent to Germany. ' 

The payment of the war contribution of 200,000,000 francs 
imposed on Paris took place on 12th February. A mixed 
commission was appointed to rog»ilate all matters of detail. 
French gendarmes were to perform the police duties in the 
neutral zone. No serious disputes oc^uiTed between the people 
and the German troops, nor did anything liappen to disturb the 
peace during the whole duration of the armistice. 

On the other hand, numerous obstacles interfered with the 
carrying out of the Convention in the Departments. 
Thelst On tlio 2i)th January General v. Goeben had, on receipt of 

^^^J' the news of the impending armistice, ordered the troops of the 

1st Ai-my in the Somme district to advance closer up to the line 
of French foi-tresscs, and also to occupv Dieppe. Meanwhile, 
the text of the Convention reached Amiens, and had been 
communicated to General Faidherbe, with inquiiy at the same 
time if he was disposed to submit to the conditions ; if so, the 
prospect was held out that the Gennan troops on the further 
side of the lino of demarcation would be at once withdrawn. 
The French officers sent to negotiate recognised the armistice 
generally, but were without insti-uetions in regard to the 
evacuation of Abbeville and some other places.-f* In conse- 
quence, those places in regard to which doubt prevailed, were 
not for the present occupied, where they happened to be in 
French haiuls. It was not until the Ist February that the 
Gei-mans entered Dieppe, and on the 6th Abbeville.^ 

The carrying out of the armistice met with greater difficul- 
ties on tlio Lower Seine. 

On the left bank of the river, the occupation of the district 
assigned to the German troops was on the whole completed 
without incident. Only the pickets posted on the Seine at 
Aizier, and, on the right banlc, the garrison of Caudebec were 
fired at by French war vessels on the 30th. A small detach- 
ment advancing against Lillebonne was fired upon from the 
place. That same day Generals Dargent and Loy6el§ proposed 
a meeting of plenipotentiaries in order to determine a line of 
demarcation. But as it appeared that both generals were 
wthout sufficient instructions, and that thoy were endeavouring 
to protract the pourparlers, ilio. Grand Duke of Mecklenburg- 
Scnwerin infonned them that the negotiations on the basis of 
the Convention must commence at once, and, if it were not

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recognioed, hosiilitieB would be at once resumed. In these 
circumstanceB, he deferred the disbandment of the Xllltb 
Corps, ordered by the Royal Headquarters, and also the return 
of tno 22nd Division to the Xlth Army Corps,* 

A resumption of hostilities was, liowever, no longer 
necessary, as Jules Favre, at the request of the Chancellor of 
the Empire, had already provided the French commanders "with 
definite instructions on the 2nd February. That same day 
General Dargeut reco^iised the Versailles Convention and the 
line of demarcation claimed by the Germans. General Loysel, 
in spite of his refusal at the outset, signed (m the 4th a special 
convention concluded on the basis of tlieVoi-sailles Convention. 
The armistice having thus been canied out on the Seine, the 
disbandment of the Xlllth Army Corps could now take 
place. 

In order to refonn the units, General v. Goeben had, on 1st 
February, ordered the return to the Seine of the troops of the 
1st Army Coi*pst posted on the Somme. At the same time, the 
17th Infantry Division, the 3rd Guard Cavalry Brigade, and the 
5th Cavalry Division, were placc<l under the orders of the 1st 
Army Corps, the 3rd Reserve DiviHion, with the combined 
Guard Cavalry Brigade and the 3rd Cavahy Division, under the 
ordei-8 of the VI Uth Army Corps; the 12th Cavalrv Division 
passed under the orders of the Allth Aimy Coips at Compifegne 
on th(5 5th Febniary. 

The movements ordered ui consequence by the respective 
Corps headquarters were completed oy the middle of Feb- 
ruary. 

The following were the positions : — On the Somme, on the 
right wing the 16th Division, on the left the 15th, in the centre 
the 3rd Reserve Division and the Corps Artillery roimd Amiens; 
in rear, as far as Beauvais, the 3rd Cavalry Division. On the 
Seine, on the right bank along the line of demarcation and on 
the coast, the 2nd Infantry Division, and Corps Artillery from 
the 1st Army Corps, and the 3rd Guard Cavalry Brigade ; in 
rear, at Rouen, the 1st Infantry Division. On the left bank the 
17th Division had relieved the 22nd, and had extended as far as 
the line Kvreux — Orbec — Bellou, whilst south of it as far as 
Gac6 remained the 5th Cavalry Division. 

Opposed to these, the French troops were distributed as 
follows : — North of the Somme district the army of General 
Faidherbe, numbering some 25,000 men and 16 batteries, had 
taken post in the quadrilateral Lille — Arra& — Cambrai — Valen- 
ciennes, for the purpose of reforming there ; in addition to these, 
some 55,000 garrison troops were occupying the fortresses. Chi 
the Seine, as extreme left wing of the 2nd Army of the Loire, 
was posted Saussier^s Division^ and a number of franctireurs on

H4vre, stood Loysol's Corps, conBisting of some 30,06o gardes 
mobiles, badly armed and little drilled. 

In the zone occupied by the Ilnd Army, the caiTying into effect 
of the convention met with no hindrances of importance. The 
Army Headquartera had received a copy of the Convention on 
the 2*.)th .lannary, and (!onnnunicate<l its provisions to the 
French gejierals, asking the latter at the samcj thne if they were 
disposed to recognize tnem. It then appeared that these oflScers 
had merely received ordere to stay hostilities. Notwithstanding 
this, General Chanzy and, after some negotiations, Genei^al 
Pom'cet, declared themselves ready to retire behind the luie 
fixed by the Convention;* so that on the 5th Febi-uary the 
armistice had completely come into force in this regrion. 

On the French side, General Chanzy had moved his army to 
the left on the 28th Jannarv, as a preliminary to taking the 
oflFensive later froni the neighbomhood of Caen. This move- 
ment, however, spet^dily ceased, and the army,t the total 
strength of which was 8om(i 15r),00() men and 5-1 batteries, 
remamed for the present in their extensive positions between the 
month of the Seme and the Loire at Angers. In the neigh- 
bom'hood of Vierzon stood General Pomcet's 25th Coi-ps, some 
30,000 men strong. 

In consequence of the satisfactory declarations of the 
French generals, Prince Frederic Charles was able to with- 
draw on tlie 31st Jannaiy the troops still standing in the neutral 
2:one. 

The armistice quarters were regulated in such wise that the 
4th Cavaliy Division was to tajce post between Sdes and 
Alen9on, the Ilird Army Corps and the 2nd Cavalry Division 
between the last-named place and Le Mans, the Xth Corps, 
with the 1st and Gth Cavalry Divisions, thence to llontrichard, 
the IXth Aimy Corps in the neighbourhood of Orleans, and 
lastly. General v. Rantzau's Detachment at Auxen-e. 

On 3rd February all the troops had reached their destina- 
tions. Only the last-named detachment, after leaving advanced 
troops at Bleneau and Gien, was brought up to Cliatillon-sur- 
Loing on the 9th February. This removal was due to the 
circumstance that thti mixed brigade of the Yith Army Coi-ps, 
under Genend v. Fal)eck4 with Avhich it had advant;ud against 
Auxerre, had occupied this town on the 2nd February after its 
evacuation by the French troops. 

In this way the armistice was carried out on the Gth 
February aloiig the entire line of demarcation fixed by the 
Convention. It was only before the fortresses of Bitsch and 
Ifangi*es that tliero were any difficulties.

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The oommauder of the troops myesting Bitsch,* Colonel 
Kohlermann, had informed the commandant of the fortress on 
the Ist February of the conclusion of the armistice. The 
commandant, liowever, refused to acknowledge the Convention 
without express orders from his Government. The outpost 
duties had therefore to be continued with all the cireumstanoes 
of war until the end of February, without, however, leading to 
any colliBions. It wim not until protracted negotiations had 
taken place, and the inventing troops, reinforced for the purpose, 
had thieatcned to attack, that the French evacuated the 
fortress on the 24th and 2r)th March. 

The gamson of Langres, the commandant of which had for 
similar reasons at first raised difficulties, retired on the 7th 
February to the line of the forts.f 

On the 13th February, the armistice was also extended to The South 
the Cote d'Or, Jura, and Doubs departments, and also to the ^^^y* 
fortress of Belfort.J At two places only was any opposition 
offered to its execution. The commandant of Auxonuo, owing 
to insufficient instructions, did not free the railway leading 
past the fortress until the 5th March; General Holland, who 
was in command at Tksjui^on, claimed f(n* the niipnly of the 
fortress and the removal of the woumled the whole cimntry 
situated to the south and cast of the town as far as the Swiss 
frontier. Not until the 19th Fel>ruary did lie consent to with- 
draw his troops to a distance of 10 kilometres from the foists. 
On the complaint of the ]<^ren(?h, and after a decision thereon by 
the lloyal Headquartera, the Oermann evacuated, on the 21st 
Febniary, the town of Beaune, situated in the neutral zone. 

Opposite the South Army were the remain.s of the French 
East Army, which had escaped to the south of France, had been 
assemblecl by General Cremer at Chamljcry, an<l had been 
again formed as the 24th Corps. It shortly attainted an effective 
of some 23,000 men. 

The Army of the Vosgcs, which, after Garibaldi's withdrawal 
on the 12th February, was commanded by Admiral Penhoat, 
stood with some 40,000 men in the neighbomhood of Chtllon- 
sur-Saone. Between it and the 15th Coq)S were gardes mobiles 
and franctireurs in a strength of 15,000 to 20,000 men, under 
Generals de Pointe do Gevieny and l)u Temple east of the 
Upper Loire, in the Nievre and Yonno departnients.§ 

In consequence of the wnter campaign and the defeats 
they had suflfercd, these troopn, almost without cxcei)tion, were 
little fit for fighting.

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The GENERAii Situation, JIovkmexts and Negotiations 
DURING the Armistice. Position and Strength of the 

CONTENDINO ARMIKS AT THE END OF THE ARMISTICE.* 

After ilic conclusiou of tlio nrinistice tho divergence of 
opinion between the Paris Government and the Delegation in 
Bord(«inx had given rise to serious difficnlties iu respect to 
canying out tho elections. 

In the endeavour to exclude from the National Assembly 
those who wore inclined for peace, Minister Uambetta issued, 
on the 3 Ist January, special ordere, in which, contrary to tho 
liberty of choice stipulated in the Armistice Convention, he 
excluded from the (Jband)er all those who since the 2nd 
Dccomber. 1851, had stood in any official relation whatsoever to 
the Imi)iTial (fovcrnment. In spite of the protest of the German 
Chancellor, ('ount v. IMsmarclc, agaiust these electoral decrees, 
the Dictat<ir maintained his previous decision. Only after the 
Paris Government had sent several of its members to Bor- 
deaux, in order to secure a majority in the coimeils there;t 
did Gambc'tta abandon all further resistance, and on the 6th 
Ftbruary sent in his resignation. The elections then went on 
^nth speed and order. 

Although these promised a result favourable to peace, tho 
necessary preparations were made on both sides for a resumption, 
if necessary, of hostilities. 

The Fr(ineh eonnnanders perfectly well knew that the 
scattering of their forces would be very unfavourable for further 
operations. ]\y the adviee, therefore, of (General Faidherbe, the 
North Anny, whii*h was inadequate to cope wth the force 
opposed to it, was (lisbanded. The 22nd Corps, consisting of 
18,000 men and 10 batteries, was despatched by sea to Cher- 
bourg, whence, on the 2()th February, it reached the neighbour- 
hood of St. Lo and Hayeux; the 23rd Corps remained in the 
northern fortresses. 

General (Jhanzy re(piested permission to transfer the bulk of 
his forces to the left bank of the Loire, in order to secure the con- 
nection with Southern Fmnce; the protection of Brittany was 
to be entrusted to a special coqis. Accordingly, in a council of 
war held at Paris on tho 9th — 10th February, it was resolved 
to form an Army of Brittany, 100,000 to 150,000 strong, under 
General Coloml) ; its duty consisted in protecting the district 
west of the Mayenne hitherto hild by General Chanzy's 
troops. It touched near Angers tho Army of the Loire, now

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consiBtiug of some 160,000 men, whose position extended as fav 
as Ch&teauronx, along an arc of a circle open towards the north.* 

Whilst before the capitulation of Paris, the main tnsks of 
the armies formed in the provinces hud been the rdief of the 
capital and the severance of tlie enemy's communications, it 
was now contemplated, in the event of a renewal of hostilities, 
to remain at finst on tluj defensive in south-east France. For 
this purpose, there were scarcely 251,900 clFectivis avuilable.t 

xhe German supreme authorities also made the necessary Oermuk 
preparations during the armistice for a resumption of hostilities, j^^ ooptiiiiiinfi 

The first step was to take measures for restoring the hottUitict. 
efiFective to the war strength and to complete the equipment of 
the army. 

In order to be free to act against the French armies still in 
the field, it was necessary at once to nip in the bud by threat of 
the most serious reprisals any renewal of the resistance at Pmis. 

On the heights from RomainviUe to Aubervilliers, 158 gmis, 
62 of which French, were placed in batteiy ; at Mont Valcrien 
and in the south forts, besides 367 guns destined to cope with 
an assault, there were 83 more French gunst facing the city. 
Moreover, 72 Prussian guns were established along Ihe line 
Ivry — Bicetre, so that Paris could, after the lj)th Februaiy, be 
cannonaded at close range by (580 guns. 

At an earlier period it had been considered that two or three 
army corps could oe dispensed with before Paris. A reinforcement 
of the Ist and South Armies did not appear necessary; on the 
other hand, the Ilnd, which was opposed to the most numerous 
and redoubtable army of tlie enemy, required an increased

According to it, the total of the field troops firesent under arms amounted to 
634,452 men and 1,212 guns. The National Ouards weie reported as being at 
present ".incapables de rondrc aucun serrice k la guerre.** The franctircurs, origi- 
nally over 1,500 oillcers and 36,000 men, had been disband d, except the most 
trurtworthy memberv. 

In the depots, camps of instruction, and in Algiers, there were 354,000 reserve 
troops, with 67 dc)iart mental balterif.^. 

Tho 132,000 recruits inscril>od for the y«ar 1871 had not yet lH?cn levied. 

The French fleet had given up a lar^? number of men and guns to tho field 
army, and had dismantled most of their fighting ships. It was therefore not in 
a condition to undertake an enterprise on a large scale. Only two flotilUs, which 
were alternately stationed in the North Sea or at Cherbourg and Dunkirk, a 
division of despatch -Tcssels and gunboats at Le Ilftvre, and two ironclad batteries on 
the Rhdne reumined in commission. The Loire flotilla had fallen into the bands of 
the Oermans. (See Choralter, " La Marine Fran9iise et la Marine Allemande 
pendont la Guerre, 1870-71 }" Bollin, " La Guerre dans rOuost," p. 861, and 
Part II, Vol. I, p. 864.)

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effective. In consequence, the Vth Army Corps was moved op tbe 
9th February to the Loire, in order to relieve the IXth Corps 
there, while, on the 10th, the IVth Corps followed to Chartres.* 
All arrangements were made so that on the resumption of 
hostilities, the offensive might be taken at all points with 
vigour and energy. 

In conBcquunco of a coinniinncation from the Federal 
Chancellor, according to which a prolongation of the armistice 
might be expected in view of the result of the elections, the 
Royal Headquartci-8 insti-ucted the Army Commandei'S, on the 
13tn Febi'uaiy, to stop tempoi-arily any movements which might 
already have been commenced in view of the resumption of 
hostilities. 

In pursuance thereof, in the Ilnd Army the IVth Corps was 
quartered in the neighbourhood of Nogent-le-Rotrou, the IXth, 
on relief by the Vth Army Corp8,t between Vendome, Vouvray, 
and Blois, whilst the rest of the Corps remained generally m 
their previ(»u8 poKitions.t 

Meanwhile, the Naticmal Assembly had met at Bordeaux 
on the 12th February, and the annistice was extended on the 
15th until noon on the 24th. M. Thiei*s, who had been 
chosen as chief of the Executive Power, declared to the Cham- 
bers on the llHh February that he was resolved with all his 
might to tcrniinate this hopeless war, and that same day, in 
company with Jules Favre, he pmcicdi'd to Paiis, in order to 
commence ne<;()tiatio!iH for peace at Versailles. 

As in spite of these favourable signs there could be no 
absolute certainty of the annistice bi ing prolonged beyond the 
24th, General Coinit v. Sl«»ltke on the UOlh instiiicted the com- 
manders of armies to complete at once all the movements 
necessary for their seeunty, but not to commence hostilities 
without express ordurs. 

Meanwhile, on the 21st February the armistice was again 
extended until midnight of the 2()th. 

Orders were therefonj given by the Ilnd Army for the IVth 
Corps Avith the 4th Cavalry Division to form the right wng of 
the army at Fresnay-sur-Sarthe and Honnetable, the Ilfrd with 
the 2nd ('avalry Division remained at Le Mans, and the IXth 
was to move up between the Ilird and Xth Corps. 

The South Army had been instructed by the Royal Head- 
quarters to turn to a(H-ount on the resunii>tion of hostilities its 
superiority and take a rapid oflensive against the enemy's forces, 
which would j)robably still be found at Autun and Cmllon-sur- 
Sa6ne, and to drive them back upon Lyons. In doing so, they 
were however, in order to avoid the strong fortress, the siege of

Moreover, preparations were to be made for the immediate 
investment and siege of Langi-e?. 

Accordingly, the Ilnd Anny Corns at P(»liffny and Lons-le- 
Baunier, the Vllth at Dijott ana Nuits, with a flank detachment 
on the Sombernon— Bligny-uur-Oucho road, were to hold them- 
selves in readiness for an advance upon Bourg, as well as upon 
Cliaguy and Autuu» The XI Vth Coi'ns wur, after drawing in the 
Ist and 4th Reserve Divisions, intencled to invest Befian9on and 
Auxonne, secure the communications, and with the remaining 
available troops* advance aganist ChAlon-sur^Saone. 

General v. d. Qoltz was ontnisted with the expedition 
against Langres, and Krenski's Detachment as well as ten land- 
wehr battalions of the Government-General of LoiTaine were 
assigned to him.f For the same puipose there were also placed 
at Ins disposal eight fortress artillery companies and three fortress 

Sioueer companies, which, ^vith the availabio matorial of the 
ielfort siege park, wore to bo brought up from the foiiress, as 
also ftiog^ matorial already sent from Longvvy to Chaumont. 

Of the Ist Armv, the Ist Coit)S had been on the Seine 
since the 19th February, the Vlllth with the 3rd Reserve 
Division and 3rd Cavalry Division on the Somme, the 17th 
Infantry Division as general reserve in Dieppe. As protection 
against a hostile attack the forces in the ooinme district were 
as early as the 23rd collected in three groups between P^ronne 
and St Quentin, at Amiens, and at Abbeville respectively. On 
the same day the order arrived fiom the Royal Headquarters to 
concentrate the army on the loft wing, after leaving a sufficient 
force on the Somme. The execution of this order, which had 
been occasioned by the news of the transfer of the 22nd Corps 
to Cherbourg, could, however, be counteimanded on the 24th 
February in consequence of the favourable course of the peace 
negotiations. 

For the same reason the intelligence which reached Versailles 
on the same day of an assembly of the Loire Army at Poitiers, 
and of the transfer of the command of the Vosges Army caused 
no further measures on the part of the Royal Headquai-ters, so 
that the changes in position qf the Ilnd and South Armies 
already commenced wore brouglit to a tennitiationt in the next 
few days. 

The German field army in France numbered on the 1st 
March, 1871,§ 464,221 infantry, 55,5(»2 hoi-sos, and 1,674 guns, 
whilst <he garrison troops inufltt're<l 105,272 infantrj% 5,681

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horses, and 68 guns, so that the total strength of all the 
German troops in France amounted to 569,493 infantry, 61,243 
horses, and 1,742 ^ns. Besides these there were numerous 
depot troops available in Germany.* 

Tlie line of wTq have still to speak briefly of the lino of communications

the MrmiitLe. The extent and candying power of the railways at disposal 
had considerably increased since the conclusion of the Con- 
vention of the 30th Januaiy,^ as the repair of the damaged 
lines was actively proceeded with on the part both of the 
French and the Germans. But the railways had now to 
endeavour to meet far greater demands upon them. Besides 
provisions for Paris, aiTangements had to be made for forwarding 
the reserves of men and material which were needed in order 
that hostilities, if necessary, might be resumed with full force. 
Nevertheless, the different lines were not strained beyond wliat 
they could bear, as the German authorities exercised exclusive 
supervision over the tiaflic. This supervision extended also to 
those lines used in common with the French, to which were 
shortly added the lines Laval — Lo Mans — Paris, Argentan — 
Dreux — Paris, Orleans — Tours, and Rouen — Poissy — ^Paris, The 
trains laden by the French ran only as thi'ough tmins. 

It was of no little importance that the French Government 
provided, on payment, 200 locomotives and 5,000 carriages, by 
which measure the previous scarcity of rolling stock could be 
more quickly supplemented. 

The 1st Army received as a new means of communication 
the line Rouen — Dienpe, whilst a regiilar traffic was opened on 
the line Vei-sailles — lloudan — Dreux, and was extended towards 
the west.§ The lines Amiens — Abbeville and Tergnier — St. 
Quentin, which had been repaired by the French, could now 
be jointly used by the Germans. 

As regards the Ilird and Mouse Armies the teiminal stations 
could be pushed closer to Paris. On and after the 1 1th February 
the Paris circular railway ran goods and hospital trains, a matter 
of importance both for the troops west of Paris belonging to 
the Ilird Anny and also for the Iliid Army. The latter, after 
the restoration of the Yonne bridge at La Roche on 11th 
Febi-uary,!! was able to send its trains not only along the central 
line through Paris, but also on the southern line through Juvisy 
and Paris to the heart of its cantonments. These communica- 
tions were further supplemented by opening the lines Orleans — 
Tours and Le Mans — Bcaumont-sur-Sarthe. 

In the rayon of the South Anny, the line Vesoul — Belfort 
was put in working order after the fall of the fortress. The

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viaduct of Xertiguj'^* Laving been restored, the entire lino from 
Blainvillo to Grajr was opened to traffic on 24tlx February. 

No further interruption of these communications took 
place, notwithstanding the circumstance that the franctireure 
scattered over the country only submitted by degrees to the 
armistice, and that the German ganisou troops had to be 
occasionally employed to entirely diRperse them. 

On the German coasts, as avcII, all mcasiu-es of security neces- Proooedingt 
sary in the event of a resumption of hostilities were taken <luring '" ^^^ Uttoral 
the armistice. Besides the mixed brigadesf intended for Ham- P~^"^'- 
burg and Bremen, 28 battalions, 3 squadrons, and 3 batteries were 
avmlable for the immediate protection of the remaining pomts 
on the coast J 13^ battalions, 5 rifle companies, 11 squadrons, 
and 1 battery, the employment of which was rcRcrved by 
General Vogel v. Falckenstein, Avero held in readiness in the 
rearward garii8ons.§ Consequently, for more extensive opera- 
tions, a total force of 52^ battalions,|| 25 squadrons, and () bat- 
teries could be reckoned upon, while 22 garrison battalions and 
22 <lepot squadrons were employed to guard the prisoners of 
war. 

The armament of the Emdon batteries with heavy guns 
from ^linden, as also an extension of the batteries at Cuxhavcn 
and llohen-Wiescliondorf were in contemplation; at the same 
time, preparations were made for increasing the number of 
sunken shii)3 and torpedoes, and for removing the buoys and 
landmarks at an oi)portune moment. 

The greater part of the iron-clad fleet, together with four 
gunboats, was intended to protect Wilhelmshaven.lf The em- 
bouchure of the Ems was to be defended by the gunboats 
•* Comet" and "Natter," tliat of the Weser bv the goiuboats 
'' Jager," " Hay," and " Wolf," that of the Elbe'by the ironclad

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The Peace Preliminaries. 

Whilat the contending arniics wove making their prepare- 
tionB in case of a rcHumption of hostilities, the peace negotia- 
tions, commenced on the 21st Febi-uary, continued their 
C(»m*so, 

After II. Thiers had left no stone unturned to obtain 
mihlor conditi<»nH, and the (fcrmans had made some concessions, 
the priiHminaries of peace Avere signed on the afternoon of the 
26tli February by the (rerman Chancellor, as well as by repre- 
sentatives of the South German States. 

France bound hersolf by this Convention* to renounce in 
favoiu* of the German Empire, Alsace, excepting the fortress 
of Belfort, and pai-t of LoiTaine, and to pay a war indemnity 
of five milliards of francs, of which one milliard at least was to 
be paid in 1871, the rest in the courae of the next three 
yeai-8. 

The evacuation of the territory occupied by the Gemmn 
armies was to commence immediately after the ratification of 
the Convention, and to be carried out gradually in proportitm 
to the payment of the war indemnity. 

The troops were not to make requisitions, but were to be 
fed at the expense of the French Government. Concurrently 
with the first evacuation, the French forces, -snth the exception 
of a garrison of 40,000 men for Pans and the necessaiy fortress 
ganisons, were to retire behind the Loire, and not to recrosstho 
river imtil the final signature of the Treaty of Peace. The 
opening of the necessary negotiations was to ccmunenco at 
Brussels immediately after the ratification of the preliminaries, 
as also the surrender of the French prisoners of war. 

By two supplementary conventions, the armiistiee was 
prolonged until tlie 12th of Jlarch, with the reservation that 
it might be terminated by either party on an<l after the 3rd of 
March, with a delay of three duvs for the re-commencem(;nt 
of hostilities. Lastly, it was further agreed that on the 1st of 
March a ft»rce of oOjOOO Germans shoithl enter Pans, and until 
the ralilii'Mtion of the ( Jon ventionf should occupy the part of the 
town b )ini(led by tlie Seine, by the eiHMMnte between Point dn 
.lour and tlic Pcn'te d< s Tenies, the Hue du Faubourg 8t. llonore 
and the .hirdin des Tuileries.J 

The dethronement of the Napohonif^ dynasty having been 
decreed, the Chief of the Executive Power succeeded, on the 
Ist of JIarch,in inducing the National Assembly at Bordeaux to 
ratify the Convention. 'J'he arrangements for the occupation of 
the French capital were, in conseipience, only earned out to a

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limited extent. Nevertheless, the entry of part of the Qerman 
aimy into Pai-is possessed great importance, as it thereby 
showed the complete submission of the adversary. 

The troops were to enter the city on the Ist, 3rd, and 5th 
of March in three echelons, wliich relieved each other in 

HllCCCHSlOn.* 

On the morning (»f Ist March, His Majesty the Emperor and 
King passed in review the firet echelon on the Longchamps. 
After its termination, the German forces entered the enemy's 
capital, colours flying, to the sti-auis of the Triumphal March 
into Paris which had been played in the year 1814. 

Meanwhile, on the aftenioon of the 2nd March, the rati- 
fications were exchanged, and in consequence thereof the Royal 
Headqnartei's gave orders for the occupied parts of the city to 
be evacuated. The first echelon left in the forenoon of the 
3rd, whilst, at the same time, His Majesty the Emperor and 
King held a parade of the second echelon on the Longchamps. 
On the previous day, His Majesty, the Commander-in-Chief, 
communicated to Her Majesty the Empress and Queen Augusta 
the final glorious result obtained bv Ihe. (lonnan army, in 
the followuig terms : — 

'*! have just mtifiod the Troafv of Teaco, wliich was 
accept ed yesterday by the National AsHcmbly at Bordeaux. 
After seven months of glorious stnigglc, thanks to the 
bravery, devotion, and enaurance of all ranks of the incom- 
parable army, and the ready self-saciifice of the Fatherland, 
the gi'oat work is now termuiated. The God of Armies has 
■ eveiy whore visibly blest our enterprise, and has by His grace 

f)ermitted this honourable peace. Glory be to Him! My 
leartnil thanks to the Anny and to the Fatherland.

Dispositions for the March. 

Ill accordaiico with Article III of tho peace preliminaries,* 
the flurreuder of the forts situated on the left bank of the Seine 
was to be simultaneous with the evacuation of the capital ; in 
the next place, the distiict between the Seine and Loire was to 
be quitted as soon as possible by the opposed armies.f 

The depai-tnieuts on the right bank of the Seine were not 
rctroceded to France until after the conclusion of the definite 
peace, and in proportion to the payments made to Gennany. 
The departments of the Ardennes, Mai*ne, Haute llarne, Meuse, 
Vosges, and Meurthe, as also the fortress of Belfort, were 
appointed as a special security for the three last milliards, but 
the number of German troops to be left in them was not to 
exceed 50,000 men. Gerinaiiy, at the same time, declared 
herself ready t(» accept suHicient financial guarantees in Heu of 
the secmity agreed upon. 

The Royal lleadijuarteis issued general instructions^ as to 
the mode of cairying out the evacuation of the territory west 
of the Seine, as also with regard to the changes necessary in 
tho distribution of the army. In arranging the new positions 
regard was had to restoring the original order of battle, to 
comfortable quarters for the troops and the preparations for 
their return march, as also to the possibility of assembling 
rapidly in the event of a resumption of hostiHties. Moreover, 
the troops seleeted for the permanent occupation of the newly 
acquired districts were now appointed, and moved off for their 
future ganisons. The reserve and Landwehi* troops stationed 
in these parts or in French territoiy could be dismissed to their 
homes, whilst in j)lace of them the Vllth and Xllth Army 
Corps, as also the Wiirttemberg Division, were to take over the 
duty in rear of the army, an«l for this purpose were to be 
detached from their present commands.§ 

In consequence of these aiTangements, the headquarter 
1st Army moved the 1st Infantry Division fi'om its position on 
the llille to the right bank of the Seine at Rouen, which place 
it reached on 12th March. It relieved the detachments of the 
Guard Corps and Xllth Army Corps, which had been engaged

Greater changes l>ecaino necessary -witli the Ilnd Army, 
which had, up to that time, bcou po8te<l witli its main forces on 
tho Sarthe and in the Touraine. It had fii-st to Fojid away the 
IVth Army Corps and tho 4th Cavahy DiviKion. J^)th were 
in the neighbourhood of Alen^on. The former returned by 
way of Mantes to the Jlouse Army, tho latter by way of 
Chartres and Melun to the lllrd Army. Tlio bulk of the Ifud 
Army moved to the Upper Seine in tluvo columns. The Ilird 
Corps and the 2nd Cavahy Division crossed the river at 
Nogent,§ tho IXth Corps and the Gth Cavalry Division at 
Troyes, the Xth Corps and the 1st (cavalry Division at 
Chfttillon. The Xth Army Corps had tho longest distance to 
march, and consequently could not reach the right bank of the 
Seine until the Slst March.|| 

The army now occupied the whole of the country newly 
assigned to it.T This included the Department of Haute 
Mame, and also those parts of the Aube and Cote d'Or Depart- 
ments situated on the right bank of tho Seine, the last-named 
Department being separated on the south-east from tho district 
assigned to the South Anny by a Hno drawn from tho sources 
of the Seine to Grancoy-le-ChAteau. As it turned out tliat the 
troops had not all been able to find tlui wished for good 
quartei's, the Ilnd Army, top.cthor witli the Wiirttemnerg 
Division, were assigned in addition tho Departments of tho 
Marne and Vosges, so that they could Hprond out more widely 
and enjoy greater comfort. 

The Anny Hejidquaiters, which, during the march to the 
Seine, had remained for some time at Fontainebleau, were 
established in Chaumont from the 19th JMarch, As the Com- 
mander-in-Chief had meanwhile received leave of absence,**

The South Army, which liad been niueli weakened by the 
4epartm*e of the Vllth Corps, as Ukewiae of the landwehr and 
reserve trooi)8, feustained a fui-ther dhnuiution by the return 
liome of the Baden Division.! It wiw, therefore, reinforced by 
the Vth Army Corps coming from Bh)i8 and Orlckins, and by the 
1st Cavalry Division, which was detached from the Ilnd Army 
after the passage of the Seine. Tlnr South Anny retahied in 
^^•eneral the former positions in the Haute Saone and Doubs 
DepartmentK, which were assigned to it, and also occupied 
tliose parts of the Jura and Cdte d'Or Dopartmentst left to the 
Germans by the Armistice C(mvention of 15th February.§ 

The South Army was broken up by an Imperial Cabinet 
Order of the Blst March. Its troops wore incorporated in the 
llnd Army, and the chief* counnand of the whole was 
entnisted to General v. Manteufiel, wlio established his head- 
iuai*ters at Dijon. 

In front of Paris the Mouse Army occupied the Seine ct 
Oise Department, or as nnich of it as lies on the right bank of 
the Seine and n<»rth of the Oarc(| Canal, as also that part of the 
Oise Department left free by the Ist Anny. The 1st Guard 
Infantiy Division, posted in front line towanls the capital,! 
occupied St. Denis as well as Forts de I'Est and (TAuber- 
villiei'S.ir 

The Iflrd Army was placed in more difficult ciniumstances, 
The forts on the left bank of the Seine and the Gennevilliei-s 

1)eninsu1a, which were includc<l in their rayon, were, it is true, 
landed over to the French authorities on the 7th Mar<h, but all 
the troops wliich wen^ still south of the Seinii could not be at 
once withdrawn. Moreover, it was fii-st necessary to n luove 
the siege park and the (?aptured war material, and on the few 
availame roads the movement which had been <u'dere<l c;ould 
only be gradually earned out. On the lOth March the evacua- 
tion was commenc^ed, and was then terminated without further 
intenniption. On the 19th, Versailles was also to bo given back 
to the French. But meanwhile the French Government had 
expressed a wish that the sittings of the National Assembly

The Gernums marched 
off, part by the north and i)art by the south of Paris, to the 
district asfligufcid in future to tln3 Ilird Army, namely, the Seine 
and Oise Department south of the Ourcq (^anal, and the Scuio 
and Slame Department on tlio right bank of the Seine.|| The 
22ud Division proceeded to occupy the Forts de Bomainville, 
4lo Noisy, de Kosny, and de Nogent ; it touched on the south 
the 2nd Bavarian Division, whidi was in first line. Tiie head- 
quai-ters had proceeded to Meaux. On the 2l8t March there 
were no longer any German troops in this direction on the south 
bank of the Seine. 

From the 14th March tlu* flense Army was disbanded, and 
all the troops remainhig before Paris, placed under tlui ordei*8 
of the Crown Prince of Saxony as Illrcl Army. 

As for the future the (rerman armies had oidy to watch the 
execution of the Convontion, His Majesty the Emperor and 
King, accompanied by the Crown Prhice of Germany, left 
Nancy, where the Royal Headquarters had been since the 13th 
March, and proceeded by way i)f Frankfort-on-the-Maino 
to Berlin. 

The last movements had afforded several opportunities of 
assembling large bodies of troops for a review. On the 
7th March the 1st Bavarian Corps, the Xllth Army Corps,

Armjr Corps, the 3rd Cavahy Division, and the 3rd Reserve 
Division were reviewed at AniienH, by H.I. & R.H. the Crown 
Prince by special order of His MaicBty. 

On tho clay of his departure lor ftennany His Majesty the 
Emperor and King addressed the foHowing array order to the 
whole Army : — 

*• Soldiers of the German Army ! 

** 1 l<;ave this day French ten*itory, upon which the German 
name has acquired so much fresh military honour, but upon 
which so much precious blood has been shed. 

" An honoumble peace is now assured, and the troops have 
already commenced to return to their homes. I bid you fare- 
well, and I thank you once more from the bottom of my heart 
for all that you have achieved in this war bji your bmvory 
and endurance. You return home with the proud conscious- 
ness of having fought victoriously in one of the greatest 
wars the M^^'ld has ever seen, of having preserved tho 
Fatherland from being trodden by hostile foot, and of having 
reconquered for the German Empire countries which it had 
long lost. May the army of the now united Germany ever 
remember that onljr by constantly striving after perfection 
can it maintain its high position ; then can we look forward 
to the future with confidence.

IXSURUECTION OF THE COMMUXE AT PaRIS. 

The Peace of Frankfort. 

The Emperor's "words nf tlianks had hardly <h*od away, tho 
army was preparing to colcl>rate Avitli fiiRtivitieK the hirtliuay of 
its Commander-iu-Chi<'f, when, in striking:; contrast, civil war 
broke out in Paris. 

The revohilionary movcmont* wliich had commenced iu tho 
capital during the siege had made more and more proffi'ess, so 
that the garrison of 40,000 men, allowed by the preTimiuary 
peace, proved to bo quite inadequate for the maintenance of 
tranquillity. The masses, strengthened by National and Mobile 
Guards, gained possession of a largo nimiber of gmis and 

?uantitie8 of stores, and, under the direction of a *' Central 
Jommittee," oflered open resistamo to the (Joveruim^nt. The 
latter sought in vain to repress the disorder. On the 18tli 
March, M. Thiers moved the reghiients that were still trust- 
worthy to Versailles, partly for the protection of tho Govern- 
ment established iu the town, and partly to withdraw them 
from the corrupting influence of the Paris intriguers, so that 
the capital was now entirely given up to the revolutionary 
party. 

The Germans, in viiiw of their own security, were ready to 
afford eveiy possible aid to the authorities, although they did 
not feel themselves called ui)on to interv(*,ne actively in foreign 
disordei*8 without they were forced to do so. 

In this sense, the Anny Commanders-in-Cliief were instmcted 
to prevent any revolutionary movements in their own districts, 
as v/ell ns any departm-es for Paris likely to add fuel to the 
flame ; but, so far as possible, to comply with any wishes of the 
French Government. 

The troops of the Ilird Army further in rear were brought 
up nearer the forts, the outposts again posted along the line of 
demarcation, and the process of disarmmg suspended. On the 
23rd March the necessary movements were completed. The 
troops received instructions to resist with all the means in their 
power any sorties from Paris; the men in power there were 
also informed that any attempt to arm the fronts facmg the 
Germans would at once entail an immediate bombardment 
of the city.f The insurgents were well aware that an attack

Eleren fortrets artillery companies were distrihntod among the forte, 9 more in « 
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on tlie Gonnan positioiiB could he only prejudicial to the object 
at which they were aiming, and consequently directed their 
efforts solely to securing their predonnnance in the capital, 
and to preparing a sortie against Vei-sailles. Accordingly, the 
troops m front of Paris could on the 2ud April be once more dis- 
tributed in more scattered quailers, which were, however, so 
aiTanged that a rapid concentration could be again easily 
effected. 

Although thosii ovcntH had liitherto producid no influence 
on the positions of the Int, I hid, and South Armies, any diminu- 
tion of the Gorman troops in France^ did not appear advisable. 
For this reason the 17tli Division, whi(*h in its return march had 
reached the scmth of Mezien^s, was <h^tained by orders to 
remain temporarily in that neighbourhood. 

The French Government, which require<l an iuereasLcl bodj^ 
of troops in order to suppress the insuiTection, appUed to the 
German authorities for the necessary authorization. 

On the 28th March a Convention was accordingly eonirluded 
at Rouen;* l)y virtue of whicli the French Govonimeut bound 
itself to eniph)y its troops at Yei-sailles only against Paris and 
for the protection of the National Assembly. For these pur- 
poses alone they were allowed to rais(^ their force to 80,00(> 
men, including 10,000 National ami Jlobile Guards ; tluy were 
fiirther permitted to collect the required number of men at 
Be8an9on, Auxenv, and Cambrai, while their transport to V^er- 
saillcs, so far as the districts occupied by the Germans were 
affected, was to bi» furthered by every jiossible moans. 

To supply tlic deficiencies, the French Government cal- 
culated chiefly upon the homeward bound priKonere of war, the 
transport of which along the lines Metz — CharlevilU-, Strass- 
burg — Limeville, Miilhausc ii — A'^esoul, had been regulated by a 
special Convention on the 11th March. Its execution, however, 
met with ditficulties, as neither the rolling-stock to be furnished 
by the French, nor the Commissaries to be sent to the terminal 
stations f(»r the reception of tin? troops, arrived at the proper time. 
Later on, after the outbreak of the revolution in the capital, 
the increasing insecurity necessitJited givat caution in setting 
at libei'ty these mostly well-drilled troops, for it was not beyond 
the range of possibility that paii of them might side with the 
insurgents. On the basis of the Rouen Convention only 
20,000 line troops, besides National and Mobile Gunrd^, were at 
firet allowed to return. 

This augmentation of the Ver.snilles army gave nu cause for 
anxiety, inasmuch as the llird Army could within two days 
assemble 200,000 men befon^ the (rapital. 

the pnris nt IJroii, Sovran, and A'ilHiTs-lc-lK'l. In Iho luitcr, 51 IienTy guiu were 
6tiU left. Those fortress aiiillcr}* and pioneer i-omiwnicB which were of no further 
seiriee in Fnince were sent homo. «

cliai|;ed with the negotiations. Ue T^-ns to reoresent the Federal Chancellor iu 
settling all questions which might arise, whether legal, administratiTe, or diplomatio. 
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On the 2nd April the insurgents proceeded t^ attack Ver- 
sailles, but were repulsed on this as well as on the following 
day. On the 4th April, the Government troops occupied the 
CliAtillon plateau and the left bank of the Seine from Sevi-es to 
near Couvuevoie. This movement not only Porvcd to jjrotect 
their own positions, but at the same time to prepare for the 
further advance against the fortifications of the citv. 

It was not until the 25th April that Mai-shal MacMahtm, 
to whom had been enti-usted the chief command of the troops 
assembled at Veraailles, undertook the attack of Forts d'Issy 
and de Vanves. The fonner was foun<l by the troops evacuated 
on the 10th May; the latter was captured on the 13th. 

During these engagements the peace npgotiations, com- 
menced on the 28th March at Brussels and continued in the 
begiiming of May at Frankfort-on-the-Maine, under thcpei-sonal 
direction of the Imperial German CliaiH.'ollor, had proceeded so 
rapidly that the <lefinitivo peace on the basis of the prelimi- 
naries, and with the condition that the ratification should b(^ 
made withui ten days, could be signed on the lOth May.* 

The ratification having been effected by the Germans on the 
l(5th, the French Nationnl ApH(Mnblv accepted the p(»nce <m the 
18th by 440 against 08 votes; 

In view of the continuance of the bitter struggle between 
tilt troops of the Government and tlie inRurgents, a fresli ccm- 
centrationt of the llird Aruiy in front of the capital appeare<l 
necessary. On the 17th this was <'oinplete<l. 

On the 20th May Mnixlial Ma(?Mahon opened fire witli such 
effect from the Bois dc lioulogne upon the city fortifications, 
that on the following day the ramparts, abandoned by the 
insurgents, could be escaladed nt the Poi-te de St. Cloud. 

On the news of the entry of (lovernment troops into Paris, 
the traffic through all the gates in front of the German positions 
was suspended during the night of the 21st — 22nd May. The 
outposts advanced in part to the positions they had held during 
the annistice, in part still nearer to the ramparts, as Article i 
of the ratified Convention gave the Germans, in the interest 
of their own safety, power ov(*r the ncuti-al zone in front of the *' 
capital. Behind the front line supports were placed in

The German eonditions having been fully complied with, 
and the French Government having re-established its authority 
in Paris, there was no longer any impediment to the with- 
di'awal of those German forces whieli were not to be employed 
in the subsequent occupation. The arrangements to this end 
had been lt)ng sincri; drawn up in a detailed manner. 

After determining tlie main features of the plan, the 
Executive Commission,|| in concert with the Kailway Direction, 
determined the amount of woik to be done by the different 
lines, and the time-tables for the trains. 

Further, in order to ensiuo the supplies while marching to 
the entraining stations, numerous magazines had been estab- 
lished on the great roads leading to the Rhine, Avliich in case of 
need could bo refilled witliin three to five days. The troops 
received orders to inarch in successive echelons at a day's 
march apart; these echelons, composed of all arms, were to 
have a total depth of three or foiu* days' march. The opportune 
publication of the new peace distribution allowed of the 
exchange which had become -necessary in certain units to take

J>eace effective.f Tlu^ state of siege for the districts of the Ist, 
Ind, Vlllth, IXth, Xth, and Xlth Army Corps was raised on 
the 27th March, and on 8th April the order followed for the 
demobilisation of the five Governments General which had 
administered the districts of the North German Confederation. 

The demobilisation of the whole of the Prussian field ailny, 
in accordance with the Royal Cabinet Order of the 1st June, 
1871, commenced with the Vth and Vllth Army Corps, which 
were the first to return home,J and with the Guard Corps. This 
order was applied to the other Corps according to the date that 
they retm-nea to their districts. 

The return of the South German troops to the peace 
footing took place on reaching their peace garrisons. 



On the news of the lonp; wished for return of the troops, 
preparations were made at all points to receive them. 

Besides the triumphal entries which the respective sovereigns 
and the free towns contrived for the wamors returning to their 
homes, the whole nation prepared for them a splendid reception. 
The l()th .lune had been fixed to gi-eet the Ueiiuan Anuy and 
Navy in the newly constituted capital of the German Empire, 
which Avore a holiday aspect on the occasion. 

After reviewing in front of the gates of the city the Guard 
Corps and those detiuhnients deputed to represent the whole

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army, Hib Majesty the Emperor and King, siuTounded by the 
German princea and his generaln, made liis entry into Berlin at 
the head of his troops. 

After defiUng past the statue of Frederick the (Jreat, the 
Emperor proceeded to unveil the monument, wliicli the fiHal 
piety of the Sovereign and the gratitude of the Fatherland had 
erected to the memory of Frederick William III, the Conqueror 
in the War of Liberation. This celebration formed a worthy 
close to a war which had boon brought to a successful isfiuo 
by followinj;' in the footsteps of oiu* fatlierH. 
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The Occupation* 

On the 27tli May, 1871, the disbandment of the lat Army 
had been ordered ; on the 4th June, a similar order had bedn 
^ven for that of the Ilnd and Illrd.* For the occupation of the 
territory serving as guarantee for the payment oi the war in- 
demnity, his Majesty had appointed the following: — From the 
1st Army, the 1st Corps; from the Ilnd, the 4th, 6th, IPtli, and 
24tht Divisions ; from the Ilird, the 11th, 22nd, and 2nd Bavarian 
Divisions. For the last period, after the payment of two 
milliards, the 4th, (Ith, lOtli, and 2nd Bavarian Divisions had 
been appointed. All the Gei-man troops on French soil were 
combined into the Army of Occupation in France, to the com- 
mand of which his Majesty the Emperor and King appointed, 
on the 20th Juno, Gcnorar von ManteuflFel. In virtue of fiJl 
powers conferred upon him by tlio supreme authorities, the 
General agreed with M. Thiers witli regard to the details of the 
quartering and feeding of the Gennan troops, as well as with 
regard to their relations with the inhabitants of the occupied 
districts. 

In consequence of the foresight of the Commander-in-Chief, 
all these circumstances were aiTanged for the Army of Occupa- 
tion in the most satisfactor)' manner. To facilitate further com- 
munication, the (3iief of the Executive Power had delegated the 
Count de St. Vallier and the Intendant Blondeau to uie head- 
quarters of General v. Manteuffel. 

The troops of the Anny of Occupation established them- 
selves in the quartei-s lii-st proposed for them, at the same time 
that the bulk of the German forces retiuned to their homes. 
The 11th, 22nd, and 2nd Bavarian Divisions occupied the posi- 
tions of the Guard, Xlth and Ist Bavarian Corps ; the 1st Army 
Corps occunied the district previously held by the Ist Anny, 
including the Aisne Depai-tment ; the 6th Division, the Marne 
Department ; the 4th received the Vosges, Haute Sa6ne, and 
Doubs Departments as well as those parts of the Jura and C6te 
d'Or Departments belonging to the occupation temtory ; to the 
19th were assigned the Aube Department east of the Seine, the 
Haute Marne, Meurthe and Mouse as far as the Ste. Menehould — 
Verdun — Metz road; to the 24th was given that part of the 
Mouse Department situated to the north of that road, the part 
of the Moselle Department left to the French and the Ardenmes 
Department.

The country generally, and Paris in particular, 
lent a ready hand to the "Govemment to pay off the war 
indemnity before it was due, and thereby liberate themselves 
the sooner of the Gcraian troops. 

The withdrawal of the Germans from the Oise. Seine and 
Oise, Seine, and Seine and Mavno Departments, and the 
evacnation of all the forts still occupied had, in accordance 
with the 'I'reaty, to be preceded by tha payment of another 
milliard.

A& tke result, au ngieement waa.concdaded.oa the 12th 
Octoher, 1871, hj virtue of which France bound herself to con- 
cede certain abatements of custom dues to the territory coded 
to Germany, and ta pay the deficient 500 millions of thascoomi 
inillmrd by tlie 1st liny, 1872. In exchange for this, Germany 
had offered to withdraw her troops at once from the Aisn(\ 
Aube, Cdto d'Or, Jura, Doubs and Haute Saone Department.''-, 
which were to be considered neutral m a military sense until 
payment was made. Accordingly, the troops moved away on 
the 22nd October ; the 11th and '24th Divisions were conveyed

sick and wounded, and to replenish their losses in men, horses, 
and materiaL It is only by a careful direction of these important 
branches of the service and the fullest devotion of the persons 
employed, that the troops arc able, amid the chanffing cir- 
cumstances of war, to maintain the necessary strength for battle. 

Besides, therefore, describhig the operations and the battles, 
the history of the war of 1870-71 must give a picture of those 
services, so vital to the maintenance and support of that army, 
which wero rendered by the army departments and by the 
home population during tliat period. 

The organisation of tlic communications leading to, and in, 
the theatre of war, so far as the railways are concerned, has 
already been described in detail.* To complete the description 
it is desirable to glance in the first place at those departments 
which wore charged witli the transmission of intelligence and 
orders.

The function of the field telegraph is to orgmito tm^wgid a 
incam of cnmmmnoation as pcnsible rotween't&'fflftfrfiiftm 
of the field army, and al^ between this latter aird nome 
territory, tkeceby facilitatiug unity of command over the im- 
mcnae mnsaea composing an army. This aer^dc^ thns became of 
^cat importance in respect to the progress of military opei-a- 
tions. 

The tele^aph aer^e in the field was divided into fifiU 
telegraph dittisians and £tappen telegraph ditdswnif of which 
the former had to connect tlie headquartan ol .Armies mtli 
their Corps, the latter to connect the headquarters with ihe 
permanent lines of the £ountiy. By the joint juotion of both 
services the inter-tcommunication of the headquarteis of Armies 
was to be maiutaiaed, as also between tliese and the Royal 
Headquarters. 

A thu*d service, the State teUamph^ which also fui*uished 
the officials necessary for the field stations, had to estalilisli 
in a more solid maimer the lines of ctiippen telegraph, and 
keep them in working X)rder. 

In order that these jdiSGercnt 8ei-vices might work in uuiboii, 
the Direotor-CJcncral of the State Telegraph, Major-Ueueral 
V. Chauvin, had at the Royal Ilcadcinai-tei-s a representative, the 
cliicf of the niihtary telc^aph, Colonel ]\Ieyclam, with whom ho 
was in constant communication. Colonel Moydam was specially 
charged with the direction of the tclcf^raph of the Royal Head- 
quarters and of that of the Hneft cf coniniunication, but was 
also in constant relation with the field telegraph divisions. He 
exorcised his influence over theii* working through the Quarter- 
master-General, Lieutenant- General v. rodbielsfdi who had to 
regulate the general transaction of business, esnecially the 
coniniunication between the Comraanders-in-Chiet of Armies 
and between these and the Royal Headouartera. In other 
respects the Commanders-in-Chief of Armies had free disposal of 
the telegi*aph divisions attached to them for whatever special 
objects and requirements might seem best. 

At the outset five field and three etappen telegi*aph divisions 
were mobilised in Prussia and attached to the field army.f In

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addition to those, Bavaria had mobilised one otappen and two 
field telegraph divisions,*^ one for each aniiy corps, and 
Wiirttemberg hod also mobilised one field telegi*aph division.f 
The effective strength of these divisions in personnel and matfJn'fl 
•was smaller than those of North Germanj'. 

To replace the officials detailed for duty wth the field 
telegraph, the State telegraph received non-comniiasioncd 
officei-8 and men of the army wiio had been already trained to 
these duties. In order to be able to extend the telegraphic. 
net\\^ork immediately after the commencement of operations, 
working parties and material were placed in readiness at the 
French frontier, and supplementai-y lines were erected in the 
«rea of strateeical concentration of the German Axmy and on 
the coasts of tne North Sea and Baltic.J The right of sending* 
tele^-ama was regulated by the Quartermaster-General. 

After the entiy of the German Anny into France the Royal OpcmtioiH •-f 
Headquarters and the headquartei-s of the 1st and Ilnd Ji*/'^^'^^, 
Armies were restricted in the first instance for their tele- I^Jj{7ho 
graphic communication to the lino Saorbrlicken — Krouznach, inTMimciH of 
the Ilird Army to the lino Landau — Ludwigshafcn. As the Blctznmi 
army gradually ddvanced, these permanent lines wore con- ^""'• 
nectcd with those of the field telegraph, -which wore laid by 
Avay of Remilly to Pont-h-Moussou for tho Royal Head- 
ijuarters and the Ilnd Aimy, by way of Boucheponi to Varizo 
for tho Tst, and by wav of Hngonnu, Ober-Modoru, and 
Luniville to Nancy for the Ilird Anny. To connect these 
lines together, thero were the transvei-se lines St. Avoid — 
Boncheporny Liitzelstein — Saar^emtind — Honing, and, later on, 
Noncjr — Pont-&-Mou88on. Besides certain shorter bi*anches, 
the hue Ha^enau — Vendenheim — Steinburg was prepared for 
Qommunication with tho Baden Division despatched against 
Strassbnrg.

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work was extended to the viciuity of the battlefield, to 
CourcelleB, 001*20, aud Thiaucourt. During the investment of 
the fortress the headquarters of the Army Corps and of the 
different Divisions wore connected together and with their 
Army Headquarters.* In order to establish communication 
with the Meuse Army, and later on Avith the Royal Head- 
(juarters, the Sttite telegraph constnicted in August another 
hue, running from Pont-k-Mousson round Metz, and thence, 
avoiding Verdun, to CleiTnont-en-Argonne. 

During the fijrward movement upon Chfilons, the Royal 
IIeadquai*ters used the lino Bar-le-Duc — Commercv, which 
here bifurcated on the one side to Thiaucourt for the Meuse 
Ai-my, and to Frouardf and Vaucoulcurs for the Ilird Anny. 
As at this ponod rapid communication between the various 
parts of the field annies was particularly necessary, every 
effort was directed between the 2l8t and 25th Angust to 
connect tlie different army corps hoadqunrtei'S of the Ilird 
Army with the hcadijuartors of that army, and witli the Royal 
Headquarter64 Tlic tolegrapli lines subsequently followed 
tlie anny in itw movement to the right as far as Varennes and 
Cernay-en-Dormois, whence, all the material having been 
expended, the despatdios had to bo conveyed by relays of 
onlerlicH. Imniediatoly after the battle of Sedan Ihi.s fi»rtross 
was coiniected witli tlu; hue Clermont — Metz ))y way of llout- 
medy and (•«)nRenvoYO. 

During tlie sul)SO(jnont mareli to Paris, the IJoyal lload- 
qnarters and the Mouwii Anay connected tliemselves with tlie 
line Nancy — Paris, which later on waH extended from Lagny as 
far as Femeres and VerKailles. In this way the Hoyul Head- 
quarters remained in constant connection both with the troops 
investing iletz and Strassburg aud with the advancing annies. 
Meanwhile, the Jleuse Army, after the suiTcnder of Laon, had 
connected this fortress with Rheims, and on its annual before 
Paris, had, by the 20th September, placed the line Lagny — 
Roissy — St. Ihicc in working order. The Illrd Army Avhich, 
during its advance, had extended its communications from 
Epernay tlnnrngh Montmirail to Coulommiers, and from here 
had estabHshed connection with the gTcat lino at La Ferti-sous- 
Jouarre, continued the lines from Coulommiers onward by way 
of Villeneuve St. Georges and Longjumeau to Palaiseau. 

During these events, it had been evident that the resources 
of the field telegraph did not always suffice for the objects 
which were contemplated. Up to the present, the idea

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of connocting the Araiy Headquarters witli tlio daily halting 
places of the Coi-ps headquarters had to be abandonecl. On the 
other hand, the field and etappeu telegraphs made oveiy 
effort to scciue telegi'aphic communication between the Army 
Headqnartere and the permanent network in rear. 

The field telegi*apli divisions worked usually in the front, 
their material being replaced later by that of the etappen 
telegi-aph divisions. The latter again gi'adually removed their 
material, as soon as the more permanent lines of the State 
telegraph were ready to replace it. 

At the commencement of the war, more particularly, it was 
not always possible to prevent our own troops from thoroughly 
destroying the French lines which had been slightly inter- 
ruptccf, thereby rendering difticult the rapid repair of the lines. 
The German field lines were also occasionally damaged by 
car<.*les.sness. Furthermore, the pioneer detachments detailed 
to Iho telegraph divisions had neither any practice at tho 
outset in repairing the French lines, nor had they tlie requisite 
material.* Although all these evils wer(5 overcome in coui*se 
of time, yet at the end of August it became urgently necess u-y 
io increase the field telegrai>h. 

In consequence oF this, two more fieltl and two more etappen 
telegraph divisiouKf were formed in September; tln^y reached 
the theatre of war at the Ixjginniiig of October. J 

In order to facilitate the administi-ation of the State 
telegraph, which had rejilaeed the etappen telegraph in 
tho work between the field army and home teiTitory, and 
was only able to cany out this service with difficulty,§ three 
tear teUijraph directions were formed at Nancy, Epei*nay.|| and 
Lagny. 

In this manner the tele^rraph gradually sutjcecnled in com- 
pletely mastering the extensive field of its action, although 
the enormous extension of the theatre of war and the rapid

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movoumutfi of the troopa .frequently gave xbo to vtuy serunm 
difficulties. It jiDt iufreqtmntly happened *that tixe li^es 
^whicli had been completed i^iui xnuch trouble hod to bo 
Again remored, because some headquarter, in consequence of 
a change in the military situation, liad altered its assigned 
destination, and the couEter-order arrived too late.^ Tho 
construction was the most quidJy effected when the telegraph 
divisions were attaclied to the advanced guards, and carried 
out the work at tho samo rate as the latter progressed. Often 
also they hnstcneJ forward to the vanguards under special 
escort. In sucli cases, it happened frequently that telegraph 
stations had to hold their gi-ouud under fire, or had to give way 
before tho sudden advance of the enemy. 

Tho mifavoiu*able weather was also not without its influence, 
as it botli delayed construction,* and frequently destroyed 
tho lines which had been made ready. Lastly, the constant 
and premeditated damage done to the lines by the inhabitants 
and iVanctireurs gave much trouble. In consequence of tho 
length of tlic linos and tho small effective of gamson troops, it 
was frequently impossible, in spite of the gieatest vigilance, 
to prevent this damage.f 

During the siege of Paris Vcvsaillea became tho permanent 
centre of the telegraphic network which was daily undergoiuf^ 
extension. 

The telegraphic lines established at the commencement of 
tlie investment having gradually become formed into a con- 
tinuous? girdle, the capital was surrounded by two parallel 
wires which, stalling from Ver.<^ailles, touchea Longjumeau, 
Villenouvc St. Georgrs, Lagny, Gonease, Margency, and St. 
Germain-cn-Laye. ()iio of thcao wires, with which thoni* 
leading to the pro^'inces were connected, served more parti- 
cularly for communication between the Uoyal Headquarteix 
and tho Army Headquarters and the Inspect oi*s-General of 
Etappen; tho other, with its numerous branches, for oom- 
municatiou between tho different parts of tho Army of Invest- 
ment. It not only connected all the Coi-ps headquartei^s and 
the distant Divisional and Brigade staffs, but also brought 
within reach important points of the outpost lino, tho 
observatories, ancl, later on, the gi'oups of siege batteries. 
Communication with Germany was maiutirined by two main 
lines, which led from Lagny past Bar-le-Duc ana Nancy t«i 
Landau, mid by way of llheims and Metz to Saarbriickcu. 
Affcer the conclusion of the anuistice, the forts wore brought 
into communication with the wire running round the city and

TTith one iiXLOtbcr ; during the occupation of PariH, tlnvo MtutiouR 
were pushed foni'ard into the city itself. 

In order to eetabHeh connection with the armies intoinh d tti 
coTer the investment of Paris, the following lines were created 
from Versailles during the course of the campaign : namely, 
to Amiens, Roncn,Drcux, Chartrcs, Oilcans, ilontavgis : l.o Dijon, 
by way of Melun and Montbard, and to Chamnont-cu-naH.ip^ny. 
by way of Troyes. These were connected aftcrwavdR with th(^ 
wires leading to the armies and detachments fi^Utinc;- in (In- 
provinces. 

When tlie 1st Army advanced towards the Oine. alter Iho 
fall of Metz, the field telegraph continued its operations in rear 
oi the army, utilising the existing lines through Jlheims and Sois- 
sons. Before the battle of Amiens, wh'es were laid from the 

f>revious terminal station at Montdidier to Breteuil and Moreuil, 
or the purpose of facilitating coninnuiication with the wings of 
the army. As soon as the wires were continued to Amiens after 
the occupation of that city, direct connection could be estab- 
lished with Versailles through CVeil. In the fmi:her advance 
of the army upon Rouen, the two sections from A mien?, by 
way of Poix — Buchy and Poix—Uournay to Ilonon. eould bo 
repaired. 

After the victoiy on the Ilallue, cvciy cflbrt wixa n)ade to 
preserve the connection bi^twecn the sepaiatod parts of the 
nrmy. Lines were erected from Amiens, by way of Corbie, to 
Albert and to the neighbourhood of P6'onne, and wci'e continued 
frgm this latter point to Combles and Ham. After the battle of 
B^paume and the fall of Peronne, these lines were prolonged 
furtlicr, and Amiens was connected witli La Fere by way of 
Ham. By this means, the forces imited on the Soiuine obtained 
all the advantages accruing from arnpid transnn'sMiun of rcpoH^* 
and ordei-8, which were of much value ah o in the operationn 
before the battle of St. Quentin. During; the piu'suif, the line 
Ham — St. Quentin — Bantouzelle was establisbea. 

When at the commencement of October, the I«t Bavarian 
■Corps and the 22nd Division were dispatched to OrlcanN and 
Chai-tres, both places were quickly pi aeed in telegrophic union 
-with the line round Paris. The first of the?30 linea had, 
howevci*, to be paiiially abandoned after the engngenieul at 
Conlmiers, so that Toury now formed the terminal station for 
tie recently-formed detacliment under tlio Grand Duke of 
Mecklenbm*g« As soon as this detachment, on the approach of 
the Ilnd Army, took post between Chai-tres and Kambouillet, 
Epemon came into telegraphic connection vnih Noivent-le-lloi. 
When the Gmnd Duke advanced, in the middle of Xovomber, 
in the direction of Le Mans, commimication whk kept up 
through Nogent-le-Roti-on, -^vhilst, at the same time, the rear- 
ward telegraphic network was extended by the two branches 
Versailles — Dreux and Chartres— Bonnevai— Arpajon. In tho 
subsequent movements of the detachment iipon Beaugencv 
and later upon Tomy, not only was tlia-HBonnectipn with 

(( UNI X V ' 
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Giartres nmintaiued, but an immediate coiinection with tbe 
lines of the Ilnd Army from Bonneval through Viabon to 
Toury was established. 

The Ilnd Army, on leaving Metz for the Middle Loue, had 
at first established two lines, which led from Blesme by way of 
Montierender, and by way of Chaumont-en-Bassigny to Troyes. 
During the forced march of the army from the vicinity of 
Troyes — Chaumont to the westward, the telegraphic connection 
was continued from Troyes by wa^ of Sens to Nemours. Later 
on, communication was opened with Vei'sailles from Pithiviers, 
by way of Corbeil, after restoring the French lines, and also 
by way of Angerville. 

Uj) to the engagements at Orleans, the lines in the terntoi-y 
occupied by the Ilnd Army could be completed ; during the 
days of the battle thev were carried forward, and, on the 
5th December, continued into the occupied city. In order to 
maintain connection ivith the coi-ps pushed in advance, the 
branches from Orleans to Chttteauneuf, Beaugency and La 
Fert6 St. Aubin, were at once completed. 

On the advance towards Tours of the Duke of Mecklen- 
burg's detachment, supported by the Ilird and Xth Army Corps, 
the line Orleans — Beaugency was extended through Blois to 
Vendome. When, in the latter half of December, the Ilnd 
Army concentrated in the neighbourhood of Orleans, and the 
detachment took post at Chartres, the telegi^aphic network was 
extended by the branches Vend6me— Chateaudun — Bonneval, 
Ch&teaudun — Orleans, Chartres — Courville, and Chateauneuf — 
Montargis — Qien ; this last branch was continued to Briare on 
81st December. 

The movements of the troops upon Le Mans, which com- 
menced at the beginning of January,* were followed by lines 
of telegraph, both from Chartres through Nogent-le-Rotrou,t 
and from Vendome through St. Calais. After the occupation of 
Le ISilans, the connection of the latter town with Alen9on, 
Conlie, Chateau Courville, La Fontaine and by way of Tours 
with Chateaureuault and Bois w^as at once completed. The 
Xlllth Army Corps, moving from Alen9on to Rouen, opened the 
section Cliartres — Evreux — Rouen on 24th January; another 
line through Buchy to Dieppe was aftei^wards established. 

On the south-eastern theatre of war, during the siege of 
Strassburg, telegraphic Hues had been constructed from the 
headquartei*s at Mundolsheim to Vendenheim, to Kronenburg 
near tlie scene of attack, to the Baden Division at Ober- 
schiiffelBhcim and through Rastatt to the detachment posted at 
Kehl. 

When after the fall of the fortress, the XlVth Army Corps 
moved to the southward, the line Blainville-la-Grande — Epinal

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was restorod, in connection with tho main line Landan — Nancy 
— Parifl. All further extensions liad to be provisionally defeiTcd 
for want of material. It was only after the capture of Dijon 
that the section Epinal — Vesoiil could be placed in working 
order. 

When the Corps occupied very extended positions at the 
beginning of November, the necessity of more rapid com- 
miniication became manifest. Although only one etappcn 
telegraph division, and but little material wore available, 
Vesoul was connected by way of Lure with La Chapelle, and 
by way of Gray ^vith Dijon.* * This connection contributed to a 
large extent in enabling the concentration of tho Corps at 
Vesoul, ordered on 26th December, to bo earned into effect 
in two days. Tho stations Dijon, Mirebeau-sur-Beze, and Gray 
were evacuated ; on the other hand, a fresh line was made for 
the 4th lleserve Division from Vesoul to Villei-sexel. 

When, however, at the commencement of Januarj'^ the 
Corps again moved northward, tlio sections situated south of the 
line Vesoul — La Chapelle, and, during the final concentration 
behind the Lisaino tho stations west of Lure, had to be 
abandoned, so that comnnuiication with tlie Royal Head- 
quarters could only take place by way of Wiilhausen. Within 
twenty-four hom's the most import^int posts of the Lisaino 
position were connected together and witli the lieadquarters. 
fey this means, duiing tie subsequent battle, reports and orders 
were transmitted by telegi*aj)h ; this arrangement was of consi- 
derable importance for tho conduct of the action. In the further 
movements after the battle, and in the joint operations with the 
other parts of the recently foiTnod South Army,t tho lines Lure 
— Villersexel — Rougemont and, as the movement progressed, 
Lm*e — ^^''e8onl — Gray — La Barre — Byans were brought into use. 

After the passage of the French East Arniy into Switzer- 
land, the lines from La Barrc through Dole to Lons-le-Saunier 
and Dijon, and from Gray to Fontaine Fraufaise, Auxonne, 
and through Dijon to Beaunc and Montbard, were placed in 
working order. 

In spite of their want of experience at fii-st, these new 
telegraph corps were able to comply with the manifold 
demands made upon them, and have sliown that they are not 
only an effective but an indispensable means for facilitating 
military and political action. 

The amount of lino worked by the field telegi*aph corps 
dming the war was 0,729 milesj vriih 407 stations; by the 
State telegraph, 7,765 miles with 118 stations.

Tlio orgaiusatiou ot tlio field post had for ita primary object 
the rapid and eafo ti'ansmisaiou of military correspondence and 
other consignments for service purposes. In the second place it 
was intended to form a means of transmitting private letters, 
newspapers, and small private remittances. 
t)ri,nini5.iiion Altliougli for thcso purposcs no Special formations existed in 

unddntici. ^j,^^^ of pcacc, the German postal ndministration succeeded, in 
the shortest possible time, in providing a service which satisfied 
the requirements of the campaign. 

This consisted of field post offices and etappcn post directions. 
The former were charged with tlie postal service of the troops : 
the latter had to organise and maintain the communication 
to llio rear and the connection with the Home postal depart- 
ment. The functions of the ctappen post commenced at a 
distance of one day s march in rear oi the headquartere of 
AniiT CorpH, and inohulcd also the postal work at the stations 
on the line of comnnmications. Both departments were, in a 
military point of view, subject to the military authorities, and, 
for technical matters, to the Gcnnan postal authorities. 

To facilitate the service, all consignments for the field army 
wore sent to collecting depots in Gennany, where tlic letters 
were sorti d by coi'ps and forwarded to the firet station on the 
line of the otappen post. From this point they wero conveyed 
to the field-post offices, and there taken over by the troops. 
Correspondence intended for troops not on the movo wero 
sent to their fixed destinations without going to th( oollot tiup; 
depots. 

At the connnencumeut of the war the following-; lidd-poftl 
oflices were established for the troops of the North Cieimnn 
( /onfederation : —

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aivailablc of the field and State post were omployod later to form 
a RtibHidiarj agency for each of the eight cavalry and five land- 
wehr or reserve divisions, for the Governments-General of Alfiacc 
and Lorraine, and for the headqiiai-ters of the Menso and South 
Armies, while a field-post oflice was organised for t!ic XIHlii 
and for the XlVth Army Corps respectively.* 

The technical direction of the entire service wa« centered 
in the General Post OflSce at Berlin, under the General PoRt 
Director Stephan, so that a close connection Tvas established 
hetn-een the field-post and the home arrangements, while nnil v 
c»f direclion and rapid communication of the necessaiy order* 
wore secured. In order to organise the postal service, a field- 
post department was created at the General Post Office on th«> 
first day of mobilisation. 

The South German Field Post was organised on simih^r 
lines. For the Bavarian Aimy Coi-ps two field-post offices, 
with two field agencies each, and an ctappen post office,t were 
organised; for the Wiirttomberg Field Division one field-post 
office and three brigade field-post agencies, and a field etapp(»n 
post :t for the Baden Field Uiviftion a field-post agencj-.S 

Even at the commencement of the war the postal pervico Workof tli» 
had to contend with inanv difficulties, n« the raihvnvpj weix^ flcld.post 
niniost entirely taken up wilh the lro(»pp. * until the 

It was not until the 7th~10tli Auo-iu;! that tlic ctappen ;?;;.^;'"*"»^r 
post officco could open at Sanrlouis, lI(Mnbnr;^v, and Landau, after 
which, about the middle of An;>'ii.sl, the pc^.tnl cranmunication 
to the rear could be regularly oro-ani^^c.,!. Xhc J&t Army now 
received its letters by way of Saarlouis and Coi-ny, the Ilnd bv 
way of Homburg, Saar^cmUnd, and Pont-a-Moiisson. and the 
Illrd, using partly the railways, by way of Landau, Hagenan, 
and Nancy. The necessary cross-communication between the.H' 
postal routes was cairied on by mounted niessongei'S. 

During the niovements which now followed in quick succes- 
sion, and the duection of which was frequently changed, it 
became necessary to abstain from laying down fixed itineraiies 
for the post. It was not until the advance commenced from Sedan 
to PanV, that a courier post with fixed stations could be organised 
for the Royal Headquarters. This post, keeping pace with the

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military operatious, ran from the railway slatiou at Remillj 
through Pont-i-MouBHon, Bar-le-Duc, Chftloi:8-Biir*Mariie« Meaux 
aud La^y to Versailles.* Veiy shortly after, the line was 
also utihsed for a carriage postal service, and then formed the 
main artery of communication of the occupied district, into 
which flowed many of the branch lines and the circular 
post organised for the anny investing Paris.t North and 
south of this line lay the postal roads of the Meuse| and 
Ilird Annies; the former ran from Pont-&-Mous6on, through 
St. llihicl, Vouzicrs, llcthcl aud Dammartui, the latter fi-om 
Nancy, round Toul, by way of Bar-lc-Duc, Clifiloiis, Epcrnay, 
Coulommiera and Villcncuve St. Georges or Corbeil to the 
circular poHt round Paris. 

These postal lines with their nnnierouB transversal connec- 
iions and branches were at first confined to the roads, and 
could only use by degrees tlio railways as they became open 
to traffic, and upon which travelling post offices were 
estabUshed. 

On and after the 15th October the transmission of parcels in 
the same way as lottei*s was commenced, and in spite of the 
immense number that were posted, this airangcment continued 
with short interruptions until the end of the war.§ The principal 
depots for parcels intended for Fnince, were in the first instance 
at Kemilly for the Ist and Ilnd Armies, at Nanteuil-sur-ilarne, 
later on at Lagiiy, for the Hlrd and Mouse Annies, with sub- 
sidiary depots at Corbeil and Danmiartin. 

The difficulties and impediments in the way of the field- 
post service increased during the course of the war, and became 
more accentuated during tlie war against the Republic. The 
gieat distances entailed by the diversity of the operations, the 
rapid and frequently changing movements of the annies, the 
masses of correspondence to be despatched, and at times the 
insecurity of the roads, demanded immense efforts on the part 
of \ho peisonneL 

Matters of great in)portance and difficulty were regulated on 
the spot by the General Post Director ,|| or by the officials of

?>ecial field-po8t tables were prepared and distributed by the 
ostal Department in Berlin. In these tables was shown the 
distribution of the whole of the troops with the post offices upon 
which they were dependent, and any changes were inserted 
from day to day. Notwitlistjinding these precautions, it was 
impossible to avoid occasional delays, when m spite of enquiries 
the field-post was unable to find out in time the positions of 
oorps, or when these latter on account of the distance were not 
in a position to send for their letter-bags. It happened at times, 
also, that the mails were attacked and capturea by the inhabi- 
taints or by franctireurs.* Moreover, the hoi*ses speedily suc- 
cumbed from heavy work in wet weather, from insufficient food 
and indifferent stabling, and were difiicult to replace. 

The temporary interruption of the railways, which were used 
to tlie utmost extent possible, did not cause any serious im- 
pediment to postal communication, as when necessary the mails 
were carried dv road. 

When the ist and Ilnd Annies continued then: march after ^^ ^^ 
the fall of MetZi the field post following in their wake placed ^jf^^Id 
the lines of advance in connection wiui the existing re^lar of the war. 
lines, and in a shoii; time instituted a regular postal service in 
the permanently occupied districts. The Ist Army obtained a 

great advantage from the ciroumstanoe that by a treaty with 
elj^um the mails from Cologne were brought through Belgian 
territory by way of Sedan. It was not until after the fan of 
SlontmecW and the opening of the railway from Metz to Sedan 
that the Belgian route was abandoned. 

In tho middle of January the field-post communications 
extended in the north of France to St. Quentin, Pironne, 
Abbeville, Eu, Dieppe, and Yvetdt. in the west and south of 
Paris to Alcnfon, Le Mans, Tours, Orleans, and Montargis. 

On the south-eastern theatre of war, an etappen post road 
was instituted from Blainville through Epuial, Vesoul, and 
Gray to Dijon.t In consequence of the rapid dhan^e of opera- 
tions, the service on these lines had to be temporaiily stopped, 
80 that in January the mails could only be sent for some weeks 
by way of Strassburg, Mttlhausen, and Dammerkirch. It was 
only after the battle on the Lisaine that those branches were 
again given over to traffic, and afterwards used by the entire 
South Army4 as tho Ilnd and Vilth Army Corps had aban-

After the passage of the French East Army into Svritterland 
the regularity of the postal service, which now extended to 
Dijon, Poligny, La BaiTO, and Baume-les-Dames, met with no 
further interruption. 

The admimstration of ihu local post in the occupied French 
torritoiy was taken over b}^ the Germans. On 24th August, 
1870, a German **Po8t Administration/' imdcr direction of the 
General Post Office, was established at Nancy.* During the 
course of the campaign it opened forty post offices, wliich 
canicd on the communication between the diffei*ent villages 
in the district, and also between these and Geiinany and 
thence with foreign countries. At the samo time they had as 
much as possible to help the field-post offices, especially in 
opening up new lines and arranging the service on i-ailways. 
Further, a Ohicf Post Direction was cstabUshed at the begin- 
ning of October for Alsace and Lorraine at Stmssburg ami 
Nancy respectively ;t through itB agency 158 German post 
offices were opened by the end of March, 1871. 

On the 24th of this month the French authorities once more 
took over the postal administmtion in the districts which had 
been occupied by German troops. In order to ensure unity of

The activity antl perbcvorancc ui tlio field and homo postal 
services had succeeded, in sijito of circumstances of groat

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Supply op Ammunition. 

The control of all measures respecting the reserves of 
ammunition had been entrusted to the officers commanding the 
artillery of the different aimies by virtue of an order from the 
War riiiiistry on 25th July, 1870.» 

At the commencement of the war 143 horsed ammunition 
columns were mobilised, of which 76 were exclusively for the 
artillery and 60 for the infantry, whilst 4 Bavarian and 3 Wfihrt- 
tember^ columns convened j^artiy artillery and partly small-arm 
ammunition. The uniformity of armament which preyailed 
almost throughout the Qerman Army &cilitated in a high 
degree the replenishment of ammunition. 

The Bavarian Army Corps alone were in a less favourable 
position, as not only were their foot soldiers armed with 
rifles of two different systems, but their artillery possessed) in 
addition to 4 and 6 prs., some 12 prs., and later on some 
mitrailleurs, and consequently the ammunition for four different 
calibres had to be carried. 

The supply of ammunition Avas throughout abundant. The 
Qerman infantry soldier carried, it is true, ten rounds less than 
the French, and the regimental ti*ansport conveyed a smaller 
number of rounds for each man; on the other hand, the 
ammunition columns carried larger supplies.!

For aU the eavalry, the supplies present furnished, according to the varied eom* 
position of the armies, from 62 to 100 rounds for the needle carbines, S4 to 66 for 
pistols. 

The number of rounds for each arm in the reserve ammunition dep5ts (eee sub* 
sequent narrative) likewise varied in dtCFerent armies. The Pnusian reserve 
ammunition columns oonvejed in round numbers— 

3 to 15 rounds per rifle. 

7 to 11 „ per carbine. 

4 to 13 „ per pistol. 

42 to 60 „ per tight and heavj gun. 
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and long-range fire of the enemy, the German infantry found it 
necessary to fire more rapidly and at greater ranges than they 
had intended. The control of the firing became frequently very 
difficult in consequence of the great losses in leaders. The 
expenditure of ammunition soon reached in consequence a very 
high fig^e, so that the supplies with each individual man in the 
foremost fighting line were fully expended. Thus it was that 
cases frequently occurred when the infantry were hindered in 
their fighting from want of ammunition. There are no precise 
data availabTe in respect to the number of cartridges expended 
by a ^ven body of troops, whether in separate engag^mentst 
or during operations extending over a certain country or a 
certain period of time ; neither would the niunber of rounds 
drawn from the ammunition columns to replace losses afibrd a 
just criterion.* 

Want of ammunition in action was first apparent to a con- 
siderable extent in the battle of Mai-s-Ia-Tour ni the case of the 
infantry of the Ilird Army Coi*ps.t It was also experienced on 
the 18th August by the troops of the '1st Army engaged to the 
east of the Gravelotte defile ; on the 28th November by the 
detachments of the Xth Army Corps employed to gaiTisou 
Beaune-la-Rolande, and in several other battles. Similar in*-^ 
convenience occurred very frequently to the 1st Bavarian Corps 
during its engagements m the Euro district and on the Loire. 
In almost every one of the numerous actions fought there, 
battalions had to limit their action for want of ammunition, or 
bad to be withdrawn in order to rei)lenish.| 

Such an expenditure of ammunition, however, only happened 
to certain parts of the troops in front line, whilst the total 
consumption of the infantry was less than had been expected. 
The cause of the deficiency was in all cases that the connection 
of the fighting battalions with their ammunition Avagonsand the

The experience of previous wars with rogard to the 
measures to be taten was insufficient to act as a guide ; it was 
only, tlierefore, by deffi*ees ihat the an-angoments becaine 
perfected. As a general rule the infantry, hi order to re{)leDiBh 
their ammunition during an engagement, brought up their own 
cartridge wagons, hut cases also occmred where the inftintiy 
jmnnumtion columns issued ammunition on the battle-field 
und(jr heavy fire.* The German infantry, nearly always acting 
on the olTcnaivo, was hardly ever able to accumulate a re8ei*ve 
of ammunitiim beforehand for use at decisive moments. When 
engagements followed in rapid succession, as during the 
(»l)erations at Orleans and Le Mane, it was even very difiScult 
to bring the troops under fire at all times "vnth their complete 
supply of ammunition. Lastly, some of the c artridges were 
probably lost by the general habit of easting c^fl' tlie knapsack 
before going into action. 

The supplies of amminution for tho artillery were requisi- 
tioned to a greater extent even than in the case of the infantiy. 

This circumstance was manifest in the first engagements of 
the nird Army. The expenditure of the batteries of the Vtli 
Anny Coips hi the battle of Worth was so great that it exceeded 
tho rcRei'vc of the only two available ammtmition columns,! 
and in consequence the whole of the expended ammunition 
could not be replenished on the morning of the 7th August. 
The ai-tilleiy of the Xlth Anny Coi-ps fired fewer romids than 
that of the Vth, and as it had all its ammunition columns 
])rosent, it could not only replace its own expenditure witliout 
difficultly, but was able to help tho Vth Coiips. Tho want of 
ammunition which temporarily occurred on the battle-field was 
solely due to the circumstaneo that the second tehelons of 
battery wagons could only ascend the Elsasshaurcn heights 
with the gi-eatest difficult^'. 

In the battles of tho" KUh and 18th August, tho replenish- 
ment of ammunition gave more trouble than at Worth, for, in 
consequence of their great losses, many batteries were unable 
to send their wagons to bring up the urgently required ammimi- 
tion. 

On the l()th the fii*st echelon of columns of the Ilird Army 
C.'orps }noved close up to the batteries in action, whilst those of 
the Xth on account of crossing- Avith other troops, could not 
reach the battle-field until night. On the 18th also, all 
available ammunition wagons of the IXth Army CoipsJ wer^

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Lrou^ht forward to the fuiug liuo, and were sent separately as 
required to the battenes. lu order to avoid uimeeessary loBsep, 
the teams were sent to the rear, and they -were aj>;ain brought 
up later to fetch away the empty wagons. Both in the case of 
the Prussian and Hessian artillery of the IX th Corps, the echelons 
of wacvons were not always able to follow, uo that there wasfre- 
(piently a lack of ammunition, particularly with the guns engaged 
to tbe south of the Bois-do-la-Cusse, On the other hand, thf 
batteries of the Guard in some cases kept their first echelons 
close up to them during the battle, and took out the annnuuition 
direct from the wagons, in order to keep the limbers filled as 
long as possible. 

Ilow large the csnenditure of artillery anuminition was 
in 1h9 two battles will oe seen from the following figm-es: — 

The 15 batteries of the Ilird Anny Coi-ps* fired on the 16th 
August an average of 768 rounds, and 2 of them expended 
1,164 and 1,148 respectively. On the I8th the 10 batteries 
which were engaged fired on an average 274 rounds, whilst 
the Inchest number of rounds fired in any one battery was 
852. The Xth Army Coi'ps, on both days, fired about 524 
rounds per battery; the maximum was 1,(M8 rounds, namely, 
on the 16th Augfust. Two Hessian batteries expended on the 
18th August a total number of 1,880, two of the 18th Division 
1,930 rounds. The average expenditure of the IXth Army 
iJorps was 526. In such circumstances, it is plain why the 
Ilird Army Corps on the 20th August emptiea its own five 
and two ammunition columns assigned to it from other corps. 
Onlv the heavy batteries and the light of the 6ih Division were 
agani completely provided with ammunition ; the othera ivcre 
each short of 305 rounds. The Guard Corps had at its disposiil 
on this day only i, the Vlllth 1^, the Xth one incomplete artil- 
lery ammunition column, whilst the IXth had issued all its 
supplies. Their replenishment was the more difficult, as the 
columns had also given up a large part of their men and hoi-sesf 
to the batteries which had lost heavily, and consequently the 
trying marches to Saarlouis and ^^)rbach4 the quartere of the re- 
serve ammimition columns, had to be done with reduced teams. 

The operations of the Ilird Army on Sedan gave rise to 
very serious difficulties for the cohnnns, which had pnjcceded 
as iar as Weissenburg and Hagenau to replenish theii supplies. 
In order not to impede the troops in their sudden movement to 
the right, these columns could not in all cases follow, and after- 
wards had to make forced marches, during which the already 
weak teams suffered severely. In spite of this, there were 
onljjr wanting, when the serious struggles commenced, 14 
artilleiy ammunition columns to the Vlth Army Corps, and 
J of the main ammunition column to the 1st Bavarian Coi-ps. .

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The expenditure of amnuinition in the battles of Beawiuout 
and Sedan reached almost the same amount as before Metz. 
For instance, with the batteries of the Vth Army Corps it 
reacthcd an average of 390, in those of the Xlth 50(), tho 
maximum being 731 rounds; whilst one Bavarian battery =*« 
fired 939 romids. On the field of battle, a real want of ammu- 
nition was alone experienced about midday by the batteries of 
the Xlth Army Corps, in action to the east of St. Menges, as 
their second echelon of wagons had to give way to nthtn* 
troops, an<l could not immediately follow. In tho coui-se of the 
afternoon two other ammunition columns arrived simultaneously 
with tliem, so that tho firing had only to be diminished in force 
a few hours. 

In the case of the Army of the Mouse, the replacement of 
ammunition bore a different chamcter to that of the other 
armies, as a special commander of ai-tillery had not been nomi- 
nated, and no separate reserve ammunition supplies had been 
assigned. In these matters the Coi'ps were immediately depen- 
dent on tho headquartera of the Ilnd Army. In consequence, 
the columns of the Guard Corps, after the battle of St. rrivat, 
replenished then* supplies at oaarbriicken, Faulquemont, and 
Forbach,t whence they rejoined the Coi-ps Avith great difficult3^ 
On the other hand, the Xllth Corps did not draw from its 
reserve ammunition columns,! although these were the fii-st to 
arrive at Ilerny, imtil after the battle of Sedan. Tho expendi- 
ture of ammunition with the Saxon artillery in the numerous 
successive fights was, it is tioie, comparatively small4 

The batteries of the Guard fired in the battle of Sp<laii an 
average of t>nly 400 rounds, tho maximum bcino- 724, whilst of 
the IVtli Army Corps only ten batteries generallj'^ took part in 
the fight, and altogether fired 780 ri)unds. In spite of the 
considerable expenditure in the recent l>attle of Beaum(»nt. thu 
replenishment in tliis case could be easily eftected. 

The replenishment of the columns exhausted by the battli? 
of Sedan was done at Nancy for Uie IlIrd Army; the columns 
of the Mouse Army § had to go back to Faulquemont and Horny, 
and arrived before Paris between the 22nd and 27th September. 
The expenditure of ammunition in the actions which took 
place during the investment of Metz was very considerable, in 
consequence of the nece&sity of an obstinate resistance. For 
instance, in the 1st Army Corps, after the battle of Noisscville, 
all tho columns were emptied, as they had also to pro\nde for

The repleuiKhmcnt had to bo 
done for the Ist Army nt fcjaarloiiis, for the Ilnd Anuy at 
Faulmiemont. In consequence, the columns were in part 
forced to make veiy considerable marches, but they succeeded 
in providing what was Avanted. The army before Metz was even 
able, Avithout risk of runninc short itself, to send away two largo 
convoys of ammuttition. Ten artiUen' ammunition columns 
sent on the 18th September to Pont-h-Mousson, for the purpose 
of replenishing tho supplies of tho Mcusc Army, were not 
utilised by tho latter. On the 23rd Reptombcr, agam, thirteen* 
artillery ammunition columnfl proceedecl to Rlieims, where they 
formed a reserve for the Mcuso Army, and also suppHed the 
troojDS besieflfing Verdun.* 

During the engafjoments of the Ist Army in Nortiiern Franco 
the reserve ammunition columnsf c(mld not bo in all cases 
brought up to the front, but, as a principle, the headquarters of 
the army endeavoured as far as poRsible to push forward supplies 
alon^ the railway, as might be requirecl, thereby shortening 
the laborious marches of the hoi'sed columns. In this way 
intermediate depdts were gradually created at Breteuil, Long- 
eau, Oreil, and Nesle. At the commencement of the year 
1871 tho difficulties of replacing the ammunition increasecl, as 
the continued bombardment of P^ronne with field guus 
entailed an exceptionally large expcnditiu'e of ammunition. 
Tho gi'catest expenditure took place with the Vllltli Army 
Corps, which at the end of December had but half a columii 
remaining at its disposal, and on the 19th January had again 
entirely exhausted its supplies. The artillery also of the com- 
bined division of tho Ist Army Corps had at times to limit its 
fire during the battle of St. Queiitni, beoauso its columns liad 
not yet arrived. 

in the troops belonging to the Ilnd Army and to the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg's Detachment, the services of the ammu- 
nition columns during the engagements in the south and west 
of Paris had been so taxed, that extraordinary measm^es had to 
be adopted in order to keep the batteries supplied. 

After the engnfi^ements in October great diflSciUties were 
already experiencecT. Besides the great expenditure there was 
also the awkward circumstance that the Reseive Ammunition 
Depdt could not bo brought near enough to the 1st Bavarian 
Corps,! while the 17tli and 22nd Divisions had actually no 
reserve ammunition columns of their own. These troops con- 
sequently found themselves mainly dependent upon the assist- 
ance of the rest of the Ilird Army. 

The rapid advance of the Ilnd Army from Metz to the Loire 
did not allow of the reserve ammunition columns keeping pace

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with it. lu consequence of a demand made on the 19tli of 
Novcinber, the Royal Ueadquai-ters allowed the Reserve Am- 
munition Depot to be pushed forward by rail as far as Vitry-le- 
Fran<^ais, ana the ammunition columns to replenish temporarily 
from the supplies of the Illi'd Army. 

This latter despatched a number of its columns to the souths 
namely, some from the Vlth for the 17th Division, some of the 
Xlth for the 22nd Division, and some of the llnd Bavarian 
Anny Coi-ps for the 1st Bavarian Corps. 

Later on, the Ilnd and Vth Armj'^ Coiiis were also rcauisi- 
• tioned upon, and an intci-mcdiatc depot Avas formed at Orl^ns 
out of SIX artillery and three infantry ammunition columns. 

This depot, however, never became permanent; on the 
contrary, all the columns of the Ilnd Ai-my, and of the Gitmd 
l)ukc*8 Detachment, as well as many of the Ilird Army, were, 
up to the 30th Januar3% in constant movement, in order to 
replace the great expenditure from the reserve ammunition 
depots in roar. The delivciy from the columns of the Ilird Army 
ensued liit;t at Moutgcron and Montlhiry ; later on, chiefly at 
Etanipes, Toury, and Orleans. The columns which took part 
in this service had an extremely dilBcult duty to perfonn, in 
consequence of the unfavourable weather, the bad roads, and 
the attacks of a hostile population. The four ammimition 
columns of the Vth Army Coi-ps accomplished the distance to 
Angorville — 41^ miles — in the night of the 3rd December, whilst 
two of the Xlth Corps advanced still finthev, and completed 
(10 miles without a halt. 

The columns of the llnd Bavarian Army Coips, fr^.m their 
quarters at Palaiseau to the? supply dei>6t at La Ferte-sur- 
.louai're, and to Orleans, had in each case to march about sixty- 
two miles. Altogether, the main ammunition column of this 
(^orps, during this period made, with its 386 caniages, 24 
ronvoys, whicli delivered to the Ist Bavarian Army Coips 
21,000 artillery projectiles, and 1,700,480 small-arm cartridges. 

In such circumstances, it is intelligible that in spito of all 
ollorts the service of replenishing the supplies mieht give riso 
to seriona misgi\'ing, while the effect of artilleiT ni*e gained in 
importance against the badly-trained levies of the Republic. 
In the Grand Duke*s Detachment, between the Ist ana 15tli 
December, for eveiy twenty small-ann cartridges, one artillerv 
projectile was firecl. In tlio first half of Januaiy, jit whic^i 
time the employment of artillery was much restricted by the 
character of the ground, the relative propr^rtions were KU to 1. 
The artillery of tne Ilird Army Coi-jjs in the Battle of Orleans 
expended hardly less projectiles than on 18th August ; in the 
IXth Corps, also, four artillery ammunition coUunns were almost 
entirely emptied by the issues made on the 3rd and 4th December. 
In the Ist Bavarian Army Con^s, ammunition had to be issued 
daily from the 2nd to the lltli December, so that ultimately 
there was a deficiency of (>pr. projectiles, whilst some of the 
4-pr. batteries, <m account of tlie leading of the g^ms, wero 
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obligod to cease fiiiug. On lltli December, according to a 
return fumiehed from Artny Headqiiartei*8, the Ilfrd Armv 
Corj^fl had etill 2} ai-tilloi'v ammunition cohmms at its disposal, 
the IXth, Xth, and the 17th and 22nd Divisions, had only the 
limber ammunition of the batteries. 

Dimng the engagements roimd Le Mans, the expenditure 
was somewhat less than that in the month of December. Yet 
this period was the most trying for the columns of the Ilnd 
Army; often sent in du'ections which wore subsequently 
changed, they had to make a series of very severe night marches^ 
along mountain roads slippery with ice, or deep in snow. 

I or the Army Corps lying in front of Paris, the replenish- 
ment of ammunition presented no difficulties.* The men and 
horses of the columns could therefore be partly employed for 
transport duties in the siege parks. 

The troops which proceeded to South-cast France, after the 
fall of StrassDurg; were well provided with ammunition columns,t 
and completed their supplies without difficulty at LuniviUc. 
It was not until the middle of January that cnfficultics arose, 
when the XlVth AnnyCoips moved away to the Lisaino, whilst 
I ho columns had for the most part to make the wide detour 
from Epinal by way of Lunevillc, and thence by railway 
through Strassburg and jMiilhausen. (.Consequently, on the 15tli 
January, there were but two artillery and two infantry ammu- 
nition columns at disposal for the clcfeuce of the extensive 
Lisaine front. On the Lisaine, oven on the firet day, thero 
occun-ed in places a want of ammunition, and several batteries 
wore obligea in consequence to husband their fire. But owing 
to the gradual arrival of the remaining columns,^ and witfi 
some assistance from tho siege artillery, serious embarrass- 
ments were avoided. In the subsequent advance of the Army 
Corps, the replenishing of ammunition met with no impediment. 
Tho troops of the Vllth Army Corps which first reached tho 
southern theatre of war were at times compelled to observe 
pjeat caution in their expenditure of ammunition, as the 13th 
Division had only four colamns with it, and for its replenish- 
ment was restricted to the reserve ammunition columns of tho 
llnd Array at Vitry-le-Fran^ais, or to the convoys pushed 
forward' thence to Chfttillon-sur-Beine. The remainder of the 
columns coidd not leave Bethel until towards the end of January, 
and rejoined the Army Corps on the 14th Febniary. 

In consequence of the enormous burdens thrown upon the Baterr^ 

railways, the transport of the reserve ammunition colunm8§ wjmunition

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met with groat difficulties from the x&ry oommencement of the 
campaign. 

Although the columns of the 1st Army* arrived at Saarlouis 
on the 23rd and 24th August, they could not be brought up to 
Meiz until the middle of November, and at the end of the month 
to Laon. Three of them were moved thence with teams to 
Soissons with great difficulty, and remained there until the end 
of the war. In January, one of these columns proceeded to 
join the newly-fonned South Ainnj'. 

No. 1 Reserve Ammunition Depotf readied Saarlouis on the 
Ist September, and Soissons on the 6th December. No. 13 
Reserve Ammunition Column, which hud become available on 
the disbandmont of the 3rd Reserve Division, brought up from 
Rheims, and later &om La Fire, ammunition for the troops in 
front of M6zifere8 and Pdroime. 

The reserve ammunition columns of tlie Ilnd Armyf reached 
the neighbourhood of Forbacli between the 24th and 26th 
August. By the 18th September, eleven of them were 
assembled at Faulquemont, whilst a Saxon column had been 
able to reach Herny by the 22ud August. Daring the advance 
of the aiTiiy after the fall of Metz, they were for the most part 
confined to the ordinaiy roads, so that they could only be 
ffi'adually brought up to Commercy and Vitry-le-Fmn9ai8, and 
did not reach Pithiviers until Januaiy, 1871, On the other 
hand, No. 2 Rescrvo Ammunition Dcp6t,J which was organized 
at Forbach on 2iHli August, and transferred in part shortly 
after to Faulquemont, was moved after the fall of Jifetz to 
Pont-u-Mousson, and at the beginning of December to Vitry-le- 
Fran^ais, and here placed under the orders of the commander 
of artillery of the llird Army. The duties of this dep8t 
exceeded, in conseauence, very much what was contemplated 
beforehand, as it had to supply ultimately twelve arim^ corps, the 
Guard, Ilnd, IVth, Vth, Vltli, Xlth, and Xllth Army Corps before 
Paris, the Ilird, IX th, Xth, and Xlllth on the Loire, lastly the 
Vllth on its march to the south-east. In order to supply these 
corps more easily with ammunition, the supnUes were stored 
at five different points — Lagny, Nanteuil, JSpernay, Vitry-le-

With the Ilird Army, the control of the ammunition supply 
at the commencement of the war was the more difficult aa the 
organization of the South Geiman Columns was not identical, 
and the line of railway at disposal was ere long much occupied 
with the transport of siege material to Strassburg. The 
Prussian columns,! however, succeeded by the 14th August 
in pushing forward to AVeissenburg, and "thence to Hagenau 
and Nancy. On the 4th October, they reached this last-named 
town complete, although six of them had meanwhile again 
made the march to Erfurt, in order to replenish from No* 3 
Reserve Ammunition Dep6t, which remained there throughout 
the war4 Alter the full of Toul, the division proceeded with 
six columns to Epeniay, whilst the two left at first in Nancy 
supplied the XIII th Army Corps and the other troops stationed 
in rear of the field army. In November these columns, Avith 
two others, were pushed forward to Nanteuil, and towards the 
end of the year the fom- others to Lagny, and from these two 
points supplied the Ilnd and Ilird Aimies. 

Supphes of ammunition for the South German troopn woro 
pushed forward from the rear in a similar manner. The Wiirt- 
temberg Ammunition Reserve, § without teams, proceeded from 
rim to Nancy on 2nd September; the reserve amuuiDitioii 
<lepot|| of the Ilnd Bavarian Corps reached Nancy on the Ist 
September, that of the 1st Bavanan Corps, Lunevillo on 26th 
August. Later on, the two last moved fonvard fii-st to Vitry- 
le-Fraufais, then to La Ferte-sous-Jouarre, whilst in their place 
two supplementary depots arrived at Nancy, and a newly 
iormed third dep8t was opened at Ingolstadt. The WHrt- 
temberg Ammumtion Reserve was partly brought up to Paris, 
but was afterwards established permanently at Nanteuil, later 
on at Lagny. 

The reserve ammunition columns of the XI Vth Army Coi-ptil 
proceeded in October to Lun^ville and, while drawing their 
own requirements from Rastatt. supplied the Anny Corps, as 
well as tne 1st and 4th Resei-^'c Divisions. Although the Baden 
supplies were in this way placed under requisition in a manner 
which could not have been foreseen, they were never allowed 
to be completely exhausted. Later on, the newly created 
Prussian aHiliery depdt at Sti-assburg bore a hand in pushing

considerable part of its stores to form a rescrre ammonitioa 
depdt at Epinal. 

The experiences of the campaign showed that the expendi- 
ture of ai*tillciy, compared with infantry ammunition, was 
quite different to the propoiiion borne by the supplies of the 
two kinds earned in the ammunition columns of an army corps. 
The artillery projectiles were expended in a gi-euter degree, 
the infantry cartiidgcs in a less degree than had been expected.* 
This sei-ves to cxphiin why at different parts of the theatre of 
war the fii-ing of the Gennan batteries, when opposed to the 
enemy, had to be limited, and that also the reserve ammunition 
semcee were not always able to supply the requirements of 
the artilleiy, while for the small arms there was always a 
superfluity of carti-idges. A comparison of the returns of issue 
made by those services shows that for one round of artillery 
ammunition an average of 45 small arm oaiiridges reached the 
field anny,t "^'liilst the field ammunition columns earned with 
them 188 cartridges for one round of gun ammunition.} 

That, m spite of the obstacles already mentioned, the army 
has been spared from any serious misadventure, affords a 
brilliant proof of the great care which all the oflBcers in com- 
mand, the men, and the authorities have devoted to their 
difficult duties. 
J^tfplenUh- There were no sj)ccial colimins set apart for replenishing 

ment of sifgo the expended ammunition of the siege artillery. The artillery 
^jrtilloi^ siege train, however, included, besides the guns, a definite 

quantity of ammunition for each, and the necessary supplies for 
its replenishment had to bo drawn immediately Irom the 
artilleiy depfits assigned to it. 

For the siege of Strassburg, orders were at first given to 
bring up half the regulated allowance of ammunition for Sie siego 
train.§ The weight of the entire artillery material amounted 
to some 92,400 cwts. Its transport by rail presented no 
difficulty, but this was not the case as regards its removal from 
the railway statioii to the artillery park, as the wagons obtiiined

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for tho troops and those requisitioned in ilie district irore 
insufficient.* The expenditure was so considerable, that creu 
hj the 80th August the second half of the ammunition had to 
be despatched, and this in turn was followed by supplies from 
Spandau^ lldgdebm*^, and Blaine. In addition, ocsides the 
ammunition for the Baden siego gun8,t further assistance wa» 
given from Radtatt, and ultimately the supplies from Ulm were 
made available for tho attack on the right bank of tho Khine. 
At the beginning of September tho enormous flow of wagons 
caused some embarrassment, as they could not bo unloaded in 
time, and the railways became blocked. Consequently, several 
trains had to bo shunted to neighbouring st-atious until tho 
nocessaij sheds were erected at tho park to receivo tho 
contents. Generally, the administration of the park had to 
contend with groat difficulties, tho more so as tho preparatory 
works had sufforedinteiTuptioiis owing to the early commence- 
ment of tho bombardment. The productive power of tho 
laboratory was bo augmented by the utmost exertion that the 
daily turn-out was 6,650 shell and 4,500 cartridges; never- 
theless, no reserve of ammunition could be accumulated, and 
all that could be done was to meet the daily requirements. Tho 
preparation of ammunition for high-angle fire presented especial 
difficulty, as this nature of fire was Turgely employed in the 
later phases of the siege. Tho expenditure also ot wall-piece 
cartridges far exceeded the amount fixed for tho equipment of 
tho siege train, so that in tho first half of Soptemb(jr 50,000 
rounds bad to be furnished from tho Prussian, and 20,000 round« 
from the Baden arsenals. 

Nevertheless, at the time of the surrender, the siego 
artillery was perfectlv able to continue tho struggle without 
ubittoment Of energy.; 

Th<^ trii^^rt of ammunition to the batteries in action, or to 
those lloWl^ erected, uad been regulated in such manner that 
the requisitioned countiy wagons only did duty witliiti tho 

f^arks, while on the ground occupied by the siege works Uio 
earns and columns of the troopa were alone employed. Later 
on, the wjsigou train had to be largely augmented by requisitioiiH 
made over a liktgb area of country. 

Tho sieg6 artillery expended before Strassbuig a total of" 
202,099 shell, weighing upwards of 4,000 tdnS, whilst the 
w^dght of all the Drojectiles fired by the field artillety of tho 
Nlytth O^n^lih Contedoration during the whole calnpaign only 
aift^t^ ti> iiElmo 1,3^5 t^ns.

The headqaarters of the Meuse Army undertook th^i 

Jrovision of the number of wagons requisite for tlie attack on 
[ont Avron. The Guard Corps formed a special park of 50 
wagons, and the Saxon Cavalry Division collected by the 22n4 
December some 600 country wagons, whilst t;he IVtb and Xllth 
Army Corps and the Wflrttemberg Division with their own 
teams took over a quantity of transport work. As soon as the 
artillery attack on the north front was decide4 upon, the Army 
Headquarters fixed the strength of the wagon park at 700 
wagons, and instructed the Army Corps to comply with all 
requisitions on the part of the siege artillery for working 
parties, teams, and material. It was of no slight advantage 
that all requisitions could be sent by railway as £Bur as Villiers* 
le-Bel, consequently, to the immediate vicini^* of the park* 

The orders! given on the 7th December for the transpqrt 
sei'vice on the south front could not naturally come into imme- 
diate effect ; because the brin^g un of the newly created wagon 
park column required a considerable time, the traffic along the 
line of relays, formed of teams from the ammunition columns, 
was interrupted by the temporary breaking down of the bridges 
over the Seine, and the nmnber of country wagons collected > 
was rapidly diminished by desertions and sickness. - On 16th t 
Decepiper orders were given in consequence for all tlie draught * 
horsei| of the pontoon columns, light, ^eld: bridge trains, an4i< 
entrenching tool columns ^o be brought up, ^d for sij; infantry 
ammunition columns to be handed over for emnloyment on the t 
work« These latter were employed on and jifter the 2nd 
January. 

In tnis way not only could the supply |>e properly kept up, 
but at the time of the capitulation there was so much ammum- 
tion on hand that the Dombardment could have be^i main- 
tained still more actively than had before been the case. 

Provision had also been made in Qermainr for frirther 
supplies. The despatch of the second portion of the ammuni- 
tion for all the euns on the south and east attack was com- 
menced on the 6tn January, and was to be so organised that a 
train was to reach Esbly every second day. On the 20th 
January a third portion was ordered to be forwarded. 

In we siege of Belfort the German artillery had from the 
outset to contend with difficulties, as the matenal of the park 
brought up fr'om Neu Breisach had already been heavily 
drawn upon. It arrived with only 100 rounds *per gun. The *

the firing batteries had not the less to be. careful in hus- 
banding their aramimition. At Belfort, a& elsewhere, the main 
difficulty lay in bringing up the material from the terminal 
stations ; first, Colmar, later Millhausen and Dammerkirch. The 
available means of transport! were always too weak to satisfy • 
the claims made upon them ; the distances were long, and the 
roads, at firat sodden, afterwards became like ice or were buried 
deep in snow. 

Consequently, at the commencement of the siege, only some 
1,000 rounds could be fired daily. The circumstances did not 
improve even later* 

The supply of ammunition in those sieges, for which French 
material was either exclusively or mainly used, was effected in 
different ways according to circumstances. 

Thus in the bombardment of Verdun, which commenced on 
the 13th October,! with French artillery, difficulties cropped up 
from the first, as the wagons available for transporting the 
ammimition from Sedan wore insufficient. The bringing up of 
the Prussian siege material was also a slow process, as it could 
only be tran8poi*ted by rail from Vendenheim as far as Com- 
mercy. Of the convoj's of comitry wagons despatched thither, 
each could canpr about one-fifth part of the contents of a railway 
train. Although the distance was only 35 miles, onlv fom: trains 
could be emptied by the 8th November. The bringing-up of 
French ammunition by road was considerably facilitated later 
on, 80 tliat when the fortress was unexpectedly surrendered 
there was a supply for each gun for many days. 

In the other sieges considerable difficulties had to be 
firequently overcome when transferring the siege park from one 
fortress to another, and in sending forwai*d the material brought 
up firom Germany.

From the very commencement of a campaign a voiy great 
fitmin falls upon the authorities euiiiisted with the food supply 
of an army. The strategical concentration brings together large 
masses in a small area, whilst the railways are fully taken up 
with the transport of the ti'oops and their tniins. 

The districts in which the German armies were concentrated 
possessed for the most part abundant resources. In spite of 
that, the Rhino provinces could not bo expected to furnish more 
than two days' food for all the troops which were about to 
amve. This expectation was the less hopeful, as the not 
over-abundant han^ost of the current year stili lay in part on the 
gi-ound, and the prevaiHng drought both limited the power of 
tlie mills and the use of the communications by water. 

The firat geneml measures for ensuring the supplies have 
already been mentioned.* With the various armies, however, 
there were differences in the mode of procedm'e, due to the 
varying nature of the districts in which they were concentrated^ 

For the 1st Army, which had to advance throu^-h the 
unfeitile Eifel country, Coblenz and Coin served as collecting 
stations for all supplies. The supplies stored at Trier had 
been at first removed to the rear by order of the headquartera 
of the Vlllth Arrny Coips, in view of the dangei*B that 
might arise from a hostile in-uption. But owing to the ener- 
getic help of the civil authorities and inhabitants, and with the 
aid of a requisitioned wagcm-jiark, any serious embanassmcntM 
were avoided. By the 30th Jiily a considerable magazine waw 
again (established at Trier. After the railway became free, 
fiwpplics coidd bo pushed forward to Fraulautern, and, on the 
8th August, the bakery columns of the Army Corps were in 
active operation at that place. 

The Commander-in-Chief of the Ilnd Army had on the 
22nd July authorised his troops to bring with them by rail an 
independent supply of five days' food. On the 29tli he ordered 
the food, Avithin the liniits of six days' supply, available in the 
district of strategical concentmtion to be purchased at any price, 
aiul, in order to faeilitate the provision, allowed variations in 
the composition of the ration of food and fodder. Of special 
importance was the use of preserved provisions,t which this 
anny was the fii-st to employ on a large scale. The experi- 
ments previously madej had not been sufficiently conclusive to

but, at this time, a preserved food prepared from pea-meaU 
fat, and bacon had proved so excellent that, immediately 
after the mobilization, an extensive factory for making it was 
set up at Berlin, under Army Intendant Engelhard, The 
factory commenced work on the 8th August, and after a few 
days furnished the fii-st 100,000 poa-sausuges, which, under the 
uame of Erbatcurst, beccune afterwards so widely known.* 

The provisions purchased in the Hanse Towns and in 
Holland, and transported up the Rliine in hired steamboats, the 
bakeries established with the columns and tlie regiments, lastly, 
the removal to Bingen of the extensive stores of the fortresses 
of Coin and Wesel, not only fujmished sufficient food dming the 
concenti*ation,t but rendered possible the creation of a reserve 
store of provisions. 

Dming the concentration of the Ilird Army, the food 
question presented much ffi'eater difficulties, as the supplies 
provided by contract could not amve in time ou account of 
delays in tuo railway transport. Even with tliis drawback no 
embarrassments occurred, as the food furnished in billets by the 
inhabitants exceeded all expectation, the South German Govern- 
ments most Avillinely handed over their supphes, and, lastly, the 
Inspector-General of Etappen, who arrived at Mannheim on 
the 26th of July, at once set to work to create a large army 
magazine at that place, and collected a wagon-park of 1,(XK) 
wagons.! 

At the commencement of the operations, the following 
magazines were at the disposal of the Geniuux troops in the 
district of strategical concentration : — 

The 1st Army had those at Fraulautem and Trier ; the Ilnd 
Army had those at Ereuznach, Alzey and Woims, as also the 
reserve magazines at Bingen and Mainz ; the Ilird Army bad 
the magaziues§ of the South German States already mentioned 
and the army magazine in process of formation at Mannheim. 

Dm-ing the advance of the 1st and Ilnd Aimies to the 
Moselle, the former was dependent at first on supplies forwarded 
fi*om Saarlouis to an intermediate magazine at Boulay. The 
supplies captm-ed at Forbach and other placefi|| formed a 
welcome addition ; as did also the suppUes ootained by requi- 
sition, and the quantity of bread baked by the troops them- 
selves. The 1st Army received assistance also from the Ilnd,

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as the Royal Iletulquartcrs, by an order of 12th August, 
allowed it temporarily to receive supplies at Forbach, St. 
Avoid aud Faulquemont. Later on considerable quantities of 
provisions wei'e given up to this army, in order to form a 
magazine at Courcelles-sur-Nied. 

In consequence of the rapidity of the movements, the 
BuppHes of the Ilnd Army had to be rapidly pushed forward to 
the line Neunkirchon — Homburg; for this purpose the Royal 
Headquartci-H, from the 4th August, allowed three provision 
traius each day on the line Bingen — Neunkirchen. In order to 
forward aa quickly as possible all the stores collected on the 
Rhine to that line and beyond, the Array Headc^uartera paid 
e^Eipecial attention to utiliznig every kind of carriage that was 
available. Magazines and bakeries were thus created in suc- 
cession at Saarbriicken, Saargemiind and Saar-Union, later on 
at Forbach, St. Avoid, Faulquemont, and on the I3th Au^st 
at Romilly. In thin neighbourhood considemble masses of food 
were collected, in onler, as far as possible, to guard against any 
diflSculties after the passage of the Moselle. 

Daring the cngjigements before Metz it was only on raro 
cHxasioufi poBJsibh-, as for example with parts of the 1st Army 
<»n the 14 til August, to pr(»vide the troops with food on fighting 
days, Imt at any rate during the course of the next day 
sulficiiiit food was supplied throughout the army. 

With the Ilird Army, there were no difBculties up to the 
fii>>t. collisions with the enemy, the provision columns of the 
army ooips being brought up within reach and replenished suc- 
rossivoly from the st(.»rcs pushed forward on the 5th August fi'om 
Liiuilau, llomburg, Mannheim, and Wiirzburg to Weissenburg; 
and on the Cth to Sulz. Duiing the advance through the thinly- 
populated mountainous country, where the columns had to 
remain in rear, the regimental supply wagons and Avide-mnging 
ro(iuisitioning proved of great service, so that with most of the 
army corps there was no deficiency. The circumstances took a 
more favourable turn during the advance to the Mame, as in 
those rich districts the ti'oops could be billeted on the inhabi- 
tants ; moreover, the magazme formed by the Ilnd Army in 
Saar-Union was available, and at several points French supplies 
fell into the hands of the troops. After the railway to Nancy 
had been opened to traffic on the 21st August, the Inspector* 
General of Etappen of the Ilird Army formed magazmes at 
this town and at LimcSville. 

For the Army of the Meusc, Pont-ii-Mou8S(m was first 
appointed as the advanced depot and stationary magazine. 
This magazine was quickly filled from the stores at Nancy 
and Remilly, and vnth supplies received from home. On the 
other hand, tlie bringing up of food to the troops was very 
difficult, as the Ilnd Army, being already overworked with the 
transport of the wounded, was unablo to comply with the 
demands made upon it for carriage for the wagon-park 
columns. The XUth Army Corps, with the aid of iti own 
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wagon-park which arrived on die 24th August, was atone able 
to arrange for pushing forward supplies by stages. For the 
rest, until the end of the month, the troops were in 
general adequately supplied, either by food in billets, or 
by requisition or purchase. The stores in the Rraallcr maga- 
zines established at St. Mihiel and Commcrcy alfto rrmlcved 
assistance. 

The movement to the right of tho Ilird and McuBe Armies, 
which commenced on the 26th August, very materially iiicrcasid 
the difficulties of feeding tho largo massen eoiuc ntratoil in a 
small area. The commissariat wagons and the live cattle 
could not follow immediatelv after the troops, it was very 
seldom possible to bring up the trains, and neithov roqnit<itifMi 
nor piu'chase fm^nished what was required.* 

In general, the troops were at this time obliged to <on- 
sumc their iron-ration, and, if possible, to replenish it by 
bringing up some of th(» wagons of the cominiBsariat train. 
A very welcome addition came to hand in tlu^ French supplies 
captured at various points, as, for instance, at Ija Desaoe, 
Carigiian, Donchery, and Bazeilles.t At that time the troops 
were undoubtedly experiencing no inconsiderable privations. 
After the 2nd September, the commissariat and woffon-park 
columns could be again brought up witl\in reach, while at the 
same time the unforeseen obligations of feeding the numerous 
prisoners of war devolved upon the army adrauiistration.J 

Duiing this period the baking of bread at home was dili- 
gently proceeded with, in order to satisfy the wants of the 
Army. But as at first no commissariat railway trains could be 
sent forward to the army, the food ran great nsk of spoiluig, in 
consequence of the great heat, an evil which it was attempted 
to meet as far as possible by preparing desiccated bread. AMien 
subsequently, the railways could also be used for provisions, 
the transport of goods of every kind assumed immense pro- 

Eortions. The commissariat authorities in the field and tho 
omc authorities made equal etforts to furnish the army with 
supplies. Some merchants also, who were not engaged by 
contract, succeeded to a large extent in bringing up their 
goods. In this way, supphes of all kinds shortly flowed 
in, and to convey these neither the railways nor the means for 
unloading at the places of destination sufliced. In the result, 
the lines became blocked. These inconveniences frequently 
recun-ed during the war, and might have entailed disastrous 
consequences for the supply of the army, had not tho adminis-

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trativc authorities by their inereased energy sneceeded in 
clearing the linee,* and had not the bonntifnl reflourccs of the 
occupied districts essentially contributed, with few exceptions, 
to provide what was needed. 

Immediate relief could only be obtained by discharging 
with the least possible delay all trains that were blocked, even 
though large quantities of food were thereby exposed without 
protection to the weather, and, conseauently, to rapid deterio- 
ration. The Chief Commissariat Oincer of the Ilnd Army 
succeeded in bringing up to the army investing Metz, a large 
<iua!itity of such supplies, which were blocking the station, and 
were intended chiefly for the army corps before Paris. 

•The army investing Metz shortly experiencetl serious 
difficulties in consecjuence of a deficiency ol transport. The 
wagon-parks were so greatly diminished oy having to give up 
carnages for itiihvay constniction, for the transport of woimded, 
and by siclcncss that, for instance, on the 17th October, the 1st 
Amiy had but some 20 wagons remaining of its original 
number of 2,000. 

The scarcity of water wliich prevailed at lletzf was con- 
stantly felt, but by a regular issue from the ample stores of 
wine f(»und on the spot, and, later, by increashig the cofice 
ration, and by sending brandy and mulled \nne to tlie outposts, 
all disadvantageous consequences were avoided. The Army of 
Investment was, as a general i-ule, not only sufliciently provided 
during the whole penod,J but was even able to help the Meuse 
Army and the prisoners coming from Sedan, and those made at 
the capitulation of Metz. It even provided for the inhabitants 
of the fortress. 

During the advance of the IlIrd and Mens*; Armii's from 
Sedan to Paris, as the troops were widely distributed at the 
nij^ht-halts, the supplies funushed by the inhabitants on requi- 
sitions, and, when necessary, by the commissariat columns, 
sufficed for the purpose. Even the daily rations of bread 
were so adequatelv provided by requisition and by the troops 
baking for themselves, that tenders by contract could bo can- 
celled. All the troops found themselves in possession of their 
iron rations, and, in addition, carried vrith them several days' 
supplies in their wagons.§ In order to keep up these advan- 
tageous C(mditions as long as possible, the Commissariat 
Department of the Ilird Army caused main magazines to l>e 
formed at Rheims and ChMons-sur-Marne, and also put in

Tho appearance of the rliiclorpest seriously ef)inproini8C<l 
the eertaiiity of the supply. In order to prevent the spread of 
this epidemic among tlio transport rnttl«», tlie Senior Com- 
missariat Officer of the Army hau adopted most ecnnprehensive 
measnres. Every honied beast now procreeding to the front 
along the line Landau — Xaney was t(» be killed, the good meat to 
l)e salted and the bad destroyed. The import fnmi countries in 
rear wns limited to Franco, Belgium, nnd ihe Netherlands. At 
times, it was wholly forbidden. Notwithsbniding this, eases of 
the disease recim-ed later, in consequenec of which it was 
exceedingly difficult to obtahi meat, and still more so to get 
that change which is so desirable. The despatch of salt moat 
and other preserves, for the preparation of which a special 
factory had been opened at Mainz, did not suffice, even with a 
liberal supply of mutton, to prevent the inconvenience which 
the want occasioned. 

In order to supply the anny investing Paris, the Cavalry 
Divisions, immediately on amving I>ofore the capital, wore 
ordered to luidertake requisitions over a large area. The 
produce of these requisitions were to be formed into magazines 
for the llird Anny at Versailles and Corbeil, tor the Mouse 
Anny at Chantilly. 

For the former, the supplies could only be forwarded by 
rail as far as Nogent TArt^iud, for the latter as fiir as Clulteau 
Thierry, so that the columns for the transport of the food wen* 
nine to ten days on the road. In consemienco the available 
wagons, in spite of every effort, fell far snoii of bringing up 
what was wanted.* The Inspector-General of Etappen of tlu? 
Ilird Army, who had, by the order of 25th September, been 
charged ^nth the supply of the whole of the investing force, 
could not effect the supply by means of his park,t as part of h 
had been obliged to remain at depots in rear, and part was 
required for the tnmsport of the siege artillciy. The MeustJ 
Army, in consequence of the favourable result^j of its requisi- 
tions, was able to form a sufficient resei*ve in its depot at Chan- 
tilly. Those made by the Ilird Annv produced little, so that 
the rations were not up to the regulation. In these circum- 
stances, the Royal Headqiiartei'S ordered that requisitions should 
only be made in general by more extended movements, or in 
districts wliich had been abandoned by the inhabitants, or in 
those where no agreement could be come to with them ; in all

The iiiJo- 
pendent action of the troops was relied on to cover in this 
manner the consumption, and to tuni to account uniformly the 
abundant resources of the distnct occupied. The harvest 
throughout the region occupied gave such a large yield of 
potatoes and vegetables, that some corps had an ample supply 
to last the whole winter. 

Thrashing machines, mills, and bakeries were worked, and 
by ready money payments, opening markets, and by keeping- 
open the communications as much as possible, such an impulse 
was given to contracts that from tlio end of October the cuncnt 
supplj', so far as it was not brought by rail or delivered by 
the contractors into the magazines direct, could be regarded as 
secured. The supply also of the anny with fresh meat, in spite 
of the reappearance of the rindei'pest, was also arranged, as the 
purchases by the Commissariat, especially in the neighbourhood 
of Meaux and Epernay, wore attended with succcsa* Iforc- 
over, the issue ot preserved rations, for which a new factory 
liad been established at Frankfurt-on-the-Main in addition to 
those at Berlin and Mainz, was materially increased. This 
descrij>tion of food had the advantage for the Commissariat in 
being lighter for transport, and for uie troops, especially those 
on outpost duty, that it was more easily prepared for con- 
sumption. The unavoidable sameness of the ration was 
successfully compensated for by the large stores of wine found 
in the neighboiu'hood of Paris, and by the occasional issue (»f 
an extra ration of brandy. 

Supply was considerably faciHtated by the opening towards 
the end of November of the traffic by rail to uonesse, i\Iitry,t 
and Lagny. The relief thereby given to the wagon-park 
chiefly served the puiyoses of the siege artillery, but it was 
not until the end of the year that the constant blocks on the 
railways could be prevented and the traffic carried on with the 
regularity deshable. 

The Commissiiriat Department also made aiTanffements to 
help, after the sun-ender of Paris, in the alleviation of the 
misery which prevailed in the capital. For this purpose 
considerable supplies were available on 28th January, but 
the French authorities only made use of them to a limited 
extent.{ On 30th January thej% it is true, requested supplies on 
payment, but gave up ncixt day the receipt of cattle. A sin^lo 
tmin of provisions belonging to the Mouse Annjr reached Pans; 
on the other hand, immediately after the capitulation, 15,00() 
rations were handed over to the town of St. Denis gTatuitouslj%

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Tlie troops despatched to the south for the purpose of 
covering the investment of Paris received orders in the fu*st 
instance to Kve upon the country, which liad at present not 
suffered from requisitions. It became shortly very difficult to 
provide oats for the numerous cavalry, but the ConnniKRariat 
Department of the Ilird Army succeeded in puBhing- forward 
convoys in good time to Rambouillet and Ciiartrcp. In the 
latter town large pm'chases were also made for ready money. 

The conditions proved less favourable for the Ilnd Army in 
its march to the Loire, From the 24tli October the Army lloatl- 
quartere had made most detailed arrangements, that the 
coimtry west of the Loing, whicli had bc^en nearly exhausted of 
supplies, might bo reached with the commissariat wagons fdled. 
Up to that point, the supplies furnished in billets were in 

general to suffice.* Besides, there were stiU the magazines at 
ar-le-Duc,f Commercy,J and Toul,5 and then, further in front, 
at St. Dizier, Joinville, and Neufchate^iu. Further, the Com- 
missariat Department authorised a provision railway train to be 
despatched aaily to Blesme for the Ilnd Army. The columns 
would thus bo able, from the line l>IeRmc — Chaumont, to follow 
the army with full loads. 

On the other hand, the Royal Headquarters had charged 
the Ilird Army to despatch for the use of the Ilnd Army 
300,000 rations of food and 60,000 rations of forage to each of 
the towns of Etampes and Malesherbes. Tn spite of all exer- 
tions, very few supplies could be sent thither for want of 
transpoi-t.|| Of much greater hnportance for the Ilnd Army 
was the permission given on the 29th November for it to use 
the line Blesme — Lagny; to this latter town were sent to 
receive fresh supplies the wagons of the columns, which in all 
the army corps had been rapidly emptied after the i)assage 
of the Loing. Notwithstanding this, comprehensive measures 
were required on the part of the Commissariat to protect the 
troops from real want, especially as the requisitions yielded 
little, and at first also purchase for cash was by no means 
suceessfuL 

The capture of Orleans yielded but poor booty in respect 
of food, and the movement of the wagons sent after the troops 
by the Inspector-Geneml of Etappen was greatly retarded. It 
was only Dy degrees, and by gl^^ng to the troops themselves 
considerable sums of money that an impulse was given to

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iviuhy and tlie people Avere induced to bring the produce of tlio 
harvest to the markets Avhich had been establisned at Orl&ms, 
Etanipes, Jouiy, and Chartres, thereby saving themselves in 
the surest Avay from requisitiona The prices paid were in 
all cases very hi^h. By the joint efforts of the intendance 
and the troons, it became possible to overcome tlie diffi- 
culties generally, so that the efforts demanded at this period 
could bo borne by man and hoi'se without ovei-taxing their 
Ktrongth. 

In the latter half of December mattci*H improved to such an 
extent that at the commencement of the advance on Le Mans 
the anny was again adequately fed and its train was still filled 
with- provisions. From the 3rd to the 6th January the latter 
could supply the mtions which could not be provided in 
quarters, out in the subsequent days of fiffhting^ the supply of 
food was attended \vith almost insuperable difficulties. That 
part of the commissariat tmin which was full could not follow 
along the slippery and snoAved-up roads; the exliausted 
country could furnish nothing more. Tlie troops were therefore 
chiefly dependent on their iron rations. Thence it resulted that 
1 he men's food betrame shortly out of all proportion to the amount 
of increasing work required of them. After the captme of Le 
ifans the supnlies captured there, and the system of purchase 
at once intrc»duccd, satisfied the most pressing requirementn. 
The supplies forwarded from Orleans and (liartres, as also from 
(Germany, were now coming freely, and by distributing the 
troops more widely in their cantonnK-nts, the inhabitnnts could 
t'urriish the rations. 

Tlvc first troops of the Ist Army, which left after the fall ut* 
M« tz, c«aild only ln^ furinshed willi four days' rations, as the 
«ui)ply of fond ft»r the prisoners necessitated great efl'orls, and 
the Avagons demanded from Germany to complete the wagon- 
parks had not yet amvcl. The troops which followed Avere 
more favourably placed in this respect, the transfer of tho 
ningazine from its origiiial nosition at ('(Hirci'lles-sur-Nied to 
Herny facilitiiting considerably tho forwarding an<l distribu- 
tion of supplies. As a general rule, provisioning in quarters 
was adopted during the march, and recourse was only to be 
luul to the commissariat train when urgently noccHsary, In 
order to keep the latter filled, officials sent in advance organized 
magazines at Laon, Rethel, Rheims, and Soissons, the Intendant 
of the Army of the Meuse givhig gieat help.* The supplies 
also cnptured nt Sedan and Verdun were utilized, an<l for the 
rest purchases in the country were aUowed. 'I'he arrange- 
ments i)roved adecniate, and the anny, provided with sufticicnt 
supplies, continued its march to North- Wist France. l\y the 
7th December, the most advanced magazine was at Soissons, 
but the supplies of the ^Measc Army already stored at Rr-auvais 
L'ould be used in common.

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After tlie communication by rail Ixjtwcen Aniicns and 
Roueu had been re-oRtabUshed,* the magazines foi-med at 
liofiiiroA, Amiens, and Ronen could bo filled by provision- 
trains from Germany, supplcmcntod by requisitions and pur- 
chases. The supplies captured at La Fere and Pcronnc were 
stored in those magazines, Aviiile the contents of some commis- 
sariat wngons captured on 26th December from the French 
Avere distnbnted tfirectly to tlie troops. 

In the last period of the war, tlie 1st Army had not to 
contend Avith any serious difficulties. 

During the siege of Strossbiu'g tlie magazine at Lomper- 
theimt was chiefly used; this Avas replenished daily from 
Rastatl. After the capture of tho fortress the newly-fonncd 
XlVth (Joi-ps was able to leave this neighbourhood with its 
commissariat train filled with sunplies.J The expended stores 
were first replenished at Lunevilie :§ a magazine could now be 
formed at Epinal, and the bakeiy column commenced work. At 
tlio beginning of November tho intendanco created a magazine 
at VesouK in tho middle of the month at (jiray, and towards the 
end at Dijon, Avhich Averc filled partly by convoys from Lune- 
vilie and later from (>hannes, and partly by requisition. Tho 
results of tho requisitions were however small, as the retreat- 
ing French troops had either used or destroyed all supj>UeK 
There was so littlo oats that on some days not more Hum half 
a raHon could be distributed. 

When, after the fc»nna1ion of the South Army, in the monlh 
of January, the llnd and Vllth Army Coii>« i)roceeded to the 
southern theatre of war, the difficulties greatly increased. Tho 
llnd Army Corps had left Paris at first sulliciently provided with 
KUi)i)lies. Li the XlVth Corps the trains on ox^count of bad 
weal her and roads were ii<»t always able to follow. Tho 14th 
Division had not been able to bring up its trains from the noi'th, 
so that the Vllth iVimy Corps up to the middle of January had 
but three commissariat columns and 270 auxiliary wagons at its 
ilisposal. During the fighting on the Lisaine, more particularly, it 
\Vi\H not always possible to avoid actual want, as in consoquenco 
of the sudden transfer of the connnunicationstoDanimcrkirch and 
Sentheimll the magazines there could not at once provide sufli- 
cient supplies. Tho XlVth Army Corps, hi thisrejHpect, remained 
dependent on its own resources, Avhilc for the other two coips 
the Intendaut of the Vllth Anny Coi-ps took over the supply; 
a commissariat depot was at tho same time created at ChAtilion- 
Kur-Seine. But as an etappen line could not be organized at

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first to that place,* the supplies from the line Nancjr — Chltillon 
were brought to Eoiual and, with those still remaming to the 
XIY th Corps, unitea here to form an army magadne. Tne com- 
munications between this point and the troops could only be 
carried on by the very difficult land road. The trains required at 
least ten days to replenish. In consequence General ▼. Manteuffel 
found himself obliged on the 14th January to indicate to the 
Generals Commanding the Ilnd and Vllth Corps the necessity 
of combining supply from magazines with a careful sj'stem of 
requisitions; they wore allowed perfect freedom of action in 
arranging the deuiils. The food provided from the district 
found a welcome addition in the French miUtary supplies 
which frequently fell into the hands of the troops during the 
course of the operation8.t 

In order to regulate the transport from the rear, the intend- 
ance with the assistance of the Prefecture in Epinal provided a 
number of wagons for the tmnsport from this place to the army. 
When oil the 22nd Jaiuiaiy a new magazine was formed at D61e, 
the bakery columns also commenced opemtions at this point. 

The Intendaut-General had further instructed thelntendant 
of the Ilnd Army to secure a ton days' supply for the South 
Army on the lino Blesmo — Nuit8-8ur-Arma9on — Joigny, but 
this measure could not come into force at first. The tmnsfer 
ordered on the 2nd February of the magazine from Epinal to 
Vesoul met Avith insuperable difficulties owing to the want of 
wagons, and it was only with the aid of all the regimental and 
departmental caniages that a regular communication could be 
maintained between Epinal and Dole. Immediately after the 
reoccupation of Dijon a magazine was formed at that place. 

The XlVth Coips was Bpecially dependent for supplies on 
transports from the rear, as the distiict to be traversed during 
the advance had been already exhausted. The halting dajr on 
the 22nd January was employed to regulate the detaus of the 
situation. -Notwithstanding this, the rations between the 25th 
and 29th were very sparing. It was not until sufficient supplies 
could be sent from Dole, and all the columns of the Armv Corps 
had reached Dampierre on the 30th, that the state of affairs 
improved again. 

ToAvards the end of the operations the supply of oats and 
forage Avas difficult, especially with the troops of the South 
Army. The opening to traffic of the line Blesme — Dijon, 
however, which took place on the 11th February, enabled 
serious einbaiTassments to be avoided. 

Duiing the armistice it was a principle for all parts of the 
theatre of war to utilise in the fii-st instance the resouit5e8 of 
the country for the supply of the army. Rationing by the 
inhabitants wa3 consequently employed as much as possible,

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aud the distribution of the troops regulated accordingly. All 
officers, surgeons, and superior officials received a money 
allowance in lieu.* Even after the signature of the peace 
preliminaries France had to maintain the Oerman troops. In 
consequence of an agreement concluded on llth March, the 
latter abandoned the systems of requisitions, and of rations 
provided in quarters. Supplies on the Prussian scale were to 
oe drawn direct fi'om the magazines.t

Owing to the foresight and loyalty of all the inteudancc and 
supply officials, and of the officers and men employed in the 
train, and the never-failing initiative of the troops, those periods 
of difficulties of supply were tided over without endangcrmg the 
health of man and horse in a way that had never been attained 
in any previous great campaign. If in isolated cases, as, f<n* 
instance, on the cbys of battle, the food was deKcient, or th» 
rations could not be issued in the regulated proportions, this 
was due to circumstances which can never be entirely under 
control in time of war. The Gorman troops have, however^ 
shown that they are able to boar the hardest privations without 
detriment to their soldier-like qualities. 

Lastly, we must not fail to mention in praise the very 
welcome help given to the field armies by the quantities of 
clothing and food of every kind sent as gifts from societies and 
private persons in all parts of Germany.t

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The Hospital Service of the German Army. 

The hospital servico of the German army demanded bo lar^e 
a medical stafi' that tho available military surg^ns of tEe 
active and fm*lough lists were ouito insufficient to meet the 
requirements, and it was therefore neceseaiy to bring into 
the army a large niimber of civilians, many of whom voluntarily 
offered their services.* 

As a princinlo the militarv surgeons of the active list were 
attached chiefly to tlic newly created sanitary units,t ^ud in 
these cases and in the regiments Avore supplemented by surgeons 
belonging to the fiulough list. Emment professors in the 
imiversities, and operatoiii were attached to each of the field 
annies as consul tmg surgeons witii the rank of sivgeons-general, 
or to the army at home in the same capacity but without mili- 
taiy mnk, Avhile part of the ciA-il surgeons were attached to the 
field troops. The majority of these gentlemen were, however, 
attached to the field and reserve hospitals, more especially those 
foreignei-8 who had entered into a contract with the German 
military authorities. To complete further the establishments, 
medical students who had not received their diploma, but Avho 
Avere sufficiently triuned, Avore posted as sub-siurgeons. 

Civilians with the requisite qualifications were also appointed 
to fill the administrative post** in the hospitals. On tlie other 
hand, the situations of hospital assistants, hospitals orderlies, 
sick bearers, and field apothecaries were filled from the fur- 
lough hsts and, later, from the depot troops.} 

Very soon after tlic commencement of the campaign the

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regimental sorgeoi^ lutd pleiify of woik to do in attending ta 
men not seriously ill and the.footsore, the 'nnmbers of wnich 
diortl 7 attiained a considerable figmre. * In order to avoid causing 
inconvenience to the marching troops by conveying these men 
immediately in rear of the colnmn, ^>edal detachments were 
formed of these men in meet of the IKvisions. They marched 
vn&L the trains under the care of a surgeon/or were brought 
up to th^ .Division in carriages after a three days* rest* 
Tnose men who were incapable of marching after the lapse of 
this time passed to the neld or etappen hospitals. If there 
were none of tiiese in the vidnity, the men, so long as they 
were on German soil, were handed over to dvil hospitab or 
reliRious institutions. 

In tlie case of large bodies of troops remaioing stationaiy, 
as during investments and sieges, the organisation of dck 
depdtSy consulting rooms, and cantonment hospitals proved 
very practical, especially at the commencement of winter when 
the number of cases of catarrh increased 

It was particulariy difficult to preserve the healtli of the 
army investmg Metz. Its sanitary condition was very unfavour- 
able omng to the strain of the outpost duties, the months of 
bivouac passed in groimd uifected with dead 1x>die8 and satu- 
rated with refuse, and tlie defective protection against tlic 
inclemencies of the autumn season. 

Although some ninelgr hospitals were gradually established 
here, this number scarcely sufficed for the sick and wounded ; 
the less so as a large number of the womidcd from the battles 
before Metz were incapable of travelling, and had to be tended 
on the spot. 

Between the 20tli Aup^st and 31st October 135,G36 sick 
and wounded were treated by the aimy of investment ; of these- 
82,025 were attended to by the regimental sm-gcons. Of the 
sick 22,0y0 suffered fi-om gastiic fever and typhus, 27,959 from 
dysentery. Dui-ing September and October 1,328 men died of 
typhus, 829 of dysentery. 

In the fortress also malignant disease had also prevailed. 
In oi-der to protect the troops from fresh contagion, not only 
were all places used as l>aiTacks and hospitals carefiilly dis- 
infectedjt bnt comprehensive measures were adopted to clear 
the neighbouring battle-field8.J 

The condition of things in and near Sedan was equally 
tmfavourable, the town being full of sick and wounded. Typhus 
and dysentery did their ghastly work among the German 
ti'oops who remained there. The Belgium Government imder-

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took iu the early part of 1871 the disinfectioii of the field of 
battle. 

The anny inveeting Parisi beine better housed, eiyoyed, 
generally ^^esSdngf a more farourable sanitary condition than 
Siat investing Hetac, bnt vfM not entirely free from the diseases 
above mentioned. Smaltpox having been spread by fugitives 
from Paris, all the men were re-vaccinated wiUx soccess, so diat^ 
notwithstanding the spread of the disease among ti^ country 
people, it did not senously affect the troops. Li- February 
jaundice appeared, and was probably due, uke dysenterv, to 
the presence of sulphate of lime in the water; on the whole, 
however, the mortality before Paris did not greatiy exceed 
ilic average death-rate iu time of peace. 

In the case of those troops which had to uiidertake severe 
active operations in wintc*.r, especiallv in the Ilnd Arm* and 
the Grand Duke of Mccklcnburg^s Detachment, the efioctive 
speedily diminuslicd through sickness even more than through 
losses in action. It was also very difficult to provide the neces- 
sary carriage to convey tlic sick after the army and to tlie 
hoibitals. 

In general tlic months of September and October were the 
most unfavourable for the entire German army in respect of 
health.* Iu the foiiner month dysenteiy reac&ed the highest 
point with a mortality of 34-09 per cent, of those affected, in 
tlie latter month typhus with 27*^J per cent, of deaths ; towards 
the end of the carnpaigu the inunber and virulence of the cases 
of these two diseases considerably decreased. 

In the battles and cngagcmoiits the sanitary detachments 
<liBplayod an activity as gi-cat as it was beneficial. Natmrally, 
where enormous losses occurred in a brief interval of time, 
help could not be always brought at once ; at times also the 
positions of bandagiug stations had to be shifted in consequence 
of their being reached by the enemy's fire. GeiieraUy speaking, 
these stations were, however, quickly established, and at wdl 
selected spots. 

Iu the greater Imttles single sanitary detachments have often 
tre;itcd upwards of 400 wounded, so that, like the regimental 
surgeons, they had to continue then- work almost without inter- 
ruption the whole day long. In such circum^tances, the transfer 
of the wounded from the bandaging stations to the hospitals 
caused no Uttle difficulty, as the wagons of tlie detachment were 
not sufficient, and auxiliary transport was, generally speaking, 
difficult to obtain. 

The service was much more simple in the sieges; the 
sanitary detachments and the regimental surgeons could then 
do their work in permanent localities in rear, and at bandaging

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stations established in the trenches. Before Paris field hospitals 
were also frequently pushed forward close up to the outpostSt 
and, later on, surgeons and sick bearers were permanently told 
off to most of the siege batteries. 

The sanitary detachments are also frequentljr employed to 
form hospitals, and to remove the sick from hospitals. 

Immediately in rear of the sanitary detachments the field Medical 
hospitals were established.* This was generally done with jc'^if© in tlio 

Seat rapidity, and in a manner suited to their special functions, the^eld' ^^ 
juntry houses, churches, and other public buildings generally amij! 
offered the requisite accommodation, but in some cases the re- 
sources of a peasant's cottage or a bam had to suffice. During 
this war hospital hut barracks were for the first time erected on 
a lar^e scale on the battle-field, as, for instance, at Spicheren, 
Worth, and Sedan. The result was in all cases very favourable. 
Similar buildings were employed on a larger scale to in- 
crease the accommodation of stationary field, and etappen 

hospitalat 

Besides the field hospitals, the personnel of the reserve 
hospitalsl became, at an early stage, an important part of 
the sanitary service. Although intended simply to relieve the 
field hospitals, and to convert these latter into stationary 
hospitals, they were also employed to form field and etappen 
hospitals. 

In all, at nearly 500 places, stationaiy hospitals were 
formed from the field hospitals and the personnel of the reserve 
hospitals. The number of sick and wounded treated in all the 
field hospitals was 295,644. 

The etappen hospitals were intended not only for the 
requirements in rear of the field army, but at the same time 
formed a network of organization for the forwarding of sick to 
the rear. In this respect, its work was most difficult where there 
was no regular railway communication, as the convoys of sick 
moving by land had for the most part to pass the night in the 
etappen stations. 

At the commencement of the preliminary peace the existing 
hospitals of the Ilnd and Ilird Armies were for the most part 
evacuated, and could be removed at the end of March. In the

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(Hjuitoc of thin month the sick and Avounded, capable of being 
removed, who were still left in the hospitals of the Ist, Meiise, 
and South Armies, were conveyed to Germany in six hospital 
trains. Thu further evacuation and removal of the hospitals 
kept pace with the return of the troops; the last large 
transports of sick were sent to (Germany in November, 1872. 

TJie ruissue of medicines, bandaging materials, and other 
necessarieR, was furiUHhed to all hospitals by the renerve hospital 
depots following the army, by the reserve hospital magazmes, 
and by central reserve hospital depdts formed by the military 
administrative authorities as also by the depots of volunteer 
ambulances. 
Transport Previous experience had shown that, as a princii>le, the sick 

and distribu- and wounded should bo distributed over as large an area as 
tionof possible. This principle was observed so far as the means 

' allowed. After the first great battles it was, however, very 

difficult to provide the surgeons, orderlies, and carriages neces- 
sary for the purpose. 

All sick and wounded, who could bear movement, were 
asscml)led at suitable points, placed in wagons, and brought 
along etappen roads to the nearest working railway stations, in 
order to be thence foi'warded to their homes. The railway trains 
procteeded to Germany by way of Weissenburg or Forbaqh, 
and from the; connncncement of September were worked 
by special evacuation committees at Weissenburg and Saar- 
briicken. Later on, another one was added at Epernay. These 
distrilmtcd the arriving convoys in corresponding groups, and 
sent them to hospitals in Germany, which were placed at their 
disposal for this purpose.* 

Nancy ami Lagny g.nned in importance during the war as 
l)oints of assembly of sick and wounded. At the former town 
the entire sick transport of the Gennan Army in Franco was at 
times (collected; so that occasionally as many as 1,500 to 1,700 
men assembled and jiassed the night thete.f 

Lagny formed from the 24th November the chief point of 
assembly for the army investing Paris, and temporarily for the 
wounded of the Ilnd Army coming from the neighbourhood of 
Orleans and Le Mans-t 

The sick and wounded, which chiefly amved in the wagons

conveyed next day to Epernay, whence they were either 
distributed to the field, and stationary field, hospitak in the 
Champagne and in Alsace-Lorraine, or were taken to Gcrmai)y. 
The sick of the Ist and Mense Armies were forwarded by way of 
Rheims — M^ziires — 3iletz, later by way of Fronard, to Forbach ; 
those of the Ilird Army all proceeded by way of Nancy to 
Weissenbnrg.* 

For the transport of the slightly wounded and sick, special 
sick trains were set apart ; they were made up of covered goods 
wagons, provided with sti'aw or mattrasaes, in winter with 
woollen blankets, and Avere under the charge of surgeons. 
On the other hand, all badly wounded were as far as possible 
placed in hospital trainsy the introduction of which may be 
regarded as one of the most important advances in inihtary 
hospitjd work. 

The necessary wagons were provided by the German 
Railway Companies, whilst their equipment was carried out 
partly by the State and partly through the society for volunteer 
ambulances. Their internal arrangement was calculated to 
afibrd a number of comfortable cots, which were not im- 
mediately exposed to jolts, so that even badly-woimded men 
could bear without danger long railway journeys, while the 
surgeons and attendants could carry on their work without 
interruption.t 

The Prussians and Saxons entrusted the care of the 
hospital trains to the hands of surgeons, while the South 
German States ^ave them to officers, officials, or private 
pei*sonS. The traius equipped by volunteer associatioim wore 
under the control of delegated and dircctin|5 surgeons. The 
non-medical personnel of all the hospital trams was furnished 
by the volunteer ambulance. 

The first trains of tliis kind left Munich on the 7th, 8tli, and 
11th August. On the 16th of the same month the Wurttem- 
burg hospital train commenced their transport; in September 
the North German, and in November the Baden hospital 
train. 

The total of sick and wounded brought by railway to 
Germany amounted to 240,426, of whom 36,426 men were 
forwarded by hospital trains in 164 journeys. 

The organisation of reserve hospitals for the reception of Koserro 
sick and wounded from the theatre of war had been prepared J^^J^^ 
in all German States in thne of peace, so that before the "''"'"^ 
arrival of the wounded from Weissenbnrg, Spicheren, and

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Worlli, a move than sufficient number of beds for the first 
requirements were available. The reserve hospitals were 
arranged by the provincial authoritien, but were under military 
direction and superintendence. All peace ^nison hospitals 
became reserve nospitals, but served primarily to receive the 
sick of the dopdt and garrison tniopa. At the time of greatest 
need there were in all 111,932 beda avaihible in 368 places ; of 
these 7,268 were in hospital hut banacks, the construction of 
which had shoi-tly to be commenced in view of the increasing 
number of sick and wounded.* 

The number of civil surgeons employed in the reserve 
hospitals increased considerably, as many military surgeons 
provisionally left behind at home had to be withdrawn from the 
reserve hospitals, in order to accompany troops proceeding to the 
theatre of war, in consequence of new formations, or to take 
the place of others. 

The care of the sick prisonere of war was also undertaken as 
well by the existing reserve hospitals. But when the numbers 
became excessive, separate hospitals were organized for them. 
With thorn the services of the French surgeons, who had 
followed their troops into captivity, were also utilised. Pri- 
soners of war who were thoroughly unfit for service were 
dismissed to their homes. 

Altogether in the State reserve hospitals, including the 
prisonei-s' hospitals, 812,021 sick and wounded were treated, 
m 17,613,397 working days. 

The gradual closing of reserve hospitals commenced at the 
end of March, 1871. 
mo!uca?aid ^^^ conscquence of the experience gained in the year 1866 

" ' special attention had been paid in Germany to voluntary 
medical aid. A convention concluded on 21st April, 1869, had 
paved the way for a uniform working of the societies existing 
m all parts of the country, under the direction of the Central 
Ciminiittee of the German Association for Medical Aid in the 
Field for Sick and Wounded Sc»ldiers. 

At the invitation of Her Majesty, Queen Augusta of Prussia, 
the duties of the volunteer medical societies had at the same 
time been determined. The relations between them and the 
militaiy administration, to which they must be unconditionally 
subordinate in the general interest, had been precisely ref- 
lated. In order to turn to account the resources and the spirit 
of self-sacrifice of the whole nation, the Central Committee 
issued on the 19th July, 1870, an appeal inviting every one to 
share in the charitable work. 

To organize the perBonneU ^vho voluntoerod their services 
from all classes of society, to direct them in the proper groove,

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and to prevent them from acting without concert, was the 
task of the "Kind's Commissary and Military Inspector of 
the Volmiteer Ambulances,** The post, which had existed in 
the Prussian Army since 1866, was entrusted on 20th July, 
1870, to Prince Hans Heimich XI of Pless, his authority being 
extended to the army of the North German Confederation. The 
Prince called to his aid a number of delegates,* and distributed 
them in such wise to the field army and the interior, that each 
State of the North German Confederation had a State delegate, 
each Prussian province and some of the Government districts 
bad each a provincial or district delegate. To each anny was 
attached an army delegate, a general etappen delegate,! and a 
column director; to each army corps, an army corps delegate. 
The South German States also appointed similar delegates, 
who in Bavaria were under the Central Committee m the 
National Society of that country, and in Wlirttemberg imder 
Prince Hermann of Saxe Weimar, appointed Royal Commissary. 
The Gi-and Duchies of Baden and Hesse had entrusted the 
formation of these auxiliai-y institutions to Prince Pless. The 
delegates present with the South German States placed them- 
selves most willingly at his disposal for all general concerns.^ 

In order to fulnl the first and most unportant duties of 
voluntary help, namely, to furnish attendants tor the convoys of 
woundea and to help in the field hospitals, an (vppeal was made 
on the 22nd July, and in answer thereto a largo number of 
patriotic gentlemen and ladies reported themselves for personal 
service. The well-trained personnel plijiced at disposal by 
several reUgious and lay societies was especially of great value. 
The societies charged themselves with training a reserve of 
attendants in order to form the necessary reserve. Numerous 
larger and smaller detachments were organized, and these, Uke 
the columns of attendants of the etappen deleft es, rendered 
service partly on the battle-fields, but more particularly in the 
stationanr hospitals and with the convojs. ^ 

At ail the principal points of the railways used for the 
transport of troops and wounded in France, and at all the 
larger and many of the smaller stations of Germany, refreeh' 
meni stations and dressing stations were established, wnich were 
of the greatest value. 

In Germany, voluntary help was principally active in open- 
ing hospitals, partly independently and partly with the help of

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the military administration. The numerous ^cieties,* especi- 
ally the Aid Societies of Wonien^ under ^ha dir^otiou of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Prussia and the other German Princesses, 
participated in the work in the most active matmer, and showed 
a spirit of self-abneeation. \i the end of the war there existed 
upwards of 1,500 of such hospitals; a large number of wounded 
and of convalescents were likewise received into private estab- 
lishments and into private families. 

In order to give information to relatives of the whereabouts 
of the sick and wounded, a central intelligence office was 
established in Berlin on 19th July, which was supplemented 
later on by similar establishments in almost all the principal 
towns of tho country. Through the instrumentality of the 
Geneva International Committee, relations were maintained 
with the office of the Soci^t6 du Secours aux Blesses Miltitaires 
in Paris. In all, the Berlin office, from 11,963 lists furnished 
by the hospitals, brought on its books and maps upwards of 
509,837 men, including 60,000 Frenchmen. 

The immense success of tho volunteer ambulances was in 
great measure due to the spirit of self-sacrifice shown by the 
entire German nation in providing the necessary resources. 
From the earliest days of the war the free gifts streamed in by 
large quantities. Their collection, disposal, and despatch to the 
army formed an important branch of the duties of the Central 
Committee and its representatives. To receive these objects 
three principal dep6ts were in the fii-st instance formed at 
Coblenz, Mamz, and Mannheim, and eleven reserve depdts were 
established as chief collecting dep&ts for the larger districts, 
When the German armies entered France, seventy-six branch 
dep8tst were formed in the course of time, which were filled 
from the main depSts and distributed stores to the troops, to the 
hospitals, and to the dressing stations. 

The total value of the gifts in money made from Germany 
to the army in this way amounted to eleven million thalers 
(1,650,000/.), and the value of the other gifts may be estimated 
at five milHon thalers (750,000Z.).J 

Foreign countries, and especially the Germans living there, 
have borne their share in the most generous manner, and have 
sent to tho Central Committee and the societies affiliated to it 
valuable gifts of every kind, and upwards of 2\ millions of 

thalei-s (375,000/.). 

In consequence of these valuable resources, the societies 
were also in a position after the war, to place health resorts 
within the reach of soldiers broken down by sickness, and to

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givo help to invalided soldiers and to the families of soldiers 
killed in action. 

During the war, the volunteer ambulances and the assist- 
ance of tlie entire nation have aided to an enormous extent tlie 
military institutions which, in keeping with the circumstances 
of the army, must meet the fii-st necessities, and, for that 
help, have earned the warmest thanks of the German Army. 
This feeling was nobly expressed in a letter addressed by the 
Royal Commander to Her Majesty the Empress and Queen, on 
his return from France, m recognition of the work of the 
Central Committee. 

In examining the results of the medical service during the Results of the 
war, they may be considered on the whole as exceedmgly "wiitary 
favourable. More especially is the circumstance Avorthy of ^^^^^' 
notice that the number of men who succumbed to disease was 
far below the number who died by external force. While in 
the campaign of 1866, 59'1 per cent, of the deaths in the 
Prussian Army were due to disease, this number in the Franco- 
German War was only 28*95 per cent. Taking into comparison 
the duration of the campaigns and the forces employed, the 
number of deaths by disease and epidemics in 1870-71 wos 
only one-half of the number in 1866. 

The small difference, which on the other hand tells to the 
disadvantage of the war of 1870-71, in the average number of 
recoveries from wounds, is to be attributed chiefly to the longer 
duration of the campaign and the greater extent of the theatre 
of war. 

Cholera, which in the war of 1866 was the chief clement in 
the death-rate, and exanthematic typhus, did not on this 
occasion attack the German Army, but it was not so with 
abdominal typhus and dysentery. 

The number of deatfais in the German Army, inclusive of the 
navy and civilians attached to the army, amounts to 40,881 ; of 
these 70'03 per cent, died by external force, viz: —

The sanitary condition of Germany did not suffer any 
serious deterioration in consequenoe of the war. 

During this campaign the German military medical service 
has proved its excellence in the most varied ways, while the 
careful and ready help of the surgeons have contributed in a 
marked degree to maintaining the efficiency, and thereby 
indirectly to the success of the German arms. In all circles 
of the anny the self-sacrificing devotion of the entire medical 
personnel has been the theme of universal acknowledgment. 
Not a feAv of those men have fallen victims to the enemy's fire 
and to epidemics while carrying out their duty, but, on the 
other hand, thousands of sick and wounded Frenchmen and 
Germans owe their lives to their ever-ready devotion, • 
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DiviNB Service and Military Justice, 

For carrying on the divine service in the field army, the peace DiTuie 
establishment of military chaplains* was augmented from the ^^^^^' 
large number of clerg^nmen who voluntarily offered their services. 
A number were appointed, so that, generally speaking, each 
infantry, landwehr, and reserve Division had at least two, 
frejiuently three, divisional chaplains. According to the 
religion of the majority in the respective corps, ihe number of 
Evangelical or Catholic chaplains preponderated. Further, in 
most of the Army Corps, the corps artillery, and frequently the 
Cavalry Divisions'^ had their own chaplains. Besides the regular 
establishment, two extra were appointed, to each army corps, 
the appointments being made, according to the requirements, 
by the Senior Protestant chaplain, or the Catholic representative. 

Although at the opening of the campaign, the rapid move- 
ments of the whole army, and the subsequent operations of the 
1st, Ilnd, and South Armies did not alwa3rs allow of divine service 
being held, yet before going into action the chaplains lost no 
opportunily by a short address of reminding the ^oops of their 
duly, and to beseech the Divine help in the unpeuding struggle. 
It was at the dressing stations ana in the hospitals, however, 
that the chaplains snowed more particularly their zeal and 
devotion. Indefatigable in their calling to administer to the 
dving the consolation of religion and the comfort of the 
Holy Sacrament, they endeavoured, while ministering to their 
souls, to assist also the surgeons in nursing their bodies.t 
After the numerous glorious victories and actions, the serious 
duty devolved upon them of expressing the feelings of the 
troops by thanks to the Almighty, of consecrating the graves of 
the dead, and of reminding tne troops of the subUme and 
consoUng thoufi;ht that their fallen comrades had sacrificed 
their lives by the faithful accomplishment of the highest duty 
towards their king and country. 

For the troops who were forced to remain a long time in 
one and the same neighbourhood, as before fortresses, especially 
before Metz and Paris, a more regularly arranged divine 
service was possible than with the field army. The churches 
in the villages occupied were used for the service of both 
religions, mostly with the willing assistance of the French 
clergymen. Sometimes also large bodies of troops were 
assembled for divine service in the open air. 

* The mojoritj of the Ist class chaplains and many garrison chaplains, who, 
according to the regolations, were destined to remain at home in case of mobiliza- 
tion, were called in 1870 to take the field as chaplains.

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lu the hospitals, similar duties to those on the battle-field 
devolved, only to a greater extent, upon the chaplain& 
Special hospital chaplains were appointed to this duty, and for 
their assistance were added a considerable number of volunteer 
hospital chaplains of both creeds, Protestant field deacons and 
catholic priests despatched by religious associations* to the 
hospital establishments in the theatre of war and in Germany. 
Their distribution, and the ministration in the hospitals, devolved 
upon three field-hospital chaplains, who were at first attached 
to the Inspectors-General of Etappen of the three armies, but 
to whom, later on, were apportioned ihe duties by districts : all 
the hospitals in the districts falling to their charge, without 
regard to the armies to which they belonged.f 

The relations with the sick, wounded, and dyings opened to 
those having the cure of souls a wide and thankful sphere of 
dut^. Besides this, these chaplains had the special task of 
ministering directly to the spiritual wellrbeing of the soldiers, 
by acting as intermediaries between the soldiers in their charge 
and their relatives, and also by providing suitable reading ^r 
tbose who were able to take advantage of it. Lastly, the 
chaplains were never absent fix>m the side of the surgeons in 
the nospitals, and shared with them the cares and dangers of 
their calling, to which also many chaplains fell victims. 

The work of the chaplains of both creeds, in the field as well 
as in the hospitals, was of the more value for the army, as these 
men, besides fulfilling their special duties in the care of souls, 
considered it their special task to maintain and develop the 
patriotic and moral sense of the army. 
IcniiaijUir. The administration of military law was carried out in the 

field on essentially the same principles as in peace. 

By a Boyal Decree, prepared in 1867, but not promulgated 
until 20th July, 1870, the procedure of militarv tribunals 
was, however, simplified in some points, and thereby the 
administration of justice was made more speedy — a matter 
of special importance in time of war. By a second decree 
issued at the same time the relations between the army and 
the inhabitants of the enemy's country were also regulated. 
In this the principle had to be observed of securing 
absolute powers to the military authorities under all circum- 
stances, and of dealing promptly and severely with any French " 
subjects who did acts prejudicial in any way to the German 
armies. On the other hand, the complete co-operation of 
the authorities in the enemy's country had been calculated 
upon, in order, as far as possible, to lighten the inevitable

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burdens of the war by distributing them in a just manner. 
This supposition was not always realised, and as the officials of 
the French administration, police and law, refused in most cases 
their co-operation, great difficulties occurred in canying out 
these branches of the administration. 

In spite of this, the Germnn officials of military justice 
rendered possible throughout a rapid and vigorous action of 
the courts-martial, thereby contributing both to maintaining 
discipline in the German Armv, and to deciding the legal 
questions arising with the Frcncfi population. This latter duty 
was considerably facilitated by the circumstance that the 
German Judge Advocates very Ruccessfully fulHllod at tunes 
the duties of the prefects in the occupied dopai-tments. 

The field gendaraierie, formed only at the moment of Field 
mobilization, was charged with the police duties of the army, gendarmerie, 
especially in respect to men temporarily detached from their 
corps and to civilians following the army, and also with the 
local police duties in the occupied districts of the enemy's 
countiy. 

For the first of these services it was above all things 
important to keep the roads used by the army open and prac- 
ticable for traffic. The great length of the tmms, the drivers of 
which were not as a inile accustomed to military discipline, caused 
the field gendarmes a considerable amount of work. In the local 
police adminiKtration they had to share, in so far as seeing to 
the maintenance of the roads and bridges, and forcing the 
local authorities to make the necessarv rejjairs. 

The field gendannerie had another impoi-tant task — that 
of preventing unauthorised requisition. In this respect the 
strictest supervision had to be maintained over many of the 
civilian followers, like sutlei*8 and purveyor, who easily found 
opportunities for unlawful acts, and whoso crimes were then 
mostly laid to the charge of the troops. On the fields of battle 
the field gendarmerie had ns much as possible to share in 
seeking out and protecting the woundecl, and, later on, to 
perfomi important duties in clearing the battle-fields and 
carrying out measures of sanitary police. 

The carrying out of the local police duties in the occupied 
districts soon proved extremely difficult, as, in consequence of 
the extent of territory the number of available men was far 
from adequate, while the difl^erence of language and the 
apathy of the French authorities greatly increased the diffi- 
culty of co-operation with these latter. But even when the 
French police authorities could bo employed in a regular 
manner, they had to be always supported by the German 
field gendarmerie, as the former could not be allowed to deal 
independently Trith any crimes that might be committed by 
German soldners. Thus, for instance, a mixed duty was 
arranged in Rouen in such wise that patrols consisting of two 
Prussian field gendarmes and two sergeants de ville were charged 
with maintaining order in the streets. 
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As a general rule, in spite of its weak effective,* and of the 
difficulties, to which allusion has been made, the field gend- 
armerie succeeded in satisfactorily discharging its numerous 
duties, and has contributed in no slight degree to maintaining 
in this war as well the discipUne for which the German Aimy 
has ever been renowned. 

Independently of the field gendarmerie the Royal Head- 
quarters had a special field police,t which, in addition to its 
protective fimctions in the enemy's country, had also to share 
m certain administrative duties. In the difficulties already 
described the duties of the director of police were very varied 
and onerous, so that other trained officials had to be appointed 
for liis assistance. The field police had an important task at 
Versailles, where the protection of the Royal Headquarters and 
the observation of strangers demanded special attention. By 
increasing the personnel^ the employment of French police 
officials and military aid, J it became possible to maintain 
tranquillity and security during the whole period that Versailles 
W€ts occupied.

At the mobilisation of the army, the depdt troops in the Bacraitment. 
difitriots of the Nortii Qerman Corps* were formed partly of men 
of the reserve, the youngest classes of the 1st class EtBotz 
Seierve, and the first class of the Landwehr.* Moroorer, 
the general desire to take part in the war had brought hosts 
of tohmteors trO the colours. 

It was necessary to train these recruits as soon as possible 
for service in the field. In order to ensure that the depAt 
troops might be in a position in this respect to fulfil the duties 
required of them, it was held as a principle during the whole 
course of the war that those charged witn the traming should 
be sufficient In numbers and equal to their task* 

For the North German field troops, the rule for the filling up 
of vacancies was tiiat every corps which had lost 10 per cent 
of its effective by deaths wounds, capture, or sickness,! was to 
apply, either directly or through the headquarters in the field, 
for a corresponding draft to its dep6t, or to the temporary corps 
commander. As a rule, the drafts, by arrangement of tne 
Inspector-General of Etappen, reached the terminal etappen 
station by train, and thence joined their corps by road. JBut 
tlie railways were unable in all cases to meet the demands. 
After heavy engagements, more particularly, they were so much 
taken up by the transport of wounded and prisoners that delays 
occurred in bring^e up the drafts. It not infireauently hap- 
pened that weeks elapsed before the drafts reachea tiieir corps, 
especially when the latter had advanced in the interval.^ 

The vacancies, which occurred by the despatch of tiie drafts, 
were first filled by new levies. At the commencement of

Certain corps could not at first obtam the n e c essa r y numbers to replace casualtiei. 
The Ilird Arm/ Corps, for instance, required 882 oiBoers and 18,064 men^ to 
replace its losses on the 6th and 16th August, but bj the end of September had only 
receiTed 147 officers and 9,480 men. 

In the artillery the loesee were, in the first instance, replaced by men and 
horses from the ammunition columns. 
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September the recruits for 1870-71 were called up. When 
these did not suffice, recourse was had to the Ist Class of the 
Eratz Reserve and the older classes of men who had already 
served.* 

In this way, tlio men intended to replace casualties in the 
infantry could be drawn from three oriffmally different groups. 
In the first place, there were the availaole number of men who 
had already served, estimated in each battalion at some 500, or 
a t^tal of 60,000 men. This number was sufficient to cover the 
losses sustained in August and September. A second group, 
which comprised the recruits and volunteers enrolled on 
mobilisation, was assi^ed to the field troops, generally 
speaking, from the beginning of October, yieldmg a further 
increment of some 50,Q<)0 men. Lastly, at the commencement 
of 1871, the whole of the recruits of the year 1870-71 were 
available to the extent of some 70,000 men. Moreover, the 
depdts were considerably increased by men discharged from 
the hospitals as fit for duty. The condition of the other arms 
of the servce was no less favourable. 

The field landwehr troops did not at firat receive any men 
to replace their casualties, but the unmobilised landwehr 
battahonSyt and the ganison battalions, and the dismounted 
landwehr squadrons| were oharge4 with training men for this 
purpose. 

In order to cover the increasing want of officers, landwehr 
officers, whose services qoxx\(\ not hitherto ]>e spared, were 
defied to the field regiments. Convalescent officeis and 
officers on the reserve list also did duty with the depdts, so that 
bthers whom they relieved might join the field army. 

To replace casualties in the field troops of the Bavarian 
Army Corps} and their dep6ts, were used in the first place, as 
in North (Germany, the trained men of the reserve and 
landwehr. The further reserves were ensured by calling out 
on the 4th October the whole of the contingent of 1870-71 
— 16,000 in number — and also 2,520 of the 1st Class Ersatz 
Reserve, some of whom joined the field troops in December. 
In order to be able to satisfy the very large demands at this 
time, the period of training of new reciiiits had irom tho 
middle of tiiis month to be shortened to six weeks.! Hand in 
hand with these arrangements, the depot troops M'cre further 
augmented. For instance, after the 17th December, the 
establishment of each dep6t battalion was increased by 200

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men, each depdt riflo company by 50 men.* The fourth 
company of the battalionR was appointed to furnish the men for 
the corresponding landwchr battahons. 

In the artillery-, in consequence of the new formation of a 
field artillery division,t the eight dep6t batteries were reduced 
to four.J 

The drafts from the depots of the WUrttemborg Field 
Divi6ion§ were replaced by calling up tmincd ersatz reservists 
of the years 1859-1866, and untramed recruits and ersatz 
resei-vists of 1870, lastly, by volunteers.|| 

In Baden the arrangements for dep6ts followed in their 
main features the North German regulations. Y At the beginning 
of September the infantry dep6ts sent reinforcements of 240 men 
each to the regiments in the field.** Large drafts proceeded to 
the theatre of war in November, at the end of December, end 
of January, and middle of February. Meanwhile, tlie recruits 
levied in 1870 had been gradually incorporated. Lastly, all 
men belonging to the classes of 1860 and upwards who Vere 
fit for active service and had not ret been incorporated, were 
ordered to join their respective landwehr battalions, the fortress 
artillery battalion, and the dep6t« on the 31st January, 1871. 

By these measures* not only were the requisite numbers in 
all iM German carps secured to the fullest extent, but also, 
in Bpite of the numerous new formations, the depdt troops were 
in almost every case maintained at their establishment, without 
being forced to have recourse to any other steps than those 
reooenised by reg^ulation. 

By the begimiinir of March, 1871, the depfits of the German 
Army had sent in all to France a reinforcement of upwards of 
2,000 officers and some 220,000 men,tt thereby again bringing 
the field troops at that date to their full war establishment. 
On that same date the German dep6t troops amounted to 3,288 
officers, 204,684 men, and 26,603 horses4t 

The men proceeding to the army were fully equipped, 
armed, and Provided witn ammunition ; those of the cavalry, 
artillery, and train took with them the necessary drafts of

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horses. The renewal of the clothing and equipment of all 
troops in the field was completed from home territory.* 

In the case of the cavalry, artillery and train,t the requisite 
number of horses was applied for to the dep6ts, but in the case 
of the infantry, rifles, pioneei*s, and administrative services, to 
the horse dep6t8 in the field. These horse depdts in urgent 
cases, however, rendered assistance to the other arms ; in regard 
to this, there was the less hesitation, as they usually had a 
greater number of saddle and draught horses than theur proper 
establishment. They formed their reserves by means of 
requisition, by captures, by the receipt of temporarily unfit 
horses, and by drafts from the depots m Germany. The most 
difficult matter was to satisfy the demands for oracei-s' horses. 
In order to provide sufficient numbers of these, the horses of 
killed and wounded officers were purchased. 

For the North German troops, a central horse dep6t was 
organised at Berlin, which was at first to receive 300 horses, 
viz., 100 saddle and 200 draught, but, generally speaking, had 
later on a larger estAblisbment. Altogether it sent 3,585 
horses to the field depdts, replacing its drafts by purchase in 
the open market. 

In Bavaria, besides the depots, the military studs and the 
riding 8(;Iiool furnished the necessary horses. From home 
territory, 3,005 saddle and draught horses were sent to the 
Bavarian troops, 938 to the Wttrttemberg, and 325 to the 
Baden troops. 

In all, the German Army received from home a supply of 
about 22,000 horses.| To these must be added those taken 
from the enemy's country, of which some 16,000 horaes were 
partly rc<iui8itioned and partly captured. The total supply 
for the German Army amomited dunng the war to upwards of 
38,000 horees. 

The artillery regiments of North Germany received 92 
field guns in replacement of others. The demands were sent 
by the troops through the artillerv commanders of the different 
armies to the War Ministry, which ordered the necessary issue 
from the artillery depots ; 23 guns were despatched to the 
Bavarian, and a similar number to the Wttrttemberg field 
artillery § The total expenditure of field guns in the German 
Army amounted to 116 pieces. 

During the war, the losses and replacement of rifles and 
side-arms and of field equipment was not very large,|| as the

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German troops in the majority of cases remained masters of 
the battle-field. 

During the armistice tlie whole of the losses in men, horses, 
and material had been rephiced in such manner that at the 
time of the peace negotiations the German Anny was in 
readiness to resume the struggle, with its full comp]*»ment of 
men and equipment. 

While the field troops were gaining decisive suecosses on the Uomo sUflTs, 
other side of the frontier, the home staff on this side of it were J-^^ 
steadily puimiing their less prominent, but extremely important ^ew forma* 
duties. In the first place, the War Ministry, the staff and tions. 
the ** provisional staff in the army corps districts strove, as 
circumstances required, to render availaole for the manifold 
pui'poses of war those resources of the country which had been 
Dy no means exhausted at the close of the mobilisation. In 
their endeavoiu^ they Avcrc most energetically supported by 
their subordinates and the other nuthoritics. 

The longer the war lasted, the more the theatre of operations 
extended and the more the losses increased, so much gi'cater 
became the demands which the home authorities had to meet.* 
In North Germany, at the end of Aiigust, two reserve amiy 
corps had been assembled at Berlm and Glogau, each composed 
of six landwehr regiments, a resei^ve cavaliy regiment, one 
heavy and two light reserve batteries.f The firat-named of 
these corps was despatched to Freiburg in Baden at the end of 
September, and afterwards employed to fonn the 4th Resei-ve 
Division. It was augmented by the cavalry regiment and the 
batteries of the other reserve coi-ps, whilst the twelve infantiy 
battalions of this Coips were handed over to the (JoveiTiment- 
General of Alsace at the end of October.} 

At the same time that these resei-ve coips were fomied, 
the augmentation of the landwehr troops intended for home 
fortresses and etappen duties had been taken into considemtion. 
The garrison battalions in the North German fortiesses accor- 
dingly received, to the extent required, an establishment ot 
1,002 men after the end of August. In the depot squadrons, 
detachments of sixty hoi-sos were told off for duty in the 
fortresses after the (foparturc^ oF the rcsen'c cavalry regiments.

Simultaneously with these augmentations and new forma- 
tions taking place, tho mobilisation of the troops which were 
despatched during the course of operations to the theatric 
of war was can-ied out. Besides the bulk of tho landwehr 
battalions, this applied chiefly to a large number of fortress 
ni*tillerA' and pioneer companies, Tarious trains and columust 
necessar}' for tne siege parks and to those anuniinition columns, 
tmins, and administrative services necessary for the newly 
created aindiy corps and reserve divisions.! 

In fiaxony, during the continuance of the campaign, all the 
troopj left at home were placed immediately under thr

quence of the battles round Metz, the four gamson battaUons 
after their mobilisation and formation into a brigade, followed 
on tlio 24th August to the theatre of wai\|| As this left of 
infantry only the dep8t battalions and companies at home, every 
two brigade staffs were combined into one.

Like their fathera half a century before, the sons had fought 
and bled for the independence of the German Fatherland. The 
latter could be restored in its integiity and mitouched by 
foreign foot to the blessings of a peace hojiourably won. 

However great the sacrifices entailed by the Avar, no people 
could have bonie them more cheerfully. Every man, in a 
spirit of enthusiasm, had done liis best from the very commence- 
ment of the war, and the soiTowful losses had been bonio in 
silence and with the consciousness of duty. 

But what the victorious army had won on the battle-fields 
of France counterbalanced those sacrifices.

EXPLANITION OF THB SITUATION. 

U^ to the middle of last month the XIYth Armj Corps, which 
oooupied a position commanding the line Ch&tillon-sur- Seine — Dijon 
— Ghray — ^Vesoul — Monb^liard, was only opposed to hostile detach- 
ments of weak numerical strength ; namely, G^aribaldi with 12,000 
men at Autun, Cramer with 20,000 at Beanne and D61e. Since 
that time considerable bodies of hostile troops, brought up from the 
south, have concentrated at Besan^on. 

In order to cover the siege of Belfort, General v. W order abandoned 
Dijon, and after recalling General v. d. GK>ltz, who was detached for 
the purpose of investing Langres, concentrated at Yesoul. 

A direct support was afforded to him by General v. Debschits's 
Detachment, which was formed in Southern Alsace, and was pushed 
forward to Delle. Further, on the news that a large part of the 
enemy's forces, in process of reorganisation at Bourges and Nevers 
(Bourbaki : 15th, 18<h, and 20th Corps), had proceeded by rail to 
Ch&lons-sur-Sadne, General v. Zastrow, who was with the 13th Divi- 
sion and Corps Artillery, Vllth Corps, at Auzerre, received orders to 
move to Nuits and Montbard. The 60th and 72nd Regiments, from 
Hetz and Cbaumont, were at the same time set in movement in that 
direction. A few days afterwards, however, the march of stronger 
hostile forces from Cosne to Briare, coupled with other intelligence, 
rendered it probable that General Bourbaki was still posted with his 
main bod^ at Nevers and Bourges, and was preparing to take the 
offensive m the direction of Paris. 

The hostile troops which had reached Besanoon maintained at all 
points a defensive attitude, and even blew up the remaining bridges 
over the Doubs. 

* The 6th Baden HeATj Bittery and the BaTamn Sortie Battery which reached 
the Baden DiTition and the troops beiieging Belfort retpectifely, earlj in January, 
are not included. 
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General v. Zastrow, in consequence, received orders to return to 
Auxerre, while at the same time the Ilud Army Corps was relieved 
before Paris, and directed on Montargis ; the two Corps united were 
then to oppose the expected march of Bourbaki*s army, while the 
Ilnd Army took the offensive against Chanzy's army. 

During the execution of these movements, General v. Werder 
announced in a positive manner that he hiui in his front troops of the 
18th and 20th Army Corps. General Roder telegraphed from Berne 
that Bourbaki himself had reached Dijon, and was advancing with an 
army of 60,000 men and 80 guns. A detailed report, of which the 
data in other respects proved trustworthy, showed tnat, in accordance 
with the new French plan of opemtions, Bourbaki (under whose 
orders weiH3 the 15th, 18th, and 20th Corps, and probably the 19tb, at 
Bourges, Ac.) would take the ofFensive against the XlVth Corps, 
relieve Belfort, reoccupy Alsace, nnd permanently sever the German 
lines of comma nicatiim. For this purpose, leaving one Corps at 
Vierzon, his army was to be reinfoi-ced by the 24th Corps, newly 
formed at Besan9on under General BresoUes, by Cramer's troops and 
by Garibaldi's volunteers. 

These operations have already Ixjcn initiated. For the last three 
days the outposts of the 18th, 20th, and 24th Corps to the south and 
west of Vesonl and to the south of Belfort, have been directly opposed 
to General v. Werder's troops ; yesterday a concentration was evident 
towards the road Be8an9on — Vesoul. Whether the whole of the 
18th and 20th Coi*ps are assembled, it is impossible to say ; it may be 
doubted for the present. It is said also that on the Slst December 
Bourbaki held a review at Bourges of the 15th and 18th Army Corps. 
This intelligence is not, however, confirmed. The position of the 15th 
and 19th Corps has not yet been estal)lished. Of the lyth Corps, it 
is not known for certain whether it is with Bourbaki or with Chanzy, 
or whether it was not disbanded after the action at the beginning of 
December. If both belong to Bourbaki's army he will have at his dis- 
posal for the intended opei'ation one of them in the east, while the other 
will be at Vierzon. Should the 19th Corps, on the other hand, belong 
to Chanzy*s army or have l>een disl)andcd, the 15th Corps probably 
remains at Vierzon. Bourbaki will then have at his disposal in the 
east only the 18th, 20th, and 24th Corps, and Gttribaldi's bands. 

The army thus constituted is deficient in cavalry, but adequately 
provided with artillery. Commissariat and ammunition trains will 
be almost entirely wanting, and cannot bo altogether replaced by using 
the railway. The infantry is well armed, but defectively organised. 
The numerical strength of the different Army Corps may be some 
30,000 men, so that, exclusive of the bands of Garibaldi, estimated at 
12,000, the total force may be taken at 90,000 to 120,000 men. 

General v. Werder has received ordei'S provisionally, befoi*e every- 
thing else, to cover the siege of Belfort, and to base himself on Southern 
Alsace. He should not oppose directly a hostile advance west of 
the Vosges, but, in conjunction with the troops of the Government of 
Lorraine, observe it. When he finds only wejik forces in his front, he 
should at once take the ofTensive, and move against the enemy's com- 
munications. The advance of tlie llnd and Vllth Corps will suffice 
to defeat the enemy's projects. 

The Ilnd Army, employed for the moment in offensive operations, 
against Chanzy*s army advancing from Le Mans, has left a Division 
at Orl^ns, which has posted a detachment at Briare.

The army, moreover, will take care to select its line of oommuni-

Qeneral r. Werder having in a throe days' straggle on the 15th, 
16th, and 17th instant^ repolsed all attaoks directed against his 
position in front of B^lfort by the army of Bourbaki, oonsisting of 
the 15th, 18th, 20th, 24th (and probably the 25th) Army Corps, the 
retreat of the enemy, suspected on the evening of the 17th, has been 
meanwhile confirmed. Apparently the main bodies of the enemy 
have already moved off in marching columns on the 17th, whilst in 
front of (General v. Werder there still remained on the 18th abont 
three Divisions as rear raards in defensive positions. No information 
has been received whether the enemy's retreat has taken place entirely 
iii the district between the Sa6ne and Doabs, or if he has also utilised 
the ground between the Doubs and the Swiss frontier. General v. 
Weraer reports that he will this day assume the offensive with his 
advanced guards, and on the 20th will follow with his main body in 
the main curection of Yillersexel, and I have requested him to employ 
for this operation all the forces available without raising the siege of 
Belfort. 

With the part of the army under my immediate orders I will 
either advance against the flank of the retreating enemy or meet 
him directly in front. To this end the following movements will be 
carried out. 

The llnd Corps will concentrate its main body at Gray, chiefly 
on the left flank of the Sa6ne, and reconnoitre along the roads 
leading to Besan9on ; its advanced g^ard pushed forward to Pesmes. 
The portion of the Corps remaining at Thil Ch&tel will be called in 
by it by ^j of Hirebeau. A post of suitable strength will be left 
at Thil Ch&tel for the purpose of watching Dijon, and for the trans- 
mission of orders to Genend v. Eettler. 

The Yllth Corps will, with its left wing, connect itself by way of 
Vesoul with (General v. Werder's troops advancing between the 
Sadne and Ognon. It will cross the Sa6ne in the neighbourhood 
of Autet and Savoyeuz, for which purpose at least one additional 
means of passage will be constructed ; it will move its main body to 
the district about Sauvignev — Ciiey, &o., the advanced guard being 
pushed towards Besan9on, thereby guarding and reconnoitring in the 
direction of Bioz.

fortress, whilst the offensive movement of your Excellency already 
commenced will at the same time detain the hostile rear guards, and 
retard thereby the retreat of the main body. It is not at present 
clear whether the enemy's main forces are to be expected on the right 
or on the left bank of the Donbs ; hot I am inclined to think the left, 
as no report of a collision has at present reached me from my left 
winff (Vllth Corps), while in a southerly direction the advanced guard 
of the Ilnd Corps has, dunnff its march yesterday, fonght an action 
with some gardes mobiles and franctireurs at Pesmes, who wished to 
dispute there the passage of the Ognon. This view is confirmed by 
your Excellency's telegram of the morning of the 20th. 

I am not sufSciently acquainted with the circumstances of your 
Excellency's position to be able to give, you direct orders. I count 
upon your Excellency remaining at the heels of the enemy, following 
him wherever his main forces retire, seeking and maintaining with 

ironr right wing connection with me, as 1 am similarly doing with my 
^ wing as rcKards you, and sending me frequent reports. Your 
Excellency will be ffooa enough, so soon as circumstances permit, to 
send me Colonel v. Willisen's detachment, or, at any rate, his cavalry 
and artillery, by forced marches through Pesmes, as, in consequence 
here of the deficiency of available cavalry, 1 am in nrgent need of 
it in order to operate against the enemy's communications. 

From the position Pesmes — Mamay — Dampierre— D61e occupied 
on the 21 st, and which secures the passages of the Ognon and Doubs, 
I shall make reconnaissances towards the Lons-le-Saunier road, the 
shortest line of march between Bislfort and Lyons; the result of 
these may infiuence my further dispositions.

Aooording to tbe reports received, the sitaation to-day is as 
follows : — 

The XrVth Army Corps (inclading 11 battalions o{ the 4th 
Besenre Division) onght to have reached yesterday the ]ine Mont- 
boson — Glainans, and, according to the intentions commnnicated, may 
be expected to-day on both banks of the Donbs abreast of Banme-]es- 
Dames. The Baden Division, advancing on the right wing, is 
endeavouring to open communication by way of Rioz with the Vllth 
Corps. 

Before Belfort and in that neighbourhood are posted ihe Ist 
Reserve Division, Debeohits's detachment, and part of the 4th 
Beserve Division ; the approaches against Fort La Perche are opened 
along the line Danjoutin — P^rouse. 

The Yllth Army Corps, after a brief engagement, captured 
yesterday the cross-roads at Qningey, and will secure the possession 
of this point by defensive works, the front of which will be towards 
Besan^on. The Corps is established on the line Qningey — Dam- 
pierre ; on the right bank of the Doubs its line of outposts Danne- 
marie — Boutelle faces Besan9on. A detachment on the Ognon 
watches the road from Besan^on to Gray, and assures the connectidn 
with the XlVih Corps. 

The Ilnd Army Corps is marching with three brigades from D61e 
to Yillers Farlay, and will this day stand echelonned between the 
latter town and Nevv-les-Ddle« A fourth brigade (Colonel Knese- 
beck) secures towards Auxonne and Besan9on the line Ddle — Gray, 
on which it stands echelonned. 

Willisen's Cavalry Brigade, detached from the XlVth Army 
Corps, advances also into this neighbourhood ; it is this day on the 
march from Frasne by way of Bonboillon to Pesmes. 

Further in rear stands Major-General v. Eettler*s mixed brigade ; 
it has an independent mission to guard the communications between 
Montbard and Dijon. 

Bourbaki's army (15th, 18th, 20th, 24th, and probably the 25th 
Corps), the losses of which in three days' fighting oefore Belfort and 
subsequently are estimated at 10,000 men, has directed its main line 
of retreat upon Besan9on, and has almost entirely nassed to the left 
bank of the Doubs. It still occupied, the day before yesterday, 
Baame-les-Dames and Clerval in force ; comparatively strong bodies 
of troops have also been left in the neighbourhood of Blamont, 
and to the north of it (towards Delle and Montbiliard) ; bodies of 
stragglers were met with yesterday at Yesoul. It is not yet known 
liow nr ihe heads of the enemv's main army have progressed ^along 
the roads between the Doubs and the Swiss frontier. 

Thd Itotioiui longht by the Ilnd and Tilth Army Corps on the 
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2l8t, 22nd and 23rd, appear at present to bave been cbiefly against 
the Besan^on garrison, gardes mobiles and franctireurs. In these 
engagements considerable quantities of stores have been captured, 
and, by the occupation of Ddle and Quingey, the nearest line of 
retreat through Lons-le-Saunier to Lyons is barred, while traffic 
has been stopped by blowing up the bridges along both railways 
leading from Besau^on to Lyons. General v. Kettler's reconnaissance 
towards Dijon on the 2l8t has, during a sanguinary contest, in which 
we captured 600 prisoners, showed the strength of Garibaldi's Corps 
at not less than 25,000 men, and a position armed with twenty heavy 
guns. 

In the supposition that the XlVth Army Corps will to-morrow 
(the 25th), after leaving Baiime-les- Dames, gain by a short day's 
march some ground towards Besan^on, the following ai*o the main 
hypotheses that would have to be conHidei'od : — 

(1.) The ononiy continues his retreat to the southward, and, as the 
road by Villers Farlay is ban-ed, by the roads leading 
between Villers Farlay and Pontarlier. The Ilnd and 
Vllth Corps will then be ready to strike him in the flank 
with advanced guards, or bar his road with flying columns. 

(2.) The enemy endeavours to break through by way of Quingey 
and Dampieii'e. The Yllth Corps will in that case stand 
with a Division on cacli bank of the Doubs ready to resist 
the first attack, whilst the Ilnd on both banks of the Doubs 
would be able to take part from the rear, accoi*ding to 
cii'cumstances. 

In both eventualities, (1) and (2), the XlVth Corps would press 
vigorously from tho north upon the enemy's i*earguai*d8. 

(3.) The enemy debouches fix)m, or by way of, Besan9on upon 
Pesmes and Gray, in order probably to extend a hand to 
Garibaldi's (^orps at Dijon. For tiiis purpose tho enemy 
has at his disposal the tliix^o main roads leading from 
Besan^on, through Audeux, Pin, and Etuz. In this case all 
the nearest troops, 14th Division, Knesebeck's Brigade 
would advance against the left, the Baden Division against 
the right flank of the marching columns and hold them fast, 
whilst the other troops, wholly or partly, according to 
cii'cum stances, would join this movement or hem them in 
right and left. 

(4.) The enemy again shows front towards the XlVth Army Coi-ps. 
In this event the Ilnd and Vllth Corps will take part in the 
action from the south. 

(5.) Should the enemy retire to tho Swiss frontier, all three Corps 
would at once follow this movement with advanced guards, 
and later, with the whole army also if necessary, foroe the 
enemy to give battle or to cross the frontier. 

(6.) The enemy concentrates at Besan9on and awaits our attack. 
In this case the subsistence of the South Army must probably 
be assured for a longer time than is the case under the pre- 
sent circumstances of the enemy, and therefore the army will 
not be rcqnired to attack strong positions situated perhaps 
under tho protection of the fortress; on the contrai'y it 
might await the enemy's attack. 

In the existing circumstances, where the three Corps cannot well 
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snpport one another dii*ectlj, even if it were not alpo desirable, I 
have not thought it well to omit bringing thns to yonr Excellency's 
notice mj views as to the situation, so that at all times yon may be 
able to make your dispositions in the desired way, before receiving 
any orders, in case the circumstances may require a prompt decision.

Convention Respecting the Surrender op Belfort. 

Done at Perooie, 4 p.m., 16.2.71. 

The following Convention has been concluded between the 
Prussian Lieutenant- General v. Tresckow, commanding the Siege 
Corps before Belfort, and Colonel Denfert-Bochereau, oi the French 
Engineers, Commandant of Belfort : — 

1. Colonel Denfert, in virtue of the special authority delegated to 
him by the French Government in view of the existing circumstances, 
surrenders the fortress with its forts to Liout.-General ▼. Tresckow. 

2. In recognition of their brave defence, the garrison are allowed 
free withdrawal with the honours of war ; they will take away the 
eagles, colours, arms, horses, carriages, and the military telegraph 
apparatus, as also the baggage of the officers and kits of the men, 
and the archives of the fortress. The garrison comprise the troops 
of the line, the Garde Nationale Mobile, the Garde Nationale Mobilis6e, 
the douaniers, and the gendarmes. The Garde Nationale Sedentaire 
will remain in Belfoi*t, and, before the surrender, will deposit the 
arms at the I^fairie. 

3. -^11 war material, as also the remaining provisions and ammu- 
nition, bo far as they are not absolutely required for the departing 
garrison, besides the garrison stoit'S of every description, and 
all State property, will be liandeil over at 10 a.m. on the 18th 
February to the German Commis8ionei*s, in the sauie state as at the 
time of signing this Convention, by a Commission to be appointed by 
the Coniiaandaiit. 

4. On the 18th February, at 10 a.m., the German artillery and 
engineer officers will be admitted to the forts and to the ch&teau, for 
the purpose of taking over the powder magazines and the mines; 
French officers of the same ai*ms will accompany them. 

5. The French garrison must finish the evacuation of Belfort by 
noon on the 18th, at which time the German troops will take posses- 
sion of the fortress. The mode of departure will form the subject of 
a special supplement. 

G. The sick and wounded left behind in the fortress will on their 
convalescence be conducted across the nearest line of demarcation, 
taking their arms with them; while those unfit for further service 
will be sent to their homes. 

7. The departing garrison will leave behind for hospital service the 
necessary surgeons and assistants, who will be treated according to the 
stipulations of the Geneva Convention. 

8. The German prisonera interned in Belfort, wounded or not, 
to the number of 7 officers and 243 men, will be handed over to the 
German troops in their present barracks at 10 a.m. on the 18th. 

9. The private property of the officers leaving the fortress, and all 
other, will be respected. 

10. Colonel Denfert wiU send to Lieu tenant- General v. Tresckow, 
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as Boon as possible, a return of the departing troops, so that their 
withdrawal maj be regulated. The Commission, charged with hand- 
ing oTer the sick of both nations and the interned, will also be 
famished with returns. 

11. The Gorman Administration will help as mnch possible in 
providing food, surgeons, and other assistance for the inhabitants 
of the town. 

The foregoing Convention has been drawn np and sabscribed by 
the following officers. On tho part of the Germans, hj Major ▼. 
Lane, 67th, and Captain v. Schultzendorff, General Staff ; on tho part 
of the French, by Commandant Chapelot, 84th Regiment of the Line, 
and Captain Erafft, Auxiliary Engineers; all provided with fall 
powers from their respective commanders.

Supplement. 

1. The guards and sentries of the fortress will remain posted until 
relief by the German troops, which will take place immediately 
after the entry, under the direction of a field officer of ench army. 
They will then be formed into a detachment, and follow the garrison. 

2. The departing garrison will march in two columns, each in 
echelons of 1,000 men, to the Saone and Loire Depai'tment, the 
separate echelons keeping an interval of at least 3^ miles. 

On the 17th February four echelons will move off, two to the 
neighbourhood of Seloncoart — Audincourt — Exincoai-t — Etupes, the 
other two to Arcey — Hericourt. Each echelon will be accompanied 
by a German officer. 

3. The garrison will take the necessaiy food with it. General 
V. Tresckow will provide the necessary carnage. 

4. During the march through the country occupied by German 
troops the internal discipline remains in the hands of the officers. 
All other excesses will be punished according to Prussian regulations. 
Anyone who is found at a distance exceeding 2^ miles from his 
regiment or quarter, or any soldier of the departing garrison dis- 
covered in Belfort after a lapse of twelve hours, will be treated as a 
prisoner of war.

H.Q.jVereailles, 6.171. 
To His Excellency General v. Bonin, Governor-General of Lorraine. 

According to the reports received here from General v. Werder, 
it is not improbable that very superior hostile forces are concentrating 
for an offensive movement against him. Their object may be tho 
relief of Belfort, and a permanent severance of onr coramnnications. 

In order to defeat such enterprises, the Yllth Corps will shortly 
be assembled at Ghdtillon.snr- Seine with thirty-one battalions, and, 
if necessary, will be still further reinforced by the Ilnd Army Corps. 
It is, however, not impossible that before these forces become efiEcctive, 
the enemy may temporarily gain ground in the direction of our main 
line of communication. In this event, it would be your Excellency's 
duty to assemble the Government troops now scattered at various 
etappen points, carefully watch the enemy's possible advance, and 
take precautions that Toul is sufficiently garrisoned and armed. 
The defective organisation of tho enemy's forces, which are almost 
entirely destitute of commissariat and ammunition trains, forces them 
to cling to the railways in their operations. A temporary interrup- 
tion of these railways would, thei*efore, entail, if not a complete 
stoppage, at any rate a considerable delay in the enemy's advance. 

Your Excellency will therefore be pleased to take such measures 
as you may think necessary to cause the Langrcs— Chanmont and 
St. Loup — Epinal Railways to be prepared for destruction at various 
points to such an extent that, if the demolitions be carried out, the 
i-c pairs would occupy fi*om eight to fourteen days. As regards the 
line St. Loup — Epinal it might eventually suffice to remove by rail the 
large timbers which have been brought up to repaii* the destroyed 
viaduct at Aillevillers, but have net yet been placed in position.

IXSTRUCTIONS RELATIVE TO THE EXECUTION OP THE PRELIMINARY 

AND Armistice Treaty op 26th February, 1871. 

(1.) The landwehr battalions, reserve rifle battalions, reserve 
cavalry regiments, reserve batteries, which are now in 
Prance and in the German provinces newlj acquired, and 
the dep6t battalions of those regiments whicli are not 
intended for the permanent occupation of the new provinces, 
ni*e to bo sent home as soon as possible. 

(2.) The following aro appointed to form the permanent garrison 
in Alsace : —

The above regiments of infantry will be detached from their Coi-ps 
and will be at once transported by rail to Alcaco in relief of the 
present occupation troops. 

(3.) The Vllth Army Corps will pass under the direct orders of 
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the Royal Haadqaarters. It will henceforfcli occapj the Mease 
and Vofigen Departments and also those parts of the Meurtho 
and Moselle Departments which remain French, and it will 
relieve as qoicklj as possible the Government troops hitherto 
emplojed there. The 60th Regiment is, as is seen, intended 
to garrison Alsace, the 72nd to pass for a time to the Xth 
Army Corps, which will give orders as to the movement 
of the regiment. The 5th Reserve Lancera will return 
home. 
(4.) The Xllth Army Corps will also pass nnder the direct orders 
of the Royal Headquarters, and is intended to ocenpy the 
Aisne and Ardennes Departments ; the Wilrttemberg Field 
Division will pass under the same command and will occupy 
the Mame Department. The Government troops hitherto 
located in this department will be relieved with the least 
possible delay. 
(5.) The 1st Armv, after entirely evacuating the left bank of the 
Seine, will be cantoned henceforth in the Departments of 
Somme, Lower Seine, and Euro (right bank of the Seine), 
and in the west portion of the Oise Department limited by 
the Orisons — Beauvais — Breteuil — ^Amiens road, including 
the villages on the road. 

The troops detached from the Guard and Xllth Army 
Corps return to their commands. 

The 5th Cavalry Division is placed at tho disposal of the 
Meuse Army, Genoi*al v. Strantz's Combined Cavalry Brigade 
and tho three reserve batteries of the Vth Corps will at 
once move off in the direction of Mezi^res. The march 
route will be forwarded to this office. 
(6.) The Ilnd Army, including the IIIi*d, IXth, and Xth Corps, 
the 2nd and 6th Cavalry Di\dsions will at once move to the 
eastward between the Loire and Seine, cross the latter 
river between its source and the embouchure of the Aube, 
and occupy cantonments in tho Upper Mame, Aube fright 
bank of Seine), and Cdte d*Or (right bank of Seine) 
Departments, limited on the south-east by a line from tho 
source of the latter river near Grancey. 

The IVth Army Corps will revert to the Mouse Army, 
the 4th Cavalry Division to the Ilird Army, the 1st Cavalry 
Division to the South Army. 

Of the Xth Corjps, the l7th and 92nd Regiments, will be 
replaced by the 67tn and 72nd Regiments now belonging ta 
the South Army. 

The Meuse Armv, to which are assigned the IVth Army 

Corps and 5th Cavwy Division, will canton in the Depart- 

ments of the Oise (so far as this is not occupied by the 1st 

Army), and of the Seine et Oise (right bank of the Seine and 

Onrcq Canal), while contintdng to occupy Forts St. Deuis» 

I'Est, and Aubervilliers. 

} iThe Guard . Landwehr Division will be forwarded by 

* < > J {tail to Germany, and will at .once march upon Rheims. 

' (6.) The IILrd Army will evacuate as soon as possible the forts od 

the left bank of the Seinot carrying away the material ; it 

will occupy on the right bank the Forts Nogent, Roniy» 

Noissy, and Ronudnvifie, hitherto occupied by the Meuse 
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Army. Tho XI th, Vltli, and Iliid Bavarian Army Corps, 
and tho 4th Cavalry Division, which again passes to tho 
Ilird Army, will then cross to the right bank of tho 
Seine and canton in the Seine et Mai-ne Departments, 
and the available pai*t of tho Seino ct Oise Department. 

The Vth Army Corps will pass to the Sonth Army and 
will receive instrnctions to move at once vid Auxerro on 
Dijon, whither the 19th Regiment, which replaces tho 47th 
now being detaclicd from tlic army, will bo ti-ansporlcd by 
rail. 
(0.) The South Army, to which are attached tho Vth Army Corps 
and Ist Cavalry Division, will occupy cantonments in tho 
Haute Sa6ne, Doubs, and Jura Departments, so far as they 
have been occupied by the Germans ; moi-eovcr, tlic C6te 
d'Or DepartmeAt, excepting the part given to the Ilud Army 
and the part bounded by a line di*awn from the source of the 
Seine to Chagny ; which, on tho moving up of the Ilud Army, 
will fall to the French zone of occupation. 
Tho South Army will occupy Bolfort. 
The Ilnd Army Corps will receive the 34th Rogimcut in 
lieu of the detached 14th Regiment. 

In consequence of the early return of the laudwchr 
troops, Ac, attached to the XlVth Corps, and also" of tho 
new destinations assigned to tho 30th, 34tli, C7tli, and 25tli 
Prussian Line Regiments, the XI Vth Ai*my Corps, the 1st and 
4lh Reserve Divisions, and v. d. Goltz*s detachment may bo 
regarded as broken up. 

The arrangements with regard to tho liei'sumul and 

the employment of the administrations, trains, <i:c., aro 

reserved. 

(10.) The transport of the landwehr troops of occupation now 

present in the cantonments of tho Ist, Ilnd, IlIrd, ^leuso 

and South Annies will bo arranged, ns their I'olief, by lino 

or etappen troops as the ca.so may be, pix)ceed8. To this end 

the Army Commanders-in-Chief will bo good enough to 

report to this office with the least possible delay the dates at 

which the presence of the Government troops becomes no 

longer necessary. 

(11.)' Lastly, attention is to be given to sending home the etappen 

troops at tho earliest date. Their duties devolve in tho i-ayons 

of the different Armies to the line troops of the latter ; in 

the rayons of the Xllth and Vllth Army Corps and tho 

WUrttemberg Division to these troops; in Alsace, Ac, to tho 

garrisons in accordance with instructions to bo given by tho 

highest military authorities there. 

(12.) With regard to tho I'oturn of the fortress artillery and 

fortress pioneer companies (the latter so far as they do not 

belong to tho Government or etappen troops or to the 

reserve divisions), further instrnctions will bo issued. 

(13.) The Inspectoi's General of Etappen of the Ist, Ilnd, and Illi'd 

Armies will remain with their present functions. The latter 

will also conduct the business of the Mouse Army; the 

etappen inspection of this Army is to be subsequently placed 

at the disposal of the South Army. 

(14.) The telegraph stations situated in the districts to be 
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ovacnated, and which aro worked bv oflioials not on ibe field 
csiablishmont, can in the event of their not being previously 
relieved by the field and etappen telegraph divisions, con. 
<inae to bo thns worked until the departure of the troops ; 
but the military authorities will make arrangements for their 
security and for pronding the necessary means of transport 
for the oiDcials and the instruments. 
(15») The Army Commanders, Governoi'S-Qeneral, &c., will bo 
good enough to concci't with rcgawl to the execution of the 
reliefs, &c., Indicated in the foregoing directions. 

The transport of the troops will bo reported, as herein set 
forth, to the respective Line Commissions, which have received 
con^esponding instructions from this office. Meanwhile, all 
ti*oops about to Imj transported by rail are to be instructed to 
conform to any direct requisitions made to them by tho 
Line Commissions.

Cenx des Allemands qni avaient obtenu Tantorisation exig^es par 
les lois Fran9aises pour fixer Icur domicile en France sont r6intogi*es 
dans tons les droits et peuvent, en consequence, ^tablir de nonveanlour 
domicile sur le torritoire Fran9ais. 

Le delai stipnl^ par les lois Fran9aises pour obtenir la naturalisa- 
tion sera consid^r^ comme n'etant pas inteiTompu par Tetat de guen*o 
pour les personnos qui profiteront de la facnlte ci-dcssus mentionn6 
do revenir en France dans nn d^lai do six mois apr^s Tdcbauee des 
ratifications de ce Traits, et il sera tenucompte du temps ^ooule entre 
leur expulsion et lenr retour sur lo territoire Fran^ais, comme si Is 
n'avaiont jamais cess6 de r^sider en France.

Si la 
restitution des biitiments et do la cargaison n'est plus possible, Icur 
valour, fix6e d'apr^s le prix de la vente, sera rendne k leni*s 
propriCtaircs. 

Article XIV. 

Chacun des deux parties continnera sur son territoire les travaux 
ontrepris pour la canalisation de la Moselle.
